The  evening  began  at  7:00  p.m.  for  the  Memorial/Communion  Service  with 
gathering  music.  Throughout  the  service  and  during  the  time  of  gathering,  the 
Roberts  United  Methodist  Chancel  Choir,  directed  by  Mrs.  Joyce  Gross  and  her 
son,  Mr.  Chris  Gross,  Organist  and  Soloist,  sang  for  the  Conference. 

Rev.  Frank  S.  Harris  and  his  wife,  Mrs.  Suzanne  Harris  spoke  of  the 
Remembrance  and  Reflection  of  those  who  entered  the  church  eternal.  Ms. 
Sarah  Seeliger  then  provided  a  bell  solo  of  "Amazing  Grace." 

Bishop  Solomon  greeted  all  whom  were  in  attendance  and  the  family  members 
of  those  who  had  entered  the  church  eternal  since  the  last  session  of  the  Annual 
Conference.  He  introduced  Rev.  Harold  Babin,  a  local  pastor  who  has  served 
the  St.  Francisville  United  Methodist  Church  for  28  years,  as  the  preacher  for  the 
evening. 

Rev.  Harold  Babin  delivered  the  message  "In  The  Name  Of  Jesus." 


Monday,  June  5, 2000 
Morning  Session 

The  Thirtieth  Session  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  began  at  8:30  a.m. 
with  gathering  music  by  the  Conference  Clergy  Praise  Band  led  by  Mr.  Clay 
Eaves. 

Rev.  Brady  Forman  offered  the  opening  prayer. 

Bishop  Solomon  asked  Rev.  Carl  Rhoads  to  make  the  appropriate  motions  to 
constitute  the  Conference.  Rev.  Rhoads  nominated:  Ms.  Belinda  Cason,  Rev. 
Andrew  Douglas,  Rev.  Mark  Goins,  Rev.  Jack  Phelps,  Mrs.  Julie  Stinson,  Rev. 
Lusinda  Warren,  Mrs.  Amy  Willis,  Mrs.  Kathryn  Moore,  and  Mrs.  Nanci 
Youngblood  as  Assistant  Secretaries;  Mrs.  Beverly  Hogue,  Rev.  Joe  Rountree, 
Mrs.  Vera  Packer,  and  Rev.  Helena  Wright-Butler  as  Head  Tellers.   He  directed 
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the  Conference  to  six  matters:  1.)  All  materials  for  the  Conference  members  are 
to  be  approved  by  and  distributed  through  the  Conference  Secretary.  These 
materials  are  to  be  given  to  Rev.  Mark  Goins  or  Rev.  Lusinda  Warren  and  are  to 
be  marked  with  the  time  of  distribution.  2.)  Forms  for  writing  amendments  and 
motions  that  are  presented  to  the  Conference  should  be  picked  up  at  the 
Secretary's  desk  or  tables  by  the  microphones.  3.)  Similar  forms  are  available 
for  persons  requesting  courtesy  letters  to  be  sent  from  the  Conference.  Forms 
for  special  guests  to  be  presented  to  the  Conference  are  also  available.  4.)  Any 
changes  or  corrections  that  need  to  be  made  regarding  Pre-Conference  Reports 
should  be  completed  and  given  to  Mrs.  Amy  Willis.  5.)  Special  sound 
equipment  for  the  hearing  impaired  is  available  through  Mr.  Claiborne  Sharp  for 
the  plenary  and  evening  sessions.  6.)  Please  be  aware  of  petitions  placed  on  the 
tables  for  review.  They  will  be  voted  on  Tuesday  afternoon. 

The  instructions  given  by  the  Secretary  of  the  conference  were  approved. 

Dr.  Larry  Maddin  then  made  the  following  motions.  He  moved  that  the  main 
floor  of  the  physical  education  center  be  designated  as  the  bar  of  the  Conference 
for  the  laity  session,  Monday,  June  5,  2000,  and  that  the  nave  of  the  Brown 
Chapel  be  designated  as  the  bar  of  the  Conference  for  the  clergy  session, 
Monday,  June  5,  2000,  and  that  beginning  Monday,  June  5,  2000,  the  main  floor 
of  the  physical  education  center  of  Centenary  College  be  designated  as  the  bar  of 
the  Conference.  He  also  moved  that  Tuesday's  order  of  the  day  be  set  at  1 1:00 
a.m.  for  the  Retirees  to  address  the  Conference  and  that  the  printed  program  be 
the  agenda  for  the  Annual  Conference  Session  and  that  the  Bishop  be 
empowered  to  make  changes  in  the  agenda  necessary  to  complete  the  business  of 
the  Conference.  He  moved  that  the  printed  material  that  is  to  be  distributed  at 
the  Annual  Conference  session  be  cleared  through  the  Secretary  prior  to 
distribution.  His  final  motion  was  that  Rule  No.  8  of  the  Rules  of  Order  for 
Conference  Sessions  which  limits  speeches  to  10  minutes  be  suspended  and  that 
speeches  be  limited  to  3  minutes.  All  but  the  last  motion  were  approved  with  a 
show  of  hands.  The  last  motion  required  a  2/3  vote.  It  passed  with  a  2/3 
majority  vote.  Bishop  Solomon  thanked  Dr.  Larry  Maddin  as  he  retires  and  for 
his  work  as  the  Dean  of  the  Cabinet  this  past  year.  The  Rev.  Jimmie  Pyles  will 
be  the  new  dean  of  Cabinet. 

Dr.  Gene  Gregory,  Centenary  College,  brought  greetings  to  the  delegates  and 
guests  of  the  Conference  and  welcomed  everyone  and  expressed  Centenary's 
hospitality  to  make  this  their  home  for  the  next  few  days.  Bishop  Solomon 
expressed  the  gratitude  of  the  Conference  to  Dr.  Gregory  in  behalf  of  Centenary 
College. 

Rev.  Ellen  Alston,  Chair  of  the  Conference  Worship  Team,  spoke  about  the 
interpretation  of  the  theme  for  this  year's  Annual  Conference  session,  "I  am  the 
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Light  of  the  World"  John  8:12.  She  stated  that  Jesus  is  the  light  of  the  world, 
which  is  an  image  rich  in  meaning  and  power  for  the  Church  seeking  to  reflect 
that  light  in  a  world  too  often  consumed  with  darkness.  She  stated  that  we  are  a 
Conference  with  many  gifts  and  thanked  everyone  for  their  prayerful  work  in 
human  shaping  for  the  moments  where  God's  spirit  may  touch  us  once  again  as 
the  gathered  body  of  Christ.  She  ended  with  prayer. 

Bishop  Solomon  expressed  gratitude  to  Rev.  Ellen  Alston,  Chair,  and  the  entire 
Worship  Team  for  their  hard  work.  He  cited  the  wonderful  beginning  of  the 
Conference  with  Sunday  evening's  Memorial/Communion  Service. 


EPISCOPAL  ADDRESS 
BISHOP  DAN  E.  SOLOMON 

There  are  many  moments  in  life  when  one's  sense  of  thanksgiving,  gratitude  and 
praise  to  God  so  consume  one's  life  that  mere  words  cannot  contain  nor  convey 
the  depth  of  such  feelings.  Perhaps  that  is  why  we  so  often  turn  to  the  Psalmists 
to  speak  for  us:  "O  Lord,  our  Lord,  how  majestic  is  your  name  in  all  the  earth." 
"The  heavens  are  telling  the  glory  of  God;  and  the  firmament  proclaims  God's 
handiwork.  Day  to  day  pours  forth  speech  and  night  to  night  declares 
knowledge.  There  is  no  speech,  nor  are  there  words;  their  voice  is  not  heard;  yet 
their  voice  goes  out  through  all  the  earth,  and  their  words  to  the  end  of  the 
world."  "The  Lord  is  my  strength  and  my  shield.  In  God  my  heart  trusts."  "So 
am  I  helped,  and  my  heart  exults  and  I  give  thanks  to  God." 

Today  I  not  only  give  thanks  to  God,  but  to  my  family  of  birth — a  deeply 
committed  United  Methodist  mother  and  father  who  loved  the  Lord,  worked 
hard,  expected  much,  loved  me,  guided  me,  corrected  me,  and  supported  me 
completely  in  my  journey  toward  ministry.  Like  many  of  you,  the  church  family 
in  which  I  grew  up  formed  me  in  the  faith  and  shepherded  me  toward  maturity  in 
Christ  and  for  service  in  the  church. 

Pastors,  laity,  youth  counselors  all  are  on  my  honor  roll  of  mentors  and  guides. 
Added  to  that  is  a  family  which  Joy  and  I  began  with  our  marriage.  She  has  been 
and  is  my  companion,  my  partner,  my  encourager,  my  patient  perserverer, 
indeed  the  real  joy  of  my  life.  So,  too,  are  my  children  and  grandchildren,  those 
present  and  those  on  the  way,  the  constant  reminder  that  "my  lines  have  fallen  in 
pleasant  places."  No  husband  and  father  could  be  more  proud  and  more  blessed. 

Expressing  gratitude  to  God  and  for  others  is  such  an  immense  challenge  that 
time  today,  nor  for  weeks  on  end,  would  be  sufficient.  I  do  want  to  tell  you,  the 
Louisiana  Conference,  how  grateful  Joy  and  I  are  for  your  love,  your 
encouragement,  and  your  partnership  with  us  as  we  have  sought  to  make  the 
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main  thing,  the  main  thing — bringing  persons  into  a  redeemed  and  transformed 
relationship  with  God  through  Jesus  Christ.  Likewise  I  acknowledge  through  41 
years  of  ministry  the  blessings  of  congregations  where  I  have  been  appointed 
and  the  conferences  where  I  have  been  assigned  as  a  bishop.  Indeed,  how 
blessed  I  am  and  have  been. 

But  God's  blessings  never  end.  They  greet  us  as  we  move  into  the  next 
moments  and  days  of  our  lives.  Some  word  needs  to  be  shared  with  you 
regarding  the  blessings  of  God  that  Joy  and  I  believe  await  us  in  the  years  ahead. 

As  you  know,  we  are  going  to  begin  a  new  chapter  in  our  ministry  when  I 
become,  September  1,  2000,  the  Bishop  In  Residence  at  McMurry  University  in 
Abilene,  Texas.  There  is  a  specific  reason  for  such  a  move  at  this  time  and  I 
want  to  share  it  with  you,  al  beit  in  abbreviated  form  and  with  the  awareness  that 
some  of  you  know  the  story. 

Joy's  only  real  family  in  life  has  been  the  Methodist  Church.  Abandoned  by  her 
mother  at  6  months  of  age,  experiencing  the  death  of  her  father  and  caregiver  at 
6  years  of  age,  reclaimed  by  her  birth  mother  after  the  funeral  of  her  father  and 
taken  on  a  cross  country  odyssey  of  deprivation  and  decadence,  she  was  again 
abandoned  by  her  birth  mother,  left  in  a  rooming  house  in  the  Midwest,  with  a 
note  to  a  great  aunt,  "You  can  have  her  if  you  want  her." 

Joy  lived  in  a  custodial  care,  emotionally  dysfunctional  setting  until  she  took 
herself  out  of  it  after  high  school,  winding  up  on  the  streets  of  Abilene,  Texas, 
$20.00  in  her  pocket,  a  $7.00  a  week  room  to  live  in  and  seemingly  no  future, 
unless,  you  know  the  church  and  are  known  by  the  church. 

It  was  in  a  neighborhood  Methodist  church  that  Joy  at  the  age  of  seven  first 
heard  about  Jesus  Christ.  She  learned  she  really  was  loved;  she  learned  that 
Jesus  wanted  to  put  his  arms  around  an  abandoned,  hurt,  and  fearful  little  girl; 
she  learned  there  is  such  a  thing  as  the  Jesus  family — and  it  became  her  family. 
So  it  was,  then  out  of  high  school,  that  the  church,  through  a  woman  who 
discovered  Joy's  plight  as  a  teenager  out  on  her  own,  who  literally  picked  her  up, 
took  her  to  McMurry  University,  and  said,  "I  don't  know  how  it  will  happen,  but 
put  her  in  a  dorm  room  and  we'll  find  a  way  for  her  to  get  an  education."  And 
while  the  woman  was  not  able  to  do  much,  God  and  McMurry  and  Joy  together 
worked  a  miracle.  Recipient  of  a  United  Methodist  Student  Day  Offering 
scholarship,  serving  as  a  dorm  counselor,  working  20  hours  per  week,  taking  2 1 
hours  per  semester,  she  graduated  in  3  years  with  a  degree  in  Education  and 
began  to  teach  inner  city  little  children,  many  of  whom  came  from  some  very 
dysfunctional  settings  all  too  familiar  to  Joy. 

To  see  and  know  Joy  Solomon  is  to  see  apportionments,  special  offerings,  and 
the  mentoring  role  of  the  church  in  the  flesh.  Her  story  is  a  story  of  God's  grace 
made  amazing  when  it  takes  on  incarnational  dimensions. 
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Her  story,  by  the  providence  of  God,  has  room  in  it  for  my  story — or  should  I 
say  our  story.  It  was  at  McMurry  that  Joy  and  I  built  our  relationship  and  got 
married.  Because  of  McMurry  our  life  together  became  a  reality,  as  well  as  the 
life  of  children,  grandchildren,  and  a  privileged  journey  in  ministry  for  each  of 
us — and  for  both  of  us  together. 

For  some  time  I  have  known  I  must  find  a  way  to  say  thank  you  to  God  and 
thank  you  to  McMurry.  When  the  opportunity  to  do  that  unexpectedly  opened, 
the  answer  was  really  a  calling,  yes  a  compulsion  for  a  next  chapter  in  ministry 
soon  to  begin. 

Now  to  another  dimension  of  our  life  together,  that  is,  our  life  together  in  this 
particular  expression  of  this  wonderful  United  Methodist  family  called  Louisiana 
United  Methodism. 

My  sense  is,  and  certainly  my  hope  and  prayer  is,  that  Methodism  in  Louisiana 
is  in  a  positive  mode  marked  by  momentum  and  vision.  Except  for  a  glitch  this 
year,  membership  has  been  steadily  growing.  Giving  is  up,  including  the  highest 
ever  recorded  giving  in  apportionments,  both  in  total  dollars  and  in  percentage 
paid.  Our  Conference  Center  is  on  solid  footing;  with  a  clear  plan  forward,  both 
financially  and  missionally.  The  Clergy  Spiritual  Life  Retreat  furthered  the 
positive  morale  that  is  pervasive  among  the  clergy,  and  now  The  Academy  For 
Spiritual  Leadership,  which  includes  both  laity  and  clergy,  is  nourishing  and 
renewing  all  who  participate  in  their  ministry  as  baptized  followers  of  Jesus 
Christ.  Add  to  that  weekends  for  spiritual  renewal  such  as  Cursillo,  Walk  to 
Emmaus,  Happening,  Kairos,  Chrysalis,  and  Epiphany  and  we  see  the 
wellsprings  of  spiritual  vitality  flowing  in  fresh  and  abundant  fashion. 

Likewise,  I  believe  a  "mission  mentality"  dominates  our  life  together.  District 
Missioners  are  resourcing  congregations  for  new  and  revitalized  ministry. 
Volunteers  In  Mission  is  blessing  participants  by  enabling  them  to  bring  the 
blessings  of  God's  care  for  body  and  soul  into  the  midst  of  settings  where 
shelter,  safety,  and  sanctity  so  need  helping  hands.  Mission  In  Motion  offers 
every  United  Methodist  a  way  to  connect  specifically  with  the  victims  of  life's 
disasters  and  tragedies.  Sager  Brown  has  become  a  sign  in  our  midst  of  the 
power  of  connection — helping  United  Methodist  agencies,  congregations  and 
people  to  respond  around  the  world  to  the  hurt  and  suffering  of  God's  family, 
these  who  are  our  sisters  and  brothers. 

Thankfully  we  are  seeing  an  increase  in  the  number  of  persons  entering  the 
various  preparation  tracks  for  local  pastor  and  ordained  ministry.  I  am 
particularly  grateful  that  the  United  Methodist  Foundation  of  Louisiana  has 
embarked  upon  an  ambitious  funding  of  scholarships  for  seminary  students. 
This  kind  of  visionary  ministry  has  been  a  hallmark  of  our  Louisiana  United 
Methodist  Foundation.    We  can  all  be  grateful  for  the  way  in  which  it  is  both

growing  and  serving.  Likewise,  I  must  say  that  youth  ministry  across  Louisiana, 
especially  at  the  Annual  Conference  level,  is  awesome.  We  have  great  youth  in 
our  Conference.  They  are  important  teachers  and  ministers  in  our  midst. 

As  I  assess  the  health  of  United  Methodism  in  Louisiana,  I  believe  we  are 
particularly  poised  to  lead  from  strength  as  we  address  the  unfinished  missional 
agenda  before  us.  We  have  positive  momentum,  we  have  the  awesome  power  of 
the  living  God  in  our  midst,  and  we  have  countless  competent  and  committed 
followers  of  Jesus  in  whom  and  through  whom  the  word  awaits  being  made 
flesh. 

The  unfinished  missional  agenda  in  the  Louisiana  Conference  depends  upon  our 
willingness,  our  courage,  our  Holy  Spirit  driven  compulsion  to  ask  the  missional 
question.  It  is  merely  a  spiritual  charade  to  pray  for  missional  results  if  we  are 
not  willing  to  address  and  discuss  in  honest  fashion  the  missional  questions,  and 
then  to  act  upon  the  insights  and  direction  that  Gospel-based  discernment  and 
Christian  conferencing  produce.  There  are  many  missional  questions  that  cry 
out  for  articulation.  However,  I  am  going  to  raise  only  three. 

1.  Are  we  a  welcoming  church?  Jesus  was  a  welcoming  savior.  He  ate 
with  tax  collectors  and  harlots.  He  went  out  to  find  the  dispossessed  and 
the  possessed  so  that  he  could  say  to  them  that  they  were  welcome  at  the 
banquet  of  God  and  that  they  were  welcome  to  sit  next  to  him  at  the 
feast  table. 

Any  congregation  gathered  in  the  name  of  Jesus  stands  under  the 
judgment  of  Jesus  if  it  is  not  acting  like  the  body  of  Christ — the  body  of 
a  welcoming  Jesus.  No  United  Methodist  congregation  ever  has  any 
rhyme  or  reason  to  provide  any  barrier  or  create  any  climate  of  in 
hospitality  to  any  human  being.  I  was  told  the  other  day  about  some 
youth  who  were  about  to  bring  a  person  of  color  to  their  white  church 
when  the  pastor  received  a  visit  from  some  elders  of  the  congregation 
who  came  to  counsel  against  such  a  move.  Upon  hearing  this,  I  said  "of 
course  you  are  joking."  I  later  learned  the  report  was  true.  I  would  still 
find  it  unbelievable  if  I  did  not  know  the  reliability  of  the  source.  Then  I 
am  told  "but  you've  got  to  understand."  I  do  understand  the  Gospel,  and 
what  I  understand  of  the  Gospel  will  never  make  me  understand  or 
accept  racism.  Whose  church  is  this  anyway?  It  is  God's  church,  and 
for  every  United  Methodist,  whatever  their  color,  every  local  United 
Methodist  Church  is  as  much  their  United  Methodist  Church  as  if  they 
had  been  members  there  all  their  life,  even  though  on  any  given  Sunday 
their  presence  may  be  the  first  time  they  have  ever  walked  through  the 
doors  and  sat  in  its  pews — which  I  might  add  are  in  fact  God's  pews. 
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Let  us  be  clear.  This  is  as  true  no  matter  who  the  person  is,  no  matter 
where  the  church  is  located,  no  matter  if  the  person  is  on  any  given 
Sunday  in  any  given  congregation  the  only  person  of  any  given  color,  or 
for  that  matter,  any  other  qualifier  one  might  like  to  try  to  label  them 
with.  There  is  a  damnable  hypocrisy  present  when  we  pray  "thy 
kingdom  come"  and  then  hang  an  "unwelcome"  sign  out  for  particular 
people  or  groups  of  people  who  are  looking  for  a  place  and  a  time  to 
worship  the  living  God. 

The  second  missional  question  I  want  to  ask  is  this:  Are  we  dominated 
by  the  Great  Commission — or,  yea,  do  we  even  believe  it?  Jesus  said,  "I 
came  to  seek  and  save  the  lost."  He  also  said,  "Go  in  my  name  and  do 
the  same."  When  is  the  last  time  in  your  Administrative  Board  meeting 
you  had  a  discussion  about  seeking  and  saving  the  lost?  I  dare  you  to 
read  the  minutes  for  the  last  three  years  of  your  Administrative  Board 
meetings,  from  the  smallest  to  the  largest  church  in  Louisiana  and 
calculate  how  much  time  you  spent  discussing  the  main  mission  of  the 
church  of  Jesus  Christ.  I  haven't  read  your  minutes,  but  I  am  sure  I'm 
on  safe  ground  to  say  that  the  top  ten  leading  time  consumers  will  be 
something  like  this: 

The  repair  of  the  building  and  its  parts 

Some  aspect  of  the  music  ministry 

Apportionments — usually  against 

Laments — such  as  poor  attendance,  poor  finance,  poor  giving 

Yard  and  janitorial  service 

Finances  are  tight,  usually  the  theme  song  of  the  treasurer 

Hobby  Horse  Hour,  where  the  predictable  speech  is  made  by  the 
predictable  person,  predictably  criticizing  The  United  Methodist 
Church,  the  conference,  and  especially  the  National  Council  and 
World  Council  of  Churches 

The  nursery,  including  the  nursery  workers 

The  hiring  of  additional  part-time  and  full-time  staff,  with  most  of 
the  discussion  against. 

How  we  can  attract  more  people— with  the  conclusion  being  that  we 
are  attractive  but  the  problem  rests  with  the  unattractive  folk  who 
know  where  we  are,  know  what  time  our  services  are,  and  certainly 
could  come  join  us  in  being  a  church  that  attracts  people  if  they 
would  just  get  on  with  being  attractable. 
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Now,  after  you  have  tabulated  the  minute  log  of  your  Administrative 
Board  meeting,  ask  yourself  how  much  attention  you  have  given  to  why 
you  exist.  The  missional  question  is:  Do  we  have  a  passion — lay  and 
clergy — to  seek  and  save  the  lost? 

3.  The  third  question  is  "Do  we  know  that  this  is  the  21st  Century?  Do  we 
know  we  are  at  the  six  month  mark  of  the  year  2000?  Do  we  really 
know  this?  We  walk  by  our  kids'  or  grandkids'  bedroom  on  Sunday 
morning,  tell  them  to  log  off  their  computer  because  it  is  time  to  get  to 
church,  ride  to  church  in  a  car  so  computerized  that  it  takes  another 
special  computer  just  to  diagnose  the  problem  when  it  has  one;  sit  down 
in  worship  with  our  grandchild  or  child  and  tell  them  to  put  their 
Pokemon  hand  held  game  computer  away,  and  then  smile  and  say — 
Thank  you  God  that  amidst  all  else  that's  changed  I've  been  able  to  keep 
my  church  pretty  much  the  way  it  has  been  for  the  last  50  years.  And 
while  we  are  smiling  because  we've  held  at  bay  the  forces  of  change, 
God  is  weeping  because  we've  valued  the  package  in  which  we  have 
received  the  Gospel  more  than  the  Gospel  itself 

Allow  me  to  cite  some  illustrations.  Do  you  offer  worship  options?  Whether  it 
be  traditional  services,  contemporary  services,  blended  services,  do  you  offer 
options?  It  fascinates  me  that  in  a  state  that  revels  in  seafood  and  fishing,  so 
many  of  our  United  Methodist  congregations  have  only  one  lure  in  their  tackle 
box,  and  if  they  fish  at  all,  it  is  with  only  one  lure.  Fishing  for  people  in  the  year 
2000  requires  a  willing,  even  a  joyful  use  of  multiple  lures.  I  can't  believe  the 
brouha  I  hear  concerning  contemporary  services.  Every  congregation  that  is 
trying  to  reach  people  for  Jesus  Christ  will  have  that  lure  in  their  tackle  box. 
Even  if  it  is  not  your  thing,  what  possible  holy  justification  could  we  give  for  it 
not  to  be  offered  to  others  in  anticipation  that  it  might  be  someone  else's  thing? 
I  heard  the  other  day  about  an  Administrative  Board  that  refused  the  pastor's 
request  to  add  a  contemporary  service.  That  is  as  foolish  as  asking  Baskin 
Robbins  to  stay  in  business  by  offering  only  "vanilla."  Sisters  and  brothers,  this 
is  the  year  2000. 

Here  is  another  illustration:  In  her  book,  the  Shelter  of  Each  Other,  Mary 
Pipher  says  there  are  three  things  that  families  remember  most:  meals,  vacation, 
and  time  outdoors.  Doesn't  that  help  us  understand  why  camping  and  retreat 
ministry  has  been  and  is  such  a  powerful  influence  in  the  lives  of  maturing 
disciples?  How  many  of  us  can  remember  the  experience  we  had  at  camp? 
Maybe  that  is  when  we  came  to  know  God's  presence  in  deeper  and  more 
directive  ways.  Maybe  that  is  when  we  felt  the  call  to  a  church-related  vacation. 
Now  the  missional  question  is:  Are  we  willing  to  discuss  and  discern  together 
how  best  to  do  camping  ministry  and  retreat  ministry  in  the  Louisiana 
Conference  for  the  next  century? 
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I  have  been  told  to  leave  this  subject  alone.  But  if  one  is  going  to  ask  the 
missional  question,  surely  we  are  not  saying  that  the  subject  cannot  even  be 
discussed.  Let  me  be  clear,  to  ask  the  missional  question  means  one  is  open  to 
the  missional  answer.  On  this  subject  I  have  some  missional  hunches,  but  the 
missional  answer  awaits  a  careful  and  honest  discussion.  However,  not  to  have 
the  discussion  would  be  an  admission  that  we  are  not  mature  enough  in  either 
Christology  or  ecclesiology  to  rest  secure  in  the  arms  of  Jesus  while  we  talk 
about  a  matter  of  great  importance. 

The  Louisiana  Conference  now  has  an  $8  million  dollar  Conference  Center 
located  on  almost  600  acres  in  the  heart  of  our  state.  We  also  have  3  camps 
primarily  servicing  three  districts  each.  The  amount  spent  yearly  by  our  nine 
districts  to  subsidize  these  three  camps — that  is  make  up  the  difference  between 
revenue  and  expenditures  is  $131,000  per  year.  To  varying  degrees  these  three 
camps  represent  considerable  capital  value.  Is  it  not  time  for  this  Conference  to 
discuss  the  options  for  doing  camping  and  retreat  ministry  in  a  conversation  that 
takes  into  account  the  Conference  Center's  role  in  such  a  ministry,  so  that  we 
move  from  the  three  over  here  and  the  one  over  there  to  all  four  being  put  on  the 
table  of  inquiry,  once  again  with  the  central  question  being,  not  what  are  our  turf 
loyalties,  but  what  is  our  mission  for  reaching  children,  youth  and  adults  in  the 
21st  century? 

Here's  another  illustration:  Are  we  willing  to  look  at  our  Gospel  mandate  to 
reach  youth?  We  are  seeing  clear  signs  that  this  is  an  age  ripe  for  ministry  with 
and  for  youth.  Youth  are  on  a  spiritual  quest.  Many  are  turning  to  the  church. 
Many  more  would  if  the  church  would  turn  to  them.  Is  it  not  time  for  a  major- 
conference  wide  summit  on  Ministry  with,  for,  and  by  youth?  We've  got 
congregations  with  so  much  to  offer  youth  and  so  little  motivation  to  offer  it.  Is 
it  not  time  to  get  honest  about  our  calling  in  behalf  of  youth  ministry  and  to 
embrace  it  joyfully?  What  greater  privilege  could  we  have  than  to  lead  a  young 
person  into  a  deeper  walk  with  God?  What  greater  joy  could  a  young  person 
experience  than  to  be  an  instrument  through  which  God  claims  another  young 
person  for  mission  and  ministry. 

Such  a  summit  will  not  even  occur  if  we  don't  have  some  congregations  and 
pastors  who  readily  embrace  moving  youth  ministry  from  the  back  room  and  the 
attic  of  the  church  to  the  sanctuary,  the  altar  and  the  hearts  of  the  life  of  the 
congregation.  Rather  than  paying  a  part-time  youth  worker  to  take  care  of  our 
youth,  it  is  time  for  all  of  us  to  get  on  with  the  business  of  taking  care  of  our 
mission  with,  for,  and  by  youth.  The  point  is  not  how  we  have  staff  ministry 
with  youth.  The  point  is  whether  pastor  and  people  are  moving  the  question  of 
ministry  with  youth  to  the  front  and  center  of  our  life. 
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As  you  well  know,  there  are  other  missional  questions  that  deserve  to  be  asked. 
My  prayer  is  that  Louisiana  Methodism  will  not  so  much  succeed  in  asking  all  of 
them  as  it  will  succeed  in  asking  them  at  all. 

And  yet,  why  should  any  of  us  shrink  from  the  joy  and  the  responsibility  of 
mission.  We  do  not  make  such  journeys  alone  nor  relying  on  our  own  resources. 
The  same  Jesus  who  commissioned  his  early  followers  and  then  gave  them 
courage  by  saying,  "Remember,  I  am  with  you  always,"  now  says  to  all  of  us 
who  stand  at  the  threshold  of  a  new  century  and  a  new  millennium,  "You  can 
count  on  it,  I  am  with  you  always." 

In  that  assurance,  let  us  move  boldly  into  a  new  conference  year  and  a  new 
quadrennium  determined  to  make  the  main  thing  the  main  thing:  bringing 
persons  into  a  redeemed  and  transformed  relationship  with  Jesus  Christ.

WITNESS  1:  Ruston  District- Joey  and  Melanie  Koskie  spoke  of  the  Wesley 
Foundation  at  Louisiana  Tech  and  their  mission  outreach  within  and  outside  the 
walls  of  the  Wesley  Foundation  and  on  the  campus  at  Louisiana  Tech. 

Dr.  Chris  Andrews,  Chair  of  the  Episcopacy  Committee,  asked  for  Mrs.  Joy 
Solomon  to  come  forward.  The  new  Dean  of  the  Cabinet,  Rev.  Jimmie  Pyles, 
escorted  her  to  the  podium.  She  was  presented  with  an  orchid  corsage  to  thank 
her  for  her  witness  and  her  ministry  throughout  her  life. 

BOARD  OF  LAITY  REPORT:  Dr.  Anita  Crump,  Conference  Lay  Leader, 
framed  the  Board  of  Laity  report  by  focusing  delegates  to  be  "beaming  beacons" 
and  "rays  of  light."  A  candle  representing  each  facets  of  lay  ministry  was  lit  as 
each  report  was  presented. 

District  Missioner,  Rev.  Barbara  Murray,  played  "Jesus,  the  Light  of  the  World" 
with  the  assembly  singing  after  each  report  of  the  Board  of  Laity  area. 

Dr.  Crump  stated  that  the  next  spiritual  awakening  will  come  through  the  work 
of  the  laity.  She  stated  that  the  center  of  gravity  of  the  church  must  be  the  laity. 
She  said  that  if  laity  lead,  the  church  will  produce  leaders  but  if  laity  only  listen, 
the  church  will  produce  only  listeners.  Laity  are  needed  to  work  closely  and 
cooperatively  with  their  pastors  to  develop  congregations  as  learning  centers  and 
focus  on  the  means  of  grace.  This  means  active  involvement  of  every  lay 
person.  Lay  people  must  learn  things  that  will  help  them  become  congregational 
leaders.  We  must  make  the  development  of  lay  leadership  a  high  priority  within 
our  churches.  The  National  Association  of  Annual  Conference  Lay  Leaders  has 
awarded  a  $500  grant  to  Louisiana  for  lay  enhancement  for  young  adults.  Nine 
young  adults,  one  from  each  district,  will  be  trained  this  fall.  She  said  lay 
persons  must  have  an  authentic  relationship  with  God  and  must  learn  to  live 
committed  lives.  Lay  persons  must  have  an  understanding  of  the  theory,  history 
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and  the  polity  of  the  United  Methodist  Church.  She  spoke  about  how  laity  need 
to  take  the  church  seriously.  This  can  be  done  through  reading  the  Bible,  the 
Discipline,  the  Interpreter,  and  the  Louisiana  Now.  She  stated  that  laity  need  to 
be  actively  involved.  Open  your  eyes,  lips,  hands,  and  hearts  to  the  importance 
of  our  work  in  ministry.  This  involves  discipline  and  accountability.  We  must 
take  church  membership  seriously.  The  church  is  not  something  we  belong  to 
but  rather  something  who  we  are.  We  are  the  Church  together. 

United  Methodist  Men  President,  Mr.  Jay  Hinckley,  spoke  about  the  need  for 
men  to  be  involved  and  tell  their  stories  of  how  Jesus  has  impacted  their  lives. 
He  spoke  about  the  UMM  Retreat  which  took  place  in  April  and  the  powerful 
witnesses  which  came  forth.  This  is  Mr.  Hinckley's  last  year  to  address  the 
Conference  as  chair  and  is  grateful  to  have  served  the  last  4  years.  He 
introduced  the  new  Chair,  Joe  Kelley.  Mr.  Kelley  stated  that  he  is  looking 
forward  to  leading  the  UMM  and  urged  every  church  to  charter  an  UMM 
organization. 

United  Methodist  Women's  President,  Elouise  Sanders,  stated  that  their  main 
purpose  is  to  be  in  mission  through  projects  and  programs  for  the  hurting 
humanity  around  the  world  and  to  serve  those  in  need.  A  mission  pin  is 
presented  to  one  person  each  year.  This  year  the  pin  was  presented  to  Bishop 
Solomon.  Bishop  Solomon  encouraged  and  inspired  all  to  be  in  mission. 

Council  on  Youth  Ministries  President,  Nicholas  Jordan,  introduced  the 
emphasis  of  the  upcoming  year  as  "Be".  He  stated  that  "Be"  meant  many  things 
to  the  youth:  Be  the  people  God  has  called  to  lead  the  world,  be  the  disciples 
transformed  in  Jesus  and  prepare  for  today's  world,  be  open  to  the  holy  scripture 
and  present  to  the  transforming  power  of  Jesus  Christ.  He  encouraged  everyone 
to  join,  help  and  support  the  youth  as  the  youth  strive  for  what  God  has  planned 
for  them.  He  mentioned  several  upcoming  youth  events  and  urged  everyone's 
help  by  participating  in  these  events.  He  presented  Bishop  Solomon  and  Dr. 
Anita  Crump  with  a  youth  cap. 

Daughenbaugh-Matheny  Scholarship  Chair,  Barbara  Mollere,  announced  that 
out  of  22  entries,  there  were  12  scholarship  recipients  to  Centenary  and  Dillard 
University,  however,  that  is  still  not  enough  to  help  support  all  deserving 
students. 

Lay  Speaking  Ministries  Chair,  Timothy  Hebert,  asked  everyone  in  ministry  to 
raise  their  hands.  He  stated  that  God  has  called  each  of  us  to  ministry  and  each 
of  us  has  gifts.  We  all  have  active  roles.  Lay  Speaking  Ministries  is  not  just 
speaking  from  the  pulpit.  Lay  speakers  involved  in  many  areas.  He  encouraged 
all  lay  members  to  take  basic  training  in  Lay  Speaking  and  seek  out  their  own 
gifts.  He  urged  churches  to  utilize  their  lay  speakers  and  gave  the  website  of  the 
Lay  Speaking  program  as  www.lavspeaking.org. 
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The  Bob  Lay  Memorial  1000  Club  Chair,  Paul  White,  stated  that  the  club  has 
helped  to  build  107  churches  since  1953  and  asked  that  United  Methodists  give 
$100  each  year  for  this  important  ministry.  The  Acadiana,  Alexandria  and 
Shreveport  Districts  gave  100%  of  their  Fair  Share  Goal.  The  club  cannot  build 
churches  without  your  help.  Something  needs  to  be  done  to  encourage  more 
giving.  He  stated  that  there  were  several  bylaw  changes  of  the  1000  Club  giving 
each  district  back  all  funds  that  are  over  half  of  their  fair  share  giving.  These 
funds  will  go  to  the  district's  Board  of  Church  Location  and  Building.  The  first 
half  of  the  raised  goal  will  go  to  the  Conference's  new  church.  This  is  to 
promote  more  giving.  The  monetary  goal  of  the  club  is  $150,000  to  help  build 
churches.  This  year  $76,495.05  was  raised  for  the  Jubilee  Church  in  Baton 
Rouge  but  since  that  church's  status  is  on  hold,  the  money  may  go  to  the 
Foundation  for  investing.  The  new  church  in  Madisonville,  North  Cross  UMC, 
will  be  the  focus  of  the  upcoming  year's  campaign.  He  asked  the  clergy  to 
participate  in  this  project. 

Dr.  Anita  Crump  asked  past  Lay  Leader,  Fred  Loy,  and  past  Associate  Lay 
Leader,  Leroy  Crump,  to  escort  Mrs.  Joy  Solomon  to  the  podium.  She  was 
presented  with  an  engraved  crystal  clock.  Mrs.  Solomon  expressed  her  gratitude 
as  she  paraphrased  Philippians  1 . 

Associate  Lay  Leader,  Mayor  Ned  Randolph,  led  the  prayer  litany.  The 
assembly  then  sang  "We've  a  Story  to  Tell  to  the  Nations." 

Bishop  Solomon  expressed  his  gratitude  to  the  Board  of  Laity  and  the  United 
Methodist  Women.  He  stated  that  for  him,  there  was  no  group  in  the  church  that 
keeps  mission  in  the  foreground  more  than  the  entire  Board  of  Laity,  especially 
the  United  Methodist  Women.  He  thanked  the  youth  for  the  cap  and  for  keeping 
their  involvement  in  the  forefront. 

Rev.  Carl  Rhoads  made  appropriate  announcements.  Dr.  Bob  Burgess  asked  the 
Conference  to  send  greetings  to  Dr.  Harvey  Williamson  and  Dr.  Byrl  Moreland. 
Dr.  Nancy  Carruth  asked  that  greetings  be  sent  to  Dr.  Tom  Matheny,  who  is  in 
Baton  Rouge  General  Hospital. 

The  United  Methodist  Clergy  Praise  Band  provided  music  during  the  morning 
break. 

After  the  session  was  brought  back  to  order,  Bishop  Solomon  announced  that  a 
word  of  greeting  would  be  sent  to  Rev.  Wilbur  Davis,  who  is  seriously  ill. 
Bishop  Solomon  urged  all  from  the  Baton  Rouge  area  to  give  blood  for  Rev. 
Davis.  Bishop  Solomon  then  asked  that  those  who  wish  to  have  greetings  sent 
please  bring  them  to  the  Conference  Secretary. 
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Dr.  Rena  Yocom  introduced  Dr.  Craig  Miller,  from  the  General  Board  of 
Discipleship,  who  led  the  Bible  Study  focusing  on  "Who  are  your  people?"  2 
Peter  2:10. 

The  United  Methodist  Clergy  Praise  Band  played  to  close  the  morning  session. 

Rev.  Carl  Rhoads  made  appropriate  announcements  and  the  assembly  was 
excused  for  lunch. 


Monday,  June  5,  2000 
Afternoon  Session 

The  Conference  Bell  Choir,  Broadmoor  UMC-Shreveport  opened  the  afternoon 
session  with  music  and  Rev.  Fay  Barrhartung  offered  a  word  of  prayer. 

Rev.  Steve  Caraway,  Chair  of  the  Committee  on  Rules,  referred  the  group  to  the 
Pre-Conference  Book.  The  rule  changes  are  a  result  of  a  Judicial  Council 
decision  to  make  us  compliant  with  the  Disciplinary  Rules.  He  made  several 
changes: 

•  X.  Conference  Structure,  Article  II,  Section  A.  Membership-Replace  the 
bold  sentence  that  reads,  "The  Conference  Committee  shall  make 
nominations  on  Nominations"  with  "Nominations  shall  be  made  by  the 
Conference  Committee  on  Nominations." 

•  X.  Conference  Structure,  Article  IV.  B.  5.  18. -Delete  "Area  Director  of 
Gospel  Communications"  and  replace  it  with  "Executive  Director, 
Conference  Mission  and  Ministries." 

•  XI.  Conference  Rules,  Article  I.  Z.  Functions  of  the  District  Missioner- 
Delete  the  parenthetical  text. 

•  Rationale  for  Changes  in  Structure  and  Rules  -  delete  the  word 
"Juridical"  and  replace  it  with  "Judicial"  in  the  first  sentence. 

•  The  paragraph  that  begins  "Also  included  and  recommended  in  this 
report  are  recommended  changes.  .  ."  change  the  word  "underlined"  to 
"bolded" 

•  Beneath  that  same  paragraph,  delete  the  reference  "Article  III.A.3, 
Article  IV.E.4,  Article  V.B.1,2,3. 

Rev.  Brady  Forman  of  the  Transition  Team,  reported  two  changes  to  the  one 
page  Proposed  Amendments  document:

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Section  X,  Conference  Structure,  Article  III  D.  Conference  Ministry 
Staff-insert  the  following  as  the  4th  and  5th  paragraphs:  "The  Personnel 
Committee  of  the  Conference  Ministry  Team  will  approve  the  personnel 
policies  and  procedures.  Annual  evaluations  will  be  the  responsibility  of 
the  designated  supervisor.  At  least  once  a  quadrennium,  the  Personnel 
Committee  shall  counsel  with  program  staff  on  matters  pertaining  to 
their  relationship  with  the  CMT,  including  priorities  to  be  given  in  the 
use  of  their  time  and  skill  facilitating  the  goals  and  objectives  set  by  the 
Conference  Ministry  Team.  Either  the  Personnel  Committee  or  the  staff 
person  may  request  such  a  meeting. 

When  a  staff  member's  employment  is  under  consideration,  that  person 
shall  be  notified  prior  to  such  a  meeting  and  be  brought  into 
consideration  immediately  thereafter.  When  deemed  necessary, 
termination  of  employment  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Personnel 
Committee." 

Article  V:  Districts  A.  2- Add  the  following  as  paragraph  two:  "The 
District  Missioner  is  supervised  by  the  District  Superintendent  and 
evaluated  annually  by  the  District  Personnel  Committee.  Missioner  and 
Superintendent  will  communicate  frequently  and  work  closely  together 
to  identify  the  needs  of  the  district  and  to  plan  the  most  viable  and 
effective  ways  of  facilitating  the  ministries  of  individual  congregations. 

The  Personnel  Committee  shall  counsel  on  matters  related  to  the 
Missioner' s  relationship  with  the  DMT,  including  expectations  and 
priorities  to  be  given  in  the  use  of  their  time  and  skill  to  implement  the 
goals  and  objectives  set  by  the  District  Ministry  Team.  Either  the 
Missioner  or  the  Personnel  Committee  may  request  such  a  meeting. 

When  one's  employment  is  under  consideration,  the  District  Missioner 
shall  be  notified  prior  to  such  a  meeting  and  be  brought  into 
consideration  immediately  thereafter.  When  deemed  necessary, 
termination  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Personnel  Committee." 

Rev.  Forman  stated  that  both  of  these  amendments  are  similar.  These  rules 
follow  the  Discipline's  design  that  deals  with  the  PPR  Committee  and  how  it 
deals  with  local  church  staff. 

The  amendment  was  moved  by  Rev.  Forman  and  seconded.  There  were  no 
questions  and  the  amendment  was  approved  as  part  of  the  Rules  Committee 
report.  Mary  Ann  Walker  questioned  Article  I.  B.  Election  of  Youth  Delegates. 
She  stated  that  the  District  Councils  on  Youth  Ministry  already  have  bylaws  that 
define  the  structure  of  the  youth  council  and  this  rule  change  would  require  that 
those  by-laws  be  amended.     Does  this  apply  to  the  election  of  young  adult 
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delegates  or  for  youth  delegates?  The  Transition  Team  would  look  into  this  rule 
and  report  back. 

Dr.  Anita  Crump  moved  to  change  Article  III,  A.  to  add  "19.  District  Lay 
Leaders  (9)"  and  renumber  accordingly.  The  motion  was  seconded.  Discussion 
followed.  Bishop  Solomon  called  for  the  vote  and  the  amendment  was  approved. 
Mr.  Bill  McMahan  made  an  amendment  to  the  rule  change  that  the  effects  of  the 
change  in  the  CMT  membership  of  adding  the  9  District  Lay  Leaders  be 
monitored  by  the  Transition  Team  and  the  results  be  studied  by  the  CMT  in 
dialogue  with  the  Board  of  Laity.  The  amendment  was  seconded  and  approved. 
Miss  Lane  Winn  offered  another  amendment  to  the  rule  change  to  add  #5  a 
young  adult  representative.  It  was  seconded  and  approved. 

Rev.  Caraway  made  reference  to  two  other  rule  changes  to  complete  the  entirety 
of  the  report.  The  report  of  the  Rules  Committee  was  approved.  Regarding  the 
youth  elections  to  annual  conference,  X.  Conference  Structure,  Article  I,  Annual 
Conference  Membership,  B.  Election  of  Youth  Delegates-delete  the  following  in 
the  first  sentence  ".  .  .and  these  nominations  may  be  made  from  the  floor  of  the 
District  Conference."  This  will  bring  the  bylaws  of  the  youth  council  and  the 
conference  rules  in  line.  A  motion  was  made  to  reconsider  the  rules  report  and  it 
was  approved.  The  amendment  was  approved.  The  report  in  its  entirety  was 
approved.  Rev.  Rhoads  asked  if  the  Committee  on  Nominations  needed  to  meet 
to  change  the  Committee  on  Nominations  report  regarding  the  membership 
nominations  of  CFA?  Rev.  Caraway  stated  that  this  would  take  immediate 
affect  so  the  Nominations  Committee  would  need  to  meet  before  the  ending  of 
this  Conference  session.  Rev.  Gene  Finnell  made  the  motion  to  phase  in  this 
rule  change  over  the  course  of  the  quadrennium  as  attrition  allows  it  to  take 
place.  The  motion  was  seconded.  Rev.  Larry  O'Dell  stated  that  four  years  from 
now,  only  2  people  will  remain  on  CFA  with  10  new  members  coming  on  and 
that  there  is  no  continuity.  Rev.  Avery  moved  to  reconsider  report.  It  was 
seconded  and  approved.  Rev.  Finnell  restated  his  motion.  It  was  seconded. 
Rev.  Avery  spoke  in  favor  of  the  amendment.  Rev.  O'Dell  spoke  against  the 
amendment.  The  amendment  was  approved.  The  report  in  its  entirety  was 
approved.  Rev.  Ed  Boyd  suggested  to  the  Nominations  Committee,  to  divide  the 
group  equally  into  two  classes  letting  some  serve  only  four  years. 

WITNESS  2:  Mary  Bell  Calvo,  New  Orleans  District  Missionary,  gave  witness 
to  Hispanic  Ministry.  She  spoke  of  immigrants  looking  for  a  better  way  of  life 
in  the  U.S.  and  that  this  ministry  gives  a  message  of  love  through  Jesus  Christ. 

Dr.  Charles  Wallace,  Director  of  Mt.  Sequoyah,  brought  greetings  and  gratitude 
for  what  Louisiana  does  to  enable  and  support  their  ministry.  He  recognized  Dr. 
Nancy  Carruth,  Janie  and  Sam  Burch,  Rev.  Larry  Norman  and  the  work  of  VIM, 
Bishop  Dan  Solomon  and  the  people  of  the  Conference  who  travel  to  the 
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mountain  and  participate  in  its  various  programs.  He  lifted  up  some  of  those 
programs  and  their  significance.  He  urged  everyone  to  visit  the  web  page  and 
the  mountain. 

Rev.  Carl  Rhoads  gave  the  Committee  on  Nominations  Report.  He  urged 
everyone  to  read  the  Conference  Rule  Article  VI.  11,  to  understand  the 
nominations  process.  He  referred  the  assembly  to  a  document  that  listed  the 
nominations  of  the  Conference  agencies.  Several  changes  were  made  to  the 
report: 

Committee  on  Rules-  remove  Joe  Page  and  add  under  the  Class  of  2000, 
Charles  Teamer  (NO); 

Add  (NS)  to  Vera  Packer; 

Remove  Jay  Hinckley  from  the  Methodist  Children's  Home  Board  of 
Trustees  and  add  Joe  Kelley; 

Change  (AC)  to  (AL)  from  Paul  White's  name  under  the  Committee  on 
Episcopacy; 

Change  the  name  of  the  Board  of  Conference  Trustees  to  the  Conference 
Board  of  Trustees; 

Remove  Charles  Goodgame  from  the  Board  of  Pensions; 

The  Ruston  District  needed  to  be  represented  on  the  Committee  on 
Nominations.  Bishop  Solomon  expressed  appreciation  to  the  committee 
for  their  untiring  work.  The  report  was  approved. 

Nominations  of  the  Boards  of  Trustees  of  Conference-Related  Agencies  were 
approved.  Rev.  Avery  reminded  the  assembly  to  be  inclusive  and  asked  that 
everyone  work  at  being  deliberately  inclusive.  Rev.  William  Peeples  stated  that 
everyone  would  be  included  in  the  nominations  process  if  they  would  submit 
their  name  and  commit  to  the  work  of  the  Conference.  Mr.  Paul  White  stated 
that  the  heads  of  agencies  also  need  to  be  equally  divided  between  clergy  and 
laity  leadership  and  he  withdrew  his  name  to  be  considered  as  chair  of  the 
Conference  Board  of  Pensions  to  support  more  inclusiveness. 

WITNESS  3:  Rev.  Cheryl  Nelson,  Shreveport  District,  gave  witness  as  how 
Methodism  has  affected  her  life  in  ministry.  She  was  officially  licensed  as  a 
local  pastor  at  this  session  of  the  Annual  Conference. 

Dr.  Rena  Yocom  opened  the  time  of  award  presentations.  A  power  point 
projection  was  shown  recognizing  award  recipients  of  the  various  Conference 
agencies.  The  Town  &  Country  Citation  of  Merit  Award  went  to  the  late 
Reverend  Janie  Burch  and  Sam  Burch's  family;  the  Peace  With  Justice  Award 
went  to  Heather  Lynn  Bethley,  Samantha  Hoekstra,  Cassie  Segall,  Matthew 
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Arceneaux  and  Jared  Williams;  the  Sarah  Schoeffler  award  went  to  Phil 
Woodland.  Daughenbaugh-Matheny  Scholarships  were  awarded  to  Katie 
McKay,  Patrick  McCullough,  Bruce  Sutton  and  Dwayne  Clark.  The  UMM 
recognized  Tom  Matheny  and  Jack  Dew  as  the  recipients  of  the  Society  of  John 
Wesley  Award.  The  Charles  Goodgame  UMM  Man  of  the  Year  went  to  Joe 
Kelley.  Ron  Sarver  presented  Jay  Hinkley  with  a  life  membership  award  as  the 
past  president  of  the  Conference  United  Methodist  Men  for  4  years. 

Bishop  Solomon  announced  that  immediately  following  the  break,  the  clergy 
and  lay  sessions  would  be  convening.  Rev.  Carl  Rhoads  made  appropriate 
announcements  and  the  afternoon  session  was  adjourned. 


Lay  Session 

Dr.  Anita  Crump  opened  the  meeting.  Mr.  Ned  Randolph,  Associate  Conference 
Lay  Leader  offered  the  prayer. 

Dr.  Crump  introduced  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Laity. 

Dr.  Crump  presented  an  appreciation  award  to  Dr.  Nancy  Carruth  for  her  long 
and  devoted  service  to  the  Board  of  Laity  as  Financial  Officer.  In  addition,  Mr. 
John  Porter  received  an  award  for  his  service  as  organizer  of  the  Laity 
Devotionals  held  each  morning  during  the  Annual  Conference  session. 

Each  chairperson  presented  a  more  detailed  presentation  of  his/her  work  area. 
Mr.  Paul  White  of  the  1000  Club  spoke  of  the  work  of  that  organization.  The 
club  raises  money  for  new  churches  across  the  state.  A  new  wrinkle  this  year  is 
that  each  district  has  a  quota  to  raise.  Once  they  raise  half  of  that  amount  they 
can  keep  the  excess  for  use  in  their  district. 

Ms.  Babs  Mollere  of  the  Daughenbaugh-Matheny  Scholarship  Fund  announced 
that  there  are  now  12  persons  receiving  funds  at  either  Centenary  College  or 
Dillard  University.  Hopefully,  as  funds  come  in  more  scholarships  will  be  made 
available  to  other  deserving  students. 

Mr.  Tim  Hebert  is  the  Lay  Speaking  director  for  the  Conference.  New  courses 
are  offered  and  persons  interested  in  assisting  in  the  local  church  can  now  take 
advanced  courses  that  do  not  necessarily  relate  to  public  speaking,  but  to  all 
phases  of  church  ministry.  This  fall  a  lay  speaking  course  will  be  offered  on 
computer  that  will  cover  the  Bible  in  one  year. 


Mr.  Jay  Hinckley  is  the  outgoing  president  of  United  Methodist  Men.  He  spoke 
encouragingly  of  the  work  that  men  are  doing.  The  spring  and  fall  retreats  were 
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excellent.  The  national  prayer  line  out  of  Nashville  is  getting  increasing  numbers 
of  calls  per  day.  The  men  are  collecting  hearing  aids  and  repairing  them  for 
distribution  to  the  needy.  A  disappointment  for  him  has  been  the  slow  response 
of  men  to  the  Meals  for  Millions  that  the  UMM  support  through  the  Society  of 
St.  Andrews. 

Mrs  Elouise  Sanders  reported  the  activities  of  the  United  Methodist  Women. 
About  10,000  women  are  involved.  Activities  include  the  Annual  School  of 
Missions  in  which  some  243  women,  teenagers  and  young  girls  took  part  this 
past  July.  The  annual  meeting  was  held  last  September  with  some  five  hundred 
in  attendance.  Annual  UMW  Sunday  is  held  on  the  third  Sunday  in  January. 

Mr.  Nicholas  Jordan  gave  the  report  of  the  youth.  Jared  Williams  has  been 
elected  a  delegate  to  Jurisdictional  Conference  in  July.  There  will  be  two  youth 
weekends  next  year.  The  Happening  is  now  up  to  number  16. 

Mr.  Leroy  Crump  reported  that  the  Laity  Breakfast  is  a  sell  out.  About  200 
persons  will  attend  on  Tuesday.  Mr.  Fred  Loy  will  be  the  featured  speaker. 

Mr.  John  Porter  briefly  reported  on  the  Laity  Devotionals.  They  begin  at  6:45 
each  morning  of  Conference  and  involve  some  100  persons. 

Ms.  Pam  Crews  introduced  the  district  missioners.  Several  were  involved  in  the 
clergy  session. 

Mr.  Paul  White  presented  a  resolution  concerning  the  1000  Club.  Last  year  a 
call  was  sent  out  to  support  the  Jubilee  Church  in  the  Baton  Rouge  District.  That 
program  has  been  placed  on  hold.  The  amount  of  funds  collected  came  to 
$76,495.05.  Since  this  is  a  specific  amount  for  a  specific  purpose  the  Club  felt 
that  the  money  should  be  invested  in  the  Louisiana  Foundation  and  used  in  a 
church  to  be  built  in  the  Baton  Rouge  District  in  the  future.  Motion  made  by 
Paul  White,  seconded  by  Mr.  Levi  Lewis  and  passed  by  the  assembly. 

Dr.  Nancy  Carruth  reported  that  the  Daughenbaugh-Matheny  Scholarship  fund 
was  at  $32,939.45.  Some  six  to  seven  thousand  dollars  was  still  owed  to 
Centenary  for  scholarships  for  1999-2000.  In  the  Bob  Lay  Memorial  fund  there 
is  some  $12,985.35  for  future  churches. 

The  session  concluded  as  each  district  met  with  their  district  lay  leader  for  a 
general  discussion  of  their  respective  duties. 
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Clergy  Session 

The  Reverend  Barbara  L.  Murray  began  the  centering  for  worship  time  with 
prayer.  The  Reverend  Andy  E.  Goff  read  Romans  12:  3-21  from  the  Peterson 
Bible.  It  portrayed  very  vivid  images  of  true  discipleship.  Bishop  Solomon's 
clergy  address  was  entitled  "Wisha,  Woulda,  Shoulda,  Coulda."  The  Bishop 
warned  that  two  common  maladies  threaten  the  effectiveness  of  the  clergy:  (1) 
loss  of  confidence  and  (2)  loss  of  timeliness.  The  Bishop  stated  that,  "If  we 
adopt  the  posture  of  victim  rather  than  one  of  victor,  we  will  be  overcome."  He 
also  stated  that,  "If  we  lose  our  sense  of  urgency  and  the  'Good  News'  becomes 
'old  news,'  we  are  lost.  Finally  he  reminded  the  assembly  that,  "Our  vocation 
flows  out  of  our  sense  of  salvation." 

Reverend  Bob  Burgess  recognized  the  outgoing  members  of  the  Board  of 
Ordained  Ministry.  Reverend  John  Edd  Harper  reported  that  there  are  now  52 
candidates  for  ordained  ministry,  compared  to  38  reported  last  year.  The  report 
was  approved  as  amended  and  corrected.  Reverend  Ann  Sutton  gave  the  report 
of  the  Order  of  Local  Pastors.  The  Order  of  Deacons  report  was  presented  by 
Sue  Kelly,  for  Mickey  Cloud,  who  was  not  in  attendance.  Mickey  Cloud  and 
Sue  Kelly  were  elected  co-chairs  of  the  Order  of  Deacons;  Don  Avery  and  Leslie 
Akin  as  co-chairs  of  the  Order  of  Elders. 

A  retreat  to  be  held  February  19-21  for  all  clergy  under  appointment  was 
announced.  A  Service  Loan  Agreement  has  been  established  by  the  Louisiana 
United  Methodist  Foundation  for  seminarians  and  will  be  available  this  fall. 
Bishop  Solomon  has  presided  at  20  clergy  sessions,  and  without  any  present 
changes,  this  will  be  his  last.  He  felt  that  it  was  appropriate  that  in  this  setting, 
with  the  clergy  of  the  Louisiana  Conference,  is  where  he  bids  farewell.  He 
received  an  emotional  standing  ovation  for  his  love  and  leadership  of  our 
Conference.  The  meeting  was  adjourned  with  the  singing  of  "A  Charge  to  Keep 
I  Have." 


Monday,  June  5,  2000 
Evening  Worship 

The  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  convened  in  the  Gold  Dome  at  7:00  p.m.  for 
the  Evening  Worship  Service.  Pre-Service  music  was  presented  by  Joyce  and 
Chris  Gross.  The  Processional  Hymn,  "O  Lord,  May  Church  and  Home 
Combine"  was  followed  by  the  Call  to  Worship  which  was  delivered  by  Rachel 
Scott.  Rev.  Alfred  Bakewell  offered  the  Prayer  of  Confession  and  Rev.  Jean 
Foreman  read  from  the  Old  Testament  Joshua  24:14-18.  Bishop  Dan  Solomon 
introduced  Bishop  Janice  Huie,  who  read  from  the  New  Testament  John  1:1-13 
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and  also  delivered  the  sermon  entitled  "Transparent  to  the  Light."  Bishop 
Solomon  gave  the  Call  to  Reflection  and  Response  assisted  by  Rachel 
McConnell,  Seth  Irby  and  Fredric  Navarre.  Bishop  Solomon  also  offered  the 
benediction  followed  by  the  hymn,  "Shine,  Jesus  Shine"  led  by  Graham 
Kendrick.  The  Recessional,  "Fanfares"  was  given  by  Jean  Mouret. 


Tuesday,  June  6,  2000 
Morning  Session 

The  morning  service  began  with  gospel  singing  by  Barry  Hughes,  Clay  Eaves, 
Jack  O'Dell  and  Larry  O'Dell  accompanied  by  Marie  Durham. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Journal  was  given  by  Mrs.  Lottie  Palazzo. 
She  stated  that  the  minutes  of  the  previous  day  were  in  order.  The  report  was 
approved. 

Bishop  Solomon  asked  Dr.  Anita  Crump  to  deliver  her  Lay  Address  entitled, 
"The  Power  of  Giving." 

Show  me  the  way,  not  to  fortune  or  fame.  Not  how  to  win  laurels  or  praise 
for  my  name.

John  Wesley  admonishes  us  to  "Earn  All  You  Can,  Save  All  You  Can  and 
Give  All  You  Can."  Wesley's  advice  to  us  to  give  was  a  plea  for  generosity 
rooted  in  gratitude  for  all  of  God's  goodness. 

You  make  a  living  by  what  you  get,  but  you  make  a  life  by  what  you  give. 

The  Hymn  Writer  tells  us  "To  Give  Of  Our  Best  to  The  Master."  What  Can 
You  Give?  What  Can  You  Give?  What  Can  We  Give? 

Remember  there  Is  Power  In  Giving! 

The  New  Testament  calls  us  to  serve  because  we  have  experienced  the 
limitless  love  of  God. 

When  Paul  had  his  conversion  experience  on  the  Damascus  Road  his 
question  was  -  What  Shall  I  Do  Lord?  What  Shall  I  Give? 
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United  Methodists,  let  us  give  the  components  of  our  lives  -  They  include: 
Our  Talents  or  Our  Gifts,  Our  Material  Possessions  or  Our  Money,  Our 
Time  and  Our  Friendship  to  thank  the  Lord  for  our  salvation. 

Yes,  our  service  should  be  done  as  our  thanksgiving  to  God  for  His  great 
love. 

Firstly  -  Let  us  give  our  Talents  and/or  Our  Gifts 

In  creating  us  God  presented  us  with  a  package  of  gifts  and  a  plan  for  the  use 
of  those  gifts.  The  scriptures  say  that  every  Christian  has  received  a  special 
gift  to  be  used  and  developed  for  the  good  of  the  whole.  Every  Christian  is 
accountable  for  the  way  in  which  he  or  she  exercises  his  or  her  gifts  of 
leadership,  speaking,  teaching,  or  the  gift  of  music,  or  the  gift  of 
administration,  or  the  gift  of  being  helpful  -  all  are  to  be  placed  into  the 
service  of  Christ. 

A  story  is  told  of  a  stone  carver  who  spent  days  painstakingly  chiseling  the 
leaves  in  a  Biblical  tableau  -  leaves  he  knew  would  be  completely  hidden 
from  anyone's  view.  A  friend  who  had  crawled  up  the  scaffold  to  watch  him 
work  asked,  "Why  is  it  taking  you  so  long?  The  leaves  are  excellent,  but 
who  will  see  them"?  The  Stone  Carver  replied,  "God  will." 

In  company  with  the  sculptor  is  the  auto  mechanic  who  was  asked,  why  he 
didn't  take  some  shortcuts  in  repairing  cars.  His  reply  was,  "God  and  I  will 
look  together  someday  at  every  car  I  have  repaired." 

Laity,  let  us  be  in  company  with  the  sculptor  and  the  auto  mechanic  and 
think  of  our  work  as  God's  work  -  Let  us  use  our  talents  for  the  glorification 
and  edification  of  God.  And  you  know,  they  will  be  multiplied  as  they  were 
in  the  Parable  of  the  Stewards  found  in  the  25th  Chapter  of  Matthew  verses 
14-24. 

You  know  the  parable.  One  steward  received  5  talents,  another  2  and 
another  one  talent.  The  first  two  worked  and  traded  and  their  talents  were 
multiplied,  but  the  servant  who  received  the  one  talent  was  so  afraid  that  he 
would  not  have  his  one  talent  when  the  Master  returned  that  he  went  and 
buried  it. 

When  the  Master  returned,  He  was  proud  of  the  first  two  servants  and  said  in 
Matthew  25:21,22,  23-  Well,  done  good  and  faithful  servant  -  Thou  has 
been  faithful  over  a  few  things  I  will  make  thee  ruler  over  many.  Enter  thou 
into  the  joy  of  the  Lord.  When  the  servant  with  the  one  talent  came  and  said 
he  had  buried  it  in  the  ground  because  he  was  afraid  he  would  lose  it  -  The 
Master  took  even  that  one  and  gave  it  to  the  servant  who  had  ten. 
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Let  us  use  our  gifts  and  our  talents  willingly  in  our  churches,  our  districts 
and  our  Conference. 

Allow  me  this  opportunity  to  signal  out  two  individuals  one  who  is  presently 
serving  as  a  District  Lay  Leader  and  the  other  who  has  just  completed 
serving  as  a  District  Lay  Leader  -  Mrs.  Jane  Blackwell,  Acadiana  District 
Lay  Leader  and  Mrs.  Joyce  Robinson,  Baton  Rouge  Immediate  Past  District 
Lay  Leader  -  will  you  kindly  stand? 

These  ladies  are  prime  examples  of  sharing  their  gifts  and  talents  with 
others.  They  have  worked  assiduously  in  rendering  leadership  to  their 
District  Boards  of  Laity,  served  as  Chairpersons  of  their  District  Ministry 
Teams,  have  organized  District  Boards  of  Laity  which  sponsor  our 
Daughenbaugh/Matheny  Scholarship  Banquets,  Lay  Speaking  Schools  and 
see  to  it  that  contributions  are  made  to  the  Bob  Lay  Memorial  1000  Club. 
Yes  they  know  that  there  is  Power  In  Giving.  Jane  Blackwell  and  Joyce 
Robinson  deserve  your  thunderous  applause. 

Laity  let  us  strive  for  excellence  in  all  of  our  undertakings  and  become 
totally  involved  by  willingly  accepting  positions  as  Chairpersons  of  our 
Conference  Boards  and  Agencies,  Coordinators  of  our  District  Ministry 
Teams,  chairpersons  of  our  Church  Councils,  Coordinators  of  Age  Level 
Ministries  for  Children,  Youth,  Young  Adults,  Adults,  Older  Adults  and 
Families,  work  in  our  Sunday  Schools  and  in  our  Vacation  Bible  Schools- 
this  year's  theme,  "Club  Can  Do-Kids  Called  to  Care."  The  important  point 
which  our  Lord  makes  in  the  parable  of  the  talents  is  that  it  is  not  how  great 
or  how  small  our  abilities,  talents  and  resources  are  but  rather  how  well  we 
use  them.  This  is  God's  criteria  for  judgement. 

Let  us  work  while  it  is  day,  for  the  night  cometh  and  no  man  nor  woman  will 
be  able  to  work  -  Use  Us  Lord  In  Your  Service. 

Secondly,  Let  us  Give  of  Our  Possessions  or  Our  Money 

Jesus  spoke  a  great  deal  about  how  a  person  should  think  about  his  or  her 
money.  In  fact,  the  parables  of  the  talents  and  pounds  show  Jesus 
commending  people  for  being  industrious.  It  is  really  what  a  person  does 
with  his  or  her  money  that  counts  -  Jesus  showed  that  the  rich,  young  ruler 
and  the  wealthy  man  who  ignored  Lazarus,  sinned  because  they  failed  to  use 
their  money  to  glorify  God  and  to  help  the  poor  around  them.  Large  or 
small  sums  of  money  used  to  honor  God,  He  said,  would  deposit  treasures  in 
heaven. 

Our  churches  need  less  drives  and  more  tithers.  We  need  to  adhere  to  2 
Corinthians  9:7  -  God  loveth  a  cheerful  giver. 
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A  wealthy  contributor  to  the  church  and  to  many  other  worthy  and  charitable 
causes  was  asked  how  he  could  give  so  much  and  still  have  so  much  left.  He 
stated  that,  "You  see,  as  I  shovel  the  money  out,  God  shovels  it  in,  and  God 
always  has  a  bigger  shovel  than  I  do." 

Is  it  possible  for  us  to  outgive  God?  The  answer  is  No.  Because  you  see 
God  has  given  to  us  all  that  we  are  and  all  that  we  have.  He  makes  us  His 
own  in  the  waters  of  baptism,  and  he  saves  us  through  the  blood  of  Jesus, 
His  Son. 

God's  eternal  love  becomes  a  "Big  Shovel"  for  all  who  place  their  trust  in 
Him.  We  respond  in  our  love  for  Him  by  giving  back  to  Him,  and  to  our 
fellow  human  beings. 

The  Power  of  Giving  can  best  be  described  in  the  words  which  are  found  in 
the  12th  Chapter  of  Mark  verses  43  and  44,  where  Jesus  exalts  the  poor 
widow's  gift  because  she  gave  generously  from  her  heart.  She  knew  that  her 
loving  God  would  take  care  of  her  and  supply  all  of  her  needs. 

The  widow's  gift  was  an  excellent  example  of  stewardship  -  indeed 
discipleship  -  which  is  giving  one's  all  in  grateful  response  to  God's 
gracious  action  on  behalf  of  the  world. 

The  United  Methodists  rank  among  the  poorest  contributors.  Our  per  capita 
giving  is  far  less  then  many  of  our  other  mainline  Protestant  sisters  and 
brothers.  United  Methodists  must  adhere  to  scripture  and  become  tithers. 
Malachi  3:10  states  to  "Bring  ye  all  the  tithes  into  the  storehouse  that  there 
may  be  meat  in  mine  house." 

As  we  experience  the  goodness  of  God  we  should  want  to  give.  In  fact,  we 
will  find  joy  in  giving  of  ourselves  and  our  resources  so  that  more  people 
might  know  God's  grace  in  Christ. 

Yes,  there  is  Power  In  Giving 

Thirdly  -  Then  Let  us  Give  of  Our  Time 

Time  is  another  form  of  wealth.  It  is  so  precious  that  God  gives  us  one 
second  at  a  time  -  With  each  new  sunrise,  we  receive  a  gift  of  24  hours  - 
1,440  minutes. 

We  must  carve  out  of  that  treasure  more  useful  moments  for  God  and  our 
fellow  human  beings.  We  must  find  time  to  think.  Samuel  Johnson  stated 
that  no  one  can  think  deeply  without  thinking  religiously. 

The  good  we  can  do  is  beyond  our  power  to  imagine,  the  evil. that  can 
flourish  because  of  the  things  we  leave  undone  is  immense.  Let  us  then  use 
our  time  to  spread  cheer,  attend  Sunday  School,  read  God's  Word,  -  the 
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Bible,  -  live  according  to  His  Word;  go  to  God  in  Prayer  -  assist  the 
homeless,  feed  the  hungry,  counsel  the  wayward  and  acknowledge  that  Jesus 
is  the  way.  I  am  confident  that  we  United  Methodists  will  use  our  time  to 
witness  and  to  serve. 

Yes,  there  is  Power  In  Giving 

Let  us  fourthly  Give  of  Our  Friendship 

Each  of  us  can  offer  our  friendship  to  at  least  one  needy,  hurting  human 
being.  Think  about  some  of  these  people.  They  are  living  in  every 
community  -  a  school  dropout,  a  cocaine  or  crack  addict,  a  pregnant 
teenager,  a  person  with  AIDS,  an  alcoholic,  a  compulsive  gambler,  a 
retarded  person,  a  youngster  who  has  been  in  trouble  with  the  law,  an  ex- 
prisoner  trying  to  rehabilitate,  a  shut-in,  an  aged  person,  a  shy  person  with 
no  friends. 

You  might  have  one  of  the  most  fulfilling  experiences  in  your  life  as  you 
step  from  your  ivory  tower  or  station  in  life  to  show  that  you  care  for  one  of 
these  people. 

Caring  was  at  the  very  center  of  the  life  behavior  of  Jesus.  He  wept  with  the 
sisters  of  Lazarus.  He  sobbed  out  His  heart  as  he  looked  out  upon  cold- 
hearted  Jerusalem  which  would  not  listen  to  His  entreaties.  The  heartaches 
of  men  became  His  heartaches.  Jesus  really  cared.  Yes,  we  can  do  like 
Jesus.  We  can  offer  friendship.  We  can  give  ourselves. 

What  we  do  as  laypersons  is  merely  our  response  to  something  that  has  been 
done  by  God  Himself.  Jesus  was  deeply  concerned  about  human  problems 
and  needs. 

Remember  when  we  give  our  talents  or  our  gifts,  our  material  possessions  or 
our  money,  our  time  and  friendship  to  God  we  ultimately  have  a  greater 
freedom  and  a  greater  sense  of  fulfillment  than  we  could  have  ever 
experienced  if  we  had  used  them  selfishly. 

Whatever  you  give  to  Christ  and  your  fellow  human  beings,  your  talents, 
your  money,  your  time  and  your  friendship  will  be  yours  forever.  Because 
there  is  power  in  giving... Remember,  you  have  a  mission;  you  have  a 
purpose:  "To  serve  this  present  age/  Your  calling  to  fulfill/  O  may  it  all 
your  powers  engage/  To  do  your  Master's  will." 

Then  let  us  do  our  Master's  will.  Let  us  give  of  our  best  to  the  Master, 
because  there  is  power  in  giving!  Let  us  repeat  -  There  is  power  in  giving! 

The  Men's  Quartet  Delivered  the  Witness  through  music. 
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WITNESS  4:  Mrs.  Helene  Walker,  Alexandria,  shared  witness.  She  mentioned 
that  there  are  four  words  that  always  gets  her  in  trouble,  "I'll  never  do  that."  She 
was  referring  to  the  Kairos  ministry  and  how  it  has  changed  her  life.  She 
mentioned  the  importance  of  this  ministry  for  those  women  who  have  husbands 
and  loved  ones  that  are  incarcerated,  giving  them  hope,  love  and  forgiveness. 
She  urged  everyone  to  learn  more  and  participate  in  this  ministry. 

Reverend  Frances  Hooton  and  Reverend  Wybra  Price  opened  the  report  of  the 
Center  for  Pastoral  Effectiveness.  He  stated  that  this  ministry  has  added  years  to 
his  life.  He  referred  the  assembly  to  a  brochure  that  was  distributed.  He 
announced  that  in  the  spring  of  1990,  John  Winn  developed  this  program  to  help 
pastors  stay  focused  on  their  ministry.  Reverend  Ernest  Scott  shared  his 
experience  with  the  center  and  its  help  with  inner-city  ministry.  Reverend 
Frances  Hooton  shared  her  experience  with  Track  II,  which  was  held  for  clergy 
who  have  recently  completed  their  seminary  education.  This  track  dealt  with 
those  difficulties  that  a  clergyperson  experiences  in  ministry.  All  the 
participants  of  each  track  were  invited  to  stand  and  be  recognized.  Reverend 
Price  stated  that  other  conferences  and  denominations  have  participated  in  these 
tracks.  He  expressed  a  special  tribute  of  thanks  to  Reverend  John  Winn  for  his 
work  and  leadership  with  the  center.  The  assembly  affirmed  their  gratitude  with 
a  standing  ovation. 

Reverend  Clarence  Snelling  opened  the  report  of  the  United  Methodist 
Seminaries  and  expressed  his  appreciation  for  the  support  of  the  Minister's 
Education  Fund.  He  mentioned  several  faculty  changes  within  the  various 
seminaries.  St.  Paul  has  put  together  a  program  in  congregational  development 
that  will  be  headed  up  by  Reverend  Robert  Martin.  Russia,  a  former  atheist 
nation,  now  has  a  United  Methodist  seminary. 

WITNESS  5:  Marilyn  Sullivan,  North  Shore,  spoke  of  a  mission  project  called 
"Angel  Care"  at  Aldersgate  United  Methodist  Church.  The  project's  purpose  is 
to  help  adults  and  family  members  who  have  loved  ones  suffering  from  the 
incurable  Alzheimer's  disease.  This  support  group  gives  family  members  and 
patients  a  time  away  from  stressful  situations. 

Reverend  Bob  Burgess  began  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Ordained  Ministry  with 
Ms.  Marie  Durham  assisting  with  music.  Everyone  joined  in  singing  a  verse  of 
"Jesu,  Jesu." 

Reverend  Fred  Wideman,  Chair  of  the  Division  of  Local  Pastors  and  Associate 
Members,  recognized  those  who  have  completed  the  Course  of  Study  School: 
Margaret  L.  Brown,  Wanda  S.  Cosentino,  Pamela  R.  Fitch  and  Donny  R.  Nedd. 
He  then  recognized  those  licensed  as  a  Local  Pastor  and  being  appointed  for  the 
first  time:  Shawn  M.  Anglim,  Mary  Jo  Babcock,  Dianne  Bentley,  Lysbeth  B. 
Cockrell,  Richard  W.  Davis,  Ross  C.  Ford,  Jr.,  Peggy  B.  Foreman,  William  E. 
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Foster,  Carol  D.  Heard,  Kari  C.  Ifland,  Ashley  L.  Mann,  Clay  K.  McConnell, 
Cheryl  L.  Nelson,  Brady  S.  Whitton,  Christopher  Williams,  Gloria  L. 
Youngblood.  Rev.  Sue  Kelly,  Chair  of  Division  of  Deacons,  recognized  those 
commissioned  as  Probationary  Deacons:  Amy  Katherine  Mercer  and  Elaine 
Caldwell  Smith.  Dr.  Doug  Ezell,  Chair  of  the  Division  of  Elders,  recognized 
those  commissioned  as  Probationary  Elders:  Bonita  Carter  Davis,  Helen 
Elizabeth  Love  and  Joshua  Douglas  Milliron.  The  commissioning  service  ended 
in  the  singing  of  "Jesu,  Jesu." 

Rev.  Burgess  referred  the  assembly  to  the  Pre-Conference  Report.  He 
highlighted  the  Ministerial  Education  Fund  and  its  importance  to  our 
seminarians.  He  mentioned  that  the  board  with  the  assistance  of  CFA  was  able 
to  increase  the  seminary  grant  amounts  from  $600  to  $1200.  He  also  stated  that 
the  number  of  seminarians  increased  from  18  to  28  attending  school.  The 
average  indebtedness  for  a  seminarian  is  $30,000.  The  board  has  been  working 
to  alleviate  this  debt.  Rev.  Burgess  offered  thanks  to  UMF  for  a  new  service 
loan  program  designated  especially  for  these  students.  This  loan  is  a  5-year 
work  loan  if  the  student  returns  to  Louisiana  to  serve  in  ministry.  Rev.  Danny 
Gleason,  Chair  of  Recruitment  and  Enlistment,  spoke  of  the  Exploring  Ministry 
Events  that  have  taken  place  since  1996.  He  announced  that  the  Board  will 
subsidize  travel  costs  for  youth  and  young  adults  attending  this  event  in  Dallas, 
Texas.  He  also  lifted  up  the  "Discerning  the  Call"  event,  which  is  for  people 
who  are  interested  in  a  career  in  ministry.  It  will  be  held  in  February  of  2001  at 
the  Conference  Center.  Rev.  Burgess  made  reference  to  a  pastoral  retreat  being 
held  in  February  2001  at  the  Conference  Center,  "Tending  Our  Life  Together." 
He  then  recognized  all  the  members  of  the  Board  and  expressed  thanks  to  them 
for  their  hard  work.  Rev.  Sue  Kelly  and  Rev.  Regina  Wren  referred  the 
assembly  to  the  Pre-Conference  Report  and  made  the  following  corrections: 
remove  Mary  Jo  Babcock  from  page  101,  and  move  Gloria  Chapman  to 
retirement.  Christian  Education  certificates  were  given  to  the  Probationary 
Deacons  Amy  Katherine  Mercer  and  Elaine  Caldwell  Smith.  Janet  Clogston 
Cavalier  was  elected  as  a  Diaconal  Minister.  Barbara  Murray  and  Sheri  Zehner 
were  recognized  as  being  elected  Deacons  in  Full  Connection  and  each  offered  a 
brief  word  of  thanks.  Dr.  Doug  Ezell  introduced  those  who  were  elected  as 
Elders  in  Full  Connection:  James  William  Barrett,  Jr.,  Mark  James  Goins, 
Joseph  Evan  Hamilton,  Judith  Ariel  Shema  and  Darryl  Alan  Tate.  Michael  Lewis 
Hammett  and  Jon  Macyle  Lord,  whose  orders  have  been  recognized,  were  also 
introduced.  Each  offered  a  brief  word  of  thanks  to  those  who  have  been 
significant  in  their  journey  into  ministry.  Rev.  Burgess'  affirmed  Bishop 
Solomon's  challenge  to  pastors  in  the  clergy  session  to  be  victors  instead  of 
victims.  He  expressed  his  gratitude  to  the  assembly  for  his  time  as  chair  of  the 
Board.  Bishop  Solomon  urged  churches  to  invest  in  financial  support  to  pastors 
attending  the  event  for  persons  under  appointment. 
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Rev.  Carl  Rhoads  made  announcements  and  the  Conference  was  given  a  break. 

The  session  was  reconvened  with  the  singing  of  "Give  Thanks"  led  by  Clay 
Eaves.  The  assembly  joined  together  in  celebration  of  the  passing  of  the  mantle 
of  our  Conference  retirees.  The  Reverend  Steve  Caraway  introduced  the 
following  retirees  and  their  spouses:  Gloria  Dix  Chapman,  Retha  V.  Corrigan, 
George  and  Linda  Duerson,  Paul  and  Bobbie  Durbin,  William  and  Jane  Eubanks, 
Dewitt  and  Sara  Ginn,  John  and  Peggy  Johns,  James  and  Ann  Jones,  Larry  and 
Gayle  Maddin,  Roily  and  Johnnie  Lou  Walker,  Dan  Washington,  Jr.,  and  James 
and  Ellen  Wilson.  Each  offered  thanks  to  God,  their  families  and  the  assembly 
for  the  many  blessings  they  experienced  in  ministry.  The  Bishop  then  led  the 
assembly  through  the  order  of  worship  for  the  passing  of  the  mantle.  Retiring 
pastor  Roily  Walker  bestowed  the  mantle  on  ordinand  Mark  Goins.  The  service 
concluded  with  the  singing  of  "Forward  Through  the  Ages." 

Rev.  Carl  Rhoads  made  appropriate  announcements  and  the  assembly  adjourned. 


Tuesday,  June  6,  2000 
Afternoon  Session 

After  Joyce  and  Chris  Gross  performed  the  Gathering  Music,  Bishop  Solomon 
asked  Rev.  Percell  Church,  Sr.  to  offer  the  afternoon  prayer. 

Dr.  Craig  Miller  delivered  the  afternoon  Bible  Study  entitled,  "Next  Church. 
Now."  He  asked,  "What  is  the  future  of  the  church?"  He  mentioned  several 
tests  that  were  performed  to  try  and  determine  this.  He  stated  that  a  faith 
community  is  created  when  a  worship  experience  is  tied  to  a  discipleship  system. 
Leaders  of  new  churches  are  encouraged  not  to  have  worship  until  they  have  a 
discipleship  network  in  place  that  takes  about  9  months  to  a  year.  What  can  a 
church  do?  Churches  establish  settings  for  people  to  hear  the  word  of  God. 
There  are  two  kinds  of  settings:  informal  settings  (dinner  table,  grocery  store, 
car,  etc.)  and  formal  settings.  Imagine  Jesus  was  with  you  every  time  you  were 
with  2  or  3  people.  How  would  this  change  your  conversation?  There  are 
different  size  settings  and  different  types  of  prayers  for  each  setting.  There  are 
small  settings,  fellowship  or  structural  settings  and  celebrated  worshiping 
settings.  How  do  we  create  multiple  groups  within  the  church?  Focus  on  new 
faith  communities.  There  are  differences  in  church  structure  from  the  20th 
century  to  the  21st  century.  Statistics  show  that  there  are  30-40%  of 
communities  that  belong  to  some  type  of  church.  Change  is  not  going  to  slow 
down.  Churches  need  to  re-invent  themselves  every  3  or  4  years  to  keep  up  with 
the  changing  world.  Life  long  learning  is  now  the  norm.  Stability  is  based  on 
the  nature  of  relationship  and  not  structure. 
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WITNESS  6:  Ingrid  LeBlanc,  Lake  Charles,  mentioned  that  coming  from  a 
small  church  did  not  mean  they  could  not  have  a  ministry.  Health  care  was  an 
area  rich  in  need.  They  began  a  ministry  in  parish  nursing.  It  is  important  to 
minister  to  mind,  body  and  spirit.  They  provide  medical  help  with  a  spiritual 
emphasis.  Anyone  who  has  a  gift  in  the  medical  field  should  consider  this 
ministry. 

Mr.  Berlin  Perkins  began  the  Commission  on  Equitable  Compensation  report  by 
referring  to  the  Pre-Conference  report.  He  reported  that  the  grants  for  2000  are 
$25,000.00,  down  from  $200,000.00  two  years  ago. 

Rev.  Larry  Stafford  gave  the  Conference  Board  of  Pensions  report.  He  stated 
that  the  Ministers'  Reserve  Pension  Fund  (MRPF)  annuity  rate  would  be  raised 
to  $422  per  service  year  in  2001.  He  made  reference  to  the  resolution  regarding 
the  Ministerial  Pension  Plan  and  stated  that  due  to  General  Conference  changes, 
beginning  in  2001,  the  Louisiana  Conference  office  would  be  billing  local 
churches  for  its  MPP  and  CPP  payments  as  they  are  being  billed  for  the  health 
insurance  premiums.  The  General  Board  of  Pension  and  Health  Benefits  will  no 
longer  be  responsible  for  this  billing.  He  also  reported  that  the  health  care 
premiums  have  not  been  raised  in  six  years  even  though  the  benefits  have 
increased.  However,  there  will  probably  be  a  premium  increase  in  2001.  Rev. 
Stafford  reminded  the  group  of  the  open-enrollment  process  every  October.  He 
also  said  that  the  Board  approved  an  amendment  to  the  report  stating  that  retired 
clergy  or  surviving  family  members  must  expend  the  $4000  moving  expense 
within  the  year  of  the  retirement  or  death.  He  expressed  thanks  to  the 
committee,  Dr.  Stone  Caraway,  Rev.  Carl  Rhoads  and  the  Conference  office 
staff  for  their  dedicated  work.  Bishop  Solomon  strongly  urged  both  pastors  and 
churches  to  take  pension  payments  seriously.  This  is  an  important  part  of 
compensation  and  is  to  be  paid.  Bishop  Solomon  stated  that  we  are  flirting  with 
disaster  if  pension  payments  are  slighted. 

WITNESS  7:  Bud  Lee,  Acadiana  District,  asked  the  Conference  how  many 
know  a  person  who  has  struggled  with  addiction.  As  a  District  Attorney,  he 
found  that  80%  of  inmates  tested  positive  for  drug  usage.  He  spoke  of  Drug 
Court,  a  new  program,  where  non-violent  offenders  plead  guilty,  are  placed  on 
probation,  receive  counseling  and  are  drug-tested  four  times  a  week.  They  must 
stay  clean,  stay  out  of  trouble  with  the  law  and  hold  down  a  job.  It  is  cost 
effective  to  rehabilitate  instead  of  incarcerate.  First  United  Methodist,  New 
Iberia,  provides  the  facility  for  counseling.  They  have  purchased  another  facility 
across  the  street  to  accommodate  the  150  people  receiving  counseling. 

Rev.  J.  Roddy  Taylor  began  the  Conference  Board  of  Trustees  report  by 
referring  to  the  Pre-Conference  Report  and  made  a  change  to  Resolution  #1 
regarding  White's  Chapel   to   delete  the  word  "fund"  and  replace   it  with 
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"Association,  Inc."  All  of  the  Resolutions  were  reviewed.  The  report  was 
approved  in  globo. 

Dr.  Ray  Branton  presented  a  check  for  $13,600  from  the  United  Methodist 
Publishing  House  to  be  used  for  pastors'  pension.  He  introduced  Sylvia  Pachino, 
Houston,  Texas  Cokesbury  Manager.  She  highlighted  several  new  curricula  that 
Cokesbury  is  introducing. 

The  Conference  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration's  report  was  given  by 
Dr.  Don  Cottrill.  He  presented  the  good  news  that  apportionments  have 
increased  for  the  3rd  straight  year.  He  stated  that  Louisiana  had  a  94  Vi  %  payout 
in  1999,  which  is  an  all-time  high.  However,  at  this  time  we  are  1%  behind  last 
year's  receipts.  He  asked  the  assembly  to  refer  to  handouts  regarding  Report  #2 
budget  for  2001  and  Auditor's  Financial  Statements  of  Dec.  31,  1999.  Due  to 
General  Conference  action,  the  budget  increased  $18,500  for  a  total  1%  increase 
over  the  previous  year.  The  auditor's  report  was  approved  as  presented.  He  also 
reported  that  the  council's  insurance  review  committee  has  decided  to  remain 
with  Mclnnis,  Tyner  &  Daniel  to  handle  the  Conference's  property  insurance 
and  liability  coverage.  Dr.  Cottrill  stated  that  CFA  would  sponsor  a  stewardship 
seminar  in  2001  for  clergy  and  lay  to  help  laity  understand  apportionment  and 
stewardship  giving.  He  announced  there  was  a  little  more  than  a  million  dollars 
left  to  pay  on  the  Conference  Center  three  million-dollar  loan.  He  thanked 
everyone  for  paying  that  apportionment  thus  reducing  the  amount  of  the  loan. 
He  also  said  that  CFA  will  continue  to  help  find  ways  to  provide  funds  for  the 
indebtedness  of  seminarians.  Rev.  Gene  Finnell  made  a  motion  to  amend  report 
number  two  raising  the  Wesley  Foundation  apportionment  from  $550,000  to 
$620,000.  He  explained  that  the  original  amount  would  make  it  difficult  to 
maintain  the  current  level  of  campus  ministries  across  the  Conference.  Dr.  Chris 
Andrews  made  an  amendment  to  the  motion  stating  that  the  apportionment 
would  remain  at  $550,000  in  2001  and  the  Conference  would  receive  a  status 
report  of  all  the  Foundations  at  that  session  to  be  able  to  analyze  the 
apportionment  better.  After  speeches  for  and  against  the  amendment  to  the 
motion,  it  did  not  prevail.  Rev.  Tom  Howe  made  a  motion  to  amend  the  original 
motion  to  raise  the  apportionment  to  $585,000  and  the  2001  Annual  Conference 
would  hear  a  status  report  on  the  Foundations.  After  further  discussion,  the 
amendment  to  the  original  motion  failed.  After  discussion  on  the  original 
motion  to  raise  the  apportionment  to  $620,000,  it  carried. 

Mr.  Robert  Sherer,  Chair  of  the  Commission  on  Archives  and  History, 
recommended  the  designation  of  United  Methodist  Historic  sights  for  Mt.  Zion 
UMC  and  Rayne  Memorial  UMC.  He  stated  that  both  have  been  in  existence  for 
over  125  years.  The  assembly  approved  the  designation.  Mr.  Tim  Hebert  has 
been  working  on  the  history  of  each  United  Methodist  congregation.    He  said

there  were  200  churches  that  still  have  not  turned  in  a  history.  He  urged  every 
church  to  participate  in  this  archival  project. 

The  Bishop  offered  a  short  break  for  the  session. 

The  Ruston  Clergy  Band  presented  a  musical  selection  to  reconvene. 

Mr.  Rob  Fairley,  of  the  United  Methodist  Foundation,  highlighted  the  report  by 
stating  that  85  million  dollars  are  managed  by  this  foundation.  It  has  been 
functioning  for  25  years.  Dr.  Ken  Reed  is  visiting  churches  around  the 
Conference  to  help  with  stewardship  fundraising.  He  urged  churches  to  use  the 
Foundation  for  loans,  endowments  and  as  a  resource  for  teaching  about 
stewardship.  The  Foundation  gives  grants  for  churches  around  the  state. 

Dr.  Gene  Gregory,  Vice  President  of  Centenary  College,  introduced  courtesy 
staff.  He  reported  that  a  new  fitness  facility  was  being  constructed  and 
renovations  of  student  union  building  were  underway.  Mr.  Lee  Parker,  student, 
praised  the  school  and  especially  the  traveling  opportunities  with  the  choir  and 
geology  department.  He  thanked  the  Conference  for  considering  the  youth  to  be, 
"not  just  the  future,  but  the  here  and  now  of  the  Conference."  Dr.  Gregory 
thanked  the  Bishop  and  Conference  for  their  support. 

Rev.  Gail  Bowman,  Chaplain  of  Dillard  University,  stated  that  Dillard  is  proudly 
African  American,  southern  and  United  Methodist.  She  reported  that  long- 
needed  renovations  were  taking  place.  She  highlighted  the  achievements  of  Dr. 
Lomax,  since  he  has  become  President  of  Dillard.  She  said  that  a  curriculum 
review  is  being  done  and  that  90%  of  Dillard's  students  receive  financial 
support.  She  thanked  the  Conference  for  its  guidance,  financial  support  and 
prayers. 

Rev.  Mike  McLaurin,  Vice-Chair  of  the  Committee  on  Petitions,  reviewed  the 
petitions  that  were  submitted  to  the  Annual  Conference.  Discussion  was  called 
for  Petition  #  1  regarding  special  conferences.  Mrs.  Joanne  White  expressed 
gratitude  to  Bishop  Solomon  for  his  dedication  and  help  with  the  Children  In 
Need  Task  Force  and  spoke  against  the  petition.  She  spoke  of  results  of 
previous  special  conferences.  Rev.  Wayne  Evans  spoke  for  the  petition  stating 
that  the  purpose  of  the  petition  was  to  follow  the  procedures  of  the  "Design  for  a 
New  Day"  dialogue  and  suggested  that  the  DMT  head-up  such  projects; 
however,  he  offered  to  withdraw  the  petition.  The  petition  was  withdrawn. 
Petition  #2  was  reviewed.  Rev.  McLaurin  stated  that  the  committee 
recommended  this  petition  be  referred  to  the  new  Church  Extension  Team  and 
CFA.  The  motion  for  reference  prevailed. 

Dr.  Anita  Crump  began  the  report  on  General  Conference.  The  theme  of  the 
conference  was  "We  who  are  many  are  one  body."  She  thanked  those  who  were 
visitors  to  the  Conference.   She  said  the  conference  was  exciting,  interesting  and 
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emotional.  Bishop  Solomon  presided  during  the  most  difficult  time  of  the 
Conference.  He  was  courageous,  spirited  and  convincing.  He  was  congratulated 
for  his  leadership  during  that  time.  Rev.  Bob  Burgess  reported  on  the  Worship 
Services.  It  was  spirited,  colorful  and  festive  in  every  way,  reminding  us  that  we 
are  indeed  a  global  church.  There  were  representatives  from  all  over  the  world. 
Almost  100  Bishops  were  in  attendance.  The  services  also  reminded  us  that  we 
are  a  rich  denomination  in  scriptures.  There  was  worshipful  work  being  done  in 
the  services.  During  the  Act  of  Repentance  and  Reconciliation,  the  challenge 
was  made  that  symbolism  is  good  but  is  only  effective  when  real.  It  was  the  first 
time  the  head  of  the  Anglican  Church  spoke  at  the  General  Conference.  All 
decisions  of  General  Conference  are  effective  January  1,  2001.  Rev.  William 
Peeples  reported  on  the  Church  &  Society  Committee  stating  that  it  focuses  on 
concerns  of  our  social  life.  He  highlighted  several  resolutions  condemning 
social  ills  that  were  dealt  with  at  the  session.  Rev.  Don  Avery  reported  on  the 
General  Conference's  Sub-Committee.  One  question  was  how  does  the 
secretary  of  General  Conference  delegate  representation.  Presently  there  is  a 
two-factor  formula  to  determine  the  number  of  delegates:  1)  the  number  of 
clergy,  and  2)  the  number  of  laity.  Over  time,  60%  of  the  representation  was 
being  determined  by  clergy  and  40%  being  determined  by  lay.  General 
Conference  raised  the  clergy  number  requirements  and  lowered  the  laity  number 
so  now  the  next  General  Conference  will  be  based  on  75%  laity  and  25%  clergy 
membership.  There  was  a  petition  to  raise  the  number  of  delegates  from  1000  to 
1200.  It  was  defeated.  A  petition  to  create  an  annual  conference  in  the  western 
jurisdiction  based  on  theology  was  proposed  but  it  failed.  Dr.  Chris  Andrews 
reported  on  the  Faith  and  Order  Committee  of  the  General  Conference.  The 
most  controversial  issue  was  the  church's  stance  on  homosexuality.  The  present 
position  was  affirmed.  The  vote  was  two-thirds  to  affirm  as  compared  to  60%  at 
the  last  General  Conference.  He  stated  that  Bishop  Solomon  was  a  great  leader 
during  the  turmoil  at  General  Conference  regarding  this  issue.  Mr.  Terrel 
DeVille  reported  on  the  Financial  Administration  Committee  of  the  Conference. 
There  were  280  items  dealt  with  by  the  committee.  One  important  matter  was 
discussed  regarding  the  apportionment  formula.  It  has  been  the  same  formula 
since  1968.  The  proposal  to  change  this  formula  was  defeated  because  they  felt 
the  formula  penalized  churches  that  focused  on  ministry,  benevolent  causes  and 
growth.  They  spent  over  38  hours  in  debates  and  the  committee  passed  a 
compromise.  Miss  Lane  Cotton  Winn  reported  on  Special  Sundays  and 
Remittances.  All  six  Sundays  were  retained  and  they  added  two  others  without 
offering:  Organ  Donor  Sunday  and  Disability  Awareness  Sunday.  The  Native 
American  Awareness  changed  to  Native  American  Ministry  Sunday.  The 
schedule  was  amended  to  hear  the  remaining  General  Conference  Report 
Wednesday  morning. 
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Rev.  Carl  Rhoads  made  appropriate  announcements  and  gave  details  of  the 
Ordination  Service.  A  musical  witness  was  performed  by  the  youth. 

Tuesday,  June  6, 2000 
Evening  Worship 
First  UMC,  Shreveport 
Ordination  Service 

Pre-Service  music  was  performed  by  the  University  United  Methodist  Church 
College  Ensemble  and  the  United  Methodist  Campus  Ministry  at  LSU.  The 
Prelude,  "Fanfares  to  the  Tongues  of  Fire"  was  performed  by  Larry  King  with 
McCoy  Ransom  accompanying.  The  Processional  Hymn  was  "Joyful,  Joyful, 
We  Adore  Thee"  and  Bishop  Dan  Solomon  opened  with  prayer.  The  Psalter  was 
Psalm  119.  The  Children's  Moment  was  assisted  by  Katie  Sturdivant,  Claire 
Bayer  and  Crystal  Williams.  The  Scripture  Reading  was  I  Corinthians  9:16b; 
John  8:12-20.  Bishop  Solomon  delivered  the  Witness  to  the  Word  entitled, 
"When  Necessity  Is  Laid  On."  The  Offertory  Anthem,  "O  God,  Beyond  All 
Praising,"  was  performed  by  the  Conference  Choir.  The  Benediction  was  given 
by  Bishop  Solomon  and  the  Recessional  Hymn  was  "Sois  la  Semilla." 


Wednesday,  June  7,2000 
Morning  Session 

Clay  Eaves,  Chris  and  Joyce  Gross  began  with  the  singing  of  "Amen." 

Bishop  Solomon  called  the  Conference  to  order  and  the  morning  prayer  was 
offered  by  Rev.  George  Thomas. 

Father  Dan  Krutz,  Executive  Director  of  Louisiana  Interchurch  Conference, 
thanked  the  assembly  for  their  support  of  the  ecumenical  movement.  He  thanked 
Bishop  Solomon  for  his  leadership  as  the  current  president.  He  expanded  the 
image  of  Jesus  as  the  light  of  the  world  by  adding  the  image  of  Jesus  as  the 
bread  of  life.  He  asked  the  assembly  if  there  was  a  loaf  in  their  lives  today. 

The  Committee  on  the  Journal  reported  that  yesterday's  minutes  were  read  and 
found  to  be  in  order.  The  house  voted  to  accept  the  minutes. 

General  Board  of  Global  Ministries  General  Secretary,  Dr.  Randolph  Nugent, 
was  introduced  by  Bishop  Dan  Solomon.  Dr.  Rena  Yocom  read  the  scripture 
John  8:12  which  is  the  theme  of  the  Conference.  Dr.  Nugent  thanked  the 
Conference   for  the   leadership   given  by   this   Conference.      The   Episcopal 
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leadership  that  has  come  from  this  Conference  has  been  tremendous.  He  also 
praised  the  development  of  Sager-Brown.  Dr.  Nugent  stated  that  Bishop 
Solomon  has  been  a  beacon  of  light  in  his  role  in  missions  around  the  world.  He 
was  proud  to  say  that  this  Conference  has  truly  made  the  world  its  parish.  The 
words  of  Wesley  and  of  Jesus  stand  up  in  the  face  of  critics.  "The  world  is  my 
parish"  was  a  protest  to  parochial  restrictions.  We  are  to  confirm  the  righteous 
and  reform  the  wicked.  We  are  about  the  work  of  spreading  the  glad  tidings  of 
salvation.  Be  the  light  of  the  world  in  the  dark  places:  the  youth  facing  social  ills 
at  home  and  in  the  world;  the  poor  in  economy  and  the  poor  in  spirit;  the  new 
residents  and  immigrants  in  our  area  both  legal  and  illegal;  the  people  in  need 
worldwide  need  to  sense  our  solidarity.  We  have  no  idea  what  it  is  like  to  truly 
live  in  the  faith,  because  we  have  five  churches  on  every  street  corner. 

The  Conference  responded  to  Dr.  Nugent' s  address  with  a  standing  ovation. 
Bishop  Solomon  echoed  the  sentiment  that  all  churches  need  to  be  in  mission. 

Betsy  Eaves  presented  "Hands  on  Mission".  She  stated  that  children  facing 
disaster  feel  vulnerable  in  the  world.  The  kit  being  assembled  by  the  Conference 
will  help  children  who  face  emotional  trauma.  Play  therapy  can  provide 
comfort.  The  Conference  assembled  suitcases  to  be  distributed  to  children  world 
wide.  Each  item  represents  a  specific  way  for  children  to  express  their  emotions. 

WITNESS  8:  Gene  Rives,  Baton  Rouge,  stated  that  the  Lord  told  him  to  go  to 
divinity  school.  Though  he  denied  the  call  at  first,  he  is  completing  divinity 
school.  He  asked  the  Conference  to  change  the  question  "What  Would  Jesus 
Do?"  to  "What  Would  Jesus  Do  Now?"  He  spoke  of  the  support  and 
encouragement  of  the  local  church  to  fund  his  schooling. 

The  Children  in  Poverty  report  was  introduced  by  Bishop  Solomon.  He 
commended  Joanne  White  for  her  leadership  in  organizing  the  Bishop's 
initiative  for  this  quadrenium.  He  presented  her  with  a  gift  and  a  standing 
ovation  was  given  by  the  assembly.  Joanne  stated  that  this  project  has  been  the 
mission  of  her  life.  Fane  Peeples  stated  that  this  initiative  will  last  beyond  this  4 
years.  We  have  prayed  for  specific  children,  given  tennis  shoes,  met  in  Pineville 
for  a  convocation,  and  gave  blue  jeans.  Patricia  Kennedy  stated  that  several 
churches  began  after-school  care  as  a  new  ministry  called  "Just  for  Kids 
Ministry."  Carolyn  Dove  reported  the  teen  emphasis  started  with  a  fall 
convocation  where  jeans  were  collected.  Sessions  were  held  on  suicide,  rape, 
prison  ministry,  substance  abuse,  etc.  She  called  attention  to  a  flier  about  how 
you  can  help  youth  in  your  community.  Rev.  Jon  Tellifero  spoke  of  an 
economic  conference  headed  by  Dr.  Emmanuel  Cleaver.  It  is  time  to  stir  the 
political  and  social  pot  of  Louisiana  with  Faith-based  economic  development. 
He  also  stated  that  the  General  Board  of  Global  Ministries  has  granted  $1.6 
million  to  St.  Mark's  Community  Center.   Rev.  Gary  Willis  reported  that  every

human  being  is  influenced  by  family  and  that  they  are  plagued  by  divorce  and 
substance  abuse.  Who  will  defend  the  family?  A  "Families  in  Crisis  and 
Families  in  Faith"  conference  will  be  held  October  23-24  at  First  UMC  in 
Alexandria  to  instruct  churches  on  ways  they  can  impact  the  lives  of  families  by 
becoming  equipped  to  be  people's  new  families.  Joanne  White  commended  the 
members  of  the  task  force  for  their  work  and  dedication.  She  reminded  the 
Conference  that  the  light  of  Jesus  is  the  hope  of  the  world.  On  Children's 
Sabbath  Sunday,  bronze  crosses  are  available  for  $5.  They  can  be  placed  on 
doors  to  signify  a  household  of  faith.  Rural  Poverty  is  still  an  area  of  great  need 
that  has  not  been  addressed.  We  have  human-made  poverty  in  Louisiana  and  it 
is  a  sin.  Two  conferences  will  be  held  on  this  topic  in  Monroe  and  Lafayette. 
She  gave  an  Angel's  Award  to  Dan  and  Joy  Solomon  for  their  dedication  to 
mission. 

Dr.  Alonzo  Campbell  introduced  an  informational  video  on  Shalom  Zone 
Ministries.  ESL  and  GED  classes  are  being  offered.  Creative  arts  classes  are 
offered  in  New  Orleans  as  part  of  Shalom  Zone  Ministries.  Photography  and 
other  life  application  classes  are  offered  to  enhance  lives  and  occupations. 
Communication  with  community  leaders  has  also  been  a  bonus  of  shalom  zones. 
Pete  Aguila,  Hispanic  Task  Force  Chair,  stated  that  Hispanic  pastors  arrived  in 
Louisiana  a  year  ago.  They  have  done  a  marvelous  job  in  Kenner.  Kenner  First 
UMC  has  been  very  supportive.  Radio  broadcasts,  presented  in  Spanish,  are 
reaching  many  people  for  Christ.  Transportation  is  a  problem  for  Hispanics  in 
Mid-city.  He  called  for  an  advanced  special  to  help  finance  a  move  to  Mid-city. 
Salaries  for  the  pastors  are  also  a  necessity.  He  asked  churches  to  pay  one 
week's  salary  as  a  way  of  reaching  out  in  mission.  The  W.  T.  Handy 
convocation  at  Dillard  is  about  strengthening  the  minority  congregation. 

A  conference  ensemble  led  praise  music  as  the  delegation  from  General 
Conference  came  forward.  Their  report  continued  from  yesterday's  proceedings. 
The  Global  Ministries  report,  given  by  Sarah  Kreutziger,  began  with  the 
emphasis  on  the  United  Methodist  Church  as  a  global  church.  There  is  a  need 
for  translators  world-wide.  Even  though  church  membership  in  this  nation  is  on 
the  decline,  church  membership  in  other  countries  is  exploding.  We  need  the 
fire  of  the  necessity  of  mission  in  order  to  grow  churches  in  the  United  States. 
The  General  Board  of  Global  Ministries  is  proud  of  the  work  of  the  UMW  in 
missions.  She  discussed  some  of  the  socio-political  concerns  around  the  globe 
and  the  resolutions  brought  forth  in  response.  Rev.  Bob  Burgess  served  on  the 
Committee  of  Higher  Education  and  Ministry.  Most  petitions  introduced  were 
to  clarify  legislation  of  the  1996  General  Conference.  He  discussed  the 
development  of  seminaries  in  Africa  and  Russia.  The  General  Conference  also 
moved  that  candidates  must  be  members  of  a  local  congregation  for  2  years  prior 
to  candidacy.    The  General  Conference  discussed  the  parameters  for  elders  and 
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deacons  in  accepting  the  doctrines  of  the  UMC.  Fred  Loy  presented  the  Igniting 
Ministry  television  spots  to  define  the  United  Methodist  Church  to  the  public. 
Twenty  million  dollars  is  needed  to  bring  this  word  to  70  million  people.  It  is  an 
important  tool  for  evangelism.  An  initiative  is  being  made  to  get  all  churches  on 
a  website  so  that  people  can  locate  the  nearest  church.  There  will  also  be  radio 
and  newspaper  releases.  The  assembly  got  to  see  two  samples  of  these  television 
spots.  Marie  Williams  served  on  the  legislative  committee  of  the  local  church. 
They  worked  on  the  wording  of  passages  in  the  Discipline.  Terminology  such  as 
"preparatory",  "baptized"  and  "professing"  members  was  discussed.  The 
General  Conference  kept  wording  that  a  quorum  must  be  present  at  charge 
conference  and  that  no  absentee  voting  is  permitted.  If  a  congregation  wishes  to 
leave  the  UMC,  they  may  not  take  church  property  with  them.  Dr.  Anita  Crump 
reminded  the  conference  that  changes  would  go  into  effect  on  January  1,  2001. 
She  addressed  some  changes  in  the  area  of  youth.  Changes  in  wording  were 
made  in  the  service  of  consecration.  The  General  Conference  recommended  that 
all  churches  have  youth  and  young  adults  on  boards  and  agencies.  A  seeker  web 
site  will  be  linked  to  our  official  denomination  website.  She  thanked  the 
assembly  for  the  privilege  of  chairing  the  delegation.  Nominees  for  the 
Jurisdictional  Pool  for  boards  and  agencies  of  the  General  Church  were 
introduced.  She  asked  for  nominations  from  the  floor.  The  nominations  were 
accepted  by  acclamation.  Barry  Hoekstra,  Alexandria  District,  asked  if  there 
were  times  that  a  full  delegation  from  Louisiana  was  not  present.  It  was  reported 
that  two  people  had  to  leave  early  due  to  family  illness  and  death.  Otherwise, 
Louisiana  was  well-represented. 

Larry  Norman,  Director  of  Volunteers  in  Mission,  issued  a  challenge  to  double 
the  number  of  people  involved  in  mission.  Last  year's  number  was  1,000 
people.  He  listed  the  types  of  mission  consisting  of  medical  aid,  construction, 
educational  ministry,  disaster  relief  both  locally  and  globally.  The  same  sites  as 
last  year  will  be  served,  but  there  are  new  challenges  in  the  Phillipines,  Israel, 
and  Haiti.  A  VIM  clinic  in  Mexico  is  being  built,  since  Louisiana  sends  medical 
teams  there  monthly.  He  invited  one  high  school  junior  and  one  sophomore 
from  each  church  to  be  trained  in  mission  at  a  conference  that  VIM  is 
sponsoring.  VIM  is  working  with  one  black  and  one  white  church  in  South 
Africa  to  develop  a  relationship  of  tolerance.  God  has  called  you  to  be  a  mission 
volunteer  through  VIM.  Larry  presented  the  Bishop  with  a  VIM  watch. 

A  Restorative  Justice  Ministries  report  was  given  by  Bernadine  Johnston  and 
John  Johns.  She  highlighted  Kairos  and  Grace  camp,  victims'  ministries  and 
reconciliation  for  victim  and  offender.  The  inaugural  director  of  restorative 
ministries,  John  Johns,  stated  that  Louisiana  is  number  one  in  the  nation  in 
incarcerated  individuals  per  capita.  We  are  cutting  ourselves  off  from  a  rich 
resource  of  grace  if  we  don't  use  this  ministry  opportunity.  He  recognized  those 
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who  served  in  Kairos,  Kairos  outside  and  Epiphany.  Wayne  Evans  moved  that 
John  Johns  and  Bernadine  Johnson  be  designated  as  missionaries  in  our 
Conference.  This  motion  was  approved. 

Rev.  Carol  Cotton- Winn  called  to  the  Conference's  attention  brochures  for  Track 
1  and  2  for  the  Academy  for  Spiritual  Leadership.  The  academy  has  expanded  to 
include  Track  3  for  local  churches  and  their  pastors.  Rev.  Flint  Shea  stressed  the 
need  for  Christian  leaders  to  pull  away  once  in  a  while  for  Christian  renewal.  It 
affords  them  time  to  reflect  on  where  they  are  going  and  where  they  have  been. 
The  Bishop  praised  the  impact  of  the  Center  of  Spiritual  Effectiveness. 

WITNESS  9:  Gail  Pickering,  Monroe  District,  talked  about  the  impact  of  prison 
ministry  in  an  area  detention  center.  Thirty-five  to  forty  women  meet  to  study 
the  Bible.  God  sees  the  prisoners  as  precious  even  though  we  see  them  as  lost. 
They  truly  are  touched  by  the  sacrificial  love  of  Christ  and  his  people.  Treasures 
are  hidden  in  the  hearts  of  incarcerated  individuals. 

Carl  Rhoads  gave  appropriate  announcements  and  the  conference  was  adjourned. 

Wednesday,  June  7,  2000 
Afternoon  Session 

Bishop  Dan  Solomon  called  on  Rev.  Robert  Potter  to  lead  the  Conference  in 
opening  prayer  for  the  afternoon  session. 

Dr.  Craig  Miller  then  began  the  last  session  of  his  study  from  Ephesians, 
"Experience-Based  Ministry."  People  come  to  faith  with  3  basic  mindsets: 
secular,  seeker,  spiritual  journey.  Often,  people  are  living  in  the  spiritual 
journey  mode.  Experiences  transform  their  lives.  The  implications  for  the 
church  are:  offer  experiences  that  transform,  give  options,  and  focus  on 
relationships. 

Bishop  Solomon  introduced  clergy  serving  extension  ministries. 

Tim  Hebert  spoke  of  internet  ministries  enabling  the  Church  to  increase  the 
speed  to  complete  tasks.  Communication  connects  us  to  each  other.  An  internet 
presence  is  vital.  Internet  is  where  people  look  for  information.  The  Conference 
address  is:  www.la-umc.org.  Contact  Tim  Hebert  to  develop  a  website  for  your 
church. 

Pam  Crews  reported  on  Faith  Quest  which  explains  how  the  early  church 
functioned.  It  is  based  on  Luke,  Acts,  and  Ephesians.  One  clergy  and  one  laity 
from  each  church  are  invited  to  attend  a  training  session,  August  10-12  at  the 
Conference  Center. 

Rena  Yocom  invited  the  Conference  to  take  the  supplement  to  the  Hymnal,  The 
Faith  We  Sing,  and  use  it  in  the  churches  of  the  Conference.    She  asked  the 
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Conference  to  complete  the  preference  form  for  the  schedule  of  future  Annual 
Conferences  and  the  Annual  Conference  evaluation  and  return  them.  She  also 
thanked  the  Conference  Ministry  Team  for  their  leadership. 


Terrel  DeVille,  Chair  of  Conference  Mission  Institutions,  referred  the  delegation 
to  the  Pre-Conference  report.  They  have  a  vision  that  everyone  in  the 
conference  be  involved  in  some  type  of  ministry  support  for  the  conference 
institutions.  Introducing  people  to  Christ  like  relationships.  Established 
institutions  wish  to  teach  churches  how  to  do  effective  ministry  in  their 
communities.  He  introduced  Keith  Rhodes,  CEO  of  Methodist  Children's  home 
in  New  Orleans.  He  paid  tribute  to  Dr.  Doug  Ezell  and  the  excellent  work  he  has 
done  for  the  children  in  New  Orleans.  He  is  prepared  to  carry  on  the  tradition  of 
good  work.  Methodist  Hospital  in  New  Orleans  takes  the  mission  of  the 
Methodist  Church  very  seriously.  The  staff  cares  for  each  patient  as  if  it  were 
their  own  family.  The  staff  is  given  opportunities  for  spiritual  renewal  through 
specific  programs.  Douglas  Hall  explained  how  MacDonell  United  Methodist 
Children's  Services  in  Houma  provides  a  place  for  children  to  begin  healing  in  a 
loving,  Christian  environment.  For  a  church  visit  call  (504)  868-8362.  Bob 
Townsend,  Director  of  the  Sager-  Brown  UMCOR  Depot,  reported  that  the 
church  is  the  response  to  disaster  in  this  world,  from  floods  in  Mozambique  to 
school  kits.  God  owns  the  depot  but  those  who  run  Sager-Brown  are  the 
volunteers.  He  made  a  call  for  volunteers.  Marva  Mitchell,  Director  of  People's 
United  Methodist  Community  Mission  Center  in  New  Orleans,  reported  that 
they  took  care  of  lots  of  people  who  were  dropped  from  the  welfare  roles.  Now 
less  than  3%  are  dependent  upon  welfare,  almost  all  are  employed  and  are 
provided  childcare  by  the  center.  Many  are  involved  in  the  Welfare  to  Work 
program.  The  capacity  at  People's  is  100  children  but  there  is  not  enough  staff. 
Good  Samaritan  Offering  helps  fund  their  work.  Judy  Shema  reported  that  St. 
Mark's  Community  Center  in  New  Orleans  will  be  receiving  a  1.6  million  dollar 
grant  to  renovate  the  present  facility  and  build  a  charter  school  to  service 
children  dismissed  from  New  Orleans  public  schools.  They  service  4,000  people 
in  need  a  year.  They  plan  to  establish  an  economic  development  center.  Director 
of  the  United  Methodist  Mission  Center  in  Baton  Rouge,  Genny  Mandujano, 
reported  that  the  Center  offers  an  opportunity  to  church  members  to  do  hands  on 
ministry  in  areas  like  preventing  teen  pregnancy  and  saving  at-  risk  children. 
Dulac  Community  Center  student  John  Silver  thanked  the  Conference  for  having 
a  Native  American  Mission.  He  asked  for  continued  support  both  financially 
and  spiritually.  Terrel  DeVille  spoke  about  the  Lafon  Retirement  home  and  the 
children's  home  in  Ruston  which  is  now  involved  in  intervention  before  damage 
is  done  in  children's  and  families'  lives.  The  report  with  its  staff 
recommendations  and  amendments  was  approved. 
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Church  Extension  Team,  led  by  Greg  Davis,  establishes  new  churches  and 
transforms  existing  congregations.  Information  is  available  to  all  churches  to 
learn  about  the  make-up  of  your  communities.  Percept  helps  churches  open  their 
eyes  to  what  is  really  out  there.  Vista  2000  demographic  information  system 
addresses  the  gap  between  what  is  and  what  ought  to  be.  Information  has  been 
gathered  about  people  and  places,  faces  of  diversity,  community  issues,  and  faith 
preferences.  Custom  maps  are  available.  Revision  is  a  professional  survey  with 
customized  demographics  and  Bible  study  to  equip  your  church  to  reach  your 
specific  community.  Flint  Shea  reported  on  the  newest  church  in  the 
Conference,  North  Cross.  Currently  the  church  is  meeting  in  a  funeral  home  but 
has  purchased  land.  He  introduced  Laurie  Bridges  as  his  first  lay  delegate.  God 
is  doing  a  great  job  there.  Thank  you  for  supporting  this  new  church  with  your 
prayers.  They  collected  hymnals  and  received  400  from  various  churches. 
Greg  Davis  offered  a  prayer  for  this  new  congregation. 

Rev.  Carl  Rhoads  reported  that  the  conference  Committee  on  Nominations  wish 
to  nominate  Jim  Anderson  to  the  Conference  Committee  on  Nominations  and 
Charles  Ross  to  the  Board  of  Pensions.  Jack  Phelps  will  file  a  Committee  on 
Courtesies  Report.  The  Conference  approved  these  actions.  Other  appropriate 
announcements  were  made  to  end  the  business  for  the  day.  Greetings  will  be 
sent  by  the  Secretary.  Dr.  Gene  Gregory  invited  the  Annual  Conference  to 
return  next  year  for  its  meeting  at  Centenary.  Bishop  Solomon  thanked  the 
Grosses,  the  Eaves,  the  Conference  Ministry  Team,  and  Mary  Dark  (worship 
setting  designer),  the  assistant  secretaries,  Carl  Rhoads  and  Rena  Yocom. 

Clay  Eaves  led  in  the  singing  of  "Sanctuary."  Bishop  Solomon  led  in  the 
service  of  sending  forth.  Bishop  Solomon  fixed  the  appointments  as  amended. 
The  assembly  sang  "A  Charge  to  Keep  I  Have."  Dr.  Anita  Crump  recognized 
the  ministries  of  Bishop  Dan  Solomon.  Rev.  Chris  Andrews  recognized  the 
ministry  of  Joy  Solomon.  It  was  suggested  that  the  best  way  to  honor  their  work 
is  to  commit  to  its  continuation.  Joyce  Gross  performed  a  musical  composition 
written  by  Joy  Solomon,  a  variation  on  Louis  Armstrong's  "What  a  Wonderful 
World"  called  "What  a  Wonderful  Life."  Bishop  and  Mrs.  Solomon  encircled 
the  assembly  and  offered  the  benediction.

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X.    Conference  Structure  and  Rules 

Conference  Structure 

Article  I:  Annual  Conference  Membership 

A.  Lay  Members  of  Annual  Conference 

Each  Charge  Conference  shall  elect  annually  the  lay  member(s)  of  the  Annual 
Conference  and  one  or  more  alternates.  Each  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Wesley 
Foundations  shall  elect  a  Methodist  student  member  of  the  Wesley  Foundation  for 
each  campus  minister  who  received  over  one-half  their  salary  through  the  Wesley 
Foundation.  The  District  Superintendent  shall  preside  at  this  election. 

B.  Election  of  Youth  Delegates 

The  District  Council  on  Youth  Ministries  shall  nominate  a  delegate  and  reserve 
delegate  in  the  youth  category  (18  years  of  age  or  younger  on  the  opening  date  of  the 
Annual  Conference  for  which  they  are  elected)  after  Consultation  with  the  District 
Superintendent,  local  church  youth  groups  and  pastors  in  that  district. 

The  District  Young  Adult  Coordinator  shall  nominate  a  delegate  and  reserve 
delegate  in  the  young  adult  category  (between  the  ages  of  19  and  25  on  the  opening 
date  of  the  Annual  Conference  for  which  they  are  elected)  after  consultation  with  a 
young  adult  task  force  composed  of  campus  ministers,  young  adult  leaders  in  local 
churches,  two  young  adults,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  student  and  one  a  non-student, 
and  the  immediate  past  young  adult  delegate  and  reserve  delegate  in  that  district  and 
the  District  Superintendent.  In  those  districts  where  there  is  no  young  adult 
coordinator,  the  adult  coordinator  shall  make  the  nominations  in  the  process  as  stated 
above.  These  nominations  shall  be  presented  to  the  District  Conference  or  the 
District  Ministry  Team  for  their  election.  Additional  nominations  may  be  made 
from  the  floor  of  the  District  Conference  or  by  the  District  Ministry  Team. 

C.  Lay  and  Clergy  Members 

In  accordance  with  The  Book  of  Discipline  of  The  United  Methodist  Church,  the 
membership  of  the  Annual  Conference  shall  be  equally  represented  by  clergy  and 
lay.  The  clergy  membership  shall  consist  of  members  in  full  connection, 
probationary  members,  associate  members,  affiliate  members  and  local  pastors  under 
appointment  to  a  pastoral  charge.  All  clergy  members  of  the  Annual  Conference 
shall  be  attached  to  one  of  the  districts.  The  Conference  Committee  on  Credentials, 
in  cooperation  with  the  District  Superintendents,  shall  ascertain  the  number  of  clergy 
members  in  each  district  and  shall  ascertain  the  number  of  laypersons  in  each  district 
who  are  delegates  by  virtue  of  election  or  by  virtue  of  their  office.  Two  young 
persons  under  twenty-five  (25)  years  of  age  shall  be  elected  lay  members  by  each 
District  Conference  or  District  Ministry  Team,  as  outlined  in  Article  VI,  Rule  17  of 
the  Conference  Journal.  The  diaconal  ministers,  the  Conference  President  of  United 
Methodist  Women,  the  Conference  President  of  United  Methodist  Men,  the 
Conference  Lay  Leader,  the  district  Lay  Leaders,  the  president  or  equivalent  officer 
of  the  Conference  young  adult  organization,  if  applicable,  and  the  Conference 
President  of  United  Methodist  Youth  shall  be  counted  as  members  of  the  Annual 
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Conference  from  the  districts  in  which  they  reside.  The  Conference  Committee  on 
Credentials  shall  then  ascertain  the  number  of  additional  lay  members  needed  to 
equalize  the  lay  and  clergy  membership  of  the  Annual  Conference.  The  total 
number  of  additional  lay  member  slots  will  then  be  prorated  to  the  districts  based 
upon  the  church  membership  of  the  districts  as  reported  in  the  most  recent  audit  of 
the  Conference.  These  additional  at-large  lay  members  shall  then  be  elected  by  the 
respective  District  Conference  or  District  Ministry  Team  upon  nomination  by  the 
District  Committee  on  Nominations.  Additional  nominations  may  be  made  from  the 
floor  of  the  District  Conference  or  the  District  Ministry  Team. 

Article  II:  Conference  Council  on 
Finance  and  Administration 

A.  Membership 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  elected  for  the 
quadrennium.  Nominations  shall  be  ma4e  by  the  Conference  Committee  on 
Nominations.  The  membership  shall  consist  of  twelve  members.  It  is  recommended 
that  one-third  of  the  membership  be  clergy,  one-third  shall  be  laywomen,  and  one- 
third  shall  be  laymen.  The  Council  shall  function  as  specified  in  The  Book  of 
Discipline. 

B.  Audit  Committee 

The  council  shall  elect  an  Audit  Committee  of  no  more  than  twenty-five  members. 
The  Committee,  in  its  work,  shall  comply  with  The  Book  of  Discipline.  The 
following  shall  be  members  ex-officio  of  the  Audit  Committee:  the  Resident  Bishop, 
the  Conference  Executive  Director  of  Financial  Affairs,  and  the  Executive  Director, 
Conference  Mission  and  Ministries.

B.  Conference  Mission  Finance  Committee 

The  Conference  Mission  Finance  Committee  will  be  composed  of  eighteen 
members,  consisting  of  two  representatives  from  each  district  who  are  nominated  by 
the  Conference  Committee  on  Nominations;  one-third  of  whom  shall  be  laymen, 
one-third  of  whom  shall  be  laywomen,  and  one-third  of  whom  shall  be  clergy;  at 
least  one-third  of  the  committee  shall  be  racially  ethnic  persons.  Ex-officio  (without 
vote)  are:  the  Executive  Director,  Conference  Mission  and  Ministries,  a 
representative  from  the  Conference  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  (CFA) 
selected  by  the  Conference  CFA  and  the  Executive  Director  of  Administrative 
Services/Treasurer.  The  team  shall  elect  its  own  officers  and  the  chairperson  will 
serve  on  the  Conference  Ministry  Team. 

C.  Other  Committees  of  the  Conference  Ministry  Team 

The  following  Committees  will  be  named  by  the  Conference  Ministry  Team  in 
consultation  with  the  Conference  Committee  on  Nominations:  Native  American  and 
Disaster  Preparedness. 

D.  Conference  Ministry  Staff 

Upon  recommendation  of  the  Bishop  and  the  Personnel  Committee  and  approval  of 
the  CMT,  the  Executive  Director,  Conference  Mission  and  Ministries,  will  be 
employed.  The  following  persons  upon  recommendation  of  the  Bishop,  the 
Personnel  Committee  and  the  Executive  Director,  Conference  Mission  and 
Ministries,  and  approval  of  the  CMT  will  be  employed:  Director  of  Ministry 
Resourcing,  Coordinator  of  Special  Ministries,  Director  of  Volunteers  in  Mission, 
Director  of  Conference  Youth  Ministries,  and  a  specialist  in  communication.  If  the 
person  employed  to  serve  in  any  of  these  positions  is  a  Deacon  or  an  Elder,  then  the 
Bishop  must  appoint  that  person.  The  Executive  Director,  Conference  Mission  and 
Ministries  will  be  supervised  by  the  Bishop.  Supervision  of  all  other  administrative 
and  supportive  staff  shall  be  provided  by  the  Executive  Director,  Conference 
Mission  and  Ministries. 
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Note:  The  Executive  Director  of  Administrative  Services/Treasurer  will  report  to 
the  Bishop  and  will  supervise  other  administrative  and  supportive  staff  as  defined  by 
the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration. 

Funding  for  the  administrative  assistants  and  clerical  support  staff  of  the  Conference 
Ministry  Team  shall  come  from  the  Conference  Administrative  Fund  upon 
recommendation  of  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  CFA  and  the  CMT  Personnel 
Committee. 

The  Personnel  Committee  of  the  Conference  Ministry  Team  will  approve  the 
personnel  policies  and  procedures.  Annual  evaluations  will  be  the  responsibility  of 
the  designated  supervisor.  At  least  once  a  quadrennium,  the  Personnel  Committee 
shall  counsel  with  program  staff  on  matters  pertaining  to  their  relationship  with  the 
CMT,  including  priorities  to  be  given  in  the  use  of  their  time  and  skill  facilitating  the 
goals  and  objectives  set  by  the  Conference  Ministry  Team.  Either  the  Personnel 
Committee  or  the  staff  person  may  request  such  a  meeting. 

When  a  staff  member's  employment  is  under  consideration,  that  person  shall  be 
notified  prior  to  such  a  meeting  and  be  brought  into  consideration  immediately 
thereafter.  When  deemed  necessary,  termination  of  employment  is  the  responsibility 
of  the  Personnel  Committee. 

Conference  staff  positions  can  be  amended  by  action  of  the  CMT  between  sessions 
of  the  Annual  Conference  so  long  as  such  are  within  budget  funds  and  consistent 
with  the  missional  priorities  adopted  by  the  Annual  Conference. 

Article  IV:  Conference  Boards  and  Agencies 

A.  General  Rules 

1.  Executive  Committee:  The  officers  of  any  Board  shall  form  the  executive 
committee  with  additional  members  as  deemed  necessary  by  the  individual 
boards. 

2.  Membership:  Conference  Boards  and  Agencies  shall  not  be  limited  to  their 
membership  in  the  appointment  of  committees  and  task  forces.  If  deemed 
necessary  by  the  Cabinet  and  by  a  board  or  agency  of  the  Conference,  the 
Bishop  will  appoint  a  Cabinet  liaison  to  that  Conference  Board  or  Agency. 
Expenses  of  the  Cabinet  Liaison  shall  be  paid  by  the  Board  or  Agency  involved. 

B.  Boards 

1.     Conference  Board  of  Church  and  Society 

Membership  of  the  Board  shall  be  elected  for  the  quadrennium  and  shall  consist 
of: 

a.  One  layperson  from  each  district  and  nine  clergy-at-large. 

b.  A  person  1 8  years  of  age  or  younger,  elected  by  the  Conference  Youth 
Team. 

c.  A  young  adult  (18  to  30  years  of  age). 

d.  A  cabinet  liaison  if  assigned  by  the  Bishop. 

e.  The  Coordinator  of  Christian  Social  Involvement  of  the  UMW. 
Ex-officio:  Conference  staff  as  assigned  by  the  Executive  Director,  Conference 
Mission  and  Ministries. 
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In  cooperation  with  the  Conference  Ministry  Team  and  the  General  Board  of 
Church  and  Society,  the  Board  shall  assist  the  District  Ministry  Team  and  local 
churches  within  the  bounds  of  the  Conference  in  the  area  of  Christian  Social 
Concerns. 

2.  Conference  Board  of  Discipleship 

Membership  of  the  Board  shall  be  elected  for  the  quadrennium  and  shall  consist 
of: 

a.  One  layperson  from  each  district  and  nine  clergy-at-large. 

b.  A  person  18  years  of  age  or  younger,  elected  by  the  Conference  Youth 
Team. 

c.  Six  members  at-large,  including  one  young  adult  layperson  (18  to  30  years 
of  age.) 

d.  A  cabinet  liaison  if  assigned  by  the  Bishop. 

Ex-officio:  Conference  staff  as  assigned  by  the  Executive  Director,  Mission 
and  Ministries. 

It  shall  cooperate  with  the  Conference  Ministry  Team. 

3.  Conference  Board  of  Global  Ministries 

Membership  of  the  Board  shall  be  elected  for  the  quadrennium  and  shall  consist 
of: 

a.  One  layperson  from  each  district  and  nine  clergy-at-large.  One 
representative  from  each  district  will  be  from  the  District  Ministry  Team, 
preferably  the  Outreach  Coordinator. 

b.  The  Conference  Secretary  of  Global  Ministries. 

c.  Six  members-at-large,  including  one  young  adult  layperson  (18  to  30  years 
of  age.) 

d.  A  person  18  years  of  age  or  younger  elected  by  the  Conference  Youth 
Team. 

e.  A  college  student  chosen  by  the  state  student  organization. 

f.  Conference  lay  leader. 

g.  President  of  Conference  United  Methodist  Women. 

h.     Coordinator  of  Global  Concerns  of  Conference  UMW. 
i.      Cabinet  liaison  if  assigned  by  the  Bishop. 

Ex-officio:  Conference  staff  as  assigned  by  the  Executive  Director,  Conference 
Mission  and  Ministries. 

In  addition  to  its  general  areas  of  work,  the  following  functions  shall  be 
assigned  to  the  Board  of  Global  Ministries:  United  Methodist  Committee  on 
Relief,  Urban  Ministries,  Parish  and  Community  Development  which  includes 
Town  and  Country  Ministries;  Small  Membership  Church;  Committee  on 
Health  and  Welfare  Ministries  which  includes  the  Committee  on  Disability 
Concerns;  Economic  Development,  and  World  Hunger  Concerns.  The 
Conference  United  Methodist  Women,  although  autonomous,  shall  maintain  a 
relationship  with  the  Board  concerning  their  mutual  work  in  mission. 

It  shall  cooperate  with  the  Conference  Ministry  Team. 

4.  Conference  Board  of  Higher  Education  and  Campus  Ministry 
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Membership  of  the  Board  shall  be  elected  for  the  quadrennium  and  shall  consist 
of: 

a.  One  layperson  from  each  district  and  nine  clergy-at-large. 

b.  One  representative,  the  president  or  someone  appointed,  from  each  of  the 
colleges  related  to  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference. 

c.  Two   campus   ministers/directors   who   serve   on   the   Campus   Ministry 
Administrative  Task  Force. 

d.  Two  college  students  who  serve  on  the  Steering  Committee  of  the  Campus 
Ministry  Program  Task  Force. 

e.  A  person  1 8  years  of  younger  elected  by  the  Conference  Youth  Team. 

f.  A  cabinet  liaison  if  assigned  by  the  Bishop. 

Ex-officio:  Conference  staff  as  assigned  by  the  Executive  Director,  Conference 
Mission  and  Ministries. 

The  functions  of  the  Board  shall  be  the  programs  of  campus  ministries  and 
relationships  with  conference  institutions  of  higher  education.  The  Executive 
Committee  shall  be  responsible  for  interaction  with  the  District  Ministry  Teams. 

It  shall  cooperate  with  the  Conference  Ministry  Team. 

5.  Conference  Board  of  Laity 

It  is  recommended  that  the  membership  of  the  Board  consist  of: 

1 .  Conference  Lay  Leader 

2.  Associate  Conference  Lay  Leader 

3.  Secretary 

4.  Treasurer

Every  district  shall  be  represented  by  at  least  one 
board  member  and  at  least  one  member  of  the  Cabinet  shall  be  a  member  of  the 
board.  An  elected  board  member  may  serve  a  maximum  of  two  consecutive  4- 
year  terms.

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consultation  with  the  chairperson  of  the  board,  the  executive  committee,  or  a 
committee  elected  by  the  board  of  the  previous  quadrennium,  and  with  the 
Cabinet.  The  duties  of  enlistment  shall  also  be  assigned  to  this  Board. 

7.  Conference  Board  of  Pensions 

In  addition  to  those  recommended  in  The  Book  of  Discipline,  The  Executive 
Secretary  of  the  Board  and  the  Treasurer  shall  be  members  of  the  board.  The 
three  directors  of  the  Woolworth  Foundation  shall  be  ex-officio  members,  with 
vote. 

8.  Conference  Board  of  Trustees 

The  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  residents  of  the  State  of 
Louisiana,  and  at  least  thirty  years  of  age.  The  clergy  members  shall  be 
members  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be 
nominated  and  elected  by  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference. 

C.        Commissions 

The  officers  of  any  Commission  shall  form  the  executive  committee,  with  additional 
members  as  deemed  necessary  by  the  individual  commission. 

1 .  Conference  Commission  on  Archives  and  History 

The  membership  shall  consist  of  nine  persons  plus  Cabinet  liaison,  if  assigned 
by  the  Bishop,  and  conference  staff  as  assigned  by  the  Executive  Director, 
Conference  Mission  and  Ministries. 

2.  Conference  Commission  on  Christian  Unity  and  Interreligious  Concerns 

The  membership  shall  be  elected  for  the  quadrennium  and  is  recommended  that 
it  consist  of: 

a.  One  lay  person  from  each  district. 

b.  Nine  clergy-at-large. 

c.  Cabinet  liaison,  if  assigned  by  the  Bishop. 

Ex-officio:  Conference  staff  as  assigned  by  the  Executive  Director,  Conference 
Mission  and  Ministries. 

The  membership  of  the  Conference  Commission  on  Christian  Unity  and 
Interreligious  Concerns  shall  be  Louisiana  Conference  representatives  to  the 
Louisiana  Interchurch  Conference. 

3.  Conference  Commission  on  Equitable  Compensation 

The  membership  shall  be  elected  for  the  quadrennium  and  shall  consist  of  ten 
persons. 

4.  Conference  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race 

The  membership  shall  be  elected  for  the  quadrennium  and  consist  of: 

a.  One  lay  person  from  each  district  and  nine  ministers-at-large. 

b.  A  youth  18  years  of  age  or  younger. 

c.  A  young  adult. 

d.  A  cabinet  liaison,  if  assigned  by  the  Bishop. 

Ex-officio:  Conference  staff  as  assigned  by  the  Executive  Director,  Conference 
Mission  and  Ministries 

5.  Conference  Commission  of  the  Status  and  Role  of  Women 

Membership  shall  be  elected  for  the  quadrennium  and  shall  be  composed  of 
fifteen  persons.    In  addition  there  may  be  a  Cabinet  liaison,  if  assigned  by  the 
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Bishop,  and  conference  staff  as  assigned  as  assigned  by  the  Executive  Director, 
Conference  Mission  and  Ministries. 

D.        Committees 

1 .  Conference  Committee  on  Administrative  Review 

2.  Conference  Committee  on  Courtesies 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Committee  on  Courtesies  elected  for  the 
quadrennium.  The  membership  shall  consist  of  six  persons. 

3.  Committee  on  Credentials 

There  shall  be  a  Committee  on  Credentials  appointed  by  the  Bishop  of  no  more 
than  three  persons,  and  said  committee  to  be  appointed  quadrennially.  The 
committee  shall  meet  once  each  year  for  the  purpose  of  verifying  the  number  of 
additional  lay  delegates. 

4.  Conference  Committee  on  Episcopacy 

There  shall  be  fifteen  members.  Membership  shall  include  representatives  of 
racial  ethnic  minorities,  youth,  and  young  adults. 

5.  Conference  Committee  on  Investigation 

There  shall  be  a  Committee  on  Investigation  consisting  of  seven  (7)  elders  in 
full  connection,  two  (2)  lay  observers,  and  six  (6)  alternate  members,  five  (5)  of 
whom  shall  be  elders  in  full  connection  and  one  (1)  of  whom  shall  be  a  lay 
person.  The  committee  shall  be  nominated  by  the  presiding  Bishop  in 
consultation  with  the  Board  of  Ordained  Ministry  and  elected  quadrennially  by 
the  Annual  Conference.  The  committee  should  reflect  racial,  ethnic,  and  gender 
diversity. 

6.  Conference  Committee  on  Investigation  for  Diaconal  Ministry 

7.  Conference  Committee  on  Journal 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Committee  on  Journal  elected  for  the  quadrennium. 
Membership  shall  consist  of  two  clerical  and  two  lay  members. 

8.  Conference  Committee  on  Nominations 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Committee  on  Nominations  composed  of  the 
following  members: 

a.  Five  Members  by  virtue  of  their  office: 

1 .  The  Bishop  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference; 

2.  The  Conference  Lay  Leader; 

3.  The  President  of  the  Conference  United  Methodist  Women; 

4.  The  President  of  the  Conference  United  Methodist  Men; 

5.  The  President  of  the  Conference  Council  on  Youth  Ministry. 

b.  Nine  District  Representatives 

Each  District  Ministry  Team  shall  name  one  representative,  lay  or  clergy, 
to  serve  as  a  member  of  the  Conference  Committee  on  Nominations. 

c.  Six  Members-at-Large 

In  order  to  ensure  adequate  representation  of  racial  and  ethnic  persons, 
youth,  young  adults,  older  adults,  women  and  men,  clergy  and  laity, 
persons  with  a  handicapping  condition,  persons  from  small-membership 
churches,  distribution  by  geographic  area  and  differing  theological 
perspectives,  six  members-at-large  shall  be  appointed  by  a  committee 
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composed  of  the  Bishop,  the  Conference  Lay  Leader,  and  Chairpersons  of 
the  Commissions  On  the  Status  and  Role  Of  Women  and  Religion  and 
Race. 

The  Bishop  shall  serve  as  the  chairperson  of  the  Committee.  The  Committee 
may  elect  other  officers,  as  the  Committee  deems  necessary.  The  Executive 
Director,  Conference  Mission  and  Ministries  and  the  Conference  Secretary  shall 
serve  as  consultants  to  the  Committee. 

District  Representatives  and  Members-at-Large  shall  serve  quadrennial  (four- 
year)  terms.  The  district  representatives  must  be  "attached"  to  a  local 
congregation,  institution,  or  agency  within  the  district  they  have  been  elected  to 
represent.  Relocation  outside  the  district  during  the  quadrennium  shall  require 
that  a  new  district  representative  be  elected. 

The  Committee  shall  nominate  to  the  Annual  Conference  such  officers  and 
members  of  Boards,  Councils,  Teams,  Committees  and  Commissions  as  the  law 
of  the  Church  or  the  Rules  of  the  Conference  require,  or  as  the  Conference 
deems  necessary  to  its  work. 

9.  Conference  Committee  on  Petitions 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Committee  on  Petitions  elected  for  the 
quadrennium.  The  membership  shall  consist  of  five  persons. 

10.  Conference  Rules  Committee 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Rules  Committee  appointed  by  the  Bishop  of  no 
more  than  six  persons,  half  of  whom  shall  be  lay,  and  said  committee  to  be 
appointed  quadrennially. 

E.        Teams 

1 .  Ad  Hoc  Evaluation  Team 

There  shall  be  an  Ad  Hoc  Evaluation  Team  selected  by  the  Conference  Ministry 
Team.  Members  of  the  Ad  Hoc  Evaluation  Team  shall  not  be  members  of  the 
Conference  Ministry  Team.  The  Team  will  serve  for  one  year  at  the  beginning 
of  each  quadrennium.  Every  four  years  thereafter  a  team  will  be  selected  to 
serve  for  one  year.  A  person  may  not  serve  for  more  than  two  consecutive 
terms.  There  shall  be  12  members  selected  as  follows: 

a.  One  half  laity  and  one  half  clergy. 

b.  One  half  women  and  one  half  men. 

c.  At  least  one  third  shall  be  ethnic  minority  persons. 

d.  At  least  one  third  shall  be  persons  familiar  with  the  system. 

e.  At  least  one  third  shall  be  persons  new  to  the  system. 

f.  At  least  one  person  from  the  Transition  Team  as  a  link. 

g.  One  person  shall  be  a  consultant  familiar  with  the  process  of  evaluation. 

2.  Conference  Church  Extension  Team 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Church  Extension  Team  elected  for  the 
quadrennium.  Membership  of  the  Team  shall  consist  of: 

a.  One  representative  from  each  District  Board  of  Church  Location  and 
Buildings,  at  least  four  of  whom  shall  be  laity  and  at  least  three  of  whom 
shall  be  clergy. 
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b.     The  Conference  Chairperson  and  the  Conference  Treasurer  of  the  1000 
Club. 

Ex-officio  (without  vote):  Bishop,  District  Superintendents,  and  the  Executive 
Director,  Conference  Mission  and  Ministries. 

The  Conference  Committee  on  Nominations  will  nominate  the  elected 
membership  of  the  Team.  District  Boards  of  Church  Location  and  Building  will 
submit  the  name  of  a  lay  person  and  a  clergy  person  to  the  Conference 
Committee  on  Nominations  from  which  the  nomination  will  be  made. 

3.     Transition  Team 

An  organizational  Transition  Team  will  be  appointed  by  the  Conference 
Ministry  Team  to  serve  until  the  Annual  Conference  of  2004.  It  is 
recommended  that  the  Transition  Team  include  members  of  the  former  CCOM- 
QDT  as  well  as  persons  who  have  worked  to  shape  and  implement  the 
structure,  also  to  be  included  is  the  Executive  Director  of  Conference  Mission 
and  Ministries.  They  shall  elect  their  own  Chairperson. 

Article  V:  Districts 

A.        District  Ministry  Team  Composition 

1 .  The  District  Ministry  Team  will  have  a  maximum  of  1 5  members  with  inclusion 
as  a  goal.  The  team  will  include  the  following: 

a.  Chairperson  * 

b.  Lay  Leader  (vice-chairperson) 

c.  District  Superintendent 

d.  District  Missioner 

e.  Education  Ministries  Coordinator 

f.  Renewal  Ministries  Coordinator 

g.  Spiritual  Discipline  Coordinator 
h.  Outreach  Ministries  Coordinator 
i.  Communication  Advisor 

j.      District  Coordinator  of  Youth  Ministries 

k.     District    Board    of   Church    Location    and    Building/Church    Extension 

representative 
1.      District  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  representative 
m.    Conference  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race  representative 
n.     District  Council  on  Youth  representative 

o.     Conference  Commission  on  Status  and  Role  of  Women  representative 
*  To  be  nominated  by  the  District  Nominating  Committee  from  persons  not 
serving  in  another  office  on  the  DMT. 

2.  The  Personnel  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  four  persons  from  the  DMT, 
one  of  who  shall  be  the  District  Lay  Leader;  will  be  nominated  by  the  District 
Superintendent  and  approved  by  the  DMT.  They  are  to  be  elected  for  a  four- 
year  term  so  that  two  will  rotate  off  every  two  years.  To  initiate  this  two  will  be 
elected  for  a  two-year  term  and  two  for  a  four-year  term.  The  District 
Superintendent  will  be  a  member  of  the  Personnel  Committee.    The  District 
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Superintendent  and  the  District  Personnel  Committee  will  recommend  the 
employment  of  the  District  Missioner  with  approval  by  the  District  Ministry 
Team.  They  will  recommend  to  the  District  Committee  on  Finance  and 
Administration  the  compensation  for  the  District  Missioner.  Base  funding  for 
the  District  Missioner  will  come  from  the  Conference  Budget. 

The  District  Missioner  is  supervised  by  the  District  Superintendent  and 
evaluated  annually  by  the  District  Personnel  Committee.  Missioner  and 
Superintendent  will  communicate  frequently  and  work  closely  together  to 
identify  the  needs  of  the  district  and  to  plan  the  most  viable  and  effective  ways 
of  facilitating  the  ministries  of  individual  congregations. 

The  Personnel  Committee  shall  counsel  on  matters  related  to  the  Missioner's 
relationship  with  the  DMT,  including  expectations  and  priorities  to  be  given  in 
the  use  of  their  time  and  skill  to  implement  the  goals  and  objectives  set  by  the 
District  Ministry  Team.  Either  the  Missioner  or  the  Personnel  Committee  may 
request  such  a  meeting. 

When  one's  employment  is  under  consideration,  the  District  Missioner  shall  be 
notified  prior  to  such  a  meeting  and  be  brought  into  consideration  immediately 
thereafter.  When  deemed  necessary,  termination  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
Personnel  Committee. 

The  District  Committee  on  Nominations  will  nominate  the  following  annually: 
Chairperson  of  the  DMT,  Education  Ministries  Coordinator,  Renewal  Ministries 
Coordinator,  Spiritual  Discipline  Coordinator,  Outreach  Ministries  Coordinator, 
Communication  Advisor,  and  the  District  Coordinator  for  Youth  Ministries. 

The  following  representatives  on  the  DMT  are  to  be  nominated  by  the 
respective  groups  from  which  they  come:  representatives  of  the  District  Board 
of  Church  Location  and  Building/Church  Extension,  representative  of  the 
District  Committee  on  Finance  and  Administration,  representatives  of  the 
Commissions  On  the  Status  and  Role  Of  Women  and  Religion  and  Race,  youth 
representative  from  the  District  Youth  Team.  The  representative  must  be  a 
member  in  the  district.  Representatives  and  elected  members  are  limited  to 
serve  on  the  team  no  more  than  two  quadrennia  or  portions  thereof.  They  must 
remain  off  the  District  Ministry  Team  for  one  year  before  they  can  be 
nominated  to  serve  on  the  DMT  again. 

The  District  Conference  shall  be  responsible  to  elect  for  the  ensuing  Conference 
year  the  membership  of  the  District  Ministry  Team  upon  recommendation  of  the 
District  Committee  on  Nominations  with  the  exception  of  the  District  Lay 
Leader.  In  the  event  that  there  is  no  District  Conference  the  Annual  Conference 
shall  be  responsible. 

The  District  Board  of  Laity  shall  elect  the  District  Lay  Leader  annually  for  a 
maximum  of  four  years.  In  the  event  that  there  is  no  District  Board  of  Laity 
then  the  District  Committee  on  Nominations  will  nominate  the  District  Lay 
Leader. 

The  District  Ministry  Team  shall  elect  all  District  Boards,  Councils  and 
Committees,  and  other  officers,  required  and  necessary,  in  accordance  with  The 
Book  of  Discipline  and  Conference  Rules. 
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B.  District  Support  Staff 

Each  district  shall  provide  at  least  a  three-quarter-time  help  of  an  Administrative 
Assistant  to  assist  the  District  Superintendent  and  the  District  Ministry  Team. 

Administrative  Assistant  and  District  Missioner  compensation  and  benefits  are  to  be 
included  in  the  district  budget. 

C.  District  Committee  on  Nominations 

There  shall  be  a  District  Committee  on  Nominations  with  the  following  members: 
District  Superintendent,  who  shall  be  chairperson;  District  Lay  Leader;  President  of 
the  United  Methodist  Women;  President  of  the  District  United  Methodist  Men;  four 
laypersons  (two  of  whom  shall  be  young  adults)  named  by  the  District  Board  of 
Laity;  two  youth  named  by  the  District  Youth  Council;  four  ministers,  named  by  the 
District  Superintendent. 

D.  District  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration 

Each  district  shall  establish  a  District  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration 
composed  of  at  least  four  laypersons  and  three  ministers.  The  District 
Superintendent,  Conference,  Jurisdictional  and  General  Conference  members  of  the 
Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  within  the  bounds  of  the  district  shall  be  ex- 
officio  members  of  the  District  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration.  Every 
consideration  should  be  given  to  ethnic  minority  representation. 

E.  District  Board  of  Church  Locations  and  Building/Church 
Extension 

F.  Local  Church  Committee  on  Wills: 

Each  local  church  shall  have  a  committee  of  one  or  more  members  on  wills,  trusts, 
and  special  gifts. 

Conference  Rules 

Article  I:  General  Rules  for  the  Conference 

A.        Apportionments 

All  Conference  apportionments  shall  be  made  annually  to  each  local  church  through 
the  application  of  a  decimal  to  be  derived  from  the  following  factors  averaged  from 
the  last  two  published  Journals  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference. 

1 .  Pastor's  base  compensation 

2.  Associate  pastor(s)'  base  compensation 

3.  Housing,  related  allowances  and  utilities 

4.  Reimbursements  paid  to/for  pastors 

5.  Other  cash  allowances  paid  to/for  pastors 

6.  Diaconal  minister(s)/Deacons  total  compensation 

7.  Other  staff  compensation  and  expenses 

8.  Current  expenses  for  program  including  church  school 

9.  Other  current  operating  expenses 
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(Explanatory  Note:  In  the  Statistical  Tables  the  following  numbers  will  relate  to  the 
items  listed  above:  61,  62,  63,  64,  65,  66,  67,  68,  and  69.) 

B.  Appropriations 

Any  legislation  requiring  appropriation  of  Conference  funds  or  any  requests  for 
Conference-wide  solicitation  of  funds  shall  first  be  presented  to  the  Council  on 
Finance  and  Administration  for  study  and  its  recommendations  before  being 
presented  to  the  Annual  Conference.  See  The  Book  of  Discipline. 

C.  Fiscal  and  Statistical  Year 

The  calendar  year  is  the  fiscal  and  statistical  year  of  the  Conference.  All  remittances 
for  the  current  year  shall  be  conveyed  to  the  Conference  Treasurer's  office  not  later 
than  the  date  which  will  be  set  by  the  Conference  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration  during  their  annual  January  meeting;  and  the  pastor's  report  No.  1 
and  No.  2  shall  be  turned  in  and  checked  by  auditors  at  District  meetings  at  a  time 
and  place  determined  by  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  in  consultation 
with  members  of  the  Cabinet. 

d.        administration  of  funds  for  conference  boards,  agencies 
and  Institutions 

Local  Church  treasurers  shall  send  all  funds  for  Conference  Boards,  Agencies  and 
Institutions  to  the  Conference  Treasurer  for  appropriate  distribution. 

All  financial  books  and  bookkeeping  and  funds  of  Conference  Councils,  Boards, 
Committees,  and  Commissions  shall  be  administered  and  unified  in  the  office  of  the 
Conference  Treasurer.  Disbursements  shall  be  made  through  a  voucher  system  to  be 
supervised  by  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration.  The  Council  on  Finance 
and  Administration  shall  be  authorized  to  invest  the  surplus  funds  of  Conference 
boards  and  agencies  when  the  surplus  exceeds  a  reasonable  amount  needed  as  carry- 
over to  begin  the  next  year.  Provisions  of  this  paragraph  shall  not  apply  to 
institutions,  the  Board  of  Pensions,  or  the  Commission  on  Equitable  Compensation. 
Investment  income  generated  by  funds  of  the  Ministerial  Education  Fund  shall  be 
retained  in  that  account. 

Each  board,  agency,  and  institution  of  the  Conference  shall,  by  April  15  each  year, 
submit  to  the  Conference  Treasurer  a  financial  audit  report  of  its  most  recent  fiscal 
year.  The  financial  audit  report  shall  include  statements  of  assets,  liabilities, 
revenues,  expenditures,  investments,  and  the  returns  therefrom.  The  Audit 
Committee  shall  review  audit  reports  within  sixty  days  of  receipt  and  report  to  the 
Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  compliance  or  lack  of  compliance.  A  listing 
of  specific  deficiencies  in  the  Audit  Report  with  recommendation  for  compliance 
shall  be  submitted  by  the  Audit  Committee  in  its  report  to  the  Council  on  Finance 
and  Administration.  The  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  shall  notify  boards, 
agencies,  and  institutions  individually  of  the  findings  from  the  Audit  Committee. 
Boards,  agencies,  and  institutions  shall  within  thirty  days  after  notification,  submit  a 
response  and/or  plan  to  correct  any  noted  deficiencies  in  the  Audit  Report. 

E.        District  Superintendents 

The  base  compensation  and  expenses  to  be  paid  each  District  Superintendent  by  the 
Annual  Conference  for  the  next  fiscal  year  shall  be  determined  by  the  Council  on 
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Finance  and  Administration  and  reported  in  the  Pre-Conference  Reports.  It  is 
recommended  that  the  base  compensation  of  each  District  Superintendent  be 
adjusted  on  the  basis  of  the  percentage  of  increase  or  decrease  of  the  Conference 
average  salary. 

The  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration,  through  the  Conference  Treasurer,  shall 
be  the  sole  agent  of  disbursement  of  funds  to  these  expense  accounts.  There  shall  be 
no  additional  reimbursement  for  expenses  of  District  Superintendents  from  any  other 
source  within  the  Louisiana  Conference. 

F.  Pre-Conference  Reports 

All  Councils,  Boards,  Commissions  and  Committees  of  the  Louisiana  Conference 
shall  send  their  Annual  Conference  reports,  resolutions,  and  recommendations  to  the 
Conference  Secretary  seventy-five  (75)  days  before  the  opening  date  of  the  Annual 
Conference  Session.  The  Conference  Secretary  shall  compile  and  duplicate  these 
reports  and  mail  a  copy  to  each  minister  and  each  lay  member  of  the  Annual 
Conference  thirty  (30)  days  before  the  Session  convenes.  Any  reports,  resolutions, 
or  recommendations  not  included  in  the  Pre-Conference  Reports  must  be  duplicated 
and  distributed  to  the  Annual  Conference  before  final  action  can  be  taken.  This  rule 
does  not  apply  to  the  Conference  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Board  of  the  Ordained 
Ministry. 

G.  Committee  on  Petitions 

Any  petitions,  proposed  by  an  individual  member  or  a  duly  elected  body  of  the  local 
church  or  a  district,  shall  first  be  presented  to  the  Committee  on  Petitions,  no  later 
than  seven  (7)  days  prior  to  the  opening  session  of  the  Annual  Conference.  The 
Committee  shall  meet  to  review  the  petitions  and  assign  them  to  the  proper  body  for 
consideration  by  them  when  they  meet  on  the  opening  day  of  the  Conference.  These 
bodies  shall  make  recommendations  for  concurrence  or  non-concurrence  when  they 
make  their  report  to  the  Conference. 

H.        Data  for  Memoirs 

The  District  Superintendents  in  whose  district  a  Conference  member,  spouse  or 
surviving  spouse  of  a  minister  dies,  shall  appoint  someone  to  secure,  in  advance  of 
the  next  Annual  Conference,  data  concerning  the  deceased. 

I.         Surviving  Spouses 

A  directory  of  spouses  of  deceased  Conference  members  shall  be  published  in  the 
Journal. 

J.         District  Conferences 

Each  District  Ministry  Team,  in  consultation  with  the  Cabinet,  will  determine 
whether  an  annual  District  Conference  will  be  held.  When  the  Conference  is  to  be 
held,  each  charge  shall  elect  five  (5)  lay  members,  and  at  least  two  (2)  reserve 
members,  provided,  however,  each  Church  shall  have  at  least  one  (1)  elected 
member. 

K.   Conference  Nominating  Process 

The  Conference  nominating  process  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  Prior  to  January  1   of  the  year  preceding  each  new  quadrennium,  the 

Secretary  of  the  Annual  Conference  shall  give  each  District  Superintendent 
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a  list  of  all  offices  for  which  nominations  will  be  made  for  the  ensuing  four 
years. 

2.  Prior  to  January  15,  the  District  Superintendents  of  the  respective  districts 
shall  distribute  to  the  pastors  and  local  churches'  Lay  Leaders  copies  of  the 
list  of  all  offices  for  which  nominations  will  be  made  at  the  ensuing  Annual 
Conference  session.  Local  church  Nominating  Committees  may  propose 
nominees  for  the  listed  positions.  They  shall  submit  with  each  nomination 
the  following  information:  the  person's  address,  phone  number,  name  and 
membership  size  of  local  church,  a  brief  resume  (including  interests  and 
experience  in  specific  church  work),  and  vital  information  including  the 
person's  age,  sex,  ethnic  status  and  any  handicapping  condition. 

3.  Prior  to  February  10,  the  District  Committee  on  Nominations  shall  meet  to 
nominate  persons  for  the  offices  in  question.  The  Committee  shall  give 
priority  to  names  submitted  by  local  church  Nominating  Committees,  but  it 
shall  not  be  limited  to  those  names.  It  shall  not  be  required  to  nominate  a 
person  for  every  vacancy,  but  shall  nominate  only  those  persons  it 
considers  adequate  to  the  task. 

4.  Prior  to  March  1,  the  District  Committees  on  Nominations  shall  submit 
their  lists  of  nominations  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Annual  Conference, 
accompanied  by  the  information  about  each  nominee  specified  in  "2" 
above.  The  Conference  office  shall  maintain  computer  records  of  current 
and  prior  service  in  Conference  elective  offices  and  shall  make  this 
information  available  to  assist  The  Conference  Committee  on  Nominations. 
The  Conference  Secretary  shall  compile  and  circulate  nominations 
submitted  and  its  computer  records  of  prior  service  to  members  of  the 
Conference  Committee  on  Nominations  at  least  five  days  prior  to  its  initial 
meeting. 

5.  Prior  to  April  1,  the  Conference  Committee  on  Nominations  shall  meet  and 
make  nominations  for  all  Conference  offices  that  must  be  filled  in  the  next 
quadrennium.  It  shall  give  priority  to  the  lists  of  names  submitted  by  the 
Districts,  but  it  may  consider  other  names.  The  nominations  shall  be 
mailed  to  the  lay  and  clergy  members  of  the  Annual  Conference  as  part  of 
the  Pre-Conference  Reports. 

6.  All  persons  nominated  for  an  office  in  the  Annual  Conference  shall  be 
contacted  by  the  District  or  Conference  committee  placing  their  names  in 
nomination  to  determine  whether  the  persons  so  nominated  are  willing  to 
serve. 

7.  Nominating  committees  shall  examine  all  nominations  to  ensure 
appropriate  representation  of  ethnic  minority  persons,  lay  and  clergy 
women,  lay  and  clergy  men,  persons  with  handicapping  conditions,  youth, 
young  adults  and  older  adults. 

8.  Following  the  elections  at  the  beginning  of  a  new  quadrennium  the  newly 
elected  bodies  shall  meet  at  the  site  of  the  Annual  Conference  session.  The 
District  Superintendents  shall  convene  the  newly  elected  bodies  and  shall 
call  for  the  election  of  a  chairperson.  Each  body  shall  elect  its  chairperson 
and  other  officers  upon  nomination  from  the  floor. 

9.  When  vacancies  occur  during  a  quadrennium,  the  Conference  Committee 
on  Nominations  shall  make  nominations  to  fill  the  vacancies  at  the  ensuing 
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session  of  the  Annual  Conference.  The  Secretary  of  the  Annual 
Conference  shall  retain  the  records  of  persons  nominated  in  the  process 
described  above.  The  Committee  shall  use  these  records  to  assist  its  work. 
It  shall  not  be  limited  to  persons  previously  nominated.  These  nominations 
shall  be  published  in  the  Pre-Conference  Reports. 

L.        Terms  of  Membership 

The  terms  of  membership  on  all  Councils,  Boards,  Commissions,  and  Committees 
shall  be  limited  to  any  number  of  years,  not  to  exceed  eight  (8),  served  in  two 
consecutive  quadrennia.  When  one  has  served  the  maximum  time  allowed,  then 
reappointment  to  the  same  council,  board,  commission,  or  committee  shall  not  be 
permitted  until  a  full  quadrennium  has  lapsed.  This  shall  not  prohibit  service  on 
other  councils,  boards,  commissions,  or  committees  in  the  following  quadrennium. 

M.        Conference  Committee  on  Courtesies 

The  function  of  the  Committee  shall  be  to  provide  courtesies  and  introductions  for 
visitors  to  the  Annual  Conference  sessions  and  to  prepare  written  expressions  of 
appreciation  for  those  who  assist  the  work  of  the  Conference. 

N.        Conference  Committee  on  Journal 

The  Committee  on  Journal  shall  inspect  the  secretary's  record  of  each  session  of  the 
Annual  Conference  and  report  its  findings  to  the  Conference. 

O.        All  Institutions  in  the  Conference 

All  institutions  in  the  Conference  shall  be  incorporated  and  shall  review  their 
corporate  charters  quadrennially  to  determine  that  they  are  in  conformity  with  the 
laws  of  the  State  of  Louisiana  and  The  Book  of  Discipline  of  The  United  Methodist 
Church.  "The  names  of  those  nominated  to  serve  as  members  of  the  Board  of 
Directors/Trustees  of  Conference  institutions  for  later  election  by  the  Annual 
Conference  shall  be  submitted  to  the  appropriate  board  of  the  Conference  no  later 
than  March  1 5th  each  year." 

P.        Ad  Hoc  Evaluation  Team 

The  Ad  Hoc  Evaluation  Team  shall  design  a  process  to  determine  effectiveness  in 
fulfilling  the  mission  of  the  Conference.  The  evaluation  will  include  a  response  from 
all  staff  members  and  team  members  of  the  District  and  Conference  Ministry  Teams. 
Responses  will  be  collected  for  review  by  the  Ad  Hoc  Evaluation  Team. 

An  annual  report  will  be  made  to  the  Conference  Ministry  Team.  The  CMT  will 
review  the  report  in  establishing  priorities  needed  to  fulfill  the  vision  of  the 
Conference  and  as  a  basis  for  decision-making  and  for  recommendations  to  the 
Conference. 

Q.        Conference  Church  Extension  Team 

The  Conference  Church  Extension  Team  shall  assist  in  the  planning  and  organizing 
of  new  congregations,  merging  existing  congregations,  and  assisting  in  the 
development  of  transitional  congregations  within  the  bounds  of  the  Louisiana 
Conference.  Such  responsibilities  will  include  the  coordination  of  research  and  data 
gathering  related  to  congregational  development,  the  oversight  of  the  rental  or 
purchase  of  land  or  buildings,  the  establishment  of  guidelines  for  Church  Extension, 
the  promotion  of  Church  Extension,  and  the  management  of  funds  related  to  Church

Extension.  The  Team  will  cooperate  with  the  Bishop  and  Cabinet,  the  District 
Boards  of  Church  Location  and  Building,  the  Conference  Board  of  Trustees,  and 
other  Conference   agencies  related  to  establishment  of  new  congregations. 

R.        Mission  Finance  Committee 

The  Mission  Finance  Committee  will  submit  a  budget  for  the  Conference  program 
agencies  (Benevolence  Fund)  and  Campus  Ministry  Fund  to  the  Conference  Ministry 
Team.  It  shall  be  responsible  for  the  allocation  of  funds  to  the  appropriate  agencies 
for  the  following:  the  Campus  Ministry  Funds,  the  United  Methodist  Student  Day 
scholarship  funds,  the  Christian  Education  Sunday  Funds,  funds  for  the  salary 
support  for  the  District  Missioners,  church  building,  extension,  or  relocations  as 
recommended  by  the  District  Committee  on  Church  Location  and  Building,  funds 
for  expenses  of  Boards,  Commissions,  Teams,  or  Task  Forces  and  any  special  grants. 
The  proposed  budget  will  be  submitted  by  the  Conference  Ministry  Team  to  the 
Conference  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  in  keeping  with  Disciplinary 
requirements. 

S.         Transition  Team 

The  Transition  Team's  work  will  be  to  recommend  to  the  Annual  Conference  any 
changes  to  the  organizational  plan  approved  by  the  1997  Annual  Conference  and 
modified  by  succeeding  Annual  Conferences.  It  will  also  make  any  recommended 
changes  in  the  "Manual  for  the  Organization"  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  CMT. 

T.        Change  in  Rules 

Any  recommendation  for  Rule  changes  shall  be  presented  to  the  Chair  of  the  Rules 
Committee  no  later  than  the  last  day  of  February.  The  Rules  Committee  shall 
consider  and  make  its  recommendations  in  time  to  be  included  in  the  Pre-Conference 
Report. 

Amendments  to  proposals  to  change  the  Conference  Structure  and  Rules  which  have 
been  presented  to  the  members  of  the  Annual  Conference  in  the  Pre-Conference 
Report  may  be  considered  by  the  Annual  Conference  session  and  shall  require  a  two- 
thirds  (2/3)  vote  for  adoption. 

U.        Suspension  of  Rules 

The  operation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  these  Rules  may  be  suspended  at  any  time 
by  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  Conference  session  effective  for  up  to  one  year. 
The  motion  must  also  state  what  provision  will  be  in  effect  during  the  suspension  of 
the  rule.  During  this  year  a  committee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop  to  determine 
if  there  is  a  need  for  a  permanent  change  in  the  rule  that  has  been  suspended.  The 
committee's  recommendation  shall  be  printed  in  the  Pre-Conference  Reports  for 
consideration  by  the  following  Annual  Conference  regular  session. 

V.        Calendar 

In  order  to  coordinate  the  calendar  of  the  Conference  and  to  be  better  stewards  of 
money  and  time,  no  Conference  event  may  be  held  unless  it  has  first  been  cleared 
through  the  CMT  Executive  Committee  at  least  six  months  prior  to  the  event.  The 
CMT  Executive  Committee  shall  make  necessary  changes  so  that  there  will  be  no 
duplication  of  major  events.  Items  to  be  calendared  are  programs,  board  meetings, 
Conference  events,  any  scheduled  event  that  involves  the  Conference,  etc.  In  case  of 
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unusual  circumstances  a  meeting  could  be  put  on  the  calendar  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
the  Executive  Committee. 

W.       Itineration 

The  Conference  Year  is  from  June  1  to  May  3 1 .  When  a  minister  moves  to  a  new 
appointment  at  Annual  Conference  he/she  is  to  receive  compensation  and  expenses 
from  June  1 .  When  a  minister  leaves  an  appointment  at  Annual  Conference,  he/she 
will  receive  compensation  and  expenses  only  through  May  31.  If  the  minister  lives 
in  a  parsonage,  he/she  will  receive  compensation  and  expenses  only  through  May  3 1 . 
If  the  minister  lives  in  a  parsonage,  he/she  is  responsible  for  paying  the  utilities  for 
the  month  of  May  and  for  leaving  the  parsonage  in  good  condition.  The  chairperson 
of  the  Pastor-Parish  Relations  Committee  is  to  certify  to  the  District  Superintendent 
on  the  form  provided  by  the  District  Superintendent  that  the  provisions  of  this  rule 
have  been  met  by  the  minister  before  leaving  the  charge.  If  a  minister  is  given  a 
housing  allowance,  the  chairperson  of  the  Pastor-Parish  Relations  Committee  is  to 
give  the  District  Superintendent  a  copy  of  the  contract  for  period  of  time  to  be 
covered  by  the  housing  allowance.  This  form,  which  is  to  be  provided  by  the 
District  Superintendent,  is  to  be  sent  to  the  District  Office  at  the  beginning  of  the 
appointment. 

X.  FUNCTION  OF  THE  CONFERENCE  MINISTRY  TEAM  AND  STAFF 

The  function  of  the  Conference  Ministry  Team  (CMT)  is  to  promote  the  vision  of  the 
Louisiana  United  Methodist  Conference  in  becoming  a  community  of  local  churches 
who  make  disciples  for  Jesus  Christ.  Each  quadrennium  the  CMT  will  identify  one 
or  more  emphases  to  lead  the  Conference  to  the  vision.  The  CMT  will  also  serve  as  a 
catalyst  in  leading  the  Conference  in  raising  up  spiritual  leaders  who  make  disciples 
for  Jesus  Christ  and  to  evaluate  the  degree  to  which  the  mission  is  being  realized. 

The  CMT,  in  consultation  with  the  Conference  staff,  will  determine  those  services  to 
be  provided  to  the  district  and  the  local  churches  that  can  best  be  otherwise  provided. 
These  services  include: 

1.  Communication,  information  and  services,  and  relations  with  the  general 
church  and  general  public; 

2.  Media,   audio-visual,  human   resources,   and  print  resources   from  the 
Conference  Resource  Center; 

3.  Assistance  to  the  District  Ministry  Teams  and  to  the  district  staffs  as 
needed; 

4.  Collection  of  data  and  information  for  ongoing  mission. 

Funds  will  be  provided  from  the  Conference  Benevolence  Fund,  as  needed, 
to  meet  expenses  of  the  following  boards  and  commissions  and  any  task 
force  created  to  accomplish  assigned  tasks  of  the  CMT  such  as:  Church  and 
Society,  Discipleship,  Global  Ministries,  Higher  Education  and  Campus 
Ministry,  Christian  Unity  and  Interreligous  Concerns,  Commission  on 
Religion  and  Race,  and  Commission  on  Status  and  Role  of  Women. 

Y.        District  Ministry  Team  Function 

The  District  Ministry  Team  (DMT)  will  be  the  primary  group  servicing  the  local 
churches  and  the  campus  ministry  units  within  the  district.  An  enhanced  District 
Staff  will  be  available  to  assist  the  DMT  in  fulfilling  the  following  functions: 
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1 .  Develop  and  provide  training  and  consultation  services; 

2.  Assist  with  Conference-sponsored  ministries; 

3.  Aid  local  churches  in  developing  and  implementing  their  own  ministries; 

4.  Help  with  outreach  ministries; 

5.  Promote  new  church  development  and  support  existing  churches  in  upon 
transformation; 

6.  Support  individual  and/or  corporate  praise  and  celebration  activities; 

7.  Be  a  communication  link  between  the  churches  and  the  Conference,  and 

8.  Assist  in  establishing  and  maintaining  the  Conference  Resource  Bank. 

Z.        The  Functions  of  the  district  Missioner 

Works  under  the  supervision  of  the  District  Superintendent. 

1.  Works  in  cooperation  with  the  District  Ministry  Team  and  with  Ad  Hoc 
Teams  as  needed  to  plan  for,  organize  and  deliver  services  to  the  local 
churches. 

2.  Identifies  and  develops  human  and  material  resources  necessary  in 
providing  services  to  the  churches. 

3.  Plans  scheduled  visits  to  individual  church  and/or  contacts  to  aid  in 
planning  and  in  identifying  needed  resources. 

4.  Assists  the  local  churches  in  identifying  their  needs,  developing  an  action 
plan  and  evaluating  the  effectiveness  of  their  ministries. 

5.  Secures  and/or  links  resources  to  the  individual  churches  or  to  groups  of 
churches  with  common  needs. 

6.  Make  recommendations  to  the  District  Ministry  Team  for  improvement  of 
services  to  the  churches. 

7.  Prepares  and  maintains  accurate  and  timely  records  of  contacts  with  local 
churches. 

8.  Performs  other  duties  as  assigned  by  the  DMT. 

AA.        MANUAL 

The  Manual,  "Design  for  a  New  Day,"  as  modified  to  comply  with  Judicial  Council 
Decisions  #835  and  #878,  is  the  guideline  for  the  operation  of  the  structure  of  the 
Annual  Conference.  These  guidelines  will  be  reviewed  by  the  Transition  Team 
through  the  Annual  Conference  of  2004  and  may  be  "fine-tuned"  as  needed  the 
approval  of  the  Conference  Ministry  Team. 

BB.      System  of  Vouchers 

The  depository  of  funds  and  bookkeeping  functions  of  all  Conference  Councils, 
Boards,  and  Agencies  shall  be  provided  by  the  Conference.  The  Council  on  Finance 
and  Administration  shall  initiate  a  system  of  vouchers  through  which  the  Conference 
treasurer  shall  reimburse  all  expenditures  authorized  by  the  chairpersons  of  the 
boards  and  agencies  for  funds  expended  within  their  budgets. 

CC.   Annual  Conference  Budget 

It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Conference  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  to 
present  the  Conference  benevolence  budget  recommendations  to  the  Annual 
Conference.  The  recommended  allocations  to  Conference  program  agencies  should 
reflect  agreement  between  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  and  the 
Conference  Ministry  Team. 
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Article  II:  Rules  of  Order  for  Conference  Sessions 

Rule  1.  Schedule  of  Meetings: 

Morning:        Opening  Prayer  or  Devotional  Service 

Conference  Business  with  a  mid-morning  recess 
Afternoon:      Conference  Business 
Evening:         Programs  as  planned 

RULE  2.  ORDER  OF  BUSINESS:  After  devotional  service  the  daily  sessions  of  the 
Conference  shall  be  conducted  as  follows: 

1 .  Report  of  Committee  on  Journal  of  the  previous  meeting  or  meetings. 

2.  Report  of  Committee  on  Courtesies. 

3.  Report  of  other  standing  administrative  and  special  committees. 

4.  Calendar. 

5.  Miscellaneous  business. 

RULE  3.  AUTHORITY  OF  THE  CHAIR:  The  presiding  Bishop,  or  a  person  designated  by 
the  Bishop,  shall  be  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Annual  Conference.  They  shall  decide  points 
of  order  raised  or  not  raised  by  the  members,  as  they  deem  necessary  to  conform  to  these  rules 
of  order;  subject,  in  both  cases  to  an  appeal  to  the  Conference  by  any  member  without  debate; 
except  that  the  chairperson  and  the  appellant,  in  the  order  named  here,  shall  each  have  five 
minutes  for  a  statement  in  support  of  their  respective  positions.  A  tie  vote  in  the  case  of 
appeal  shall  sustain  the  chair.  When  any  member  raises  a  point  of  order  they  shall  cite,  by 
number,  the  rule  they  judge  to  have  been  violated.  The  presiding  Bishop  shall  have  the  right 
to  recess  a  session  of  the  Annual  Conference  at  any  time  at  his/her  discretion  and  to  reconvene 
at  such  time  as  he/she  shall  announce,  with  only  delegates,  authorized  personnel  and 
authorized  guests  permitted  to  attend  such  a  session  following  recess. 

Rule  4.  Calling  the  Conference  to  Order:  when  the  chairperson  stands  in 

his/her  place  and  calls  the  Conference  to  order,  no  member  shall  speak,  address  the  chair,  or 
stand  while  the  chairperson  stands. 

Rule  5.  Attendance  and  Seating  Reserves:  No  member,  unless  hindered  by 

sickness  or  otherwise  from  being  present,  shall  be  absent  from  the  sessions  of  the  Conference 
without  permission  of  the  Conference;  and  all  absentees  shall  be  reported  to  the  Chairperson. 

Rule  6.  Directions  for  Securing  the  Floor:    when  a  member  desires  to 

speak  to  the  Conference,  he/she  shall  arise  at  his/her  designated  seat,  respectfully  address  the 
presiding  officer,  using  the  term,  "Mr./Madame  Chairperson,"  and  after  recognition,  proceed 
to  a  microphone  and  announce  the  Church  or  Charge  which  he/she  represents;  which,  in  turn, 
the  Chairperson  shall  then  announce  to  the  Conference. 

Rule  7.  Interrupting  the  Speaker:    No  member  who  has  the  floor  may  be 

interrupted  except  for  a  breach  of  order,  or  a  misrepresentation,  or  to  direct  the  attention  of  the 
Conference  to  the  fact  that  the  time  has  arrived  for  a  special  order,  or  to  raise  a  very  urgent 
question  of  high  privilege. 
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Rule  8.  Speaking  More  Than  Once;  Length  of  Speech:  No  member  shall 

speak  a  second  time  on  the  same  question  if  any  member  who  has  not  spoken  desires  the  floor, 
no  more  than  twice  on  the  same  subject  under  the  same  motion,  no  longer  than  ten  minutes 
unless  their  time  shall  be  extended  by  the  Conference.  This  ten  minute  limit  may  be  reduced 
by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Conference  at  any  time,  and  for  any  period  duration. 

RULE  9.  QUESTION  OF  HIGH  PRIVILEGE:  A  member  claiming  the  floor  at  any  time 
for  what  he/she  believes  is  a  very  urgent  question  of  high  privilege  shall  be  allowed  to  indicate 
briefly  the  nature  of  the  question  and  if  it  be  adjudged  by  the  chair  to  be  such,  he/she  may 
proceed  at  his/her  pleasure  or  until  the  chairperson  judges  that  he/she  has  exhausted  their 
privilege 

RULE  10.  VOTING  AREA  OF  CONFERENCE:  Only  members  within  the  area  of  the 
Conference  when  the  vote  is  taken  shall  be  entitled  to  vote.  All  members  within  the  area  at 
the  time  a  question  is  put  shall  vote,  except  such  as  shall  have  been  excused  for  special 
reasons  by  the  Conference. 

RULE  11.  VOTING  PROCEDURES:  Voting  shall  be  by  a  show  of  hands  unless  otherwise 
ordered  by  the  Conference.  An  "aye"  or  "nay"  vote,  if  taken,  shall  be  by  signed  ballot.  An 
"aye"  and  "nay"  vote  by  secret  ballot  may  be  ordered  on  call  of  any  member,  supported  by 
one-third  (1/3)  of  the  members  present  and  voting.  A  count  vote  may  be  ordered  on  call  of 
any  member  supported  by  one-third  (1/3)  of  the  members  present  and  voting,  in  which  case 
the  members  shall  rise  from  their  seats  and  stand  until  counted. 

No  other  business  shall  be  in  order  when  a  vote  is  being  taken  or  when  the  previous  question 
has  been  called,  until  the  process  is  completed,  except  such  as  relates  to  the  vote  itself,  or  that 
which  can  be  appropriately  fitted  into  the  time  while  waiting  for  the  report  of  the  secretaries 
on  a  count  vote,  or  any  "aye"  or  "nay"  vote.  The  count  shall  be  made  by  the  Committee  of 
Tellers. 

RULE  12.  DIVISION  OF  QUESTION:  Before  a  vote  is  taken  any  member  shall  have  the 
right  to  call  for  a  division  of  any  questions,  if  it  is  subject  to  such  division  as  they  indicate.  If 
no  delegate  objects,  the  division  shall  be  made;  but  if  there  is  objection,  the  chair  shall  put  the 
question  of  division  to  vote,  not  waiting  for  a  second. 

RULE  13.  VOTE  BY  ORDER:  The  ministerial  and  lay  members  shall  deliberate  as  one 
body;  but  upon  a  call,  by  motion  of  any  member,  seconded  by  another  member  of  the  same 
order  and  supported  by  one-third  (1/3)  of  the  members  of  that  order  voting,  the  ministerial  and 
lay  members  shall  vote  separately.  But  when  the  Conference  votes  by  orders,  no  measure 
shall  be  passed  without  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  both  classes  of  members.  In  cases  of 
such  a  vote  the  order  calling  it  shall  vote  first;  provided,  however,  that  the  Conference  may 
not  vote  by  orders  on  a  proposed  amendment  to  the  Constitution.  Discipline  (pp.  64-66) 

Rule   14.  Motion  for  Adoption  of  Reports  and  Resolutions, 

UNNECESSARY:  Whenever  a  report  of  a  committee  signed  by  the  chairperson  and 
secretary  thereof,  shall  be  presented  to  the  Conference  for  its  action,  it  shall  be  deemed  in 
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proper  order  for  consideration  by  the  Conference  without  the  formality  of  a  motion  to  adopt, 
and  a  second  thereto. 

Rule  15.  Required  Forms  for  Reports,  Resolutions,  Motions  and 

AMENDMENTS:  AH  resolutions  and  committee  reports  shall  be  presented  in  triplicate;  and, 
when  requested  by  the  secretary,  motions,  including  amendments,  shall  be  presented  in 
writing. 

RULE  16.  ALTERATIONS  OF  MOTIONS,  ETC.:  When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded, 
or  a  resolution  is  introduced  and  seconded,  or  a  committee  report  is  read,  it  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  in  possession  of  the  Conference,  and  may  not  be  altered  except  by  action  of  the 
Conference. 

RULE  17.  UNDEBATABLE  MOTIONS:  The  following  motions  shall  be  acted  upon 
without  debate: 

1 .  To  adjourn,  when  unqualified,  except  to  adjourn  the  Conference  finally 

2.  To  suspend  the  rules 

3.  To  lay  on  the  table 

4.  To  take  from  the  table 

5.  To  call  for  the  previous  question 

6.  To  reconsider  a  non-debatable  motion 

7.  To  limit  or  extend  the  limits  of  debate 

8.  To  call  for  the  orders  of  the  day 

RULE  18.  RIGHTS  OF  THE  MAIN  QUESTION:  The  main  question  may  be  opened  to 
debate  under  the  following  motions:  to  adopt,  to  commit  or  refer,  to  substitute,  to  postpone, 
and  to  reconsider.  No  new  motion,  resolution,  or  subject  shall  be  entertained  until  the  one 
under  consideration  shall  have  been  disposed  of.  The  foregoing  does  not  apply  to  secondary 
motions  if  otherwise  allowable  in  the  existing  parliamentary  situation. 

Rule  19.  Precedence  of  Secondary  Motions:   if  any  one  or  more  of  the 

following  motions  shall  be  made  when  one  or  more  other  motions  are  pending,  the  order  of 
their  precedence  in  relation  to  one  another  shall  be  the  same  as  the  order  of  their  listing  below: 

1.  To  fix  the  time  to  which  the  Conference  shall  adjourn.     (This  motion  is  subject  to 
amendment,  or  it  may  be  laid  on  the  table.) 

2.  To  adjourn 

3.  To  take  recess 

4.  To  order  the  previous  question 

5.  To  lay  on  the  table 

6.  To  limit  or  extend  the  limits  of  debate 

7.  To  postpone  to  a  given  time 

8.  To  commit  or  refer 

9.  To  amend  or  to  substitute  (one  amendment  being  allowed  to  an  amendment) 

10.  To  postpone  indefinitely 
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Rule  20.  Tabling  Related  Motions:    No  motion  which  adheres  to  another 

motion,  or  has  another  motion  adhering  to  it,  can  be  laid  on  the  table  by  itself.  Such  motions, 
if  laid  on  the  table,  carry  with  them  the  motions  to  which  they  respectively  adhere,  or  which 
adhere  to  them. 

RULE  21.  REFERRING  REPORTS,  ETC.:  It  shall  be  in  order  for  the  Conference  to  refer 
to  a  committee  a  section  or  a  part  of  a  report  or  resolution  which  is  before  the  Conference  for 
consideration,  or  any  amendment  offered  thereto. 

Rule  22.  Procedure  for  Consideration  of  Substitutes:     when  a 

resolution  or  committee  report  is  properly  before  the  Conference  for  consideration  and  action, 
even  if  amendments  thereto  are  pending,  a  substitute  therefore  may  be  offered  by  any  member 
moving  that  the  same  be  substituted  for  the  report  or  resolution  under  consideration.  The 
Conference  shall  then  proceed  first  to  perfect  the  original  report  or  resolution,  including 
consideration  and  action  upon  any  amendments  which  may  be  offered  to  it.  The  same 
perfecting  process  shall  then  be  followed  with  respect  to  the  substitute.  The  question  shall 
then  be  put  first  on  the  motion  to  substitute,  followed  by  the  motion  to  adopt  the  report  or 
resolution;  provided,  however,  that  the  motion  for  the  previous  question  shall  not  be  in  order 
on  the  adoption  of  the  report  or  recommendation  or  on  making  the  proposed  substitution  until 
opportunity  has  been  given  for  at  least  two  (2)  members  to  speak  on  each  side  of  the  question 
of  substitution  or  adoption. 

RULE  23.  PREVIOUS  QUESTION:  When  any  member  moves  the  previous  question  (that 
is,  that  the  vote  be  now  taken  on  the  motion  or  motions  pending),  they  shall  indicate  to  what 
they  intend  it  to  apply,  if  any  secondary  motion  or  motions  are  also  pending.  If  he/she  does 
not  so  indicate,  it  shall  be  regarded  as  applying  only  to  the  immediately  pending  question. 
This  motion  shall  be  taken  without  debate,  and  shall  require  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  those 
present  and  voting  for  its  adoption;  and  if  it  is  accepted,  the  vote  shall  be  taken  on  the  motion 
or  motions  to  which  it  applies  without  further  debate. 

RULE  24.  MOTION  AFTER  SPEECH:  It  shall  not  be  in  order  for  a  member  immediately 
after  discussing  a  pending  question,  and  before  relinquishing  the  floor,  to  make  a  motion 
whose  adoption  would  limit  or  stop  debate. 

Rule  25.  Exceptions  to  Majority  Vote:  a  majority  of  those  voting,  a  quorum 

being  present,  shall  decide  all  questions  with  the  following  exceptions: 

1.  One-third  (1/3)  of  those  present  and  voting  shall  suffice  to  sustain  a  call  for  a  count  vote 
in  case  the  decision  of  the  chair  is  doubted.  A  tie  vote  sustains  the  chair. 

2.  A  call  for  a  vote  by  orders  shall  prevail  if  sustained  by  one-third  (1/3)  of  the  members  of 
the  order  from  which  the  call  came,  present  and  voting. 

3.  A  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  shall  be  required  to  sustain  a  motion  to  suspend  or  amend  the 
rules;  to  sustain  a  motion  for  the  previous  question;  to  set  aside  a  special  order;  to 
consider  a  special  order  before  the  time  set  therefor;  to  sustain  the  request  of  the 
Committee  on  Courtesies  and  Privileges  for  the  presentation  of  any  person  on  the  final 
day  of  the  Annual  Conference. 
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RULE  26.  RECONSIDERATION:  A  motion  to  reconsider  an  action  of  the  Conference 
shall  be  in  order  at  any  time  if  offered  by  a  member  who  voted  with  the  prevailing  side.  If  the 
motion  proposed  for  reconsideration  is  non-debatable,  the  motion  to  reconsider  may  not  be 
debated. 

Rule  27.  Calendars,  Regular  and  Non-Concurrence:  The  Secretary  shall 

keep  a  chronological  record  of  orders  of  the  day  and  of  reports  of  committees,  which  record 
shall  be  called  the  Calendar,  and  the  matter  of  business  placed  on  it  shall  be  considered  as 
recommended  by  the  Committee  on  Agenda  (the  Cabinet)  to  the  Conference,  unless  by  a  two- 
thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  Conference  an  item  is  taken  out  of  its  order. 

When  committee  presents  a  report  on  a  given  subject,  as  part  of  its  report,  it  must  also  list  the 
numbers  of  all  petitions  relating  to  this  subject  on  which  the  committee  voted  non- 
concurrence. 

Rule  28.  Motion  to  Adjourn  in  Order  Except:  The  motion  to  adjourn  when 

unqualified,  shall  be  taken  without  debate,  and  shall  always  be  in  order,  except: 

1 .  When  a  member  has  the  floor. 

2.  When  a  question  is  actually  put,  or  a  vote  is  being  taken,  and  before  it  is  finally  decided. 

3.  When  the  previous  question  has  been  ordered  and  action  there  under  is  pending. 

4.  When  a  motion  to  adjourn  has  been  lost,  and  no  business  or  debate  has  intervened. 

5.  When  the  motion  to  fix  the  time  to  which  the  Conference  shall  adjourn  is  pending. 

The  foregoing  does  not  apply  to  a  motion  for  final  adjournment  of  the  Conference. 

Rule  29.  Speakers  For  and  Against:    when  the  report  of  a  subject  is  under 

consideration,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  presiding  officer  to  ascertain,  when  he/she  recognizes 
a  member  of  the  Conference,  on  which  side  he/she  proposes  to  speak;  and  he/she  shall  not 
assign  the  floor  to  any  member  proposing  to  speak  on  the  same  side  of  the  pending  question  as 
the  speaker  immediately  preceding  if  any  member  desires  to  speak  on  the  other  side  thereof. 

Except  for  undebatable  motions,  no  motion  shall  be  adopted  or  question  relating  to  the  same 
decided  without  opportunity  having  been  given  for  at  least  two  speeches  for  and  two  against 
the  said  proposal,  provided  that  right  is  claimed  before  the  chairperson  or  duly  authorized 
member  representing  the  committee's  report  or  the  minority  report,  if  there  be  such,  is 
presented  to  close  the  debate. 

When  all  have  spoken  who  desire  to  do  so,  or  when  (and  after)  the  previous  question  has  been 
ordered,  the  chairperson  and/or  duly  authorized  member  or  members  presenting  a  committee's 
report  (and  a  minority  report  if  there  be  one)  shall  be  entitled  to  speak  before  the  vote  is  taken. 

This  right  of  the  chairperson  and/or  other  member  or  members  to  close  the  debate  shall  prevail 
in  like  manner  to  a  limit  of  five  minutes  when  a  vote  is  about  to  be  taken  on  a  motion  to 
amend,  to  substitute,  to  postpone,  to  refer,  or  to  lay  on  the  table  or  any  other  motion  whose 
adoption  would  vitally  affect  the  report  under  consideration;  provided,  that  this  five  minute 
limit  shall  not  apply  to  a  motion  to  substitute  a  minority  report  for  a  regular  (majority)  report 
of  a  committee. 
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RULE  30.  EFFECTIVE  DATE:  All  actions  of  the  Annual  Conference  everywhere  shall 
become  effective  upon  the  final  adjournment  of  the  session  of  the  Annual  Conference  at 
which  they  are  enacted,  unless  otherwise  specified,  except  as  provided  otherwise  in  the 
Discipline. 

RULE  31.  SUSPENSION  OF  RULES:  The  operation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  these 
Rules  of  Order  may  be  suspended  at  any  time  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  Conference. 

Rule  32.  Robert's  Rules  of  Order  Supplemental  Authority:  in  any 

parliamentary  situation  not  clearly  covered  by  these  Rules  of  Order,  the  Annual  Conference 
shall  be  governed  by  the  current  edition  of  Robert's  Rules.

On  April  14,  1922  she  married  Rev.  Wesley  Otis  Lynch,  Sr.  They  served 
Methodist  Protestant  Churches  in  Alabama,  Maryland,  and  Haynesville, 
Louisiana.  After  Church  Union  in  1939,  they  served  Logansport,  Park  Avenue 
(Shreveport),  Jonesboro,  Blackwater  (Baker),  Jena,  Oak  Grove,  and  Pleasant 
Valley.  She  was  a  leader  in  the  Women's  Society  of  Christian  Service  (now 
United  Methodist  Women),  Epworth  League  (now  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship). 
She  played  an  integral  part  in  the  conference  camping  program.  For  thirty  years, 
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after  her  husband  retired,  and  until  she  was  90  years  old,  she  taught  Sunday 
School  at  Lakeview  United  Methodist  Church,  Shreveport,  where  she  renewed 
friendships  formed  with  the  former  Park  Avenue  parishioners  in  the  1940's. 

Josie  was  born  August  23,  1900  at  Deatsville,  Alabama.  She  departed  this  life 
June  19,  1999  in  Ruston,  Louisiana  and  was  buried  at  Century  Memorial 
Cemetery,  Shreveport,  Louisiana,  beside  her  husband.  She  resided  in  Shreveport 
for  the  last  36  years  (following  retirement)  living  independently  for  nineteen 
years  after  her  husband's  death  in  1976.  Failing  health  forced  her  to  spend  the 
last  5  years  of  her  life  in  Longleaf  Care  Center  in  Ruston.  Her  mind  remained 
clear  until  the  last,  so  that  in  her  final  week  she  was  still  singing  her  favorite 
hymns,  especially  "Abide  With  Me."

Merlin  W.  Merrill 

June  22, 1914  -  January  20,  2000 

"When  Brother  Merrill  walked  into  a  room  it  was  just  as  if  Jesus  had  come  in 
person!"  So  said  many  whom  were  members  of  the  several  congregations  which 
he  served  as  pastor. 

Born  to  Methodist  parsonage  parents,  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Walter  Merrill,  in  Jamison, 
Nebraska,  on  June  22,  1914,  he  attended  public  schools  and  Nebraska  Wesleyan 
University.  Being  asked  to  fill  the  pulpit  once  in  Gurley,  Nebraska,  where  he 
was  teacher  and  principal  of  a  small  school,  began  his  call  to  the  ministry.  He 
subsequently  enrolled  in  Perkins  School  of  Theology  at  SMU  and  achieved  his 
Master  of  Divinity  degree.  His  first  appointment  was  as  Associate  Pastor  in  First 
Methodist  Church,  Wichita  Falls,  Texas.  There  he  met  and  married  the  lovely 
young  Director  of  Christian  Education,  Miss  Evelyn  Gay.  Their  union  produced 
a  son,  Dr.  Lynn  Walter  Merrill,  and  they  served  together  in  ministry  for  the  next 
fifty-five  years. 
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On  January  17,  1947,  the  Merrills  were  appointed  to  the  Cotton  Valley  Church  in 
the  Louisiana  Conference,  and  subsequently  served  congregations  in  New 
Orleans,  Mansfield,  Minden,  Lake  Charles,  and  Ruston  in  addition  to  holding  the 
position  of  District  Superintendent  of  the  Lafayette  District.

I  always  thought  that  Robert  Murray  reflected  a  high  sense  of  Christian  ministry 
and  courage  that  enhanced  and  enriched  the  life  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  and 
the  people  whom  he  so  graciously  served.  He  will  be  remembered  by  those  who 
knew  him  and  who  followed  his  ministry  as  a  preacher/pastor  who  championed 
the  cause  of  the  rural  church.  He  was  a  man  of  tremendous  spiritual  strength  and 
a  lover  of  humanity.  Robert  Murray  truly  was  one  of  the  builders  of  a  better 
world. 

Nine  years  ago  he  moved  to  New  Orleans  so  he  could  be  near  his  daughter, 
Barbara  Murray,  who  showered  her  love  and  tender  care  upon  him  until  the  final 
summons  was  sounded  on  the  distant  shore  April  28,  and  the  93  year-old  soldier 
of  the  cross  fell  asleep  in  the  arms  of  Jesus. 

A  Sunday  evening  funeral  service  was  conducted  in  New  Orleans  April  30,  with 
the  Reverend  Freddie  Henderson,  District  Superintendent,  officiating,  assisted  by 
the  Reverend  Joe  Connelly,  pastor  of  Cornerstone  UMC  in  New  Orleans,  Dr. 
Robert  S.  Hall  of  St.  Peter  African  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  Dr.  Lawrence 
Evans,  pastor  of  the  Central  Congregational  United  Church  of  Christ,  and  yours 
truly,  the  writer  of  this  memoir. 

The  body  was  transported  to  Monroe  where  a  second  funeral  service  was 
conducted  Monday,  May  1,  at  12:00  noon  at  St.  Paul  UMC  with  the  Reverend 
Freddie  Henderson,  District  Superintendent  of  the  New  Orleans  District, 
officiating  with  the  Reverends  Jackie  Holmes,  R.J.  Brown,  retired,  and  Roosevelt 
Wright,  pastor  New  Tabernacle  Baptist  Church  assisting.

Mildred  Henry  Walton  (Mrs.  Aubrey) 

October  24, 1904  -  December  23, 1999 

Mildred  Walton  was  born  October  24,  1904,  in  Leighton,  Alabama.  Her  family 
moved  to  Helena,  Arkansas,  where  her  father  was  a  physician,  and  where  she 
grew  up  with  her  twin  sister,  Mabel,  and  their  brother,  Murphey.  She  attended 
the  University  of  Arkansas  and  taught  school  for  several  years. 

She  and  Aubrey  G.  Walton  were  married  on  September  17,  1930.  They  lived  in 
several  locations  in  Arkansas,  where  he  was  a  Methodist  pastor.  After  serving  as 
pastor  of  First  Church,  Little  Rock,  for  sixteen  years,  he  was  elected  to  the 
episcopacy  in  1960  and  appointed  to  the  Louisiana  Area.  They  made  their  home 
in  New  Orleans  for  the  next  twelve  years.  Upon  retiring  in  1972,  they  returned  to 
Little  Rock.  Bishop  Walton  died  in  1978. 

Mildred  died  in  Little  Rock  on  December  23,  1999.  She  is  survived  by  a  son, 
James  Walton,  of  Evanston,  Illinois;  a  daughter,  Mildred  Ziegler,  of  Springdale; 
six  grandchildren  and  four  great-grandchildren.  A  memorial  service  was  held 
December  30  at  First  United  Methodist  Church,  Little  Rock. 

A  strong,  sensitive,  and  imaginative  woman,  nothing  in  life  was  ordinary  or 
prosaic  to  Mildred.  Whatever  she  touched  in  her  spicy,  generous,  and 
courageous  way  turned  to  high  adventure! 

Mildred  was  a  marvelous  writer  and  storyteller.  Her  stories  of  the  outhouse  at  one 
of  their  parsonages,  or  of  the  time  during  the  Depression  when  at  a  potluck 
dinner  all  the  families  brought  a  jello  salad,  or  the  intimate  and  revealing  story  of 
her  operation  are  classics  in  the  memory  of  Louisiana  Methodism. 

I  cannot  resist  telling  a  short  version  of  one  of  her  stories,  using,  of  course,  her 
own  words:  "Before  Aubrey  entered  the  ministry  he  was  a  cotton  buyer.  Part  of 
his  job  was  to  ship  cotton  to  mills  in  the  northeast  on  the  Missouri  Pacific 
railroad.  After  seminary  our  first  appointment  was  to  Calico  Rock  in  north 
Arkansas.  Since  neither  of  us  knew  where  it  was  or  how  to  get  there,  Aubrey 
went  to  see  his  friend,  an  agent  who  worked  for  the  railroad.  We  discovered  it 
was  difficult  to  get  there,  involving  two  nights.  However,  there  was  a  fast 
Missouri  Pacific  train  that  went  through  Calico  Rock  but  had  never  stopped 
there.  Because  of  their  friendship,  the  agent  said  he  would  make  arrangements  to 
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make  an  exception,  and  Aubrey  wired  the  chairman  of  the  board  that  we  would 
arrive  at  11:36  Wednesday  morning  on  that  fast  train.  When  the  train  stopped  at 
Calico  Rock  almost  everyone  in  town  was  at  the  station.  Mountain  people  do  not 
ask  questions.  After  several  months,  however,  one  of  our  friends  felt  close 
enough  to  Aubrey  to  say,  'Preacher,  something  has  been  bothering  us  all  these 
months.  I  know  I  shouldn't  ask  you  a  personal  question,  but  how  in  the  hell  did 
you  get  that  train  to  stop!" 

I  think  of  Mildred  as  a  "woman  for  all  seasons."  She  had  a  special  kind 
of  bouncy  inner  joy  that  set  her  apart  as  a  special  kind  of  person.  She  was  a 
loving  and  thoughtful  person  with  her  husband  and  family,  a  warm  and  delightful 
friend,  one  whose  whole  life  was  gladly  given  in  service  to  others,  possessing  a 
deep  and  abiding  faith  and  understanding  of  life's  meaning  and  values,  and, 
above  all,  a  great  love  of  life! 

Having  this  great  love  of  life,  she  gave  life  to  others.  For  it  is  not  only 
true  of  Jesus  -  that  sentence  in  the  Bible  that  says,  "Because  he  lives,  we  shall 
live  also,"  it  is  true  of  every  follower  of  Jesus  -  that  simply  being  alive  to  life,  in 
all  its  joys  and  sorrows,  we  bring  life  to  others. 

This  was  characteristic  of  her,  for  she  knew  the  meaning  of  love,  to  give 
oneself  to  love  that  calls  forth  love,  love  that  produces  love  -  not  merely  for 
oneself  -  but  love  of  life.  Such  love  has  within  itself  the  power  of  life  over 
death! 

Three  days  before  she  died  she  was  folding  clothes,  washing  dishes, 
reading  and  reciting  poetry  to  her  great-grandchildren  -  at  95  years  young!

Donald  Eugene  Wineinger 

January  23, 1913  -  March  21, 2000 

Donald  Eugene  Wineinger  was  born  in  Groom,  Texas  on  January  23,  1913.  He 
entered  into  the  church  eternal  on  March  21,2000  in  his  room  in  the  Health 
Center  of  Live  Oak  Retirement  Center.  He  is  survived  by  his  wife  of  more  than 
60  years,  the  former  Mary  Nihart,  and  their  two  daughters,  Bonnie  Mason  and 
Jean  Streetman,  and  a  special  grand-daughter,  Michelle  Mason,  as  well  as  a 
brother,  Raymond  Wineinger,  and  a  host  of  nieces  and  nephews. 

After  graduating  from  McMurry  College  in  Abilene,  Texas  and  earning  his 
Master's  degree  in  Church  History  at  the  School  of  Theology,  SMU,  Don  came 
to  Louisiana  and  served  as  pastor  of  Port  Sulphur  Religious  Fellowship.  He  was 
then  appointed  as  pastor  of  Gueydan.    In  1941  he  entered  into  Full  Connection, 
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being  ordained  a  deacon  the  same  year.  He  was  ordained  an  elder  in  an 
emergency  ordination,  in  order  to  go  into  the  Armed  Forces  as  a  Methodist 
chaplain  in  1942. 

After  chaplaincy  training  in  Boston,  he  was  ordered  into  the  Army  Air  Force  as  a 
chaplain  in  Winfield,  Kansas,  and  was  sent  overseas  in  1943.  He  served  in  the 
China-Burma-India  Theater,  for  which  he  was  given  a  Bronze  Star.  Just  before 
the  war  ended,  he  was  nominated  for  a  Silver  Star,  having  rescued  a  pilot  from  a 
burning  plane. 

Upon  returning  to  the  Louisiana  Conference,  he  was  appointed  to  the  new  church 
of  Davidson  Memorial  in  Lafayette.  After  more  than  5  years,  he  was  appointed 
to  the  church  in  Delhi,  where  he  served  seven  years.  At  the  end  of  six  years  of 
service  at  McGuire  Church  in  West  Monroe,  he  was  named  the  first  full-time 
chaplain  at  Glenwood  Hospital.  He  spent  1963-1964  in  training  in  the  Texas 
Medical  Center,  where  he  took  Clinical  Pastoral  Education.  He  served 
Glenwood  until  his  retirement  from  the  Conference  in  1979. 

Don  continued  to  serve  his  church  and  his  Lord,  first  as  an  associate  pastor  at  St. 
Paul's  Church  in  Monroe,  then  as  pastor  of  the  Reveille-Crew  Lake  charge.  At 
the  death  of  Rev.  Lea  Joyner,  he  was  named  as  interim  pastor  of  Southside  UMC 
in  Monroe.  Later  he  filled  pulpits  in  both  Methodist  and  Presbyterian  churches. 

Don  was  a  founding  member  of  the  Ouachita  Pastoral  Counseling  Center,  serving 
at  various  times  as  counselor  and  as  a  board  member.  He  also  studied  under  Dr. 
Carl  Simonton  and  began  Cancer  Counseling  while  still  at  Glenwood.  Earlier,  he 
had  taken  a  year's  sabbatical  and  studied  at  the  American  Institute  of  Family 
Relations  in  Hollywood,  California.  While  there  he  earned  a  second  Master's 
degree  from  Chapman  College,  Orange,  California  in  marriage  and  family 
counseling.  At  the  age  of  70  he  sought  and  was  granted  membership  in  the 
American  Association  of  Pastoral  Counselors.  He  was  also  a  certified  family 
counselor  in  Louisiana. 

Don's  chief  gift  was  one  of  pastoral  care.  Although  he  touched  people's  lives 
through  his  sermons,  his  best  sermons  were  those  he  lived  out  in  his  own  life.

*General  Church  Observances 

The  Council  reminds  all  congregations  of  the  importance  of  STEWARDSHIP  in  the 
life  of  all  Christians.  Christ  calls  His  disciples  to  give  as  an  act  of  worship  of  God. 
We  are  called  to  be  stewards  of  all  that  God  has  given  to  us.  CFA  is  asking  that  all 
members   of  the   Louisiana   Conference  recommit  themselves   to   a   theology  of 
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stewardship.  We  call  upon  the  Conference  Ministry  Team,  the  Conference  Board  of 
Discipleship,  and  the  District  Ministry  Teams  to  consider  methods  of  assisting  our 
congregations  in  developing  a  process  of  education  in  a  theology  of  stewardship.  The 
intent  of  this  request  is  to  enhance  the  ministry  of  our  local  congregations,  our 
members,  and  our  Conference  and  world  ministries. 

3.  The  Council  recommends  a  continued  emphasis  by  all  churches  on  Advance 
Specials,  both  General  Advance  and  Conference  specials.  All  churches  are  to  pay  in 
full  their  designated  apportionments  before  appropriating  funds  for  second-mile 
projects. 

4.  Each  pastoral  charge  is  asked  to  continue  support  of  Mt.  Sequoyah,  the  South  Central 
Jurisdiction  Conference  and  Retreat  Center,  with  a  goal  of  $35  per  pastoral  charge. 
Each  district  is  to  raise  the  amount  based  on  the  total  number  of  charges  in  the 
district  and  mail  it  to  the  Conference  Treasurer. 

5.  It  is  recommended  that  the  Hancock  Bank,  Whitney  National  Bank,  and  Bank  One 
be  designated  as  the  principal  depositories  for  funds  of  the  Louisiana  Annual 
Conference.  Other  financial  institutions  across  the  state  are  to  be  used  for  interest- 
bearing  accounts.  Authority  to  open  accounts  is  given  to  the  Conference  Executive 
Director  of  Administrative  Services/Treasurer  and  the  President  of  the  Council  on 
Finance  and  Administration  of  the  Louisiana  Conference.  Authorized  signatures  on 
the  accounts  and  deposit  boxes  are  to  be:  Conference  Executive  Director  of 
Administrative  Services/Treasurer,  a  designated  representative  of  the  CFA,  and  the 
Senior  Minister  of  First  UMC,  Baton  Rouge. 

6.  The  Council  has  contracted  with  William  E.  DeLoach,  Certified  Public  Accountant 
of  Baton  Rouge,  to  audit  the  books  of  the  Executive  Director  of  Administrative 
Services/Treasurer.  The  auditor's  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1999,  will 
be  published  in  the  2000  Louisiana  Conference  Journal. 

7.  We  recommend  that  the  pastoral  charge  consider  a  vouchered  amount  of  $5,100  for 
Pastor's  Travel  and  an  amount  of  $6,000  for  utilities/housing  expense  for  each 
minister. 

8.  We  recommend  that  the  local  churches  pay  on  the  moving  expenses  of  incoming 
ministers  an  amount  up  to  $4,000.  Churches  are  asked  to  budget  this  amount  each 
year.  Money  not  used  for  moving  should  be  placed  in  an  escrow  account  to  assure 
such  funds  as  needed.  When  the  recommended  amount  is  exceeded  by  the  incoming 
minister,  that  minister  should  pay  the  additional  costs. 

9.  We  remind  the  ministers  of  the  Annual  Conference  who  will  move  to  another  charge 
that  they  are  to  accept  salary  and  expense  only  through  the  end  of  the  conference 
year  (May  31),  from  the  charge  they  are  presently  serving.  The  salary  benefits  and 
expenses  paid  at  the  new  charge  begin  June  1 . 

10.  In  order  to  comply  with  the  federal  income  tax  regulations,  we  recommend  that  the 
utilities  and  other  housing  expenses  on  the  Conference  Directors'  residences  and  the 
district  parsonages  be  considered  a  part  of  their  cash  compensation  as  "Housing 
Allowance."

2.  All  remittances  for  2000  must  be  received  by  the  Conference  Treasurer's  office  not 
later  than  January  11,  2001. 

3.  The  Annual  Conference  grants  permission  to  Centenary  College  and  Dillard 
University  to  make  an  appeal  for  every  church  in  the  Conference  to  send  a  "paid 
student"  to  the  institutions. 

4.  The  Executive  Director  of  Administrative  Services/Treasurer  is  authorized  to  pay 
$15,000  from  the  District  Superintendents'  Fund  for  expenses  of  Cabinet  Meetings 
and  up  to  $1,000  for  telephone  calls  involving  appointments.  The  Executive  Director 
of  Administrative  Services/Treasurer  of  the  Conference  is  authorized  to  pay  from  the 
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District  Superintendent's  Fund  to  the  Pension  Fund  an  amount  for  each  District 
Superintendent  to  meet  the  General  Board  of  Pensions'  requirement. 

5.  We  recommend  that  each  district  provide  at  least  three-fourth  time  secretarial  help 
for  the  District  Superintendent  from  district  budget  funds.  The  Annual  Conference 
requires  that  copies  of  the  annual  budget  and  audit  for  each  district  be  mailed  to  the 
Executive  Director  of  Administrative  Services/Treasurer  for  the  Council  not  later 
than  April  1 5  following  the  previous  fiscal  year. 

6.  The  compensation  of  all  the  District  Superintendents  shall  be  equal  throughout  the 
Conference.  Since  District  Superintendents  are  appointed  by  the  Bishop  as  officers 
of  the  Conference,  their  salary,  travel  expense,  utilities  allowance,  housing 
allowance,  professional  expenses,  and  the  Conference  health  insurance  premium 
shall  be  paid  by  the  Annual  Conference.  We  recommend  the  following  income  be 
paid  to  the  District  Superintendents  from  the  District  Superintendents'  Fund:  Base 
Compensation  for  2001,  $63,912  (see  Conference  Rules  for  the  rule  concerning 
salary):  utilities/furnishings  -  $6,000;  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $3,000  to  be  drawn  by 
voucher  and  used  for  professional  expenses  to  cover  the  expense  of  Ministers' 
School,  Ministers'  Week,  Bishops'  Week,  Annual  Conference,  Continuing  Education 
and  other  expenses  that  the  District  Superintendent  incurs  in  carrying  out  the 
responsibilities  of  the  office.  The  Council  shall  provide  an  automobile  travel 
reimbursement  expense  for  each  District  Superintendent  to  be  drawn  by  voucher  at 
the  current  IRS  standard  mileage  reimbursement  rate  from  a  total  pooled  budget  of 
$73,125. 

7.  Each  Council,  Board,  Commission,  Committee,  etc.  of  the  Conference  receiving 
funding  from  the  Conference  shall  designate  one  person,  other  than  the  chairperson, 
as  the  Finance  Officer.  The  Finance  Officer  shall  keep  for  that  board  or  agency  a 
current  record  of  financial  transactions  involving  the  budget  receipts  and 
expenditures  for  that  body. 

The  Finance  Officer  shall  receive  all  vouchers  from  members  and  shall  approve  and 
submit  same  to  the  Executive  Director  of  Administrative  Services/Treasurer.  The 
vouchers  must  be  specific,  in  detail,  accompanied  by  the  appropriate  receipts,  and 
must  bear  the  signed  approval  of  the  Finance  Officer.  The  Finance  Officer  shall  in 
turn  submit  them  to  the  Conference  Executive  Director  of  Administrative 
Services/Treasurer  within  three  weeks.  In  order  to  assist  the  Executive  Director  of 
Administrative  Services/Treasurer  to  close  the  books  and  set  up  books  for  a  new 
fiscal  year,  all  Finance  Officers  shall  submit  final  vouchers  of  said  board  and  agency 
by  December  15,2000. 

Official  Voucher  Policy  for  Conference  Boards  and  Agencies: 
•  Travel  -  Within  the  State  of  Louisiana  -  Travel  Expense  for  Conference  Boards 
and  Agencies  is  set  at  a  maximum  of  15  cents  per  mile.  When  three  or  more 
members  are  traveling  together,  a  maximum  of  18  cents  per  mile  will  be  paid. 
Regardless  of  the  mode  of  travel  used,  the  maximum  of  1 5  cents  per  mile  will 
still  apply.  Beyond  the  state,  the  most  economical  mode  of  travel  must  be  used 
with  this  new  provision:  That  an  amount  of  $500  per  year  be  the  normal  limit  for 
reimbursable  travel  expense  for  members  of  Louisiana  councils,  boards, 
commissions  and  committees  who  reside  outside  the  state  boundaries  to  attend 
regular  meetings  of  their  conference  agency.    This  limit  applies  to  funds  that 
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come  from  conference  line  item  budgets.  A  Conference  agency  may  vote  to 
increase  this  amount  if  the  members  choose  to  make  an  exception  due  to  the 
specific  need  of  participation  by  a  particular  member.  This  limit  applies  only  to 
travel  and  not  to  per  diem  lodging  and  meal  costs.  Air  travel  must  be  supported 
by  the  air  ticket  stub. 
•  Lodging  and  Meals  -  Reimbursement  for  lodging  expenses  will  be  made  for  the 
actual  amount  of  expenses  incurred.  Moderately  priced  hotel  or  motel 
accommodations  are  suggested.  An  itemized  bill  must  accompany  the  request  for 
reimbursement.  Reimbursement  will  be  made  for  meals  for  the  actual  expense 
incurred,  but  not  for  entertainment  or  room  service.  Any  meals  exceeding  $5 
must  be  supported  by  receipts.  The  maximum  per  diem  for  lodging  and  meals 
will  be  $70.  Exceptions  to  the  policy  may  be  made  only  by  the  agency 
chairperson  and  Finance  Officer. 

8.  All  institutions  and  agencies  receiving  funds  from  the  Annual  Conference  are 
required  to  submit  a  financial  statement  at  the  end  of  each  calendar  year.  (See 
Conference  Rules  for  Rule  on  Annual  Audits.) 

9.  A  balance  at  the  close  of  the  year  in  the  Conference  Benevolence  Budget  of  any 
conference  board  or  agency  will  be  placed  in  the  Conference  Benevolences  Reserve 
for  the  next  year.  The  Annual  Conference  shall  continue  to  place  in  the  Contingency 
Fund  of  the  Annual  Conference  all  interest  from  the  invested  funds  of  the  different 
conference  boards  and  agencies.  The  Council  shall  use  the  Investment  Committee  of 
the  Louisiana  United  Methodist  Foundation  to  assist  in  the  investment  of  conference 
funds.  The  Executive  Director  of  Administrative  Services/Treasurer  and  the 
President  of  the  Conference  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  shall  continue  to 
serve  on  the  Investment  Committee  of  the  Louisiana  United  Methodist  Foundation. 
Local  churches  and  conference  institutions  shall  consider  using  the  Foundation  for 
the  investment  of  their  funds. 

10.  We  recommend  that  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  Wesley  Foundations  be  given 
basic  support  by  a  decimal  item  to  be  apportioned  to  the  churches  of  the  Conference. 
Amounts  of  the  funds  to  be  given  to  each  Wesley  Foundation  will  be  determined  by 
the  Board  of  Higher  Education  and  Campus  Ministry.  With  approval  of  the 
appropriate  District  Superintendents  and  District  Councils  on  Finance  and 
Administration,  local  Wesley  Foundations  may  solicit  additional  funding  from 
churches  within  the  District(s)  nearest  their  geographic  location.  Should  a  local 
church  give  additional  funds  to  the  Wesley  Foundation,  they  should  not  be  accepted 
until  it  is  verified  that  the  church  has  paid  100%  to  the  Wesley  Foundation 
apportionment  the  previous  year.  Otherwise,  the  Wesley  Foundation  must  give  those 
funds  to  the  Conference  Board  of  Higher  Education  and  Campus  Ministry  as 
payment  toward  that  church's  apportionment.  The  Conference  Treasurer  will  send  to 
the  campus  ministers  at  the  beginning  of  each  new  year  data  showing  each  local 
church's  financial  record  in  their  district  for  the  previous  year.  A  report  must  be  made 
by  the  Wesley  Foundation  to  the  District  Superintendent  and  the  District  Council  on 
Finance  and  Administration  of  any  churches  giving  such  funds  so  as  to  assure  1 00% 
payment  of  the  Wesley  Foundation  apportionments  of  the  local  church. 

1 1 .  The  Conference  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  recommends  the  following 
procedure  for  selecting  and  continuing  with  a  Conference  insurance  broker:

Brokers  selection  is  to  be  based  on  accessibility,  reputation,  selection  of  carriers, 
cost  of  product  and  knowledge  of  product  including  United  Methodist  General 
Church  Insurance.  An  Advisory/Search  Committee  of  the  Council  on  Finance 
and  Administration  will  publicize  through  the  Louisiana  NOW  when  new 
opportunities  or  bidding  on  Conference  insurance  are  available. 
After  a  broker  is  selected,  the  broker  will  normally  be  retained  for  a  minimum  of 
three  years.  This  term  is  considered  beneficial  because  of  the  multi-faceted  types 
of  coverage  necessary  for  a  variety  of  persons,  property  and  equipment.  If  the 
selected  insurance  broker's  services  are  considered  unsatisfactory  or  rates  are 
considered  excessive  during  a  three-year  cycle,  the  relationship  may  be 
terminated  and  the  broker  replaced. 

The  new  selection  procedure  became  effective  January  1,  1995.  This  selection  is 
to  be  utilized  for  each  three-year  cycle  thereafter.  The  Advisory/Search 
Committee  members  will  be  the  President  of  CFA;  the  Executive  Director  of 
Administrative  Services/Treasurer,  the  Cabinet  liaison  to  CFA;  a  representative 
of  Conference  Board  of  Trustees;  and  one  other  selected  by  the  President  of 
CFA 

12.  The  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  reminds  all  persons,  clergy  and  lay, 
handling  funds  in  local  churches  to  adhere  to  Paragraph  262.4(e)  of  the  1996  The 
Book  of  Discipline  which  states: 

"Contributions  designated  for  specific  causes  and  objects  shall  be  promptly 
forwarded  according  to  the  intent  of  the  donor  and  shall  not  be  used  for  any 
other  purpose." 

This  reminder  is  made  by  CFA  although  local  churches  and  institutions  are  presently 

and  have  always  been  responsible  for  the  proper  use  of  funds.

NOTE  1.        Organization  and  Purpose 

The  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  is  an  unincorporated  organization  of  approximately  six  hundred  United 
Methodist  Churches  located  in  Louisiana,  and  is  one  of  seventy-three  Annual  Conferences  of  The  United 
Methodist  Church  in  the  United  States.  The  Conference  elects  a  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration 
whose  purpose  is  to  "develop,  maintain,  and  administer  a  comprehensive  and  coordinated  plan  of  fiscal 
and  administrative  policies,  procedures  and  management  services  for  the  Conference.  The  Conference 
and  therefore  the  Council,  cannot  financially  obligate  any  organizational  unit  of  the  United  Methodist 
Church  except  the  Annual  Conference  itself. 

NOTE  2.       Summary  of  Significant  Accounting  Policies 

Basis  of  Presentation 


The  accompanying  financial  statements  are  prepared  on  the  cash  basis  of  accounting.  Accordingly,  the 
financial  statements  are  not  intended  to  present  financial  position  and  results  of  operations  in  conformity 
with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.  Under  the  cash  basis  method  of  accounting,  revenues  are 
recognized  when  actually  received  rather  than  when  earned,  and  expenses  are  recognized  when  paid  rather 
than  when  the  obligation  is  incurred.  The  financial  statements  are  a  summary  of  the  cash  and  investment 
activity  of  the  organization. 

Source  of  Revenue  &  Recognition 

Churches  in  the  Louisiana  Conference  are  required  to  remit  their  apportionments  to  the  Conference  to 
support  the  programs  of  the  United  Methodist  Church.  The  apportionments  are  then  allocated  to  the 
categories  as  required  by  the  General  Conference  on  Finance  and  Administration  and  in  turn  remitted  to 
the  General  Conference  on  Finance  and  Administration.  Some  cash  receipts  and  disbursements  that  occur 
after  year  end  are  recorded  as  transactions  of  the  prior  year  to  which  they  apply.  Consequently,  cash 
balances  reported  as  of  year  end  are  adjusted  for  subsequent  receipts  and  disbursements  that  are  applicable 
to  the  prior  year. 

Financial  Statement  Presentation 

The  Conference  has  adopted  Statement  of  Financial  Accounting  Standards  No.  117,  Financial  Statements 
of  Not-for-Profit  Organizations.  Under  SFAS  No.  1 17,  the  Conference  is  required  to  report  information 
regarding  its  financial  position  and  activities  according  to  three  classes  of  net  assets:  unrestricted  net 
assets,  temporarily  restricted  net  assets,  and  permanently  restricted  net  assets. 

Income  Taxes 

The  Conference  is  an  organization  of  the  United  Methodist  Church  which  is  exempt  from  federal  and  state 
income  tax  and  is  not  a  private  foundation.

NOTE  2.       Property,  Plant,  and  Equipment 


The  Conference's  policy  is  to  expense  property,  plant,  and  equipment  at  the  date  of  acquisition  which  is 
a  departure  from  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.  The  property,  plant,  and  equipment  acquired 
by  the  Conference  have  not  been  capitalized  and  are  not  presented  as  a  part  of  these  financial  statements. 

Off  Balance  Sheet  Assets 

Non-cash  gifts  received  such  as  estates  and  trusts  are  not  recorded  as  assets  until  converted  into  cash. 

Marketable  Securities  and  Other  Investments 

Investments  in  marketable  securities  and  other  investments  are  recognized  at  current  market  value  as 
determined  by  the  financial  markets  as  of  year  end.  Investments  include  high  grade  corporate  securities 
and  U.S.  Treasury  securities  with  minimal  risk  and  are  not  held  for  trading  purposes.  Investment  income, 
investment  expenses,  realized  and  unrealized  gains  and  losses  are  recorded  as  a  component  of  current 
revenues  and  expenses  and  are  not  separately  reported. 

Contributed  Services 

The  Conference  does  not  recognize  any  support,  revenue,  or  expense  from  services  contributed  by 
volunteers. 


NOTE  3.       Pension  Plan 


The  Conference  contributes  to  a  defined  benefit  plan  for  clergy  with  service  prior  to  1982.  The  total  past 
service  liability  for  1999  was  $4,745,956  The  Conference  annual  contribution  for  1999  is  $2,588,609. 

The  Conference  also  contributes  to  a  defined  contribution  pension  plan  administered  by  the  General  Board 
of  Pensions.

Report  I 

I.  Ministers  Reserve  Pension  Fund  (MRPF) 

We  recommend: 

A.  That  the  funded  annuity  rate  for  2001  be  $422.00  per  service  year.  Benefits  to 
surviving  spouses  of  ministers  shall  be  75%  of  the  annuity  rate. 

B.  That  $500,000  be  apportioned  to  the  charges  of  the  Louisiana  Annual 
Conference. 

C.  Total  past  service  liability  (prior  to  1982)  based  on  the  2001  rate  of  $422  is 
$381,788.  Our  2001  payment,  based  on  a  one-year  annual  deposit,  is  $404,694 
to  be  funded  as  follows: 

•      Conference  Apportionments $  500,000 

D.  The  Conference  Board  of  Pensions  recommends  that  the  "Past  Service  Rate"  for 
years  prior  to  1982  be  maintained  at  no  less  than  1%  of  the  "Denomination's 
Average  Compensation"  as  determined  annually  by  the  General  Board  of 
Pensions. 

E.  Payments  made  to  the  pension  apportionment  shall  be  exactly  proportional  to 
the  amount  paid  on  the  clergy  salary  or  salaries  of  a  given  charge,  i.e.  if  the 
church  does  not  pay  the  pension  apportionment  in  full,  neither  should  pastor's 
salary  be  paid  in  full.  See  Paragraph  619,  The  Book  of  Discipline. 

II.  The  Ministerial  Pension  Plan  (MPP) 

We  recommend: 

A.  That  participants  shall  all  be  clergy  members  of  the  Louisiana  Annual 
Conference  including  full  connection  deacons  and  local  pastors  under  Episcopal 
appointment  to  a  charge.  The  Conference  Board  of  Pensions  includes  in  the 
Louisiana  Conference  Plan  the  full  connection  deacons  as  a  definite  and  integral 
segment  of  the  program.  All  local  churches  and  United  Methodist  agencies  who 
employ  full-time  ordained  deacons  in  full  connection  shall  pay  12%  Ministerial 
Pension  Plan  and  4.4%  Comprehensive  Protection  Plan  in  addition  to  salary. 

B.  That  Participants  Plan  Compensation  is  the  sum  of:  Cash  Salary  (including  tax 
deferred  annuities  and  professional  expense  allowances)  received  from  church- 
related  sources;  Housing  Allowance,  or  when  a  parsonage  is  provided,  25%  of 
the  cash  salary  as  the  approximate  value  of  that  parsonage. 

C.  That  the  church's  contribution  base  be  set  at  12%  of  the  Denominational 
Average  Compensation  (DAC)  as  determined  annually  by  the  General  Board  of 
Pensions  (the  2001  DAC  is  $42,233.00).  However,  if  a  participant's 
compensation  falls  below  the  DAC,  the  participant's  salary  paying  unit  may  pay 
12%  of  actual  compensation  and  the  Comprehensive  Protection  Plan  (CPP), 
where  applicable,  will  make  a  special  allocation  so  that  the  contribution  credits 
will  be  based  on  the  DAC. 
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D.  Contributions  for  each  participant  shall  be  paid  directly  by  the  paying  unit  to  the 
General  Board  of  Pensions,  P.O.  Box  4609,  Chicago,  IL  60680-4609. 

E.  Any  local  church  that  becomes  delinquent  in  payment  will  have  until  June  15th 
of  the  following  year  to  make  payments. 

F.  Participants  shall  contribute  3%  of  Plan  Compensation  to  the  MPP  on  a  regular 
basis  with  remittances  made  directly  to  the  General  Board  of  Pensions. 

The  minister  shall  have  his/her  employer  make  direct  deposit  into  a  pre-tax  or 
after-tax  account,  in  accordance  with  Federal  Government  regulations.  Further 
information  concerning  the  Personal  Investment  Plan  may  be  obtained  from  The 
General  Board  of  Pensions,  1201  Davis  Street,  Evanston,  IL  60201).  1-800-851- 
2201 

G.  The  following  rationale  and  resolution  were  approved  at  the  January  24,  1997 
meeting  of  the  Conference  Board  of  Pension  and  Health  Benefits: 

In  accordance  with  Paragraphs  617  and  619  of  the  1996,  The  Book  of  Discipline, 
the  Louisiana  Conference,  as  many  other  conferences  have  done,  prioritized  the 
apportionments  to  reflect  the  church's  responsibility  for  ministerial  support 
items.  In  like  manner,  we  view  the  Ministerial  Pension  Plan  (MPP)  church 
portion  to  be  deferred  compensation  for  the  church's  pastor(s).  Therefore,  it 
should  have  as  high  a  priority  as  should  the  received  compensation  for  the 
pastor(s)  on  a  monthly  basis. 

The  General  Board  of  Pension  and  Health  Benefits  has  devised  a  spring  deadline 
for  paying  the  MPP  so  that  the  pastor(s)  would  not  lose  the  opportunity  to  have 
the  church's  MPP  added  to  his/her  account.  Of  course,  as  you  know,  that 
deadline  is  June  the  15th  of  each  ensuing  year. 

We  fully  believe  that  there  will  soon  come  a  time  when  we  are  100%  current, 
not  only  by  June  15th,  but  current  with  each  month's  proper  payment.  Why? 
Because  the  proper  monthly  payment  of  a  church's  MPP  is  compensation  for 
their  pastor(s)  within  that  month.  Failure  to  deposit  in  a  timely  manner  penalizes 
the  pastor(s)  as  to  the  equity  growth  of  that  amount  of  money.  That  is  unfair  and 
unacceptable  to  our  Conference.  Our  pastors  give  of  themselves  to  their  people 
and  for  Christ's  glory  on  a  monthly  basis  and  should  be  properly  and  fully 
compensated  monthly.

Pension  Plan  of  the  United  Methodist  Church,  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  MPP  plan  document  in  Section  2.37  entitled  "Salary-Paying  Unit"  or 
"Church"  declares  that  it  "Shall  mean  one  of  the  following  units  associated  with  The 
United  Methodist  Church...",  and, 

WHEREAS,  2.37,  f.  states,  "...a  local  church  located  in  a  Conference...",  and, 
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WHEREAS,  "pension  benefits"  have  been  legally  determined  to  be  "deferred 
compensation". 

IT  IS  HEREBY  RESOLVED  that  the  United  Methodist 

Church  does  hereby  accept  full  ethical,  moral  and  legal  responsibility  for  the  payment  in 
full  of  pension  for  the  pastor(s)  assigned  to  said  church,  and, 

IT  IS  FURTHER  HEREBY  RESOLVED  that  the  United 

Methodist  Church  will  pay  the  pensions  in  a  timely  manner,  and, 

IT  IS  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  the United  Methodist 

Church  understands  that  failure  to  pay  the  pensions  in  full  will  be  taken  into 
consideration  relative  to  whether  or  not  the  congregation  is  financially  able  to  support  a 
pastor(s)  in  the  future.

III.  The  Comprehensive  Protection  Plan  (CPP) 

We  recommend: 

A.  That  participants  shall  all  be  clergy  in  full  connection,  probationary,  associate 
members  or  full-time  local  pastors  under  Episcopal  appointment,  who  have  a 
plan  compensation  of  not  less  than  60%  of  the  DAC 

B.  That  the  churches  contribute,  on  behalf  of  each  participant,  an  amount  equal  to 
4.4%  of  the  cash  salary  plus  a  25%  housing  factor  up  to  a  DAC  maximum. 
Remittances  are  made  directly  to  the  General  Board  of  Pensions  in  conjunction 
with  MPP  payments. 

C.  Based  on  the  Denominational  Average  2001  Compensation  (DAC)  of  $42,233: 

1 .  Minimum  Surviving  Spouse  Annuity  Benefits  -  The  surviving  spouse  of  an 
active  participant  is  eligible  to  receive  a  minimum  pension  of  20%  of  the 
DAC.  The  CPP  will  supplement  pension  payments  as  needed  to  assure  the 
required  20%  minimum  benefit.* 

2.  Surviving  Child  Benefits  -  Children  under  the  age  18:10%  of  the  DAC* 
annually.  Children  between  the  ages  of  18-25:  20%  of  the  DAC*  annually 
for  up  to  four  years,  if  enrolled  in  school  full  time. 
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3.  Death  Benefits  -  Payable  upon  the  death  of  a  participant:  150%  of  the  DAC 
($63,349.50  for  2001)  if  death  occurs  before  age  47.  It  decreases  annually  to 
38%  of  the  DAC  at  age  70.  At  retirement,  the  benefit  becomes  30%  of  the 
DAC  ($12,669.90  for  2001).  Payable  upon  the  death  of  the  spouse  of  a 
participant:  20%  of  DAC.  Payable  upon  the  death  of  a  surviving  spouse  of  a 
deceased  participant:  15%  of  DAC.  Payable  upon  the  death  of  a  child:  10% 
of  DAC. 

4.  Disability  Benefits  -  40%  annually  of  the  DAC* 

MPP  Church  Account  Contributions  will  continue  at  the  rate  of  12% 
annually  of  the  DAC. 

*The  amounts  are  based  on  percentages  of  the  DAC  in  effect  on  the  benefit 
starting  date.  Once  initiated,  these  benefits  increase  3%  annually  on  the 
anniversary  of  the  benefit  starting  date. 

D.  The  Conference  Board  of  Pension  and  Health  Benefits  is  recommending  one  of 
the  options  available  to  Conferences  through  the  Comprehensive  Protection 
Plan.  Article  111,  Section  3.02  (a)  states  that  persons  "appointed  to  less  than 
full-time  service"  not  participate  in  the  CPP  unless  special  arrangements  are 
made.  Special  arrangements  for  such  cases  may  be  found  in  the  "Plan"  at  Article 
111,  Section 3.03  (a). 

The  Conference  Board  can  offer  the  CPP  on  an  elective  basis  which  allows  the 
individual  at  less  than  full-time  service  (50%  or  more)  to  elect  to  participate.  In 
such  a  case  the  individual  participant  would  pay  the  4.4%  of  compensation  for 
which  they  would  receive  the  death  and  disability  benefit  only.  No  provisions 
are  made  in  the  plan  for  those  less  than  full-time  to  receive  the  MPP  build  up. 

IV.  The  Basic  Protection  Plan  (BPP)* 

A.  The  Louisiana  Conference  Board  of  Pensions  participates  in  the  Basic  Protection 
Plan,  a  supplement  Death  Benefit  Program  of  the  General  Board  of  Pensions.  In 
addition  to  the  Comprehensive  Protection  Plan  benefits,  the  designated 
beneficiaries  will  receive: 

1 .  Upon  the  death  of  an  Active  Participant  a  sum  of  $  1 0,000 

2.  Upon  the  death  of  a  Retired  Participant  a  sum  of  $5,000 

3.  Upon  the  death  of  the  spouse  of  an  Active  Participant  a  sum  of  $5,000 

B.  A  person  shall  be  an  Active  Participant  in  BPP  if  employed  by  a  BPP  plan 
sponsor  and  if  he/she  meets  one  of  the  following: 

1 .  A  clergy  member  (full,  probationary  or  associate)  of  a  Conference  under 
full-time  episcopal  appointment  serving  at  3/4  time; 

2.  A  full-time  local  pastor  under  episcopal  appointment; 

3.  A  clergyperson  of  another  denomination  serving  3/4  time; 

4.  A  clergyperson  who  has  been  granted  Conference  disability  leave; 

5.  Retired  clergy  who  have  been  enrolled  in  BPP  for  five  years  prior  as  an 
active  employee  and  who  have  retired  according  to  the  provisions  of  1)355.1 
(mandatory  retirement),  or  TJ355. 2a  (with  20  years  of  service),  or  ^|355.2b 
(with  35  years  of  service  or  at  age  62),  or  l|355.2c  (with  40  years  of  service 
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or  at  age  65)  of  The  Book  of  Discipline  and  retired  full-time  local  pastors 
who  have  retired  according  to  the  provisions  of  ^|345.5  of  The  Book  of 
Discipline. 

V.  Other  Death  Benefits  Programs  Provided  by  the 
Conference  Board  of  Pensions* 

The  Louisiana  Conference  Board  of  Pensions  also  provides  a  Death  Benefit  under 
the  following  circumstances: 

A.  That  upon  their  death  the  designated  beneficiaries  of  all  active  clergy  with 
total  compensation  (base  plus  housing)  of  less  than  $10,000  and  all  clergy 
with  1 0  years  or  more  of  service  who  are  not  eligible  for  a  death  benefit  under 
any  other  death  benefit  plan  be  entitled  to  a  $5,000  benefit  through  the 
Conference  Board  of  Pensions.  This  includes  the  beneficiaries  of  clergy  with 
conference  relationships  of  Part-time  Local  Pastor,  Other  Denomination,  Non- 
conference,  Full-time  Local  Pastors  and  Associate  Members. 

B.  That  clergy  eligible  for  the  Conference  Death  Benefit  of  $5,000  be  notified  of 
that  policy  by  letter  and  that  a  time  period  of  one  year  following  the  death  be 
allowed  for  a  claim  to  be  filed. 

The  Death  Benefit  Programs  that  are  a  supplement  to  the  Comprehensive 
Protection  Plan  are  an  additional  financial  obligation  of  the  Louisiana  Conference 
Board  of  Pensions.  The  Board  has  been  able  to  increase  these  benefits  and 
continue  raising  the  per  service  year  rate  as  a  result  of  favorable  earnings  from 
Pension  reserves  and  without  increases  in  the  local  church  apportionments.

Report  No.  II 

I.     Medical  and  Health  Care  Programs 

A.  The  Conference  Board  of  Pensions  is  authorized  to  act  for  the  Louisiana 
Conference  to  provide  comprehensive  major  medical  expense,  dental  care  and 
vision  benefits  group  insurance  for  the  ministers,  surviving  spouses,  dependents 
and  lay  (full-time)  employees  of  the  churches  and  institutions  as  defined  by  the 
plan. 

B.  Between  sessions  of  the  Annual  Conference  the  Board  may  make  changes  in  the 
program  or  the  carrier  with  approval  of  the  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration  and  the  Cabinet. 

C.  Participation  in  Conference  medical  and  health  care  benefit  programs  is  highly 
recommended  of  all  participants  who  meet  the  definition  of  an  eligible 
participant  as  defined  by  the  plan. 

Enrollment  must  be  accomplished  within  30  days  following  the  effective  date  of 
ministers'  appointments  or  the  hiring  of  lay  employees.  After  that  time,  a 
participant  would  be  eligible  to  enroll  if  a  Special  Enrollment  Provision  were 
met.    Such  provisions  would  be  either  a  loss  of  coverage,  or  if  there  is  a  new 
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dependent  as  a  result  of  marriage,  birth,  adoption  or  placement  for  adoption. 
Enrollment  under  either  of  these  provisions  should  be  requested  within  30  days 
of  the  loss  of  coverage,  marriage,  birth,  adoption  or  placement  for  adoption.  An 
Open  Enrollment  period  is  available  each  October  with  coverage  to  become 
effective  the  following  January  1 . 

ii.  Louisiana  Conference  Self-Funded  Insurance  Plan-Group  1 108 

Our  self-funded  group  insurance  plan  is  a  comprehensive  major  medical  program  for 
participants  who  meet  the  requirements  to  be  enrolled  into  the  plan.  The  following  is  only  a 
brief  synopsis  of  our  plan,  and  gives  the  highlights  only.  Each  participant  must  refer  to 
the  benefit  booklet  for  details  of  the  plan.

III.  Additional  General  Plan  Provisions 

A.  Revisions  to  Second  Surgical  Opinion:  Mandatory  second  surgical  opinion  for 
previously  listed  surgeries  is  deleted.  Penalty  for  listed  surgeries  when  second 
opinion  is  not  obtained  is  deleted. 

NOTE:  While  it  is  no  longer  a  requirement  to  have  a  second  surgical  opinion, 
such  opinion  will  be  considered  an  eligible  medical  expense  if  performed  as 
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indicated  below.     However,  they  will  be  subject  to  the  deductible  and  co- 
payment: 

1.  Charges  for  a  voluntary  second  surgical  opinion  evaluating  the  need  for 
surgery  by  a  second  (or  third)  physician,  including  the  consulting  opinion 
and  directly  related  diagnostic  services  by  a  physician,  provided  the 
physician: 

a.  Is  a  board-certified  specialist  in  the  condition  for  which  the 
procedure  is  proposed  or  has  been  referred  to  the  covered  person 
by  a  medical  society;  and 

b.  Does  not  perform  or  assist  with  the  procedure  if  it  is  performed; 
and 

c.  Does  not  have  any  business  or  financial  association  with  the 
qualified  physician  performing  the  procedure  if  it  is  performed. 

2.  When  three  (3)  covered  persons  within  a  family  unit  have  satisfied  their 
individual  deductible  for  a  calendar  year  within  that  calendar  year,  or  if  the 
family  as  a  unit  has  incurred  $900  of  covered  expenses  within  a  calendar 
year  which  were  applied  toward  the  satisfaction  of  the  deductible  amount, 
no  other  covered  persons  within  that  family  unit  will  be  required  to  satisfy 
an  individual  deductible  for  that  calendar  year. 

3 .  If  two  (2)  or  more  Covered  Persons  within  a  family  are  injured  in  the  same 
accident,  only  one  cash  deductible  will  be  applied  each  year  against  all 
expenses  incurred  as  a  result  of  such  accident. 

4.  Plan  participants  with  a  pre-existing  condition  should  consult  the  benefit 
booklet  to  know  when  coverage  for  such  condition  will  be  accepted  under 
the  terms  of  the  Plan.  The  "pre-existing  condition"  is  as  follows: 

During  the  first  six  months  (eighteen  months  for  enrolled  during  an 
Open  Enrollment  Period)  from  the  enrollment  date,  which  shall  be  the 
"Pre-existing  Condition  Limitation  Period"  exclusion,  this  Plan  will 
not  provide  benefits  for  a  Covered  Person  for  any  condition,

VII.  MS  -  65  Prescription  Drug  Program 

This  is  administered  by  The  Conference  Board  of  Pensions  for  persons  over  65 
who  are  retired  and  enrolled  in  the  Louisiana  Conference  Self-funded  Medicare 
Supplement  plan. 

A.  All  prescriptions  purchased  on  or  after  January  1,  1996,  will  be  processed 
by  Script  Care.  You  must  present  your  Script  Care  ID  Card  to  identify 
yourself  as  a  participant  In  the  program  to  your  participating  pharmacy. 
When  you  purchase  your  prescriptions  at  a  participating  pharmacy,  you 
must  first  satisfy  a  $100  calendar  year  deductible.  You  then  pay  only  20% 
of  the  cost  for  brand  name  drugs  and  you  will  not  be  charged  for  generics. 
You  will  no  longer  need  to  send  printouts  or  receipts  to  Louisiana 
Conference  UMC. 

B.  All  prescription  claims  that  are  submitted  directly  to  Script  Care  beyond  90 
days  after  the  effective  date  of  the  program  will  incur  a  charge  of  $2.00  per 
prescription.  If  your  pharmacy  is  not  a  part  of  the  Script  Care  network, 
please  call  Script  Care  at  1-800-880-9988  so  that  they  may  be  contacted  to 
become  a  part  of  the  Script  Care  network.

When  the  full 
premium  is  paid,  the  minister  is  able  to  exclude  the  full  amount  from 
income  and  therefore  realizes  a  significant  tax  advantage. 
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3.  Remittances  shall  be  sent  monthly,  IN  ADVANCE,  to  the  Conference 
Office  of  Financial  Affairs,  527  North  Boulevard,  Baton  Rouge,  LA 
70802.  Use  the  Conference  Remittance  Report  Forms  and  report 
premium  payments  on  line  5614.  Checks  should  be  made  payable  to 
Louisiana  Annual  Conference. 

IX.  Cancellation  of  Benefits 

A.  If  a  participant  in  any  of  the  Conference  insurance  programs  becomes  three 
(3)  months  in  arrears  on  payment  of  premiums,  his/her  coverage  will  be 
discontinued. 

B.  Reinstatement  will  not  be  permitted  for  one  full  year.  Payment  of  the 
amount  in  arrears  plus  one  month  payment  in  advance  must  be  remitted 
before  reinstatement. 

C.  Participants  previously  covered  under  this  Plan  whose  coverage  ceases  due 
to  lay-off,  termination  of  employment  or  whose  coverage  lapses  from  non- 
payment of  any  required  contribution,  and  who  is  re-hired  and  becomes  an 
eligible  Employee  shall  become  eligible  for  coverage  again,  for  Employee 
and  any  previously  covered  eligible  Dependents,  subject  to  all  plan 
provisions  required  of  a  new  Employee.

All  claims  must  be  sent  to  Employee  Benefit  Services  within  one  (1)  year  from 
the  date  the  expense  was  incurred  in  order  to  be  considered  eligible  for  payment. 
It  is  required  that  persons  serving  appointments  beyond  the  age  of  65  retain 
regular  coverage  as  primary  carrier  with  Medical  secondary  until  retirement.

6.  Rev.  Robert  F.  DeBusk,  Jr.  in  an  amount  based  on  six  and  one-fourth  (6  lA) 
years  annuity  credit  at  the  1987  rate. 

7.  Rev.  Troy  B.  Garrett  in  an  amount  based  on  twelve  (12)  years  of  annuity 
credit  at  the  1967  rate. 

II.  Resolution  Relating  to  Rental/Housing  Allowances  for 
Retired  or  Disabled  Ministers  of  this  Conference 

WHEREAS,  the  religious  denomination  known  as  The  United  Methodist  Church 
has  and  functions  through  Ministers  of  the  Gospel  who  are  duly  ordained  or  licensed; 
and 

WHEREAS,  the  practice  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  is  to  provide  a  parsonage 
or  a  rental  allowance  as  part  of  the  gross  compensation  for  each  of  its  active  ordained 
or  licensed  ministers;  and 

WHEREAS,  pensions  paid  to  retired  and  disabled  ordained  or  licensed  ministers  of 
The  United  Methodist  Church  are  considered  as  deferred  compensation  and  are  paid 
to  said  retired  and  disabled  ordained  or  licensed  ministers  in  consideration  of 
previous  active  service;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  has  recognized  that  the  Louisiana  Annual 
Conference  is  the  appropriate  organization  to  designate  a  housing/rental  allowance 
for  retired  and  disabled  ordained  or  licensed  ministers  who  are  members  of  this 
Conference; 

NOW  THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED: 

1.  An  amount  equal  to  100%  of  the  pension  payments  received  during  the  year  of 
2000  be  and  is  hereby  designated  as  a  rental/housing  allowance  for  each  retired 
and  disabled  ordained  or  licensed  minister  of  the  United  Methodist  Church  who 
is  or  was  a  member  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  at  the  time  of  his  or  her 
retirement; 

2.  This  rental/housing  allowance  shall  apply  to  each  retired  and  disabled  ordained 
or  licensed  minister  who  has  been  granted  the  retired  relation  or  placed  on 
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disability  leave  by  the  Louisiana  Conference  and  whose  name  and  relationship 
to  the  Conference  is  recorded  in  the  Journal  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  and  in 
other  appropriate  records  maintained  by  the  Conference. 

3.  The  pension  payment  to  which  this  rental/housing  allowance  applies  shall  be  the 
pension  payment  resulting  from  all  service  of  such  retired  and  disabled  ordained 
or  licensed  minister  from  all  employment  by  any  local  church,  Annual 
Conference  or  institution  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  or  of  any  former 
denomination  that  is  now  a  part  of  The  United  Methodist  Church,  or  from  any 
other  employer  who  employed  the  minister  to  perform  services  related  to  the 
ministry  and  who  elected  to  make  contributions  to  the  pension  funds  of  The 
United  Methodist  Church  for  such  retired  minister's  pension. 

NOTErThe  rental/housing  allowance  which  may  be  excluded  from  a  minister's 
gross  income  is  limited  to  the  lesser  of  ( 1 )  the  amount  of  the  rental/housing 
allowance  designated  by  the  minister's  employer  or  other  appropriate  body,  (2) 
the  amount  actually  expended  by  the  minister  to  provide  his  or  her  housing  or 
(3)  the  legally-determined  fair  rental  value  of  the  parsonage  or  other  housing 
provided.  As  specified  in  Rev.  Rul.  71-290,  C.B.  92,  "the  only  amount  that  will 
qualify  for  exclusion  under  section  107(2)  of  the  Code  as  a  'rental  allowance'  is 
an  amount  equal  to  the  fair  rental  value  of  the  home,  including  furnishings  and 
appurtenances  such  as  a  garage,  plus  the  cost  of  utilities." 

III.  Investments 

Recommend  the  continued  supervision  of  investment  of  Pension  Crusade  funds  by 
the  Investment  Committee  of  The  United  Methodist  Foundation  of  Louisiana  with 
the  Chairperson  of  the  Board  and  the  Executive  Director  of  the  Board  serving  as  ex- 
officio  members  of  the  committee. 

IV.Other  Matters 

A.  The  benefits  listed  in  this  report  relating  to  MRPF,  MPP,  and  CPP,  are  a 
summary  of  the  programs  in  which  this  Conference  participates  through  the 
General  Board  of  Pension  and  Health  Benefits.  All  claims  are  subject  to  the 
detailed  programs  and  interpretations  of  The  General  Board. 

B.  The  Conference  Board  of  Pensions  for  2000  will  reimburse  (upon  receipt  of 
voucher)  the  necessary  moving  expenses  incurred  by  ministers  when  they  retire, 
up  to  a  maximum  of  $4;000  and  the  moving  expenses  of  surviving  annuitant(s) 
of  a  minister  who  dies  while  under  appointment  in  a  full  connection,  associate, 
probationary  or  a  full-time  local  pastor  relationship. 

C.  The  Conference  Board  of  Pensions  is  pleased  to  provide  housing  on  the 
Centenary  Campus  for  retirees  and  their  spouses  or  surviving  spouses  who  wish 
to  attend  Annual  Conference.  We  recommend  that  reservation  requests  be 
submitted  to  Centenary  NO  LATER  THAN  April  1st.  The  Board  is  not 
responsible  for  any  other  housing  arrangement.  Meals  will  also  be  provided  by 
the  Board  in  the  Centenary  Cafeteria. 

D.  Retirees  who  are  concerned  about  late  pension  checks  should  not  contact  the 
General  Board  of  Pension  and  Health  Benefits  before  the  10th  of  the  month. 
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E.  Information  about  personal  pension  accounts  may  be  obtained  by  calling  the 
General  Board  of  Pension  and  Health  Benefits  at  1-800-851-2201. 

F.  Subscriptions  to  the  LOUISIANA  NOW  will  be  provided  to  all  retirees  and 
surviving  spouses  by  the  Conference  Board  of  Pensions.

Time  used  for  Continuing  Education,  as  defined  by  The  Book  of  Discipline  of  the  United  Methodist 
Church  and  according  to  the  rules  set  by  the  Conference  Board  of  Ordained  Ministry,  shall  not  be 
considered  as  vacation  time  or  used  in  lieu  of  vacation  time.  Vacation  time  is  on  a  conference  year 
basis.  Vacation  time  not  used  in  one  year  cannot  be  carried  over  into  the  next  year. 

Days  Off  Policy: 

The  Annual  Conference's  policy  is  that  each  local  church's  Pastor  Parish  Relations 
Committee  establish  a  days  off  policy  with  the  pastor(s)  of  the  charge.  The  minimum 
standard  for  days  off  is  as  follows:  2  days  per  week  and  2  nights  per  week.  Additional 
time  should  be  set  aside  each  week  for  prayer  and  study  for  the  pastor's  use. 

Churches  should  encourage  their  pastor(s)  to  participate  in  physical  exercise  programs, 
good  nutrition  programs,  and  to  get  regular  checkups  with  their  doctors. 

This  policy  is  to  be  printed  each  year  in  the  Journal  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference. 
The  Cabinet  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  will  send  a  copy  of  this  policy  to  the 
Chairperson  of  the  Pastor-Parish  Relations  Committee  in  each  District.

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The  Report  of  Conference  Trustees 

The  Louisiana  Conference  Board  of  Trustees  met  on  Wednesday,  March  15,  2000  (10:00 
a.m.)  at  the  First  United  Methodist  Church,  Pineville,  to  make  preparations  for  this 
session  of  Annual  Conference.  Trustees  continue  to  emphasize  the  following: 

•  Local  churches  and  cemetery  associations  are  reminded  particularly  that  they  must 
be  incorporated.  Local  church  Boards  of  Trustees  are  strongly  encouraged  to  review 
annually  insurance  coverage,  all  legal  documents,  and  insurance  of  day  care  centers 
and  cemeteries. 

•  Pastors  of  local  churches  are  again  asked  to  examine  local  church  documents, 
making  sure  that  ALL  documents  are  in  order  and  contain  the  necessary  TRUST 
CLAUSES. 

•  District  Superintendents  are  gently  reminded  that  all  legal  matters  to  be  acted  upon 
during  the  2001  session  of  the  Annual  Conference  must  be  presented  to  the 
Conference  Board  of  Trustees  at  least  ninety  (90)  days  preceding  the  Conference 
session.

Board  of  Church  and  Society 

The  Board  of  Church  and  Society  is  traditionally  divided  into  four  work  areas:  Human 
Welfare;  Political  and  Human  Rights;  Social  and  Economic  Justice;  and  Environmental 
Justice  and  Survival.  Each  sub-group  concentrates  on  one  or  two  social  concerns  that  the 
church  may  have.  Some  of  the  concerns  in  which  the  board  has  had  direct  and  indirect 
involvement  include  support  of  Restorative  Justice  Seminars  and  Grace  Camp,  concern 
about  the  death  penalty  and  about  gun  control,  support  of  the  Faith-Based  Work  Force 
Workshop,  concern  for  the  many  different  problems  in  society  which  hurt  our  children, 
and  initial  looking  into  the  Anti-Racism  booklets  presently  being  published,  pollution  and 
environmental  concerns,  as  well  as  continuing  with  the  Peace  with  Justice  high  school 
essay  contest. 

In  this  world  given  to  our  care  by  God,  there  are  unfortunately  many  great  needs  and 
struggles.  As  Christians,  it  is  our  right  and  privilege  to  not  only  be  concerned,  but  to 
show  that  concern  by  our  words  and  actions.  Though  sometimes  this  is  done  on  a 
Conference  scale,  it  usually  tends  to  be  more  of  a  local  demonstration  of  love  in  action. 
The  Conference  Board  thanks  and  applauds  those  people,  lay  and  clergy,  who  have 
striven  to  be  the  voice  and  the  hands  of  God  in  a  broken  and  sin-sick  world.  May  we 
pray  for  each  other  as  we  struggle  to  do  God's  work.  And  let  the  Board  know  of  your 
needs  and  concerns.  Perhaps  we  can  help;  we  may  can  acquire  written  materials  for  your 
use;  we  have  some  money  that  can  be  used  to  help  in  social  concern  ministries;  we  can 
also  possibly  connect  you  with  others  who  may  be  involved  in  similar  ministries;  we  can 
certainly  pray  for  you. 

What  are  some  of  the  predominant  concerns  right  now?  In  your  community,  some  may 
not  be  as  strongly  prevalent  as  elsewhere,  yet  they  may  effect  you  even  without  your 
awareness. 

For  example,  not  only  has  Louisiana  become  a  gambling  stronghold,  it  has  quickly 
become  reliant  on  the  gambling  industry  for  survival.  Where  the  boats  and  caSINos  are, 
other  businesses  seem  to  be  thriving;  however,  so  is  crime,  problem  gambling,  abuse  and 
neglect  of  families,  and  other  undesired  results.  Because  of  the  economic  thriving,  we 
(even  we?)  seem  to  no  longer  strongly  desire  the  expulsion  of  gambling.  Yet,  as 
Christians,  we  must  remember  that  sin  and  evil,  no  matter  how  desirous  and  tempting,  is 
still  that.  Therefore,  we  encourage  individual  Christians  and  churches  to  make  a  stand  by 
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refusing  to  participate  in  it,  by  praying  against  it,  by  speaking  out  against  it,  etc.,  as  the 
Lord  leads. 

Also,  concerns  about  racism  and  about  cultural  and  racial  differences  continue  to  be  lifted 
up.  A  series  of  booklets  are  in  the  process  of  being  published  to  be  used  in  group  study 
concerning  racism.  So  far,  three  of  these  Anti-Racism  Booklets  have  been  made 
available.  The  Conference  Board  looks  forward  to  the  possibility  of  working  with  the 
Commission  on  Religion  and  Race  to  encourage  groups  in  the  local,  district,  and  even 
conference  level  to  study  and  discuss  problems  of  racism  with  the  help  of  these  booklets. 
We  have  again  held  a  high  school  Peace  With  Justice  Essay  Contest  this  year.  The 
ultimate  goals  for  the  writers  probably  are  the  tempting  cash  awards.  Our  purpose, 
though,  is  to  encourage  the  thinking  processes  of  our  high  schoolers,  so  that  their 
concerns  for  the  needs  for  true  peace  for  all  would  be  raised.

Whereas  measurable  progress  in  the  South  has  been  enjoyed  in  economic  development, 
but  poverty's  grasp  on  Louisiana  citizens  has  not  been  loosened;  and 

Whereas  poverty  impacts  Health,  Education,  Violence,  Housing,  and  Hunger,  and 

Whereas  a  tradition  of  devalued  education,  depressed  wage  rates  and  unequal 
distribution  of  wealth  continues  to  plague  Louisiana,  and 

Whereas  Louisiana  is  the  only  southern  state  where  more  people  are  moving  out  than 
coming  in  -  in  an  attempt  to  find  better  paying  jobs,  and 

Whereas  there  appears  to  be  a  lack  of  consensus  about  the  importance  of  alleviating 
poverty  to  ensure  a  future  viability  and  excellent  quality  of  life  for  all  Louisiana  citizens, 
and 

Whereas  United  Methodists  are  much  present  in  corners  of  political  power  and  business 
development, 

Therefore  be  it  resolved  that  United  Methodists  at  Annual  Conference  at  Centenary 
College  in  June  of  2000  resolve  to  commit  the  following: 

1.     That  we  call  on  all  our  members  to  pray  for  repentance  for  our  collective  denial  of 
the  pervasiveness  of  poverty  and  economic  injustice  in  our  state. 
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2.  That  we  call  on  all  our  members,  through  all  methods  possible  to  become  better 
informed  about  the  enormous  challenge  facing  our  great  state  in  the  area  of  economic 
justice. 

3.  That  we  commit  to  making  the  alleviation  of  poverty  a  priority  in  our  common  life. 

4.  That  we  recognize  that  meaningful  progress  in  economic  justice  will  not  happen  by 
simply  increasing  taxes  on  corporations  and  the  business  community,  but  by  a  broad 
based  tax  reform  program  that  may  include  reducing  the  Homestead  exemption. 

5.  That  we  seek  to  be  connected  in  our  individual  communities  to  persons  and  groups 
who  differ  from  us,  significantly,  in  economic  income  levels,  especially  in  our  places 
of  worship  and  in  our  educational  systems. 

6.  That  we  dare  to  believe  that  an  awakened  United  Methodist  membership  can  make  a 
difference  to  raise  Louisiana  to  a  higher  level  of  economic  justice  that  will  make  us 
proud  of  both  our  rich,  diverse  cultural  heritage  and  our  improvement  in  the  quality 
of  life  for  all  our  citizens. 

7.  That  we  affirm  that  this  call  to  action  is  mandated  not  only  by  the  example  of  our 
Lord  and  Savior,  Jesus  Christ,  but  also  by  the  life  and  witness  of  John  Wesley  in 
eighteenth  century  England.

Board  of  Discipleship 

During  the  1996  -  2000  quadrennium,  the  Board  of  Discipleship  has  been  navigating 
uncharted  structural  waters.  Questions  about  the  mission  of  the  Board  persist  in  the  light 
of  the  restructuring.  Such  questions  as,  "Is  the  Board  only  to  be  a  funding  agent  and  a 
connecting  agent  between  the  general  Church  and  this  Conference?",  or  "Is  this  Board  to 
initiate  strategic  programming  that  might  not  or  cannot  be  done  by  districts  and  local 
congregations?"  In  spite  of  these  unanswered  questions,  the  Board  has  been  able  to  do 
the  following  this  Conference  year: 

•  Several  of  our  pastors  received  scholarships  for  the  Millennial  Event  in  Houston, 
Texas.  This  was  a  historic  evangelism  event  of  nine  Methodist  denominations.  This 
event  provided  our  leaders  a  golden  opportunity  to  think  and  learn  about  sharing  our 
love  of  God  with  others.  However,  because  of  this  unique  pan-Methodist  event,  our 
leaders  were  able  to  grow  forward  our  United  Methodist  commitment  to  ecumenism 
and  the  Holy  Universal  Church. 

•  Rev.  Tom  Dolph  has  provided  our  Conference  with  excellent  leadership  in  the  area 
of  youth  ministry.  Through  his  initiative,  the  board  has  been  able  to  fund  youth 
workers  training. 

•  The  Board,  in  cooperation  and  participation  with  the  chairs  of  the  Board  of  Global 
Ministries  and  Board  of  Church  and  Society,  set  up  a  task  force  to  work  with 
congregations  interested  in  implementing  ministries  of  care  and  compassion,  i.e., 
child-feeding  programs,  after-school  care  for  children,  literacy  programs,  credit 
unions  and  other  measures  that  help  develop  the  community  and  break  the  poverty 
cycle.  This  task  force  was  established  on  the  premise  of  being  able  to  help 
congregations  with  seed  monies  and  assist  in  finding  the  necessary  additional  funds 
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in  order  to  provide  these  social-outreach  ministries.  However,  the  task  force  has 
been  denied  funding.  Therefore,  this  important  follow-up  process  to  the  Bishop's 
Initiative  on  Children  and  Poverty  is  in  limbo.  We  are  still  looking  for  funding. 

•  There  are  a  host  of  Board  concerns  that  our  Conference  has  delegated  to  our  nine 
District  Ministry  Teams.  Across  our  Conference,  such  ministry  concerns  as  retreats, 
Cursillos,  Vacation  Church  Schools,  and  many  other  excellent  ministries  are  taking 
place.  For  this  we  give  thanks. 

•  We  celebrate  the  continued  success  of  the  North  Louisiana  Christian  Ashram.  This 
year  it  celebrated  its  25  Ashram  in  Ruston.  This  renewal  and  discipleship  ministry 
began  with  the  assistance  of  the  Board  of  Discipleship.  There  were  130  people  who 
attended  this  year. 

In  the  upcoming  Conference  year,  the  Board  of  Discipleship  has  joined  hands  with  the 
Foundation  and  CFA  to  bring  in  Dr.  Kennon  Callahan  to  lead  three  tri-district  events  on 
the  subject  of  "Stewardship:  Managing  Our  Personal  and  Congregational  Resources." 
The  dates  and  details  will  be  publicized  as  they  are  established.  This  promises  to  be  an 
event  that  many  members  and  congregations  will  benefit.  The  newly  elected  Board  will 
cast  a  larger  vision  for  ministry  for  this  coming  quadrennium! 

The  waters  are  still  uncharted.  It  would  enhance  the  mission  of  our  Conference  if  the 
Transition  Team,  the  CMT,  and  others  in  the  Conference  would  map  out  a  general  plan  of 
action  in  light  of  the  requirements  of  the  Discipline  and  our  own  structure.  Please  give 
this  Board  your  prayers  and  support  for  the  ministry  of  the  Board.

We  celebrate  the  outstanding  support  Louisiana's  congregations  have  given  to  the  global 
ministry  of  the  Church  through  World  Service  apportionments,  the  United  Methodist 
Women,  Annual  Conference  and  general  Advance  Specials,  and  Volunteers  in  Mission. 
Hundreds  of  thousands  of  persons  have  been  brought  into  a  saving  knowledge  of  the 
grace  of  Jesus  Christ  through  your  gifts  of  prayer,  time,  donations-in-kind,  money,  and 
service.  The  leadership  of  Bishop  Dan  Solomon  as  President  of  the  General  Board  of 
Global  Ministries  this  quadrenium  has  brought  that  agency  to  a  higher  level  of 
accountability  and  commitment  to  spreading  the  gospel  in  word  and  deed. 

Local  congregations  are  entering  into  Covenant  Relationships  with  United  Methodist 
missionaries  by  agreeing  to  pay  $3  per  member  as  salary  support  for  that  specific 
missionary  each  year.  The  congregation  receives  newsletters  from  the  missionary  and  a 
visit  when  he  or  she  is  home  on  furlough.  To  receive  a  brochure  about  this  special 
opportunity,  contact  the  Conference  Mission  Secretary  to  be  elected  in  June  2000.

Our  partnerships  with  the  Rio  Grande  and  Oklahoma  Missionary  Conferences  are  vital  as 
we  work  with  them  to  raise  more  funds  each  year  to  supplement  the  inadequate  salaries 
of  their  pastors.    Your  General  Advance  Special  gifts  make  a  world  of  difference.    You

All  applications  for  grants  from  the  General  Board  of  Global  Ministries  must  be 
submitted  to  the  Office  of  Special  Ministries  30  days  prior  to  the  General  Board's 
deadline  (This  policy  was  adopted  by  the  Annual  Conference  in  1999).  Failure  to  submit 
applications  that  far  ahead  may  mean  they  will  not  be  considered  until  the  next  grant 
period  6  months  later.  This  thirty  days  are  necessary  for  Annual  Conference  officers  and 
the  Annual  Conference  Board  of  Global  Ministries  to  consider  the  application.  Churches 
and  agencies  applying  for  these  grants  may  want  to  also  apply  in  October-November  for 
Support  Action  Ministry  (S.A.M.)  grants  of  the  Annual  Conference  to  indicate  our 
Conference's  investment  in  the  grant  application. 

Advance  Specials  are  the  avenue  for  designated  giving  for  United  Methodist  mission 
projects.  After  a  local  church  has  paid  its  World  Service  apportionment  in  full,  it  may 
select  one  or  more  projects  to  which  it  gives  extra  gifts.  Projects  sponsored  by  the 
Louisiana  Conference  are  Annual  Conference  Advance  Specials  and  those  sponsored  by 
the  General  Board  of  Global  Ministries  are  General  Advance  Specials.

We  also  celebrate  the  mighty  acts  of  God  that 
have  taken  place  in  Russia  as  lives  are  being  transformed.  Support  of  the  First  United 
Methodist  Church  of  Ekaterinburg  continues  to  grow.  Two  trips  to  Ekaterinburg  this  past 
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year  have  brought  about  much  needed  assistance  in  several  areas.  Medicine  and  medical 
supplies  have  been  provided  for  the  church  members  in  Ekaterinburg  as  well  as  the 
community.  On  each  trip,  Bible  seminars  and  Bible  study  groups  have  enabled 
participants  to  share  their  Spiritual  experiences  with  visitors  from  Louisiana.  The  result 
has  been  the  development  of  a  common  bond  with  United  Methodists  in  two  very 
different  parts  of  the  world.  Visiting  ministers  from  Louisiana  have  led  worship  services 
in  Ekaterinburg.  The  leadership  and  consultation  provided  by  the  clergy  have  been  much 
appreciated  by  Rev.  Olga  Kotsuba,  her  staff,  and  her  congregation.  A  special  feature  of 
each  trip  has  been  the  opportunity  to  meet  with  Ekaterinburg  church  members  in  their 
home  churches.

The  SAM 
committee  requests  that  the  Annual  Conference  graciously  receive  the  2000  SAM  Grant 
Proposal  and  offer  its  prayers  and  support  to  these  young  mission  projects.

Louisiana  Town  and  Country  Ministries'  primary  purpose  is  to  be  a  servant  ministry  of 
the  Body  of  Christ.  Our  aim  is  to  share  Christ's  love  in  ways  that  make  a  Christian  life 
different  in  their  everyday  living.  Our  mission  is  to  strengthen  the  small  membership 
congregations  within  our  Annual  Conference.

The  Board  of  Higher  Education  and  Campus  Ministry  is  engaged  in  ,  the  work  of 
overseeing  campus  ministry  in  the  Annual  Conference,  administering  the  Conference 
Merit  Awards  and  the  United  Methodist  Foundation  Annual  Conference  Scholarship. 
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The  Board  acts  as  a  liaison  between  Centenary  College,  Dillard  University  and  the 
Annual  Conference,  presenting  to  the  Mission  Funding  Team  a  request  for  funding  to 
support  the  campus  ministry  units,  as  well  as  other  responsibilities  specified  in  The  Book 
of  Discipline. 

The  Annual  Conference  will  be  interested  to  know  that  the  Campus  Ministry 
Administrative  Task  Force  and  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board,  in  September  of 
1999,  held  interviews  with  each  of  the  campus  ministry  units,  listening  to  the  stories  of 
ministry  at  each  location  and  thoroughly  reviewing  the  budget  of  each  unit.  Their 
findings  were  reported  to  the  Board,  with  a  final  recommendation  on  funding  allocations 
made  by  the  Executive  Committee.  The  Administrative  Task  Force  also  began  exploring 
a  new  format  of  funding  allocation  for  campus  ministry  units,  which  would  be  based  on 
the  following  four  criteria:  Program,  Outreach,  Personnel  and  Property;  therefore,  the 
acronym  is  "POPP."  Further  refinement  of  this  format  will  be  done  in  the  next  few 
months  and  then  presented  to  the  Board  for  approval. 

The  Board  also  approved  for  the  spring  of  2000  a  "Millennial  Grant"  program.  Until 
Annual  Conference  2000,  each  campus  ministry  unit  can  apply  for  a  grant  up  to  $5,000 
for  the  explicit  purpose  of  instituting  an  innovative  ministry  for  persons  of  the  "millennial 
generation".  A  grant  committee  is  administering  the  program.  Funding  is  provided  by 
accumulated  excess  in  the  Wesley  Foundation  Fund. 

A  new  church-campus  model  for  ministry  was  instituted  at  LSU  in  the  summer  of  1999 
through  Wm.  B.  Reily  Memorial  University  United  Methodist  Church.  This  model  is  still 
evolving.  The  Board  requests  that  the  trustees  of  University  United  Methodist  Church 
continue  to  oversee  the  campus  ministry  property  at  LSU  during  this  transition  time. 

The  Campus  Ministry  Administrative  Task  Force  and  the  Conference  Campus  Ministry 
Team  served  valuable  purposes  identified  at  the  Campus  Ministry  Summit  in  February 
1998.  The  Administrative  Task  Force  continues  to  work  diligently  on  administrative 
matters,  while  the  campus  Ministry  Team  is  still  in  the  process  of  organizing  for 
programming  ideas  and  inter-campus  activities. 

I  appreciate  the  opportunity  to  have  served  as  the  chair  of  the  Board  of  Higher  Education 
and  Campus  Ministry  for  the  quadrennium  and  feel  we  have  taken  significant  steps  to 
strengthen  campus  ministry  in  our  Conference.  I  am  also  pleased  with  the 
accomplishments  being  made  at  Centenary  College  and  Dillard  University,  accounts  of 
which  you  will  find  in  their  reports.  Thank  you.

What  every  United  Methodist  in  Louisiana  ought  to  know  about  our  work  in  1999: 

October  1999  -  Significant  changes  were  made  by  the  Conference  Board  of  Laity  for  the 
21st  century  goals  and  by-laws  of  the  1000  Club.  105  churches  have  been  built  with 
assistance  from  the  1000  Club  since  its  beginning  in  1952.  Until  October  of  last  year,  the 
full  amount  collected  Conference-wide  through  1000  Club  members  went  to  the  new 
church  designated  by  the  Conference  to  receive  those  funds.  Under  the  amended  by- 
laws, each  District  will  be  allowed  to  keep  for  its  own  use  all  funds  collected  above  half 
its  quota  for  the  new  Conference  goal.  The  Conference  goal  previously  was  $150,000; 
the  new  goal  for  the  Conference  remains  $150,000,  but  only  $75,000  will  be  dedicated  to 
build  the  designated  church.  With  the  remaining  funds,  Districts  will  be  enabled  through 
grants  or  loans  to  help  churches  in  their  Districts  with  repairs,  renovations,  and/or 
building. 
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Request  for  prayers: 

Pray  that  each  United  Methodist  member  will  volunteer  to  help  build  new  churches  and 
assist  existing  churches  through  enrolling  in  the  1000  Club.  As  the  only  Conference  with 
a  program  of  this  kind,  we  have  demonstrated  for  United  Methodism  the  power  of  the 
connectional  system  to  build  up  the  Kingdom  of  God  as  we  support  together  the  building 
of  His  Church  and  its  capacity  for  ministry.

In  1999,  United  Methodist  Women  participated  in  several  activities  that  related  to  their 
mission  of  service  to  women,  children,  and  youth. 

•  In  1999,  Louisiana  Conference  School  of  Christian  Mission  was  held  July  21  -  24  at 
the  Louisiana  Conference  Center.  The  theme  was  "God's  Timeless  Word."  The 
spiritual  growth  study  was  "The  Bible:  The  Book  that  Bridges  the  Millennia  -  Part 
II."  The  other  studies  were  "Mission  in  the  Twenty-first  Century"  and  "Humanity 
Comes  of  Age."  A  session  for  teenage  girls  was  added,  and  the  session  for  children 
was  continued.  There  were  243  in  attendance  including  14  teenage  girls  and  17 
children. 

•  First  United  Methodist  Church  in  Baton  Rouge  was  the  site  of  the  Conference 
Annual  Meeting  on  September  24-25,  1999,  with  the  theme  "Mission  2000:  Feed  My 
Sheep."  The  keynote  speaker  was  Sara  S.  Shingler,  President  of  the  Women's 
Division.  She  challenged  the  members  to  continue  to  be  in  mission  as  we  carry  out 
Jesus'  command,  "Feed  My  sheep."  Representatives  from  Dulac,  MacDonnell's, 
and  St.  Mark's  presented  updates  on  their  respective  agencies. 

•  District  Elected  Leaders  Training  was  held  October  16,  1999,  at  the  Louisiana 
Conference  Center.  Conference  officers  trained  their  district  counterparts  in  their 
respective  areas  of  work. 
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•  United  Methodist  Women's  Sunday  was  observed  around  the  Conference  on  January 
23,  2000.  This  special  day  provides  an  opportunity  for  United  Methodist  Women  to 
tell  their  story  to  the  church  at  large. 

•  A  Mission  Today  training  session  for  UMW  Conference  and  district  officers  was 
convened  at  the  Louisiana  Conference  Center  on  August  21,  1999.  The  Mission 
Today  event  was  conducted  by  Jerry  Ruth  Williams,  President  of  the  South  Central 
Jurisdiction  and  Dolores  L.  Garcia,  Treasurer  of  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction.  The 
purpose  of  the  training  was  to  enliven  United  Methodist  Women  to  be  educated 
about  and  involved  in  Mission  Today.  The  Conference  Mission  Team  is  in  the 
process  of  establishing  criteria  for  local  units  to  qualify  as  Mission  Today  Units. 
Mission  Today  is  designed  to  help  units  become  more  knowledgeable  and  more 
involved  in  mission. 

•  A  delegation  of  United  Methodist  Women  attended  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction 
Quadrennial  Meeting  in  Tulsa,  Oklahoma,  on  March  17  -  19,  2000.  The  theme  was 
"Leading  the  Way  in  God's  Mission." 

•  The  local  units  of  United  Methodist  Women  are  the  basic  foundation  of  the 
organization.  The  evaluation  reports  reflected  the  outstanding  work  of  the  local 
units.  The  local  units  are  participating  in  hundreds  of  unique  projects  and  programs 
designed  to  carry  out  the  mandate  "Feed  My  Sheep."

Commission  of  Archives  and  History 

The  Commission  on  Archives  and  History  had  three  major  projects  this  year. 

1 .  The  Commission  unanimously  approved  the  application  of  two  churches  to  receive 
designation  as  nationally  recognized  Historic  Sites  of  the  United  Methodist  Church. 
The  two  New  Orleans  churches  are  Mount  Zion  United  Methodist  Church  and  Rayne 
Memorial  United  Methodist  Church.  Both  churches  date  back  to  the  1870s  or 
before.  Mount  Zion's  congregation  goes  back  to  the  beginning  of  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  (North)  work  in  New  Orleans.  Rayne 's  congregation,  through  its 
three  constituent  congregations,  goes  back  to  the  beginning  of  Methodist  Episcopal 
(later  Methodist  Episcopal,  South)  work  in  New  Orleans  before  the  Civil  War. 
These  two  churches  are  also,  notable  for  their  Partnership  Relationship  through  which 
they  share  activities  throughout  the  year.  The  Commission  asks  Annual  Conference 
approval  of  its  recommendation  that  these  two  churches  receive  Historical  Site 
markers  to  be  presented  to  the  churches  at  ceremonies  later  this  year  and  early  next 
year. 

2.  Tim  Hebert  is  in  the  last  stages  of  finishing  his  Historical  Register  of  the  United 
Methodist  Churches  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference.  By  next  year,  we  should 
have  definite  news  of  its  completion  date  and  information  about  its  publication. 

3.  Members  of  the  Commission  are  also  establishing  a  Historical  Society  for  the 
Louisiana  Annual  Conference.    The  first  meeting  is  the  Sunday  night  of  Annual 
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Conference.  You  will  be  hearing  more  about  this  organization  in  the  future.  For 
further  information,  you  may  contact  either  Tim  Hebert  in  Houma  or  Fern 
Christensen  in  Natchitoches.

•  Members  of  CUIC  represented  Louisiana  Methodists  on  the  Louisiana  Interchurch 
Conference. 

•  Members  of  CUIC  represented  Louisiana  Methodists  at  the  National  Workshop  on 
Christian  Unity. 

•  The  Commission  sponsored  an  Ecumenical  Breakfast  at  Annual  Conference  where 
we  both  have  fellowship  with  representatives  from  other  denominations  and  faith 
communities  and  also  hear  about  issues  that  concern  our  common  ministries  as  faith 
communities. 

•  The  CUIC  brought  before  the  Annual  Conference  a  resolution  to  support  the 
Louisiana  Prison  Foundation  by  encouraging  each  United  Methodist  Church  in 
Louisiana  to  take  an  offering  for  the  building  of  Chapels  on  prison  grounds  within 
the  state. 

Request  for  prayers: 

•  We  encourage  each  congregation  in  Louisiana  Methodism  to  pray  for  and  join  with 
other  Christian  denominations  as  faith  communities  to  work  for  the  common 
good. 

•  We  ask  that  each  church  participate  in  the  Week  of  Prayer  for  Christian  Unity 
and/or  some  other  common  activity  of  shared  worship  to  our  Creator. 

•  We  request  that  United  Methodists  remember  those  who  officially  represent  our 
Annual  Conference  and  our  denomination  in  recognized  ecumenical  endeavors  and 
the  many  who  engage  in  informal  conversations  and  ministries  which  bring 
healing  and  wholeness  in  the  name  of  our  God. 

•  We  lift  up  the  Louisiana  Interchurch  Conference,  its  officers,  members,  and 
ministries  in  our  state.

Commission  on  Religion  and  Race 

The  work  of  this  commission  has  focused  on  the  objective  of  determining  the  climate  for 
interactive  study  and  successive  dialogue  between  races  and  ethnic  presence  within  the 
Conference's  confines.  This  has  been  sought  through  the  dissemination  of  a  preliminary 
survey  to  discern  a  readiness/willingness  to  participate  in  such  an  endeavor  at 
local/district  levels. 

Surveys  were  availed  to  churches  throughout  the  Conference  and  monitored  the 
quadrennial  experiences  of  the  churches  with  other  racial  and  ethnic  presence  (if  existent) 
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in  their  immediate  locales.  Though  all  responses  have  not  been  received  by  this  reporting, 
an  indication  of  insufficient  interactivity  and  a  willingness  to  be  represented  in  a 
dialogical  study  has  been  perceived. 

For  this  purpose,  at  least  three  study  guides  are  available  from  the  General  Commission 
on  Religion  and  Race.  Your  Conference  Commission  has  secured  a  set  (10  copies)  of  one 
in  the  series  and  seeks  to  establish  a  pilot  effort  in  one  district  that  may  be  replicated  in 
the  remaining  eight. 

At  the  recent  meeting  of  Jurisdictional  chairs  of  respective  CoRR's  (Feb,  2000),  interest 
was  expressed  in  our  activity  and  privilege  sought  to  employ  same  in  those  Conferences.

Hispanic  Ministries 

What  every  United  Methodist  ought  to  know  regarding  our  group's  labors  in  1999: 

•  The  last  US  census  indicated  that  about  54.4%  of  the  90,000+  Hispanics  in  Louisiana 
are  residing  in  the  New  Orleans  metropolitan  area.  It  is  suspected  that  the  current 
Hispanic  population  in  Louisiana  is  more  than  200,000.  The  Hispanic  community  is 
overwhelmed  by  a  multitude  of  needs,  such  as  help  with  the  immigration  process, 
education  (GED),  English  as  a  Second  Language  (ESL),  housing,  health  issues, 
individual  and  group  counseling,  jobs,  leadership  development,  religious/spiritual 
life,  etc. 

•  At  this  time,  we  have  2  pastors  serving  the  New  Orleans  District,  both  Orleans  and 
Jefferson  parishes.  Currently,  the  largest  percentage  of  activities  is  in  the  Kenner  (El 
Mesias  UMC)  area.  So  far,  we  have  successfully  started  GED  and  ESL  classes  for 
Hispanics,  held  a  Health  Fair  for  the  community  with  the  assistance  of  Tulane 
Medical  Center,  established  Spanish  classes  for  English  speaking  people,  and 
established  a  faith  community  in  LaPlace,  LA.  Worship  services  are  conducted 
every  Sunday  for  English  and  for  Spanish-speaking  congregations.  Likewise, 
Sunday  Schools  are  offered  to  children  and  adults. 
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•  One  of  the  Hispanic  pastors  has  already  started  2  weekly  radio  broadcasting 
programs  utilizing  a  popular  station  (La  Fabulosa,  WFNO-830  AM)  in  New  Orleans 
which  reaches  Baton  Rouge  and  other  areas  in  Louisiana.  A  second  station  (La 
Tropical)  is  being  utilized  locally  for  the  New  Orleans  area.  This  is  a  proven  method 
to  reach  Hispanics  utilized  by  other  religious  organizations  in  the  area.  Rev.  Calvo  is 
already  receiving  telephone  calls  from  Hispanics  inquiring  about  Hispanic  Ministries 
near  their  homes.  We  were  able  to  support  this  effective  ministry  in  the  last  few 
months  of  1999,  but  we  definitely  need  your  help  in  2000  and  2001.  It  is  very 
important  to  establish  a  Hispanic  center  in  the  mid-city  area  where  the  bulk  of 
Hispanics  live.  We  are  actively  pursuing  renting  a  locale  in  this  area  to  further 
promote  faith  community  gatherings  and  to  provide  assistance  to  a  multitude  of 
needs  in  the  Hispanic  community. 

Request  for  Prayers: 

•  It  is  very  important  to  establish  a  Hispanic  center  in  the  mid-city  area  in  New 
Orleans  where  the  bulk  of  the  Hispanics  live.  We  are  actively  pursuing  renting  a 
locale  in  this  area  to  further  promote  faith  community  gatherings  and  to  provide 
assistance  to  a  multitude  of  needs  in  the  Hispanic  community. 

•  Our  Hispanic  Ministries  involves  4  districts.  Our  emphasis  to  date  has  been  the  New 
Orleans  District.  The  last  US  census  also  indicated  that  the  third  largest  Hispanic 
population  is  in  the  Baton  Rouge  area.  This  number  was  recently  augmented  by  the 
influx  of  Hispanic  refugees,  mostly  from  Cuba,  and  by  the  large  presence  of 
Hispanic  students  from  Latin  American  countries  in  our  universities.  It  is  our  plan  to 
have  a  pastor  serve  the  Baton  Rouge  area  in  2000.  The  Baton  Rouge  District 
Hispanic  Ministries  Committee  is  actively  working  on  this  issue.  Again,  your 
support  in  this  area  is  greatly  needed  for  2000  and  2001 . 

•  The  success  on  the  Hispanic  Ministries  in  Louisiana  is  well  connected  to  our  ability 
to  develop  young  leaders  to  carry  on  this  effort.  We  need  your  prayers  and  support 
in  the  implementation  of  this  process. 

•  We  request  prayers  for  God  to  move  more  churches  to  become  Advance  Specials 
donors  to  Hispanic  Ministries.  Hispanic  Ministries  is  relatively  new  to  our 
Conference  and,  therefore,  many  of  our  churches  and  organizations  are  not  familiar 
with  our  plans  and  with  the  work  we  are  currently  doing.  As  a  result,  it  is  vital  that 
we  promote  and  advertise  this  very  important  ministry  via  pamphlets,  publications, 
promotion  of  Advance  Specials,  etc.  Your  assistance  in  supporting  these  items  is 
vital  to  our  ministries. 

Items  for  Action: 

•  Assistance  with  the  funding  of  a  mid-city  New  Orleans  location. 

•  Appointment  of  a  third  pastor  for  the  Hispanic  Ministries  to  serve  the  Baton  Rouge 
area.

The  Louisiana  Conference  Native  American  Committee  labors  to  bring  greater  awareness 
of  Native  American  issues  in  the  Louisiana  Conference  by  focusing  primarily  on  the 
needs  of  the  Clanton  Chapel  United  Methodist  Church  and  the  Dulac  Community  Center 
of  Dulac,  Louisiana.  During  1999,  Rev.  Kirby  Verret,  Pastor  of  Clanton  Chapel,  and  Mr. 
Kevin  Billiot,  Director  of  the  Dulac  Community  Center,  spoke  to  many  church  groups 
throughout  Louisiana  to  gain  needed  support  for  these  two  separate  and  unique  United 
Methodist  ministries  that  seek  to  help  the  poor  and  forgotten  Native  Americans  in  South 
Louisiana. 

The  Louisiana  Conference  Native  American  Committee  requests  prayers  that  more 
United  Methodist  churches  will  extend  invitations  to  hear  about  the  two  Native  American 
ministries,  in  particular  for  Native  American  Awareness  Sunday.  We  request  prayers  that 
Clanton  Chapel  may  be  able  to  become  self-sufficient  in  the  development  of  an  r/v  park 
on  its  property.  We  request  prayers  for  the  programs  of  the  Dulac  Community  Center, 
especially  for  the  Native  American  Dance  Troupe  sponsored  by  the  Center.  We  ask  for 
prayers  that  the  people  of  Dulac  may  come  to  know  Christ  through  these  ministries. 

The  Louisiana  Conference  Native  American  Committee  requests  continued  support  for 
the  Conference  Native  American  Committee,  Clanton  Chapel,  and  the  Dulac  Community 
Center.  The  committee  would  also  request  that  more  United  Methodists  learn  the  story  of 
these  two  ministries  and  become  advocates  for  these  two  worthy  ministries.

Louisiana  Volunteers  in  Mission  (VIM) 

What  every  United  Methodist  in  Louisiana  ought  to  know  about  our  work  in  1999: 

•  Over  40  international  and  US  mission  teams  were  scheduled  during  1999  and  carried 
out  with  great  success.  Seven  hundred  and  ninety-eight  persons,  male  and  female, 
white,  Hispanic  and  African  American,  spanning  the  ages  of  twelve  to  eighty-four 
participated. 

•  Two  Youth  in  Mission  teams  were  completed  to  Sager  Brown/UMCOR  Depot  and 
Operation  Hands  Together,  Rio  Bravo,  Mexico.  The  youth  helped  in  re-packing 
disaster  supplies  at  Baldwin  and  built  a  home  in  Mexico. 

•  There  were  twelve  successful  medical  teams  to  the  OK/Leones  Medical  Clinic  in  Rio 
Bravo,  Mexico.  Each  team  saw  an  average  of  300  patients  and  distributed  donated 
medicines  through  an  average  of  375  prescriptions  per  mission.  Louisiana  VIM  has 
entered  into  an  agreement  with  King  Pharmaceutical's  Benevolent  Medicines 
Division  which  will  supply  approximately  $8,500  in  needed  medicines  each  month 
for  this  mission. 

•  An  adult  team  leader  training  was  held  in  which  18  new  leaders  in  a  total  of  27  were 
prepared  to  direct  teams  to  such  destinations  as  Cuba,  Bolivia,  Honduras,  Mexico, 
Dulac  Community  Center,  Redbird  Missionary  Conference,  tornado  response  near 
Oklahoma  City,  OK,  Mount  Sequoyah,  hurricane  response  in  North  Carolina  and 
Nome,  Alaska. 
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•  Two  hundred  and  twenty  youth  and  adults  responded  to  "Takin'  it  to  the  Streets"  in 
New  Orleans  where  twenty-seven  handicap  ramps  were  built  for  under-privileged 
families.  LA  VIM  partnered  with  St.  Mark's  Community  Center  and  the  City  of  New 
Orleans'  Division  of  Neighborhood  Development  on  this  task.  Over  $20,000  in 
construction  materials  were  made  available  for  this  project. 

•  Youth  representatives  selected  to  a  Youth  in  Mission  Task  Force  during  Youth  in 
Mission  Leadership  Training  planned  and  will  direct  the  summer  of  2000  youth 
mission  teams  to  Medical  Bridges  and  Christian  Alliance  for  Humanitarian  Aid  in 
Houston,  TX,  a  5th  annual  mission  to  Sager  Brown/UMCOR  Depot,  and  a  second 
annual  team  to  Operation  Hands  Together  in  Rio  Bravo,  Mexico. 

•  Three  tri-District  "Camping  Work  Camps"  were  scheduled  to  help  prepare  our 
summer  camps  at  Uskichitto,  Caney  and  Istrouma  for  their  summer  schedules. 

•  Plans  are  underway  to  expand  Louisiana  VIM's  schedule  to  include  the  Philippines, 
Israel,  the  Rio  Grande  Conference  and  England  for  2001. 

•  Larry  D.  Norman,  Director  of  LA  VIM,  was  guest  preacher  at  over  40  worship 
services  and  special  mission  emphasis  events  across  our  Conference.  Presentations 
at  local  churches  on  each  of  these  Sundays  often  included,  in  addition  to  worship, 
presentations  in  combined  adult  and  youth  Sunday  school  classes,  Committee  on 
Missions  meetings,  and  after  service  dinners. 

•  Approximately  165  persons  attended  the  third  annual  VIM  Celebration  where 
workshops  on  Disaster  Response,  food  and  medical  supply  gleaning  ministries, 
business  skills  mission  in  the  Philippines,  disaster  response  in  North  Carolina  and 
VIM  101  were  presented.  Rev.  Jeremy  Bassett,  former  pastor  from  South  Africa  was 
keynote  speaker. 

•  A  Conference  wide  disaster  response  plan  has  been  developed  through  the  work  of 
Sue  Pugh  and  Robert  Ross,  Conference  Disaster  Response  Co-Directors  and  Tony 
Fontenot,  Acadiana  Disaster  Response  Coordinator.  Training  was  carried  out  in  the 
Acadiana  District  and  a  plan  and  schedule  has  been  devised  to  train  other  Districts 
through  tri-District  gatherings.  Five  persons  have  now  attended  bi-annual  UMCOR 
Disaster  Response  training  at  Sager  Brown. 

•  A  second,  every  second  year  Youth  in  Mission  Training  has  been  set  for  November 
19-22,  2000  at  the  Conference  Center.  Each  church  will  be  invited  to  send  two  youth 
that  they  deem  as  mission  leaders  for  this  important  training.  Again,  this  year,  a 
Youth  in  Mission  Task  Force  will  be  elected  to  direct  the  Conference  youth  mission 
scheduling  for  Louisiana  VIM. 

•  Louisiana  VIM  has  promoted  and  scheduled  six  Conference  sites  across  the  General 
church  and  arranged  for  the  hosting  of  visiting  teams  to  offer  their  volunteer  work  to 
these  locations.  Work  is  underway  to  prepare  project  profiles  for  other  needs  within 
the  Conference  for  which  teams  may  be  recruited. 

Request  for  prayers: 

•  Expansion  of  our  mission  schedule  to  include  the  Rio  Grande  Conference,  business 
and  financial  "teaching"  missions  to  the  Philippians,  Israel,  England  and  South 
Africa. 

•  The  Louisiana  VIM  Director  has  been  invited  to  participate  in  an  exploratory  visit  to 
Johannesburg,  South  Africa  in  October  to  coordinate  an  expanded  approach  to 
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hosting  and  visiting  team  dynamics  between  African  and  white  South  African 
churches  and  US  VIM  teams. 

•  The  possibility  of  bringing  a  new  form  of  community  health  volunteerism  for 
medical  personnel  to  Louisiana  as  presently  being  incorporated  in  the  Memphis,  TN 
area. 

•  Explorations  into  building  a  Louisiana  VIM  owned  clinic  on  the  Mexican/US  border 
in  which  to  continue  medical  volunteering  throughout  our  Conference. 

•  The  development  of  a  youth  and  young  adult  intern  program  to  assign  summer 
workers  for  mission  programs  within  the  Conference,  the  US  and  foreign  sites. 

•  The  continued  support  of  our  local  churches  in  receiving  the  word  of  VIM  at  their 
worship  services,  Sunday  school  classes,  UMW  and  UMM  events.  And,  continued 
efforts  towards  sending  volunteer  from  our  congregations  to  the  various  VIM  efforts 
so  that  we  can  continue  to  "show  the  love  of  Jesus  Christ  in  ways  that  make  a 
Christian  Difference."

Our  Faith  Based  Workforce  Development  Conference  held  at  First  Church,  Alexandria  in 
September  brought  the  first  hearing  to  most  of  the  500  participants  on  public  resources 
now  available  to  churches  to  enhance  and  improve  as  well  as  initiate  outreach  ministries 
for  underserved  and  unserved  people  in  our  local  communities.  Rev.  Mayor  Emanuel 
Cleaver  and  Mrs.  Joan  Flanagan,  our  Keynote  presenters,  provided  world  class 
information  and  inspiration.  This  Conference  provided  the  impetus  for  several 
subsequent  Conferences  on  the  same  issues  to  provide  Federal  and  State  expertise  to  the 
non-profit  community. 

Request  for  Prayers: 

October  23r  and  24th,  The  Families  in  Crises/Families  in  Faith  Conference  sponsored  by 
the  Task  Force  will  be  held  at  First  United  Methodist  Church,  Alexandria  from  8:30  a.m. 
on  Monday  until  3:00  p.m.  on  Tuesday.  The  following  four  major  focus  areas  have  been 
selected  with  two  day  presentations  scheduled  for  each  area:  Spiritual  Poverty,  Addictive 
Behaviors,  Violence  -  both  Family  and  Community,  and  Family  Realities  Today. 
Participants  will  be  given  choices  for  attending  various  aspects  of  these  presentations. 
Fifty-five  dollars  will  be  the  registration  fee  to  cover  meals  and  expenses  of  the 
Conference.  Participants  may  obtain  pre-registration  forms  at  the  Task  Force  booth  at 
Annual  Conference  or  from  the  various  District  offices.  Deadline  for  registration  will  be 
September  15.  Dr.  Leonard  Sweet,  Dr.  Elbert  Cole,  Mr.  Richard  Sralder,  and  Mr.  Jake 
Hadley  are  just  four  of  the  leaders  already  committed  as  Keynote  resource  leaders  for  this 
event.  Dr.  Sweet  will  lead  our  Monday  evening  worship  and  family  dedication  service. 
Monroe  and  Lafayette  will  host  our  two  Conferences  in  2001,  focusing  on  Rural  Poverty. 
Collaborative  efforts  will  bring  many  stakeholders  together  to  inform  and  motivate  all  of 
us  on  these  important  issues  which  are  so  often  not  given  high  priority  even  though  a 
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large  percentage  of  our  citizens  are  impacted  by  lack  of  services  and  resources  for  rural 
areas  of  our  state. 

We  United  Methodists  plan  many  meetings  and  conferences  each  calendar  year  which  vie 
for  our  participation.  The  Task  Force  was  disappointed  when  more  of  our  ecumenical 
church  community  participated  in  the  September,  1999  Conference  than  our  fellow 
United  Methodists.  Please  join  us  in  our  prayers  that  more  of  our  clergy  and  laity  will 
take  advantage  of  the  leadership,  expertise,  and  wisdom  the  outstanding  state  and  national 
resource  leaders  bring  for  our  local  churches  through  the  Family  and  Rural  Poverty 
Conferences.  Mandated  and  motivated  by  our  Council  of  Bishops,  the  issues  explored 
are  universally  leading  issues  for  all  families  and  must  still  be  among  our  highest 
priorities  as  Christian  disciples  today.

Centenary  continues  to  attract  national  attention: 

•  U.S.  News  and  World  Report:  #2  "Best  College  value"  and  #11  "Best  College" 
among  south' s  regional  universities  (September  1999). 

•  Centenary  was  recognized  for  leadership  in  the  field  of  student  character 
development  in  the  Templeton  Guide:  Colleges  that  Encourage  Character 
Development,  a  guidebook  released  nationwide  this  past  fall.  The  Templeton  Guide 
contains  profiles  of  405  exemplary  college  programs  in  10  categories. 

Academics: 

•  The  Louisiana  Board  of  Regents  funded  a  $2  million  "Super  Chair"  and  thirteen 
$100,000  endowed  professorships:  The  R.Z.  Biedenharn  Eminent  Scholars  Chair  in 
Communication;  as  well  as  twelve  professorships  divided  among  the  College's 
Divisions  of  Humanities,  Natural  Sciences  and  Social  Sciences;  and  a  Centenary 
Leadership  Endowed  Professorship. 

Student  Affairs: 

•  Red  River  Radio  joined  Centenary  to  bring  new  public  radio  programming  to  the 
region,  while  offering  new  opportunities  for  students.  The  joining  of  the  Red  River 
Radio  network  and  KSCL  (student-run  radio  station)  will  provide  students  with 
additional  radio  experience  and  professional  expertise,  upgraded  facilities  and  an 
expanded  broadcast  area  for  Centenary  student  programming. 

•  The  Centenary  College  Choir  sang  for  the  third  consecutive  year  at  The  White  House 
on  December  10,  1999,  during  a  reception  for  presidential  appointees. 

•  The  Program  for  Church  Careers  headed  by  Dr.  Jack  O'Dell  is  doing  well.  Students 
started  a  contemporary  service  called  "Stepping  Stones."  They  worship  on  Tuesdays 
at  11:10  a.m.  in  the  small  chapel  and  during  the  Lenten  season  evening  services  are 
held.  During  the  school  year  twenty-eight  students  intern  at  local  churches,  many  of 
which  are  United  Methodist. 
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•  Dr.  Jack  O'Dell,  in  conjunction  with  Volunteers  In  Mission,  led  a  campus-wide  team 
to  North  Carolina  after  the  flood. 

Administrative  News: 

•  Dr.  Earl  Fleck  was  named  the  Provost  and  Dean  of  the  College.  He  came  to  us  via 
Whitman  College  in  Walla  Walla,  Washington. 

•  Fred  J.  Scott  was  appointed  as  the  Vice  President  for  Finance  and  Administration. 
He  joins  us  from  St.  Mary's  University  in  San  Antonio,  TX. 

Comprehensive  Campaign  Update: 

•  A  Vision  for  the  Future:  The  Campaign  for  Centenary,  a  multi-year  effort  that 
began  privately  in  1995  and  will  end  on  December  31,  2000.  The  campaign  goal  is 
$90  million:  $70  million  in  cash  and  $20  million  in  planned  gifts.  We  have  secured 
$66  million  in  cash  and  over  $14  million  in  planned  gifts.  We  have  over  $149 
million  in  identified  needs  that  include  Mickle  Hall  renovation  and  expansion, 
Moore  Student  Center  renovation  and  expansion,  an  arts  complex,  a  fitness  center 
and  natatorium,  and  a  virtual  information  campus.

Dillard  University 

•  Dr.  Michael  L.  Lomax  was  one  of  five  presidents  from  Historically  Black  Colleges 
and  Universities  (HBCUs)  to  receive  grants  totaling  $10.75  million  dollars  from  the 
Kresge  Foundation  of  Troy,  Michigan.  In  December  1999,  Dillard  was  awarded 
$2,005,477  for  the  purpose  of  enhancing  the  University's  fund-raising  capabilities. 
Sixty-five  (65)  HBCUs  submitted  proposals  to  the  foundation  for  this  competition. 

•  The  enrollment  reached  a  record  high  of  1,000  students  during  the  Summer  1999 
semester.  Enrollment  for  the  Fall  1999  and  Spring  2000  semesters  were  1,902  and 
1,821,  respectively. 

•  A  total  of  242  students  received  undergraduate  degrees  from  Dillard  during  the  1999 
commencement  exercises. 

•  Dillard  University  currently  has  a  total  of  130  faculty  members,  43%  of  whom  are 
females.  Over  60%  of  faculty  members  hold  terminal  degrees. 

•  The  market  value  of  the  Dillard  University  endowment  is  $53.5  million  as  reported 
on  December  31,  1999. 
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Dillard  University  also  received  over  $8.7  million  in  contributions  from  foundations, 

individuals,  and  federal  and  state  government  grants  during  the  1999-2000  academic 

year. 

Dr.   Bettye  Parker  Smith  began  her  tenure  as  Provost  and  Vice  President  for 

Academic  Affairs  in  October  1999.    In  addition,  the  Associate  Provost,  Dr.  Elfred 

Pinkard,  and  Academic  Dean,  Dr.  Brenda  Young,  were  also  named. 

Dillard  University  implemented  international  faculty  and  student  exchange  activities 

with  Queens  University  in  Belfast,  Northern  Ireland.      Mr.   Mark  McKnight  is 

currently  studying  Business  Management  at  Dillard.    Mr.  McKnight  will  complete 

his  study  at  Dillard  in  June  2000.    Three  additional  students  from  Northern  Ireland 

will  attend  Dillard  in  the  Fall  2000  semester. 

Dr.  Robert  McGinnis,  Jr.  has  been  appointed  as  Associate  Vice  President  for  Church 

Relations,  beginning  May  15,  2000.   Dr.  McGinnis  is  a  tenured  professor.    He  will 

coordinate  efforts  associated  with  the  United  Methodist  Church  for  Dillard. 

Dr.  Jerimiah  Wright,  Pastor  of  Trinity  United  Church  of  Christ  of  Chicago,  Illinois 
was  the  featured  speaker  during  the  annual  Religious  Emphasis  Week  in  March 
2000. 

Rededication  ceremonies  for  the  completely  renovated  Dent  Hall  and  newly 
constructed  Kabacoff  Plaza  were  conducted  in  October  1999.  Renovations  to  Dent 
Hall  included  refurbishing  classrooms  and  faculty  offices,  as  well  as  outfitting  new 
computer  laboratories  with  state-of-the-art  equipment. 

Dillard's  Research  and  Sponsored  Programs  Office  (SPO)  hosted  an  International 
Development  Workshop/Conference  for  HBCUs  April  15-16,  1999.  Over  17 
HBCUs  were  represented  at  the  Conference,  and  the  U.S.  Department  of  Education 
has  taken  the  Dillard  experience  to  present  it  as  a  model  at  other  HBCU  campuses 
around  the  country. 

Mr.  Anthony  Pinder  has  been  named  Associate  Dean  for  Global  Studies/Director  of 
Dillard  University's  International  Center  for  Economic  Freedom  (DUICEF)  and  will 
join  the  Academic  Affairs  team  on  April  17,  2000. 

The  1 1  Annual  Conference  on  Black- Jewish  Relations,  "Hate  and  the  Internet"  with 
support  from  the  Black  College  Fund  was  conducted  March  12  -  March  27  .  The 
Conference  included  a  film  series,  a  book  signing  by  Hans  J.  Massaquoi,  and  a 
scholarly  forum  with  several  renowned  participants. 

The  Louisiana  Department  of  Transportation  and  Development  has  cited  Dillard 
University  as  one  of  36  applicants  selected  in  the  latest  round  of  competition  for 
funding  under  its  Enhancement  Program.  Dillard's  funding  request  is  for  $143,000 
for  improvement,  repairs,  and  landscaping  along  U.S.  Highway  90.  Planned 
renovations,  which  include  replacement  of  sidewalks,  additional  lighting  and  seating, 
will  coincide  with  existing  efforts  including  the  refurbishing  of  the  Duck  Pond  and 
fencing  along  Gentilly  Boulevard  to  enhance  pedestrian  safety  and  the  aesthetics 
along  the  front  corridor  of  the  campus. 

Several  speakers  participated  in  lectures,  forums,  and  other  literary  activities 
throughout  the  year  which  included  Nikki  Giovanni—acclaimed  poet;  Julian  Bond- 
civil  rights  activist  and  former  legislator  and  national  chair  of  the  NAACP; 
Honorable  Archibald  M.  Mogwe— Botswanan,  Ambassador  to  the  U.S.;  basketball 
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star  and  philanthropist  Grant  Hill;  Bernice  Reagon  -  of  the  Smithsonian  Institute  and 
founder  of  "Sweet  Honey  in  the  Rock";  Dr.  Darlene  Clark  Hines-Hannah  Professor 
of  History,  Michigan  State  University;  and  Dr.  Renita  Weems — Professor  of  Old 
Testament  Studies,  Vanderbilt  University  who  was  the  speaker  for  the  Spring  1999 
Baccalaureate  Service.

Perkins  School  of  Theology 

Perkins  School  of  Theology  at  Southern  Methodist  University  has  been  preparing  persons 
for  effective  leadership  in  the  church  and  serving  as  a  center  of  the  church's  intellectual 
life  since  the  opening  of  the  University  in  the  early  20th  century.  In  2001,  we  will 
celebrate  our  50th  year  in  our  prominent  location  on  the  southwest  comer  of  the  SMU 
campus,  housed  in  facilities  made  possible  by  the  generosity  of  Joe  and  Lois  Perkins  of 
Wichita  Falls,  Texas.  Their  hope  was  to  help  build  "one  of  the  really  great  Theological 
Schools  of  our  Nation"  in  order  that  strong  leaders  might  be  brought  forward  for  the 
Methodist  Church.  Three  generations  of  the  Perkins-Prothro  family  have  continued  this 
commitment  to  the  future  leadership  of  the  church.  A  renovated  Perkins  Chapel  now 
stands  in  the  newly  dedicated  Charles  and  Elizabeth  Prothro  Theology  Quadrangle  as  a 
reminder  of  this  heritage  and  a  sign  of  our  commitment  to  its  future. 

Aware  of  the  challenges  facing  persons  called  to  ministry,  Perkins  continues  to 
strengthen  its  outreach  programs  and  its  scholarship  resources. 

The  Houston-Galveston  program,  known  as  "Perkins  South,"  enrolled  67  students  this 
past  year,  making  it  possible  for  them  to  begin  their  studies  without  uprooting  to  the 
Dallas  area,  and  34  persons  began  studies  through  the  Oklahoma  Graduate  Theological 
Program,  offered  cooperatively  by  Perkins  School  of  Theology,  Saint  Paul  School  of 
Theology,  and  Oklahoma  City  University. 

In  addition,  we  continue  to  work  with  Annual  Conferences  to  establish  scholarship 
endowments  for  persons  called  to  ministry  from  the  local  church.  Funds  pledged  by  the 
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Annual  Conferences  to  support  their  students  are  being  matched  by  a  gift  from  Charles 
and  Elizabeth  Prothro  to  the  Campaign  for  SMU.  To  date,  nearly  $  1 1  million  in  payments 
and  pledges  have  been  raised  for  new  scholarship  endowments  in  the  jurisdiction, 
exceeding  our  initial  goals,  and  we  continue  to  work  to  ensure  scholarship  support  for 
more  candidates. 

Additional  contributions  from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Prothro,  as  well  as  from  Vin  and  Caren 
Prothro,  the  Joe  and  Lois  Perkins  Foundation,  the  Perkins-Prothro  Foundation,  The 
Dallas  Foundation  and  others,  made  possible  the  renovation  of  Perkins  Chapel  and  the 
Prothro  Theology  Quadrangle,  rededicated  this  past  September.  The  renovated  organ  in 
the  chapel,  made  possible  in  part  by  the  Horace  C.  Cabe  Foundation,  was  rededicated  in 
March. 

These  brick  and  mortar  improvements  do  not  stand  alone.  Dr.  Alyce  M.  McKenzie  has 
joined  our  music,  worship  and  preaching  faculty  as  assistant  professor  of  Homiletics. 
This,  along  with  the  pending  appointment  of  a  second  professor  of  worship  and  a  new 
Director  of  Spiritual  Formation,  made  possible  through  a  grant  from  the  Lily  Endowment, 
secure  Perkins'  position  as  having  one  of  the  strongest  programs  for  the  preparation  of 
preachers  and  worship  leaders  in  the  country. 

Following  the  retirement  of  Dr.  William  J.  A.  Power,  we  are  nearing  completion  of  our 
search  for  a  professor  of  Old  Testament,  along  with  a  search  for  a  new  position  in  New 
Testament.  These  appointments  continue  Perkins'  commitment  to  providing  students  with 
a  strong  biblical  foundation  for  their  ministry.  Also  joining  the  faculty  this  past  year  was 
Dr.  Rebekah  Miles  as  associate  professor  of  Ethics,  and  Dr.  David  Price  as  associate 
professor  of  Church  History.  Dr.  Paula  Dobbs-Wiggins,  a  practicing  psychiatrist  with 
extensive  experience  in  lay  ministries  in  The  United  Methodist  Church,  joined  us  as 
adjunct  associate  professor  of  Pastoral  Care. 

This  past  academic  year,  503  students  were  enrolled  in  the  school,  57  percent  of  whom 
were  studying  for  their  Master  of  Divinity  and  1 3  percent  of  whom  were  pastors  further 
developing  their  gifts  and  graces  through  the  Doctor  of  Ministry  program.  Nearly  half  of 
the  student  body  are  women,  approximately  20  percent  are  ethnic  minorities,  with  another 
six  percent  studying  as  international  students,  and  nearly  three-fourths  are  preparing  for 
leadership  as  pastors,  teachers  or  musicians  in  The  United  Methodist  Church.  Beyond  the 
student  body,  our  continuing  education  efforts  work  to  help  current  church  leaders,  lay 
and  ordained,  grow  in  their  ministries.  Nearly  300  volunteers  in  Christian  education 
ministry  and  approximately  200  volunteers  in  youth  ministry  attended  summer 
workshops,  and  several  hundred  others  attended  programs  for  laity,  clergy,  youth 
ministers,  Christian  educators  and  church  musicians  throughout  the  year. 

We  look  forward  to  our  continuing  efforts  with  the  local  church  to  build  effective  leaders 
for  the  church,  who  with  integrity  make  disciples  for  Jesus  Christ.

Southern  Methodist  University 

The  year  1999  was  a  time  of  exciting  and  significant  progress  at  Southern  Methodist 
University,  and  new  developments  hold  the  promise  of  unprecedented  achievements  in 
the  future.  I  am  listing  below  some  of  the  past  year's  highlights:

The  Campaign  for  SMU: 

•  Only  two-and-a-half  years  after  its  kickoff,  the  Campaign  for  SMU  had  raised  more 
that  $370  million  in  gifts  and  pledges.  Based  on  this  rapid  progress,  the  Board  of 
Trustees  voted  in  September  1999  to  raise  the  goal  from  $350  million  to  $400 
million.  This  is  the  most  ambitious  fund-raising  effort  in  the  University's  history, 
with  the  largest  goal  ever  sought  by  an  institution  in  North  Texas.  To  date,  the 
campaign  has  raised  funds  for  47  new  academic  endowments,  74  new  endowed 
scholarships  and  awards,  12  new  campus  life  initiatives,  six  new  faculty  chairs  or 
professorships,  and  partial  or  full  costs  of  12  new  or  renovated  facilities. 

•  Construction  and  renovation  projects  funded  through  campaign  gifts  include  Perkins 
Chapel,  which  was  rededicated  in  September  1999  following  extensive  renovation. 
Projects  currently  under  construction  are  the  Gerald  J.  Ford  Stadium  and  adjoining 
Paul  B.  Loyd,  Jr.  All-Sports  Center,  including  the  Altshuler  Learning  Enhancement 
Center  and  the  Blanton  Academic  Development  Complex;  the  new  Meadows 
Museum;  and  the  Dedman  Life  Sciences  Building,  including  the  Bob  Smith,  M.D. 
Foundation  Pre-Medical  Studies  Center.  Construction  will  begin  in  2000  on  the 
Jerry  R.  Junkins  Electrical  Engineering  Building  and  the  Laura  Lee  Blanton  Student 
Services  Building. 

•  Perkins  School  of  Theology  has  met  its  initial  campaign  goal  of  $10  million  for  new 
scholarship  funds,  but  ongoing  efforts  will  seek  additional  funds  for  future 
scholarship  needs.  The  Texas  Annual  Conference  provided  an  outstanding  model  of 
conference  giving  with  $3  million  for  scholarships  for  Texas  Conference  students. 
These  funds  include  $  1  million  from  the  Moody  Memorial  United  Methodist  Church 
in  Galveston,  $1  million  from  the  Conference,  and  $1  million  in  matching  funds 
from  Charles  and  Elizabeth  Perkins  Prothro  of  Wichita  Falls.  A  gift  of  $1  million 
from  brothers  Tom  and  Steve  Hicks  will  establish  an  endowed  scholarship  fund  at 
Perkins  in  memory  of  their  grandfather,  Dr.  John  H.  Hicks,  a  Perkins  faculty  member 
for  35  years. 

•  New  academic  programs  funded  by  campaign  gifts  include  a  new  program  in  Jewish 
studies,  which  will  offer  courses  on  Jewish  life  and  thought  in  the  context  of  the 
comparative  study  of  religion  and  ethics.  A  supplementary  program  will  strengthen 
ties  between  SMU  and  the  Dallas  Jewish  community. 

Other  Developments: 

•  SMU  has  advanced  its  goal  of  increased  partnerships  with  the  city  and  region 
through  programs  of  Perkins  School  of  Theology  serving  Houston/Galveston  and 
Oklahoma;  engineering  and  computer  science  programs  in  Richardson,  Houston,  and 
San  Antonio;  and  diverse  credit  and  noncredit  courses  at  SMU-in-Legacy,  a 
university  facility  in  Piano  approximately  20  miles  north  of  the  SMU  campus. 

•  Perkins'  Mexican  American  Studies  Program,  which  prepares  students  for  ministry 
in  a  bilingual  setting,  has  entered  into  a  new  relationship  with  the  General  Board  of 
Global  Ministries.  The  board  has  assigned  a  missioner  to  work  with  the  program  in 
advancing  its  relations  with  seminaries  across  Latin  America  and  the  Caribbbean. 

•  SMU  continues  to  be  well-recognized  in  publications  that  rank  institutions  of  higher 
education.  U.S.  News  &  World  Report  ranks  it  in  the  top  half  of  national 
universities.   SMU's  Cox  School  of  Business  is  the  only  school  in  Texas  and  one  of

only  23  in  the  nation  to  be  included  in  the  top  40  M.B.A.  program  rankings  in 
Business  Week,  U.S.  News  &  World  Report,  and  the  Financial  Times  of  London. 
SMU  is  included  in  America 's  Best  Christian  Colleges:  2000. 

•  About  2,000  SMU  students  participate  in  volunteer  service  each  year.  Through 
SMU's  Inter-Community  Experience  (ICE)  program,  students  in  urban  issues  classes 
tutor  and  mentor  children  in  a  multiethnic,  low-income  neighborhood.  Several 
students  live  in  the  neighborhood  in  a  house  built  in  cooperation  with  Habitat  for 
Humanity. 

•  In  December  1999  SMU  dismissed  an  assistant  football  coach  based  on  the  results  of 
an  independent  investigation  commissioned  by  the  University  to  examine  alleged 
rules  violations  discovered  through  SMU's  internal  compliance  system.  The 
University  also  announced  self-imposed  sanctions  on  its  football  program  and 
submitted  a  report  to  the  NCAA.  The  investigation  found  violations  limited  to  the 
conduct  of  one  coach  with  no  booster  involvement.  SMU  will  not  tolerate  rules 
violations  of  any  type  and  will  hold  accountable  those  who  are  responsible  for  them. 

•  SMU's  Wesley  Foundation  continues  to  provide  a  vibrant  campus  ministry  in  the 
Methodist  tradition.  In  November  1999,  the  College  of  Bishops  voted  unanimously 
to  recommend  to  the  Jurisdictional  Conference  that  full  funding  for  the  United 
Methodist  Campus  Ministry  (Wesley  Foundation)  at  SMU  be  continued  for  the  2000 
-  2004  quadrennium.  We  hope  you  will  affirm  this  recommendation  to  continue 
supporting  SMU's  Wesley  Foundation  as  other  Christian  churches  support  their 
campus  ministries. 

SMU  treasures  its  Methodist  heritage,  and  we  ask  your  continued  prayers  and  support  as 
we  move  forward  in  the  21st  century.

We  also  celebrate  the  Bayou  Healers  Youth  Group 
of  Lafourche  Parish  who  has  been  collaborating  with  the  Bayou  Eagles  of 
Terrebonne. 

•  We  celebrate  all  the  Volunteers  in  Mission  Groups  who  have  made  the  Dulac 
Community  Center  a  big  success  in  1999.  Thank  you  all  for  the  wonderful  help  in 
our  community.  We  are  very  thankful  to  Zoe  Ann  Verret,  and  Phillip  and  Lona 
Verdin  for  all  their  efforts  in  the  kitchen  for  our  Volunteers  in  Mission  Program. 

•  We  celebrate  the  first  stages  of  our  Piano  Lessons.

Lafon  Methodist  Home 

Aging  is  an  inevitable  part  of  living  that  need  not  be  a  negative  experience  for  the  elderly. 
Here  at  Lafon,  we  strive  to  provide  an  environment  full  of  energy  and  free  of  the  negative 
stigmas  that  are  usually  attached  to  nursing  home  life. 

The  Lafon  Methodist  Home  continues  to  serve  the  greater  New  Orleans  area  by  providing 
quality  long-term  nursing  care  for  its  residents.  We  are  home  to  over  ninety  (90)  elderly 
people  and  enrich  their  golden  years  with  a  family  atmosphere  that  goes  well  beyond  the 
area  of  usual  nursing  services. 

Each  resident  is  treated  with  the  utmost  respect  as  well  as  provided  with  care  and 
treatment  based  upon  their  individual  needs.  Within  days  of  admittance,  a  resident  is 
evaluated  by  Nursing  Services,  Social  Service,  Activity  Department,  and  Dietary  Service 
collectively.  An  individual  plan  of  care  is  developed  by  these  departments  which  is 
designed  to  cover  every  aspect  of  the  resident's  life  while  at  Lafon.  The  plan  is  reviewed 
by  the  staff  physicians  and  updated  every  ninety  (90)  days,  or  as  needed  in  the  event  there 
is  a  substantial  change  in  the  resident's  condition. 

Family  participation  is  strongly  encouraged  in  the  on-going  care  of  the  residents.  This 
provides  a  continual  link  between  their  former  environment  and  that  of  the  nursing 
homes.  Regular  family  meetings  are  held  to  keep  them  abreast  of  any  changes  in  facility 
policies  and/or  their  relative's  care.  Frequent  phone  calls  also  serve  the  purpose  of 
keeping  the  communication  lines  open  between  families  and  the  facility.  All  of  this 
allows  for  continual  input  by  the  families  and  residents  during  the  course  of  their  stay. 

The  elderly  population  is  one  of  the  largest  growing  minorities  in  this  country,  and  often 
the  most  neglected.  One  of  the  on-going  long-term  goals  of  Lafon  is  to  raise  the  level  of 
consciousness  within  our  community  of  the  plight  of  the  elderly.  There  exists  a  general 
consensus  that  if  people  were  aware  of  this  plight  there  would  be  more  concern  and 
contributions  to  the  facility,  which  would  further  serve  to  enhance  the  quality  of  life  for 
the  elderly.

The  unfounded  anxiety  and  fear  of  many  as  we  crossed  into  the  new  millennium  is  over. 
At  Lydia  Patterson  we  never  lost  sight  of  the  fact  that  a  new  millennium  was  simply  a 
count  of  time  since  the  birth  of  Jesus.  We  understood  that  generations  come  and  go,  but 
the  love  of  God  is  here  to  stay.  This  love  has  been  reflected  in  the  lives  of  many  people 
who,  like  Mrs.  Lydia  Patterson,  have  touched  the  needy.  At  the  turn  of  the  20th  century, 
Mrs.  Patterson  embraced  the  children  of  the  "barrio"  of  South  El  Paso  by  teaching  them 
English  and  about  God.  In  that  spirit  of  love  and  kindness,  Lydia  Patterson  Institute  was 
born.  We  have  now  entered  into  the  21st  century,  and  that  same  spirit  dwells  among  our 
staff  and  every  United  Methodist  in  this  jurisdiction  who  add  to  Mrs.  Patterson's  legacy. 

We  have  enjoyed  endless  blessings  in  the  last  twelve  months.  The  prayers  and  support  of 
our  United  Methodist  friends  lift  our  spirits  and  invigorate  our  energy  to  continue  to 
answer  God's  call  to  ministry  with  our  students.  This  is  my  opportunity  to  thank  you  for 
your  apportionments  that  fund  one-third  of  our  annual  operations.  In  1999,  the  seventeen 
conferences  of  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction,  collectively,  paid  100%  of  the  assigned 
apportionments.  This  is  the  first  time  ever  and  the  highest  amount  paid  to  Lydia 
Patterson  in  any  one  year.  I  wish  to  thank  the  North  Texas,  North  Arkansas,  New 
Mexico,  and  Rio  Grande  Conferences  for  paying  over  100%. 

In  addition,  we  have  raised  80%  of  a  $2  million  goal  for  the  endowment  campaign  from 
the  churches  of  the  jurisdiction.  Again,  many  conferences  raised  over  100%  of  their 
goals.  For  the  first  time,  Lydia  Patterson  has  an  endowment  fund  of  close  to  $3  million 
and  growing.  As  a  result,  teachers'  salaries  have  been  increased  25%.  We  have  added 
new  programs,  expanded  our  curriculum,  and  our  classrooms  are  now  equipped  with 
better  technological  resources.  Two  pieces  of  property  have  been  purchased,  including  a 
house  that  will  be  used  for  volunteers  and  guests. 

We  have  recruited  many  more  students  from  the  "colonias"  of  Juarez  where  families  live 
in  houses  made  of  cardboard.  These  students  attend  on  a  scholarship  that  pays  for  tuition, 
uniform,  bus  fares,  bridge  tolls,  visas,  etc.  We  have  also  recruited  more  Methodist 
students  through  our  connection  with  the  Methodist  churches  in  Juarez.  A  scholarship 
was  given  away  through  the  partnership  of  LPI  and  a  local  radio  station.  The  applicants 
competed  by  writing  an  essay  on  why  they  wanted  to  attend  LPI.  The  winner,  Israel, 
twelve  years  old  and  a  straight-A  student,  lives  with  his  family  of  four  in  a  one-room 
house.  He  wrote,  "I  want  to  attend  LPI  because  I  want  a  good  education.  I  have  never 
been  to  El  Paso.  I  wish  I  did  not  need  a  passport.  I  have  walked  to  the  top  of  the 
international  bridge  and  wondered  what  it  is  like  on  the  other  side." 

We  continue  to  look  for  ways  to  serve  the  church.  We  held  the  third  gathering  of  pastors 
from  the  New  Mexico,  Rio  Grande,  and  the  Conferencia  Norcentral  de  Mexico.  We 
provided  seminars  in  English  and  Spanish  to  benefit  the  pastors  in  their  own  ministries. 
We  hosted  meetings  for  the  University  Senate,  the  General  Board  of  Higher  Education, 
and  the  Jurisdictional  Missions  Council.  We  were  also  honored  with  a  visit  from  the 
College  of  Bishops  who  visited  in  the  homes  of  our  students  living  in  the  "colonias". 
Soon,  the  Board  of  the  United  Methodist  Foundation  will  meet  here,  and  we  will  host  the 
annual  meeting  for  the  United  Methodist  Women  of  the  New  Mexico  Conference. 
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The  Student  Lay  Ministry  Training  Program  is  in  place.  Students  will  receive  training  to 
serve  the  churches  of  our  jurisdiction  in  Hispanic  ministries.  It  is  our  hope  that  in  the 
process,  some  may  feel  a  call  to  the  ordained  ministry. 

The  life  and  spirit  of  Lydia  Patterson  is  one  of  endless  ministry.  Every  United  Methodist 
in  this  Conference  is  a  pillar  of  this  ministry.  It  is  their  commitment  that  explains  why 
90%  of  our  students  attend  college.  It  is  their  support  that  takes  entire  families  out  of 
poverty.  It  is  their  love  and  prayers  that  make  students  with  strong  Christian  values.  For 
this,  and  much  more,  and  on  behalf  of  everyone  at  "La  Lydia",  I  thank  you  and  ask  that 
you  continue  to  join  us  in  answering  that  same  call  that  led  Mrs.  Patterson  to  embrace 
children  like  Israel  a  century  ago.

The  Louisiana  Methodist  Children's  Home 

The  Board  and  staff  are  pleased  to  report  that  1 999  was  a  very  successful  year  in  terms  of 
services  provided  to  children,  youth,  and  families  on  behalf  of  the  Louisiana  Annual 
Conference.  The  direct  care  services  remained  populated  at  operational  capacity 
throughout  the  year.  A  total  of  1,688  individual  and  family  members  received  services 
through  the  total  aggregate  programs  on  the  Campus.  An  additional  5,426  participated  in 
all  of  the  programs  offered  at  the  Outdoor  Wilderness  Learning  Center  (OWL).  A  total  of 
947  individual  children  were  referred  for  residential  services.  We  were  able  to  admit  215 
(30%)  of  the  new  applicants.  A  total  of  256  individual  youth  attended  structured  classes 
and  services  in  Independent  Living  Training. 

During  1999,  a  total  of  1,306  individuals  were  served  through  the  Family  Development 
Center.  There  were  83  out-patient  clients  yielding  a  total  of  177  individual  family 
members  seen  in  family  therapy.  There  were  89  residential  clients  yielding  a  total  of  237 
individual  family  members  seen  in  therapy.  During  1999,  29  families  involving  222 
individuals  participated  in  court  ordered  family  evaluation  services.  580  children  in  the 
Lincoln  Parish  schools  were  taught  a  violence  prevention  curriculum. 

The  Methodist  Children's  Home  received  a  total  operating  income  of  $4,958,573  during 
1999.  Contributions  received  directly  by  MCH  was  12%  of  the  total.  The  Church 
Offering  provided  2%  of  the  income.  Interest  earned  from  the  Home's  invested  funds 
provided  20%.  Sixty-two  percent  came  from  the  purchase  of  service  fees,  and  the 
remaining  percentage  came  from  Special  Grants  and  miscellaneous  sources.  The  total 
operating  program  expenses  was  $4,898,200.

The  Articles  of  Incorporation  of  the  Corporation  are  amended  by  amending  Article 
2  and  adding  Article  4A  to  provide  as  follows: 

Article  2 
Purpose 

This  Corporation  is  organized  exclusively  for  charitable,  education,  religious  or  scientific 
purposes,  within  the  meaning  of  Section  501  (c)  (3)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  (or 
corresponding  section  of  any  future  Federal  tax  code.)  No  part  of  the  net  earnings  of  the 
Corporation  shall  inure  to  the  benefit  of,  or  be  distributable  to  its  trustees,  directors, 
officers  or  other  private  persons,  except  that  the  Corporation  shall  be  authorized  and 
empowered  to  pay  reasonable  compensation  for  services  rendered  and  to  make  payments 
and  distributions  in  furtherance  of  Section  501  (c)  (3)  purposes.  No  substantial  part  of 
the  activities  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  the  carrrying  on  of  propaganda,  or  otherwise 
attempting  to  influence  legislation,  and  the  Corporation  shall  not  participate  in,  or 
intervene  in  (including  the  publishing  or  distribution  of  statements)  any  political 
campaign  on  behalf  of  or  in  opposition  to  any  candidate  for  public  office). 
Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  these  Articles,  the  Corporation  shall  not  carry  on 
any  other  activities  not  permitted  to  be  carried  on  (a)  by  a  Corporation  exempt  from 
Federal  income  tax  under  Section  501  (c)  (3)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  (or 
corresponding  section  of  any  future  Federal  tax  code  or  (b)  by  a  Corporation, 
contributions  to  which  are  deductible  under  Section  170  (c)  (2)  of  the  Internal  Revenue 
Code  (or  corresponding  section  if  any  future  Federal  tax  code.) 

Article  4A 
Distribution  of  Assets 

Upon  dissolution  of  this  Corporation,  assets  shall  be  distributed  for  one  or  more  exempt 
purposes  within  the  meaning  of  Section  501  (c)  (3)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code,  i.e., 
charitable,  educational,  religious  or  scientific,  or  corresponding  section  of  any  future 
federal  tax  code,  or  shall  be  distributed  to  the  Federal  goverenment,  or  to  a  state  or  local 
government  for  a  public  purpose.

The  purpose  of  MacDonell  United  Methodist  Children's  Services  is  to  provide  and 
maintain  a  benevolent,  charitable,  non-profit  organization  for  the  care,  custody,  heritage, 
education  and  welfare  of  children,  youth  and  families  without  regard  to  sex,  race,  color, 
creed,  national  origin  or  handicapping  condition  that  can  be  addressed  within  the  scope  of 
the  program,  services  and  financial  resources  of  the  agency.

The  other  two  homes  will  house  10  boys 
between  the  ages  of  15  and  18.  Providing  this  home-like  setting  for  our  older  youth 
has  already  made  a  significant  positive  difference  in  our  program.  Being  able  to  live 
in  one  of  these  homes  has  given  the  youth  a  great  incentive  for  working  toward  their 
therapeutic  goals. 

•  This  year  we  added  a  Development  person  to  our  staff.  Her  name  is  Millie  Harris. 
This  addition  will  be  of  great  assistance  in  our  fundraising  efforts  as  the  board  of  The 
Methodist  Home  For  Children  has  committed  to  a  Long  Range  Plan  and  Fundraising 
Campaign.  The  major  focus  of  this  campaign  will  be  to  establish  an  on-campus 
school.  In  conjunction  with  the  school,  our  hope  is  to  develop  a  creative  arts 
program  for  our  residents.  More  will  be  unveiled  about  our  future  plans  as  this 
Campaign  progresses. 

•  The  Methodist  Home  For  Children  is  committed  to  quality  care  of  abandoned, 
abused  and  neglected  children  in  our  state.  Our  staff  is  dedicated  to  providing  a 
healing  place  for  these  children.  This  ministry  is  your  ministry  and  we  covet  your 
support  of  this  vital  and  vibrant  ministry  to  some  of  God's  special  little  ones.

Since  1968,  Pendleton  Memorial  Methodist  Hospital  has  offered  a  full  range  of  acute 
care  services,  ministering  to  the  physical  as  well  as  spiritual  needs  of  our  patients.  The 
focus  of  this  care  is  delivered  within  the  context  of  our  Christian  mission  reflecting  the 
spirit  of  the  greatest  Healer  of  all,  Jesus  Christ. 

Methodist,  recently  celebrating  its  31st  Anniversary  of  service  to  the  East  New  Orleans 
community,  is  a  317-bed  acute-care  hospital  situated  on  22  acres.  As  a  nonprofit 
organization,  Methodist  provided  inpatient  services  to  8,533  patients,  and  outpatient 
services  for  103,004  visits  during  this  past  fiscal  year.  Approximately  909  babies  were 
born  at  the  hospital  during  that  time.  Over  28,700  patients  were  seen  in  the  Emergency 
Department. 

The  Methodist  Health  System  is  blessed  with  over  1,250  highly  motivated  employees 
imbued  with  the  spirit  of  caring  instilled  by  the  Louisiana  Conference.  These  individuals 
discharge  their  responsibilities  keeping  the  spiritual  as  well  as  physical  needs  of  the 
patients  foremost  in  mind.  In  addition,  Methodist  is  served  by  a  staff  of  approximately 
450  physicians  covering  virtually  all  the  specialties  and  subspecialties  of  medicine. 

Expenditures  associated  with  the  services  provided  by  Methodist  totaled  approximately 
$117,808,000  last  fiscal  year.  During  this  same  time,  donations  from  the  United 
Methodist  Churches  in  the  Louisiana  Conference  totaled  $13,173.46.  These 
contributions  provided  a  portion  of  the  over  $1,843,327.00  of  free  care  which  Methodist 
Hospital  provided  during  this  past  fiscal  year  through  its  financial  assistance  program. 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Methodist  Health  System  Foundation,  Inc.  includes  M. 
Kenneth  Schor,  Chairman;  Marian  Eggerton,  Vice  Chairman;  Charles  McHale,  Secretary; 
Mat.  Kawasaki,  Treasurer;  Jack  T.  Styron,  Dr.  Enrica  Singleton  and  Frederick  C.  Young, 
Jr.,  Methodist  Health  System  Foundation  President,  Members. 

The  Foundation,  which  functions  as  a  holding  company,  has  a  number  of  subsidiary 
corporations  and  operations.  The  purpose  of  the  Foundation,  as  well  as  the  subsidiaries, 
is  to  provide  additional  economic  resources  to  Methodist  Hospital,  particularly  in  this 
time  of  increasing  competition  and  general  economic  downturn.  As  such,  the 
Foundation's  primary  goal  is  to  ensure  that  Methodist  Hospital  is  able  to  build  upon  its 
tradition  of  providing  healthcare  to  the  Greater  East  New  Orleans  community  and 
beyond.   While  most  of  these  subsidiary  operations  are  involved  in  activities  outside  the 
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hospital  proper,  they  are  all  involved  with  healthcare-related  services,  most  of  which  are 
on  a  freestanding  basis. 

The  Methodist  Psychiatric  Pavillion  is  a  good  example  of  a  subsidiary  operation  that 
provides  an  unmet  clinical  need  within  the  community  in  the  area  of  mental  health  and 
substance  abuse.  At  the  same  time,  it  provides  an  economic  return  to  the  Foundation  and 
subsequently  to  Methodist  Hospital. 

Current  social  and  economic  forces  encourage  that  surgery  be  performed  on  a  same  day 
basis  whenever  possible.  Advances  in  clinical  technology  also  enable  more  surgical 
cases  to  be  done  on  a  same  day  basis.  Methodist  Ambulatory  Surgery  Center  assists 
Methodist  Hospital  in  competing  effectively  on  this  front  by  offering  cost-effective,  high- 
quality,  convenient  surgical  services.  The  Center  is  a  joint  venture  between  the 
Foundation  and  a  group  of  surgeons  associated  with  Methodist  Hospital. 

Due  to  the  high  incidence  of  cancer  related  illnesses  in  our  area,  the  Methodist  Cancer 
Center  was  established  to  provide  a  comprehensive  cancer  treatment  program.  The 
Cancer  Center  far  exceeded  projections  for  the  first  two  years;  therefore,  it  was  expanded 
to  accommodate  the  increase  in  patient  usage. 

The  Jonathan  Nelson  Cancer  Fund  was  established  in  memory  of  Jonathan  Nelson,  son 
of  Chaplain  Judy  Nelson.  Through  his  mother's  dedicated  services  as  a  Chaplain  at 
Methodist  Hospital,  and  as  a  result  of  his  illness,  Jonathan  became  interested  in 
supporting  cancer  research  and  treatment  programs  associated  with  the  hospital. 
Donations  designated  for  this  special  fund  will  be  used  for  treatment,  patient  services, 
and  any  needs  that  will  advance  the  cure  of  cancer  through  the  Methodist  Health  System. 

And  for  the  diabetic  population,  the  Diabetes  Institute  at  Methodist  Hospital  offers 
coordinated  visits  -  in  one  office,  on  one  day  -  in  all  specialties  relating  to  diabetes  care. 

Methodist  Hospital's  emergency  staff  has  earned  and  maintained  a  reputation  for 
providing  the  best  in  emergency  medical  care.  Now  Methodist  has  the  facilities  to 
complement  that  care.  The  18,000  square  foot  Emergency  Medicine  Center  has  been 
completely  renovated  with  an  expansion  nearly  doubling  its  size.  The  new  Center  offers 
dual  track  patient  care.  Individuals  experiencing  severe  trauma,  seizures  or  heart  attack 
symptoms  are  admitted  to  an  immediate  treatment  area.  Those  with  less  urgent  illness  or 
injuries  are  assigned  to  another  area  of  the  Center.  This  process  ensures  faster  diagnosis 
and  treatment  for  the  seriously  injured  or  ill  patient,  while  also  minimizing  the  delay  in 
treatment  for  the  less  serious  patient. 

For  metropolitan  area  businesses,  the  Methodist  Occupational  &  Industrial  Medicine 

Clinic  provides  prompt  economical  healthcare  services  for  employees  -  from  emergency 
treatment  for  injured  or  ill  employees  to  rehabilitative  care. 

The  Methodist  Health  Complex  also  features  two  medical  office  buildings:  The 
Physicians  Medical  Plaza  is  a  three-story,  50,000  square-foot  structure  with  150 
associated  parking  spaces.  Suites  are  custom  designed  to  meet  the  individual  needs  of  the 
practice  of  each  physician.  The  Medical  Center  of  East  New  Orleans  is  a  nine-story 
building  that  provides  office  space  for  more  than  80  physicians. 

The  healthcare  campus  was  changed  dramatically  with  the  completion  of  the  Hospital's 
East  Tower.  The  highlight  of  a  $17  million  expansion  and  renovation  project,  the  East 
Tower  represents  Methodist's  first  major  expansion  since  the  1978  addition  of  patient 
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floors  to  the  original  hospital  building.  The  six-floor  East  Tower  houses  outpatient, 
ancillary  and  administrative  services. 

Special  programs  of  the  Methodist  Health  Complex  include: 

Senior  Focus  -  recognizing  the  special  healthcare  needs  of  adults  50  years  of  age 

and  older,  this  program  offers  a  package  of  health-related  services  and  activities. 

Approximately  1 1,500  members  are  currently  enrolled  in  Senior  Focus. 

Geriatric  Psychiatry  -  focuses  on  adults  who  have  psychiatric  problems  with  a 

secondary  medical  necessity. 

LiteWeight  -  a  medically  supervised  weight  loss  program  for  those  who  want  to 

achieve  a  healthy  body  weight. 

Renew  -  a  comprehensive  surgical  procedure  that  utilizes  gastric  stapling  with 

bypass  for  the  severely  obese  patient. 

Private  Support  Services  -  assists  members  of  the  community  with  their  personal 

needs,  from  house  cleaning  and  household  repairs  to  cooking  and  around-the-clock 

assistance  for  individuals  who  require  more  extensive  personal  care. 

Pulmonary  Rehabilitation  -  addresses  quality  of  life  issues  of  those  with  chronic 

lung  diseases. 

TotalWound  Treatment  Center  -  a  multidisciplinary  approach  to  wound  care  that 

includes  hyperbaric  medicine  -    administering  100  percent  oxygen  in  a  controlled 

environment  of  increased  atmospheric  pressure 

Lithotripsy  -  Methodist  is  the  only  hospital  in  the  East  New  Orleans  area  to  offer 

this  procedure  for  the  treatment  of  kidney  stones. 

In  1999,  Methodist  continued  its  commitment  to  provide  the  most  advanced  technology 
for  its  patients.  During  this  time,  the  Magnetic  Imaging  Resonance  (MRI)  system  was 
upgraded  to  the  highest  possible  upgrade  available,  enhancing  ways  to  see  inside  the 
body  for  more  efficient  and  faster  methods  of  diagnosis.  The  new  Computed 
Tomography  (CT)  scanner  represents  a  breakthrough  in  medical  imaging  that  produces 
more  detailed  images  of  the  body  than  ever  before.  And  the  Angiography  Lab 
renovation  incorporates  high  tech  equipment  and  a  contemporary  design  for  patient  and 
monitoring  areas. 

Members  of  the  Methodist  Clergy  will  receive  a  special  20%  discount  on  their  portion  of 
the  bill  for  services  rendered  at  Methodist  Hospital.  Clergy  from  other  denominations 
may  receive  a  1 0%  discount  under  this  program. 

Additionally,  the  Methodist  Psychiatric  Pavillion,  through  a  special  arrangement  with  the 
Louisiana  Conference,  offers  psychiatric  evaluations  for  members  should  the  need  arise. 

Methodist  Hospital  requests  the  reappointment  of  Chaplain  Paul  Durbin  as  Chaplain  and 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Pastoral  Care,  and  the  reappointment  of  Chaplain  Judy 
Nelson  as  Associate  Chaplain.

Peoples  Center  continues  to  take  seriously  and  with  strong  convictions  the  words 
(paraphrased)  from  Proverbs  22:6,  "Train  up  a  child  in  the  way  he  or  she  should  go,  and 
when  they  are  old,  they  will  not  depart  from  it." 

The  services  that  Peoples  provided  in  1999,  as  in  years  past,  are  the  epitome  of  what  it 
means  to  minister  to  children,  youth,  and  their  families  who  are  at  risk  and  live  in 
poverty.  The  Bishops'  Initiative  on  Children  and  Youth  is  lived  out  at  Peoples  Center,  in 
that  positive  differences  can  be  seen  and  measured  by  the  progress  of  the  young  children 
through  teacher  evaluations.  All  of  this  and  more  is  accomplished  through  Early 
Learning  Programs,  an  age-appropriate  academic  curriculum  that  offers  enrichment  and 
social  and  spiritual  development  for  ages  2-12  at  an  affordable  cost. 

The  end  of  the  twentieth  century  completed  another  chapter  in  the  life  of  a  place  which 
remains  determined  not  to  be  defeated,  despite  the  odds.  It  is  because  of  concerned 
individuals,  churches,  organizations,  and  units  across  the  Methodist  Connection  that 
allows  Peoples  to  survive  on  faith  and  with  dignity  as  each  day  is  faced  with  hope  and 
subsequent  reward. 

A  special  "Thank  You"  to  our  brothers  and  sisters  in  Christ  of  all  ages  who  made  it 
possible  for  1999  to  end  without  a  financial  deficit.  We  offer  our  heartfelt  appreciation  to 
you  for  caring  about  People's  future. 

We  experienced  another  first  in  1999.  The  Peoples  Board  of  Directors  held  its  first 
fundraiser,  "People  for  Peoples",  featuring  the  Celestial  Choir  of  Taylor  Memorial  United 
Methodist  Church,  Oakland,  California.  The  Choir  came  as  their  mission  outreach  to 
Peoples  at  their  own  expense  and  at  no  cost  to  Peoples.  At  this  gala,  Mrs.  Dorothy  Mae 
Taylor  was  the  honored  guest,  and  an  annual  award  will  be  awarded  to  another 
outstanding  individual  in  the  name  of  Mrs.  Taylor. 

The  gala  enabled  the  Peoples  Board  to  award  its  first  Irene  T.  Reeds  Scholarship  to  a 
mother  of  two  children  at  Peoples  -  Jasmine  and  William. 

Ten  children  graduated  in  1999. 

Peoples  Center  is  an  institution  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  established  in  1922  located 
in  New  Orleans  and  non-profit.  There  is  always  a  demand  for  services,  and  we  strive  to 
accommodate  the  requests.  The  Good  Samaritan  Offering  is  a  means  by  which  others 
can  help  us  to  live  out  the  mission  of  the  Church.  Mission  Projects  are  encouraged. 

Peoples  is  a  Class  A  licensed  center  able  to  service  up  to  100  students  and  is  a  United 
Way  Agency.

St.  Mark's  Community  Center 

St.  Mark's  Community  Center  is  located  on  the  border  between  the  French  Quarter  and 
the  African- American  community  of  Treme  in  the  inner  city  of  New  Orleans.  Established 
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as  a  National  Mission  of  the  Church  in  1909  to  provide  Christian  education  to  the 
children  of  an  expanding  immigrant  population,  the  mission  expanded  to  address  the 
material,  educational,  and  spiritual  needs  of  the  women  and  children.  In  1971,  St.  Mark's 
incorporated  as  a  501(c)(3)  with  a  local  board  of  directors  from  the  community.  Today, 
St.  Mark's  programs  not  only  seek  to  address  specific  needs  within  Treme,  but  also  serve 
youth  and  adults  throughout  Orleans  Parish.  As  a  National  Mission  of  the  Women's 
Division  of  the  United  Methodist  Church,  St.  Mark's  Community  Center  mission  is 
dedicated  to  the  self-development  of  people,  especially  women  and  children,  through 
education,  vocational  and  economic  development,  advocacy,  recreation,  the  arts,  and 
importantly  through  spiritual  support. 

We  want  to  thank  you  for  the  support  you  have  given  over  the  past  year  that  has  enabled 
us  to  accomplish  all  that  we  have.  Your  prayers,  your  notes  of  encouragement,  your 
visits,  and  your  material  and  financial  assistance  were  needed  from  an  operational 
perspective  as  well  as  the  perception  of  knowing  that  we  are  joined  to  you  as  part  of 
God's  movement.  St.  Mark's  is  not  a  mission  unto  itself  but  is  part  of  your  church  and 
your  service  to  God's  people.  We  are  a  part  of  the  fruit  of  the  tree  that  is  the  community 
of  faith  whose  roots  are  Jesus  Christ. 

CURRENT  AREAS  OF  WORK: 

The  current  work  of  St.  Mark's  Community  Center  may  be  divided  into  four  basic  areas: 
Childcare,  Youth  Development,  Education,  and  Community-Economic  Development. 
The  following  is  an  overview  of  the  work  transpiring  in  each  area. 

CHILDCARE  RELATED  PROGRAMS: 

The  Family  Daycare  Program  provides  training  for  women  who  seek  to  offer 
childcare  within  their  homes  and  the  monitoring  necessary  to  ensure  the  provision 
of  safe  early-childhood  development,  as  well  as  reimbursement  for  the  meals  served 
to  the  children.  This  program  currently  includes  143  women  and  over  eight  hundred 
children,  reimburses  over  one  half  million  meals  per  year,  and  is  growing  at  the  rate 
of  twenty  percent  per  year. 

Caregivers  United  For  Better  Educated  Youth  provides  training  and  certification  at 
the  associates  level  in  Early  Childhood  Development  for  childcare  providers. 

The  Carver  Daycare  Program  is  a  childcare  program  located  at  George  Washington 
Carver  Junior-Senior  High  School  designed  to  enable  fifty  teenage  mothers  to 
continue/maintain  their  education  by  providing  free  childcare,  parenting  classes, 
and  healthcare.  Eighty  percent  of  the  young  mothers  using  the  program  have  either 
completed  school  or  are  working  towards  completion.  All  of  those  who  have 
completed  school  are  either  attending  college  or  employed. 

YOUTH  DEVELOPMENT: 

The  After  School  Program  is  conducted  after  school  until  curfew  and  on  Saturdays 
and  offers  training  in  computer  literacy,  tutoring,  art  classes,  music,  basic  life  skills 
training,  swimming  lessons  and  free  swim,  recreation  and  organized  sports,  and 
karate  to  youth  ages  6-19  from  the  community.  Approximately  ninety  youth  are 
involved  in  some  aspect  of  the  program  each  evening. 

The  Jazz  Project  was  started  in  January  of  1996  as  a  way  to  engage  at-risk  youth 
from  the  Street  Academy  and  local  community  in  the  educational  process.  The  Jazz 
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Project  uses  musical  instrument  instruction  and  performance  as  a  tool  to  create  a 
desire  to  learn  and  to  build  self-confidence  and  instills  the  discipline  and  learning 
skills  desperately  needed  by  these  youth.  Free  lessons  are  provided  four  hours  a 
day,  six  days  a  week  to  approximately  1 10  youth.  Instruments  are  supplied  to  those 
that  are  unable  to  acquire  one. 

"Making  Good  In  The  Hood"  Project:  School  age  youth  have  three  basic 
relationships  which  shape  their  lives:  the  family  relationship,  school  relationship, 
and  their  relationship  with  peers.  Youth  who  are  vulnerable  to  becoming  "at-risk" 
typically  have  some  form  of  difficulty  with  and/or  within  their  family,  are 
misbehaving  in  school  and  feel  abandoned  by  the  educational  system,  and  are 
yielding  to  potentially  harmful  peer  pressure  and  trends.  This  program,  funded  by 
the  Institute  of  Mental  Hygiene  and  the  Department  of  Social  Services,  benefits  100 
students  between  the  ages  of  11-18  by  addressing  all  three  areas  of  relationships 
simultaneously  through  a  combination  of  social  work,  mentoring,  emphasizing  the 
consequences  of  their  decisions,  building  self-esteem,  and  developing  long-term 
peer  support  groups.  The  overall  objective  is  to  encourage  self-differentiation  so  the 
participants  can  resist  negative/harmful  social  influences  and  advance  academically 
and  relationally  in  their  lives. 

The  "Curfew  and  Assessment  Center"  is  a  collaboration  between  Covenant  House, 
the  New  Orleans  Police  Department,  the  City  of  New  Orleans,  and  St.  Mark's 
Community  Center  to  address  the  problem  of  children  and  youth  who  break  curfew. 
Rather  than  being  a  punitive  model,  this  program  provides  social  workers  to  counsel 
the  children  and  their  families  by  addressing  the  underlying  reason  for  curfew 
violations  and  other  family  issues. 

EDUCATION: 

The  Street  Academy  Charter  School  is  an  alternative  school  chartered  by  the  Board 
of  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  for  7th-9th  grade  students  who  are  at  risk 
of  dropping  out  or  expulsion.  Students  who  attend  the  Street  Academy  are  typically 
3-4  years  behind  academically  and  have  a  history  of  behavioral  problems.  The 
school,  which  opened  this  fall  with  102  students,  will  add  one  grade  per  year, 
becoming  a  complete  junior  and  senior  high  school  in  2003  with  a  student  body  of 
200.  The  school  is  based  on  the  concept  of  multiple  intellects  and  utilizes  an 
integrated  arts-based  curriculum. 

The  Treme  Corner  Cafe  is  a  youth-run  restaurant  located  at  1500  Governor  Nicholls 
Street  in  Treme.  High  school  drop-outs  participate  in  every  aspect  of  the 
restaurant's  operation  from  dishwashing  to  bookkeeping.  Participants  learn  job 
retention  skills,  discover  first-hand  the  significance  of  obtaining  an  education  to 
succeed  within  any  job,  have  a  paid  work  experience  from  which  to  begin  building 
a  resume,  and  are  enrolled  in  a  GED  program.  The  program  includes  life  skill  and 
conflict  resolution  training,  and  tutoring  in  mathematics  and  language  arts. 
The  Charles  DesLondes  Archimedes  Project  was  started  in  the  fall  of  1998  as  an 
educational  program  for  senior  high  school  students  who  were  being  expelled  from 
the  Orleans  Parish  Public  School  System.  The  alternative  education  program,  which 
utilized  an  integrated  Afro-centric  curriculum  built  around  history,  worked  with  60 
expelled  students  and  resulted  in  each  student  returning  to  the  public  school  system 
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within  a  year.  The  project  was  postponed  by  the  Orleans  Parish  School  Board 
together  with  all  other  alternative  programs  in  the  city  until  the  School  Board  could 
develop  a  unified  plan  to  address  the  needs  of  more  than  3,000  students  who  are 
expelled  or  drop  out  of  the  school  system  each  year.  The  Charles  DesLondes 
Archimedes  Project  should  reopen  in  the  fall  of  2000  to  accommodate  up  to 
seventy- five  expelled  senior  high  school  students. 

Working  with  adult  literacy  has  become  increasingly  important  to  St.  Mark's.  In 
collaboration  with  the  YMCA's  Educational  Services  literacy  program,  both 
Literacy  and  Adult  Basic  Education  classes  and  tutoring  have  been  offered  to 
community  residents  since  1996  with  increasing  demand. 

Kid's  House  and  Safe  Harbor  are  tutorial  programs  that  target  specifically  a  total  of 
seventy- five  3rd,  4th,  7th  and  8th  students  from  Enterprise  Community  schools  who 
are  at  academic  risk.  These  youth  are  involved  in  the  program  a  minimum  of  four 
evenings  a  week  during  the  school  year  and  eight  weeks  during  the  summer. 

COMMUNITY-ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT: 

The  Treme  Tool  Library  Project  denoted  St.  Mark's  first  project  to  focus  on  housing 
needs  within  the  community.  This  project  established  a  home  repair  tool  lending 
library,  a  community  wood  working  shop,  and  preventative  maintenance  and  home 
repair  classes.  A  staff  carpenter  is  available  to  assist  community  residents  with 
home  repairs. 

The  AmeriCorps  of  New  Orleans  is  a  forty-five  member  service  corps  of  adults 
eighteen  and  older  who  serve  the  community  by  performing  emergency  home 
repairs,  shuttering  abandoned  houses  to  prevent  criminal  activity,  providing 
supplemental  education  and  tutoring  within  three  public  schools,  and  assisting 
social  service  agencies  who  aid  the  homeless.  Corps  members  perform  1700  hours 
of  service  in  return  for  a  living  stipend  and  an  educational  grant. 

The  Treme  Garden  Market  is  a  community  owned  and  operated  store  that  is  being 
established  by  St.  Mark's  as  a  means  of  incremental  community  economic 
development.  The  objective  is  to  open  a  resident-owned  grocery  store  that  will  also 
function  as  a  market  place  for  locally  produced  cottage  industry  goods  and  as  a 
network  of  community  gardens.  To  complete  this  objective,  the  establishment  of  a 
micro-grant  and  loan  fund  is  necessary  to  enable  women  who  live  within  Treme  to 
develop  cottage  industries. 

The  Minor  Home  Repair  Program  is  a  city-wide  emergency  home  repair  program 
for  low-income  homeowners  who  are  senior  citizens  or  have  disabilities.  Repairs 
are  made  at  no  cost  to  the  qualified  homeowner  through  materials  purchased  under 
a  CDBG  grant  and  labor  provided  through  AmeriCorps.  This  year  the  program  will 
rebuild  at  least  thirty-five  houses. 

The  Cyprus  Furniture  Project  is  developing  as  a  product  of  the  Tool  Library  and 
Minor  Home  Repair  program.  An  entire  wood  shop  has  been  established  in  rented 
space  in  Treme  to  manufacture  reproductions  from  cypress  salvaged  from 
construction  and  demolition  projects  across  the  city.  The  goal  is  to  equip  Treme 
community  youth  and  adults  with  skills  in  both  furniture  and  architectural  detail 
reproduction  for  the  historic  housing  restoration  industry  that  is  developing  across 
the  city.

Major  Focus  Areas 

St.  Mark's  work  will  focus  in  four  major  areas  of  importance  over  the  next  few  years. 

•  The  development  of  the  Street  Academy  Charter  School 

•  The  school  opened  in  the  fall  of  1999  with  100  students  in  grades  7-9  and  will 
expand  one  grade  per  year  to  a  student  body  size  of  200  in  the  year  2003.  The  school 
is  designed  to  specifically  address  the  social  and  educational  needs  of  students  at 
high  risk  of  expulsion  and/or  dropping  out  of  the  public  school.  A  minimum  of  90% 
are  from  low  income  families.  The  school  is  year  round,  utilizes  an  integrated  arts 
based  curriculum  designed  on  the  theory  of  multiple  intellects,  possesses  a  school  to 
career  component,  offers  technology  for  accelerated  learning,  and  maintains  a  strong 
social  services  component.  The  school  is  accountable  to  the  Board  of  Education  for 
the  academic  advancement  of  the  students  as  measured  through  standardized  testing. 

•  Taking  a  proactive  position  with  respect  to  youth  programs 

•  Because  of  the  educational  crisis  youth  are  surrounded  by,  it  is  imperative  that  St. 
Mark's  works  to  assist  youth  in  every  way  possible  so  they  have  the  opportunity  to 
succeed.  The  "Makin  Good  In  The  Hood"  program  denoted  significant  advancement 
in  our  work  with  youth.  This  program  invites  social  workers  to  address  the  youth 
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regarding  issues  they  encounter  in  school,  their  families,  and  with  peers,  while 
providing  group  mentors,  conflict  resolution  training,  critical  decision  making  skill 
development,  and  cultural  arts  and  recreation.  Youth  that  participate  in  the  program 
have  been  identified  by  their  local  schools  as  being  at  risk  of  failure/social  problems. 
Rather  than  being  a  "passive"  recreation  site  where  youth  come  and  go  with  the  same 
unresolved  problems,  we  are  striving  to  actively  engage  and  work  with  these  at-risk 
youth  and  their  families  to  resolve  the  barriers  to  success  and  stability  which  they 
face.  Our  goal  is  that  all  of  our  programs,  from  Jazz  to  computer  education  will  help 
youth  develop  the  discipline  needed  to  succeed  and  that  we  will  acquire  the  resources 
necessary  to  provide  social  worker  support  to  every  child  who  is  in  a  difficult  or  at- 
risk  situation. 

•  Community  and  economic  development 

•  Over  the  past  three  years,  St.  Mark's  Community  Center  has  established  the  Treme 
Corner  Cafe  Project,  a  youth-run  restaurant  designed  to  help  high  school  drop  outs; 
the  Treme  Tool  Lending  Library  for  home  repairs;  the  Treme  Garden  Market  which 
is  a  catalyst  for  female-managed  cottage  industry  development;  and  most  recently  the 
Cyprus  Furniture  Project  that  trains  unemployed  youth  in  cabinet  and  furniture 
construction.  St.  Mark's  has  also  partnered  with  the  YMCA  in  adult  literacy 
education  and  has  established  community  accessible  software  to  assist  with  GED 
preparation.  St.  Mark's  will  continue  to  work  in  economic  and  community 
development  with  respect  to  the  impacts  of  Welfare  Reform,  adult  education,  and  job 
development.  All  of  these  areas  are  key  to  the  economic  and  mental  health 
wellbeing  of  the  community. 

•  Facility  renovation  and  new  construction  to  house  current  and  future  programs 
needed  for  holistic  community  development 

•  St.  Mark's  recently  submitted  a  proposal  to  the  Millennium  Fund  seeking  partial 
support  for  a  $7.2  million  newly  constructed  facility  for  the  Charter  School  and  a 
center  for  community  and  economic  development  (adult  literacy,  GED,  job  training, 
business  development  space)  and  the  complete  reconstruction  of  the  St.  Mark's 
facility  including  infill  of  the  swimming  pool  area.  The  development  of  adequate 
facilities  is  critical  to  the  long-term  success  and  stability  of  the  work  of  St.  Mark's  in 
partnership  with  the  community.  This  is  a  four-year  plan  that  will  require  a  national 
fund  raising  effort.

The  facility  assists  UMCOR' s  relief  and  development  programs 
internationally  and  is  poised  to  respond  promptly  in  the  aftermath  of  disasters  as  directed 
by  the  Emergency  Services  Office.

That  many  persons  across  our  connection  in  United  Methodism  remain  unaware  of  the 
work  of  UMCOR  nationally  and  throughout  the  world.

•  The  ongoing  significant  contributions  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference's  Mission 
in  Motion  program  to  the  depot's  inventory  enabling  rapid  response  especially 
during  the  aftermath  of  Hurricane  Floyd. 

•  The  extraordinary  and  highly  valuable  gifts  of  service,  skills,  and  Spirit- filled  joy 
that  mission  volunteers  bring  to  this  facility  and  its  diverse  programs.

locations  in  this  country. 

•  UMCOR' s  most  ambitious  one-day  shipment  ever  from  Baldwin  in  September  as 
81,329  health  kits  were  loaded  into  three  40-foot  ocean  shipping  containers  to  assist 
in  UMCOR  development  programs  in  Armenia,  Azerbaijan,  and  Georgia. 

•  The  work  of  the  Church  World  Service  Hurricane  Mitch  Work  Team  Coordinator, 
Glenn  Rogers,  who  has  scheduled  over  200  work  teams  for  help  rebuilding  homes  in 
Honduras  and  Nicaragua  (the  office  has  now  moved  to  Washington  D.C.). 

•  The  service  of  Nancy  Osgood  as  the  manager  of  the  UMCOR  Volunteer  Hotline  and 
for  on-site  preparation  and  logistics  for  the  Disaster  Response  Training  Academies. 

We  Anticipate: 

•  The  transitions  which  will  bring  Rev.  Robert  Townsend  to  UMCOR  Sager-Brown  to 
serve  as  director  as  Nancy  and  Bob  Osgood  move  to  new  missionary  assignments 
with  the  General  Board  of  Global  Ministries  which  will  be  based  in  the  UMCOR 
office  in  Washington,  D.C. 

•  A  steady  increase  in  the  numbers  of  mission  volunteers  from  congregations 
throughout  the  country. 
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•  The  first  "Primetimers"  event  at  Sager-Brown  in  the  fall  which  will  offer  learning 
and  service  opportunities  for  older  persons  in  a  new  program  initiative  emerging 
from  the  Mission  Volunteers  unit  of  the  General  Board  of  Global  Ministries. 

•  An  ever-deepening  flow  of  material  resources  which  will  sustain  UMCOR's  mission 
to  those  who  suffer  from  poverty,  disaster,  the  ravages  of  war,  inadequate  health 
care,  and  hunger.

The  United  Methodist  Mission  Center 

The  United  Methodist  Mission  Center  continues  to  experience  growth  in  many  positive 
areas.  Our  teen  parenting  program  has  added  a  modular  building,  providing  two 
additional  classrooms.  Presently  we  have  34  infants  participating  in  early  education 
programs,  while  their  parents  complete  their  education  and  also  learn  the  four  "R" 
(responsibility).  There  is  a  four  to  one  teacher/child  ratio,  and  infants  remain  with  the 
same  teacher  from  the  time  they  enter  this  program  until  they  leave  the  center  for  pre- 
kindergarten.  They  are  also  allowed  to  remain  at  the  center  if  their  parent  continues  their 
education  and/or  obtains  a  job  upon  graduating  from  high  school.  Parents  are  skilled  in 
prevention  of  child  abuse,  planned  parenting,  and  parenting  skills.  Parents  also  receive 
special  tutoring  and  have  an  opportunity  to  interact  with  other  young  parents.  They  are 
encouraged  to  work  as  mentors  to  others,  helping  each  other  work  through  trying 
situations,  and  to  share  in  special  family  day  outings. 

The  need  for  expansion  of  teen  parenting  programs  in  Baton  Rouge  is  necessary.  L.S.U. 
is  interested  in  opening  a  second  site  near  campus,  serving  in  collaboration  with  our 
current  center  and  providing  L.S.U.  students  with  needed  community  service  hours. 

Our  emergency  food  pantry  continues  to  be  an  important  service  area  in  north  Baton 
Rouge.  We  continue  to  see  a  mixed  culture  living  in  poverty  and  hunger.  They  hunger 
not  only  for  food,  but  they  often  come  seeking  someone  to  listen,  someone  to  care.  Our 
food  pantry  has  been  extremely  low  in  2000.  Much  of  our  food  is  provided  by  United 
Methodists  and  their  churches.  As  a  member  of  the  Greater  Baton  Rouge  Food  Bank,  we 
rely  on  volunteers  to  pickup  a  weekly  order  of  1600  pounds.  We  have  received  two  cuts 
in  our  weekly  orders  since  the  first  of  the  year.  These  cuts  amount  to  a  25%  reduction. 
In  support  of  the  United  Methodist  Mission  Center,  we  must  work  together  to  coordinate 
food  drives  to  reduce  the  effects  of  hunger. 

Our  clothes  closet  has  enlarged,  and  donations  have  been  great.  Currently  we  provide 
children's  clothing  only.  Adult  clothing  is  resold  at  a  local  charity  resale  shop,  with  50% 
of  the  sale  being  returned  to  UMMC  to  cover  additional  programming.  We  ask  each 
donor  to  carefully  examine  clothing  donation  with  a  critical  eye.  If  items  are  stained  or 
torn,  they  will  not  serve  to  replace  torn  and  stained  clothing  that  is  currently  being  worn 
by  the  needy  that  will  only  add  to  their  plight.  Did  you  know  that  less  than  50%  of 
donated  clothing  items  are  actually  wearable? 

We  are  in  the  process  of  having  some  work  done  in  the  sanctuary.  We  have  moved  our 
waiting  area  into  the  main  part  of  the  sanctuary  and  interviews  are  conducted  from  a 
small  area  in  the  corner  of  the  church.    It  is  so  peaceful  here,  and  we  have  had  some 
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wonderful  experiences  with  those  that  come  seeking  our  help.  Volunteers  have  made  this 
dream  a  reality. 

Christmas  at  the  United  Methodist  Mission  Center  is  always  special.  Gifts  and  donations 
come  pouring  in  along  with  the  wonderful  spirit  with  which  they  are  so  freely  given. 
This  spirit  is  shared  with  all  that  come  and  continues  to  live  within  their  hearts  long  after 
we  have  forgotten  this  special  season.  For  many,  the  holiday  season  is  over  on  December 
26th,  and  evidence  of  this  is  often  apparent  by  the  discarded  trees  lining  the  streets  as  they 
await  pickup.  As  I  am  writing  this  in  the  last  part  of  April,  I  would  like  to  share  with  you 
that  the  real  meaning  of  Christmas  has  been  brought  by  many  of  you  to  north  Baton 
Rouge,  and  those  that  have  visited  me  this  month  seeking  help  are  still  talking  about  your 
gifts.  Spirit  and  joy  of  Christmas  last  a  lot  longer  for  them.  Thank  you. 

We  continue  to  work  with  Winbourne  Elementary  in  supplying  uniforms  for  the  neediest 
of  the  needy.  The  fourth  graders  at  First  United  Methodist  Church,  along  with  parents 
and  church  members  raised  enough  money  to  purchase  over  150  uniforms.  We  were  able 
to  buy  these  at  a  special  savings  and  work  with  the  principal  at  Winbourne  Elementary  to 
give  uniforms  to  those  that  have  no  other  means  of  obtaining  them. 

The  "Sock-It  to  Mission"  drive  was  a  great  success  with  over  5,000  pair  of  socks 
donated!  We  had  a  foundation  drive  and  over  300  pieces  of  underwear  were  donated.  A 
real  blessing. 

The  United  Methodist  Mission  Center  is  excited  by  increased  participation  of  local 
Methodist  Churches  and  support  received  throughout  the  Louisiana  Conference.  I  invite 
you  to  be  a  part  of  service  here  and  welcome  you  to  tour  our  wonderful  facility.

Mount  Sequoyah 
"The  Learning  Place" 

Mount  Sequoyah  is  a  unique  learning  center  where  all  persons  are  welcomed  and 
encouraged  to  learn,  to  discover  meaning  and  hope,  and  to  develop  tools  for  effective 
living  and  witness. 

For  seventy-seven  years  of  ministry  as  an  institution  of  The  United  Methodist  Church, 
Mount  Sequoyah  has  been  a  gathering  and  learning  place.  Persons  from  The  South 
Central  Jurisdiction  of  our  church,  and  literally  from  all  over  the  world,  come  to  The 
Mountain  to  participate  in  programs  that  enable  them  to  grow  intellectually  and 
spiritually. 

The  special  ministry  of  The  Mountain  is  to  develop  programs  for  Older  Adults  and  to 
provide  training  for  persons  who  work  with  older  adults.  This  service  to  the  largest 
population  group  of  our  church  is  built  around  an  understanding  of  positive  aging  and  an 
affirmation  of  God's  gift  of  long  life.  During  1999,  the  International  Year  of  the  Older 
Person,  Mount  Sequoyah  provided  five  4-day  programs  for  Older  Adults.  Built  around 
the  SELF  model  (Spirituality,  Education,  Leisure  and  Fellowship),  these  programs  assist 
persons  55  and  older  to  continue  lifelong  learning  and  spiritual  development. 

Two  new  programs  were  introduced  during  1999: 

•  Grand  Weekend  was  a  special  event  for  grandparents  and  grandchildren  with  a 
family  story-telling  theme.  Telling  the  story  of  our  family  and  our  faith  came  alive 
under  the  tutelage  of  nationally  recognized  leadership. 

•  Senior  Summit  also  brought  nationally  prominent  leaders  to  The  Mountain  in  an 
event  that  was  designed  to  enhance  the  skills  of  those  who  work  with  older  adults. 

Along  with  ministry  as  The  South  Central  Jurisdiction  Center  for  Older  Adult 
Programming,  Mount  Sequoyah  is  host  to  a  number  of  other  jurisdictional  programs 
including  Weekend  2000,  The  Jurisdictional  Singles  annual  event,  Jurisdictional  Youth 
Ministry  Organization  (JYMO)  and  organizational  gatherings  of  Volunteers  in  Mission 
(VIM).  National  events  include  United  Methodist  Congress  of  the  Deaf  and  Native 
American  Awareness  Week. 

The  Mountain  is  also  a  place  of  hosting  and  hospitality  offering  a  quality  environment  for 
the  resident  programs  of  groups  beyond  the  United  Methodist  denomination.  All 
together,  during  the  past  year,  some  4, 1 97  persons  involved  in  2 1 8  programs  contributed 
to  the  rich  life  of  Mount  Sequoyah.  Forty-six  percent  of  the  participants  in  events  during

1999  were  United  Methodists.  The  remainder  were  persons  from  other  denominations, 
schools  and  community  organizations. 

In  order  to  continue  and  expand  the  work  of  The  Mountain,  considerable  progress  has 
been  made  toward  renovating  the  facilities.  All  facilities  used  for  programs  have 
received  some  repair  and  upgrade.  New  interiors  have  been  created  by  VIM  teams  in  the 
Oklahoma,  Edwards,  Louisiana,  Arkansas,  Missouri,  and  Bishops  Cottages.  In  progress 
are  the  Nebraska,  Kansas,  and  Barnett  Cottages  while  a  major  work  for  renovation  and 
addition  to  the  Texas  Cottage  is  scheduled  for  November. 

Mount  Sequoyah,  "the  learning  place,"  is  moving  into  the  new  millennium  with 
enthusiasm,  optimism  and  strong  faith  in  the  work  God  has  given  to  us.

The  critics  of  our  United  Methodist  connectional  structure  are  numerous.  I  have  read  their 
books  and  attended  their  seminars,  and  -  for  the  most  part  -  I  agree  with  their 
assessments.  However,  in  my  conversations  with  these  individuals,  I  have  never  found 
one  who  is  familiar  with  how  our  United  Methodist  Foundations  have  developed  and  how 
they  are  now  beginning  to  impact  the  landscape  of  our  connectional  structure. 

The  United  Methodist  Foundation  of  Louisiana  and  other  United  Methodist  Foundations 
throughout  the  country  provide  a  wonderful  example  of  a  new  and  growing  way  of 
serving  the  church.  Most  of  the  larger  United  Methodist  Foundations  accept  no 
apportionment  dollars  and  are  governed  by  a  board  of  trustees  that  is  accountable  to  the 
Annual  Conference,  yet  independent.  The  primary  source  of  accountability  comes 
through  direct  relationships  with  local  congregations,  connectional  ministries,  and 
donors.  Our  Foundation  has  over  540  account  relationships,  each  of  which  is  purely 
voluntary.  If  we  fail  to  effectively  communicate  with  our  constituencies  and  to 
continually  upgrade  the  services  we  provide,  we  will  quickly  learn  that  those  we  serve 
have  other  options  available  to  them.  Because  of  the  unique  relationship  between 
foundations  and  the  church,  I  believe  United  Methodist  Foundations  reflect  our 
connectional  system  at  its  very  best. 

As  we  observe  the  Foundation's  25th  Anniversary  in  2000,  we  can  celebrate  that  its  long 
history  of  growth  has  been  a  reflection  of  its  innovative  service  to  the  church.  The  past 
year  has  been  no  exception.  More  than  $6  million  in  new  gifts  and  custodial  accounts 
were  placed  with  the  Foundation  in  1999.  Our  church  loan  portfolio  more  than  doubled, 
growing  from  $2  million  to  $4.4  million.  The  Foundation  made  discretionary  grants  of 
$395,950  and  designated  grants  of  $384,968.  Distributions  of  over  $5.3  million  were 
made  from  the  custodial  accounts  the  Foundation  manages  for  local  churches  and 
institutions.  Total  assets  increased  from  $78.9  million  to  $84.3  million. 
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In  1999  we  expanded  our  staff  and  office  space  and  we  continued  to  explore  new  ways  of 
serving  the  church.  Our  Investment  Committee  initiated  a  major  evaluation  of  our 
investment  program,  and  we  experimented  with  new  methods  of  fund  development.  We 
communicated  with  more  people  than  ever  before  through  seminars,  newsletters,  and  our 
web  site.  Warren  Blakeman  joined  the  staff  as  our  North  Louisiana  Representative 
enabling  us  to  better  serve  that  region  of  the  state.  Ken  Reed  continues  to  provide 
consulting  services  to  local  churches  by  conducting  capital  campaigns  and  stewardship 
campaigns,  and  we  are  exploring  new  ways  of  expanding  this  important  ministry. 

What  a  great  blessing  it  has  been  for  me  to  be  a  part  of  such  a  unique  and  dynamic 
organization.  All  of  us  should  be  proud  of  what  has  been  accomplished  in  this 
Foundation's  first  25  years.  The  next  25  years  promises  to  be  a  period  of  unprecedented 
change  within  our  society  and  our  church.  I  pray  that  our  Foundation  will  continue  to  be 
an  example  of  innovation  and  a  source  of  new  ideas  in  the  years  ahead.

Board  of  Ordained  Ministry 

What  every  United  Methodist  in  Louisiana  ought  to  know  about  our  work  in  1999: 

The  Louisiana  Conference  Board  of  Ordained  Ministry  exists  to  "recruit,  equip,  nurture 
and  deploy"  licensed,  certified  and  ordained  spiritual  leaders  for  the  church.  We  have 
50%  more  students  in  seminary  and  more  local  pastors  in  the  Course  of  Study  School  this 
year  than  last.  We  are  thankful  that  again  the  churches  in  Louisiana  gave  to  the 
Ministerial  Education  Fund  at  a  level  well  over  91%.  This  has  provided  the  means  to 
increase  our  financial  assistance  both  to  seminarians  and  Course  of  Study  students. 

Research  has  revealed,  however,  that  Louisiana  seminarians  graduate  from  Seminary 
with  an  indebtedness  averaging  $30,000.  In  light  of  this,  we  are  in  conversation  with 
several  entities  of  our  Conference  about  ways  to  address  this  concern  as  well  as  the 
approaching  "shortfall"  of  clergy  leaders  for  our  Conference.  The  Louisiana  United 
Methodist  Foundation  has  initiated  an  effort  in  collaboration  with  the  Board  of  Ordained 
Ministry  to  establish  funding  for  Service/Loan  Scholarships  for  Louisiana  seminarians. 
Hopefully,  these  service/loans  will  be  available  by  the  Fall  semester.  In  addition,  the 
Foundation  administers  three  (3)  scholarships  for  our  Board  of  Ordained  Ministry  from 
which  awards  are  made  annually.  Request  for  these  three  may  be  made  to  Rev.  Mark 
Bray,  chair  of  the  scholarship  committee  of  the  Board  of  Ordained  Ministry. 

At  this  Annual  Conference  we  anticipate  celebrating  another  first  as  we  recommend  two 
(2)  persons  to  be  commissioned  as  probationary  members  toward  the  new  Order  of 
Deacon  in  Full  Connection. 

The  members  of  this  Board  have  worked  tirelessly  and  sacrificially  in  fulfilling  the 
purpose  of  the  Board.  I  personally  express  appreciation  to  each  who  has  faithfully  served 
the  Conference  through  the  work  of  the  Board  of  Ordained  Ministry,  during  the  past 
quadrennium. 

Request  for  Prayers: 

We  ask  for  your  prayers  as  the  Board  working  with  the  Louisiana  United  Methodist 
Foundation  "perfects"  and  implements  the  new  service/loans  for  our  seminarians.   Also, 
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pray  that  our  local  churches  will  give  to  the  Ministerial  Education  Fund  at  a  level  of  95%. 
Also,  we  request  prayers  that  in  concert  with  our  Conference  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration  we  may  find  and  allocate  even  more  finances  toward  the  equipping  of  our 
spiritual  leaders  through  seminary  and  course  of  study  education.  Finally,  we  ask  for 
your  prayers  and  support  of  the  new  leadership  of  the  Board  of  Ordained  Ministry  as  they 
take  up  the  "baton"  and  continue  the  "race"  to  "recruit,  equip,  nurture  and  deploy" 
spiritual  leaders  for  our  great  church.

Candidacy 

What  every  United  Methodist  in  Louisiana  ought  to  know  about  our  work  in  1999: 

We  are  pleased  to  report  158  laity  and  clergy  have  been  trained  as  candidacy  guides,  and 
143  clergy  in  full  connection  have  been  trained  to  be  candidacy  mentors  within  the 
Louisiana  Annual  Conference  to  work  with  persons  discerning  the  call  to  licensed  or 
ordained  ministry.  Psychological  assessments  are  being  completed  earlier  in  the 
candidacy  process.  We  are  continuing  to  follow  the  mandated  candidacy  requirements 
from  our  Book  of  Discipline  and  are  looking  at  the  various  options  of  obtaining 
background  information  on  new  candidates  for  ministry. 

In  November,  we  held  our  annual  training  event  for  District  Committees  on  Ordained 
Ministry  in  which  every  district  in  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  was  represented. 
An  official  checklist  was  created  for  the  DCOM  to  help  facilitate  the  progress  of  each 
person  in  ministry.  Since  1996,  the  DCOM's  have  had  additional  responsibilities  placed 
upon  them  for  the  nurturing  of  candidates  in  ministry.  Each  district  is  making  a 
concerted  effort  to  work  with  each  candidate  in  ministry  and  local  pastor  in  the  most 
Christ-like  way  possible.  We  covet  your  continued  prayers  and  support  throughout  the 
year  as  we  serve  Christ  and  His  church.

What  every  United  Methodist  in  Louisiana  ought  to  know  about  our  work  in  1999: 

Not  so  long  ago  there  was  no  such  thing  as  a  local  pastor  in  the  United  Methodist 
Church.  There  was  a  position  called  "lay  pastor"  that  simply  filled  in  vacancies  when 
ordained  or  other  licensed  pastors  could  not  be  found. 

The  growing  need  for  spiritual  leadership  in  the  Church  has  caused  a  great  transformation 
in  the  United  Methodist  Church.  Today  the  position  of  "lay  pastor"  is  now  called  local 
pastor.  A  local  pastor  is  now  considered  clergy  and  is  a  member  of  the  Annual 
Conference.  In  addition,  local  pastors  constitute  the  fastest  growing  area  of  licensed  and 
appointed  pastoral  leadership. 
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Such  sweeping  transformation  has  resulted  in  a  growing  need  for  opportunities  for 
continuing  education,  both  in  Course  of  Study,  Advanced  Course  of  Study,  The 
Academy,  and  other  opportunities  to  be  explored. 

While  the  change  of  status  of  local  pastors  has  sometimes  challenged  the  clarity  of 
process  into  ministry,  the  contributions  being  received  by  churches  show  this  movement 
to  be  in  God's  good  timing.  We  thank  God  for  the  growing  number  of  gifted  candidates 
entering  the  ministry  as  local  pastors  and  consider  this  an  answer  to  prayer.

What  every  United  Methodist  in  Louisiana  ought  to  know  about  our  work  in  1999: 

The  Division  of  Deacons  adopted  a  policy  allowing  candidates  for  certification  and  non- 
seminary  degree  candidates  for  Ordained  Deacon  in  Full  Connection  to  take  up  to  half  of 
their  required  courses  through  on-line  courses  through  University  Senate  Approved 
Seminaries. 

The  Division  of  Deacons  entered  a  period  of  transition  during  this  past  year.  Even 
though  Diaconal  Ministers  may  transfer  to  Ordained  Deacon  in  Full  Connection  through 
the  year  2003,  we  anticipate  that  this  will  be  the  last  Annual  Conference  at  which 
Diaconal  Ministers  will  be  consecrated  under  the  1992  Discipline.  We  also  anticipate 
that  persons  will  be  commissioned  as  probationers  working  toward  Ordained  Deacon  in 
Full  Connection  under  the  policies  set  forth  in  the  1996  Discipline  for  the  first  time  this 
Annual  Conference. 

Professional  Certification  is  under  revision  at  the  2000  General  Conference.  Currently 
there  are  three  titles/classifications—Associate,  Director,  and  Minister—  for  each  of  the 
four  certification  areas—Christian  Education,  Evangelism,  Music  Ministry,  and  Youth 
Ministry. 

Proposed  for  the  2000  General  Conference:  1)  two  additional  areas  of  certification 
(Spiritual  Formation  and  Camping/Retreat  Ministries,  2)  to  eliminate  the  titles  of 
Minister,  Director,  and  Associate  to  be  replaced  with  guidelines  for  becoming 
"Certified",  3)  certification  renewal  bi-annually  instead  of  annually. 

Request  for  prayers: 

The  Division  of  Deacons  requests  prayers  and  support  as  we  implement  the  probationary 
phase  of  persons  commissioned  and  working  toward  Ordained  Deacon  in  Full 
Connection.

Commission  on  Equitable  Compensation 

The  Book  of  Discipline  clearly  states  that  the  primary  responsibility  for  payment  of 
pastoral  salaries  remains  with  individual  pastoral  charges  (622.4  and  249.12).  In 
addition,  the  Annual  Conference  provides  a  program  of  support  for  the  ministers  (not  the 
individual  churches)  to  assure  them  a  livable  level  of  financial  support  when  serving  a 
full-time  appointment.  Towards  this  end,  the  Commission  on  Equitable  Compensation 
recommends  the  following  program: 
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Local  churches  whose  ministerial  leadership  is  receiving  an  Equitable  Compensation 
Grant  are  expected: 

1 .  To  raise  their  local  compensation  by  a  minimum  of  5%  annually  until  there  is  no 
longer  a  need  for  Conference  support. 

2.  To  pay  all  apportioned  ministerial  items  (Pension,  Equitable  Compensation, 
Episcopal  and  District  Superintendents'  Funds),  World  Service  and  Conference 
Benevolences. 

3.  To  conduct  an  Annual  Stewardship  Campaign. 

4.  To  carry  Louisiana  Worker's  Compensation  insurance  on  their  minister  and 
staff. 

5.  To  pay  a  minimum  of  25%  of  Conference  Medical  and  Health  Care  premiums. 

The  formula  for  2001  grants  will  be  based  on  the  2000  Louisiana  Annual  Conference 
Average  Compensation. 

A.  The  minister's  Conference  relationship  sets  the  Equitable  Compensation  he/she 
is  eligible  to  receive  as  outlined  below.  Any  changes  in  Conference  relationship 
during  the  year  will  change  eligibility.

B.  For  the  purpose  of  determining  the  Equitable  Compensation  Grants,  the 
minister's  total  base  compensation  includes  base  salary,  travel,  utilities,  any 
continuing  education  funds  in  excess  of  $500,  and  any  housing  allowance  above 
25%  of  minister's  base  salary.  This  began  January  1,  1999. 

C.  Ministers  receive  an  additional  $100  for  each  year  of  service  as  a  full-time 
minister  up  to  a  maximum  of  10  years  of  service. 

D.  Ministers  receive  an  additional  $200  a  year  for  each  church  over  one. 

E.  Equitable  Compensation  pays  its  share  of  MPP  and  CPP  based  on  the  minister's 
income. 

F.  Equitable  Compensation  pays  Continuing  Education  equal  to  the  cost  of  the 
Louisiana  Conference  Ministers'  School  less  the  amount  the  charge  pays  for 
Continuing  Education. 

G.  Annual  Grants  approved  by  the  Commission  shall  be  paid  in  monthly 
installments  on  the  basis  of  available  funds  at  the  beginning  of  the  calendar  year. 
Appropriations  shall  be  made  on  a  pro-rata  basis,  in  the  event  of  insufficient 
funds. 

H.    Permanent  Deacons  are  eligible  for  Equitable  Compensation  Grants  only  if  they 

are  serving  in  full-time  appointments  as  pastor. 
I.      The  charge  to  which  the  minister  is  appointed  must  be  classified  by  the  Cabinet 

as  a  full-time  appointment  for  the  minister  to  be  eligible  for  full  compensation. 
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The  policy  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  is  not  to  provide  Equitable 
Compensation  Grants  for  Associate  Pastors. 

J.  All  income  from  salary,  wages,  or  compensation  from  services  rendered  will  be 
considered  in  determining  eligibility  for  Equitable  Compensation  Grants. 

K.  District  Superintendents  must  submit  to  the  Commission  on  Equitable 
Compensation  chairperson  an  application  for  each  minister  in  their  District 
seeking  assistance  from  the  Equitable  Compensation  Fund.  These  are  to  be  sent 
after  Charge  Conference  but  no  later  than  December  31  and  for  new 
appointments,  as  soon  as  possible,  using  application  forms  furnished  by  the 
Commission. 

L.  All  ministers  receiving  Equitable  Compensation  Grants  are  required  to  renew 
their  applications  when  receiving  a  change  in  appointment,  and  to  notify  the 
chairperson  of  the  Commission  on  Equitable  Compensation  of  any  change  in 
compensation  or  conference  relationship. 

M.  Special  consideration  will  be  given  in  unique  cases  upon  recommendation  of  the 
Cabinet  and  concurrence  with  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Commission  on 
Equitable  Compensation. 

N.  Ministerial  members  appointed  for  less  than  full-time  service  as  defined  by  The 
Book  of  Discipline  will  be  considered  for  participation  in  the  Equitable 
Compensation  Fund  upon  recommendation  of  the  Cabinet. 

O.  To  facilitate  Missional  Appointments,  certain  funds  will  be  made  available  to 
the  Cabinet  to  "provide  for  supplementing  base  compensation  beyond  the 
minimum  base  compensation  schedule."  (See  par.  622.5,  The  Book  of 
Discipline,  1996.) 

Regarding  Moving  Expenses:  Charges  of  250  members  or  less  which  have  frequent 
changes  in  pastors  shall  be  eligible  for  assistance  from  the  Conference  with  moving 
expenses  on  the  following  basis: 

A.  If  the  pastor  is  moved  after  one  year  and  the  charge  has  not  initiated  the  change, 
the  Conference  shall  pay  to  the  charge  XA  of  the  actual  moving  expenses  up  to  a 
maximum  of  $500. 

B.  If  the  pastor  is  moved  after  two  years  and  the  charge  has  not  initiated  the 
change,  the  Conference  shall  pay  to  the  charge  lA  of  the  actual  moving  expenses 
up  to  a  maximum  of  $300. 

C.  If  the  pastor  is  moved  after  three  or  more  years,  no  assistance  shall  be  available 
to  the  charge. 

D.  The  pastor  must  be  living  on  the  charge  in  order  for  the  charge  to  receive  such 
assistance. 

E.  Verification  of  moving  expenses  shall  be  made  by  submitting  a  copy  of  the  bill 
to  the  District  Superintendent  in  whose  District  the  charge  is  located. 

F.  Requests  for  assistance  shall  be  initiated  by  the  charge,  approved  by  the  District 
Superintendent  (in  whose  District  the  charge  is),  then  submitted  to  the 
Chairperson  of  the  Commission  on  Equitable  Compensation. 
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G.  Special  consideration  will  be  given  in  unique  cases  by  the  Cabinet's 
recommendation,  by  the  willingness  of  the  District  making  the  request  to 
provide  50%  of  the  requested  amount,  and  concurrence  with  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Commission  on  Equitable  Compensation.

The  Retired  Ministers'  Homes  Board 

The  1999-2000  Conference  year  has  been  an  eventful  one  for  The  Retired  Ministers' 
Homes  Board,  Inc.  We  have  made  some  significant  changes  to  our  By-Laws,  especially 
dealing  with  the  way  repairs  to  our  homes  are  received  and  processed,  requiring  a  greater 
input  from  the  membership  of  our  Board. 

We  continue  to  upgrade  our  homes.  Our  unit  in  Pineville  has  been  sold  because  it  was 
getting  old  and  the  neighborhood  had  begun  to  deteriorate.  Plans  are  underway  to  sell  the 
unit  in  Mer  Rouge  because  it  does  not  meet  the  present  standards  of  our  Board  and 
because  of  its  distance  from  adequate  medical  service.  Mrs.  Florence  Hartline,  203  W. 
Alabama  Street,  Vivian,  Louisiana,  died  in  February  of  this  year.  She  had  given  her 
home  to  our  Board  eight  or  nine  years  ago  and  had  retained  usufruct.  Her  home  will  now 
automatically  become  available  for  use  by  our  Board.  It  is  through  gifts  like  Mrs. 
Hartline's  that  helps  us  continue  to  minister  to  the  needs  of  our  retirees. 

As  we  begin  the  new  conference  year  in  June,  three  of  our  homes  leased  to  non-clergy 
will  be  occupied  by  clergy  who  are  retiring  this  June.  Our  home  in  Natchitoches  will 
continue  to  be  leased  to  non-clergy  to  fulfill  insurance  requirements  that  the  homes  be 
occupied.  This  will  be  the  fewest  number  of  homes  not  occupied  by  clergy  in  the  eight 
years  I  have  been  Executive  Director. 

By  monitoring  our  spending  very  closely  we  have  managed  to  administer  our  program 
without  cutting  too  deeply  into  our  reserves.  Interest  from  the  Mike  John  Administrative 
Trust  Fund  has  kept  us  solvent.  Support  from  all  the  churches  in  the  Louisiana  Annual 
Conference  this  past  year  amounted  to  less  than  $3,300.  Less  than  5%  of  our  churches 
took  an  offering  for  this  fine  mission.  A  top  priority  of  our  Board  in  the  new  conference 
year  will  be  to  increase  the  number  of  ministers  and  churches  supporting  this  vital 
ministry.

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Joint  Report  of  the  Cabinet  and  Board  of  Ordained  Ministry 

Quality  Discernment  Teams 

The  task  of  the  United  Methodist  Church  articulated  by  the  1996  General  Conference  was 
"to  make  disciples  of  Jesus  Christ."  The  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  said  it  could  best 
fulfil  this  task  by  "raising  up  spiritual  leaders  to  make  disciples  of  Jesus  Christ." 

Our  new  conference  structure  is  designed  to  address  our  task.  Within  the  life  of  our 
Conference,  the  laity,  clergy,  district  superintendents,  and  the  bishop  play  pivotal  roles  in 
"raising  up  spiritual  leaders  to  make  disciples  of  Jesus  Christ."  The  Cabinet  and  Board  of 
Ordained  Ministry  Quality  Discernment  Teams  report  the  following  on  issues  consigned 
to  them  by  the  Annual  Conference: 

Implemented: 

The  creation  of  the  Academy  of  Spiritual  Leaders  for  lay  and  clergy. 

Cabinet  and  Quality  Discernment  Teams  meetings  in  1997-98  and  1998-99 

The  Conference  provides  funding  for  secretarial  help  for  the  Registrars  of  the 

Board  of  Ordained  Ministry. 

To  provide  a  sabbatical  for  each  District  Superintendent  for  reflection,  study, 

and  renewal. 

A  program  of  accountable  reimbursement  for  the  travel  expense  of  members  of 

the  cabinet. 

The  Board  of  Pensions  to  offer  an  annual  process  for  effectively  educating  and 

assisting  ministers  of  all  ages  in  retirement  planning. 

Work  in  Progress: 

Ministers  being  encouraged  and  held  accountable  for  participation  in  a  covenant 
group. 

The  training  of  the  District  Superintendency  Committees  by  the  resident  bishop. 
Yet  to  be  Addressed: 

That  the  District  Superintendents  become  pastors  to  the  ministers  of  their 

district. 

That  District  Superintendents  participate  annually  in  the  assessment  process  for 

ministers  with  their  respective  Superintendency  Committees,  the  bishop,  and 

cabinet. 

The  creation  of  a  new  division  within  the  Board  of  Ministry  for  the  spiritual  and 

professional  nurture  of  the  clergy. 

That  every  minister  be  granted  a  one-month  paid  sabbatical  for  every  five  years 

of  service  in  the  Conference. 

The  creation  of  a  directory  of  qualified,  full  time  pastoral  counselors  for  each 

district. 

The  Committee  for  Local  Pastors  was  to  study  the  possibility  of  a  Permanent 

Course  of  Study  School  in  the  Conference. 
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•  Covenant  Support  Groups  to  be  made  available  to  the  District  Superintendents 
and  the  members  of  the  Mission  cabinet. 

•  That  a  handbook  be  developed  for  the  families  of  district  superintendents. 

•  That  each  district  office  transition  from  a  secretary  to  an  administrative  assistant 
working  a  minimum  of  3/4  time. 

With  the  help  of  Bishop  Solomon,  his  utilization  of  his  cabinet,  and  the  work  of  our 
teams  much  has  been  accomplished. 

Many  of  the  items  the  Conference  approved  have  been  completed  and  some  are  still  on 
the  way  to  completion.  Those  named  below  were  recognized  as  the  successor  body  to 
The  Cabinet  and  The  Board  of  Ordained  Ministry  Quality  Discernment  Teams  at  the 
1999  Annual  Conference.  We  will  continue  to  meet  and  follow-up  on  this  important 
work  initiated  by  the  Annual  Conference  until  the  will  of  the  Conference  has  been  fully 
realized.

Louisiana  Interchurch  Conference 

On  February  26,  1970,  the  Louisiana  Interchurch  Conference  was  organized  in  response 
to  God's  call  "to  demonstrate  the  oneness  we  already  share  through  faith  in  Jesus  Christ 
as  Lord  and  Savior,"  and  we  constituted  ourselves  into  the  Conference  "as  a 
contemporary  instrument  of  our  obedience."  We  give  thanks  to  Almighty  God  for  our 
worship,  work  and  witness  as  we  move  forward  into  the  second  quarter  century  of 
witness  and  together  in  the  third  millennium. 

"Imaging  the  Shape  of  Unity  and  Mission  in  the  new  Millennium,"  was  the  theme  for  the 
Annual  Assembly  of  the  Louisiana  Interchurch  Conference  commemorating  the  30th 
anniversary  of  its  founding.  The  Assembly  was  held  in  Baton  Rouge  Louisiana  on  March 
13-14,  2000.  Dr.  Luther  Smith  of  Emory  University  in  Atlanta  was  the  keynote  speaker. 
He  addressed  the  topics,  "A  Future  Worth  Anticipating:  A  New  Heaven,  a  New  Earth," 
and  "Re-creating  Community."    „ 

Mrs.  Betty  Puckett,  a  Farm  Credit  Counselor,  administers  the  farm  program  as  an 
administrative  unit  of  the  Conference.  In  1999,  she  represented  65  farm  families  and  in 
many  instances  saved  their  livelihood.  Emergency  aid  continues  to  be  provided  for  non- 
farm  needs.  This  vital  ministry  is  continuing  throughout  2000. 

A  highlight  of  the  Week  of  Prayer  observance  in  a  number  of  our  Louisiana  communities 
was  the  combining  of  the  observance  of  the  Week  of  Prayer  for  Christian  Unity  and  the 
commemoration  of  the  birthday  of  Dr.  Martin  Luther  King,  Jr.  The  Conference  was 
pleased  to  sponsor  the  Interfaith  Prayer  Service  for  Inauguration  Day  in  January. 
Millennium/Jubilee  observances  are  continuing  to  take  place  around  the  state. 
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The  Louisiana  Interchurch  Conference  passed  a  resolution  in  March  of  1999  in  support  of 
the  Louisiana  Prison  Chapel  Foundation  in  its  efforts  to  build  chapels  at  correctional 
facilities  around  the  state.  Each  member  judicatory  has  been  asked  to  develop  an 
effective  means  of  inviting  its  members  to  contribute  to  this  effort  during  the  period  of 
the  campaign.  Your  cooperation  in  this  ministry  is  greatly  appreciated.  Mrs.  Sara 
Simmonds  ably  serves  as  a  liaison  between  the  Conference  and  the  Prison  Chapel 
Foundation. 

The  Fund  for  Christian  Unity  has  been  established  to  continue  the  vital  ministry  of  the 
Conference.  Your  partnership  in  the  ministry  is  appreciated,  and  we  ask  your  prayers  as 
we  plan  for  the  future  depending  upon  the  growth  of  this  Fund. 

The  Rev.  Carl  E.  Rhoads,  III,  has  given  wise  leadership  to  the  LIC,  serving  as  its 
Treasurer.  Bishop  Dan  E.  Solomon  began  his  term  as  President  of  the  Conference  in 
March.

Purpose: 

The  historically  chosen  (September  25,  1942)  purpose  was  first  and  perhaps  best 
expressed  by  the  presiding  officer  of  the  organization  meeting,  Dr.  W.  L.  Doss,  Jr.,  DS  of 
the  Baton  Rouge  District,  Louisiana  Conference  (South  Central  Jurisdiction),  "to  serve 
not  only  its  members  and  the  religious  community  but  the  entire  state  of  Louisiana  by 
providing,  promoting,  and  protecting  a  positive  moral  climate  for  our  state  whenever  and 
however  the  opportunity  presents  itself." 

We  Confess: 

WHEREAS,  the  religious  community  whom  we  are  privileged  to  serve  continues  to  be 
more  identified  by  their  differences  on  some  moral  and  social  concerns,  especially  on 
various  cooperative  strategies  of  addressing  these  moral  and  social  concerns,  and 

WHEREAS,  in  the  world  today,  like  the  world  in  the  days  LMCF  was  organized,  there 
are  men  and  women  who  seek  to  worship,  live,  engage  in  matters  of  commerce, 
education,  ministry  and  other  endeavors;  and  who  still  need  a  prescriptive  word  from  the 
Church  and  the  inspired  Scriptures  which  guide  and  direct  their  activities,  and 

WHEREAS,  the  word  needed  today  from  the  Church  is  prophetic  and  prescriptive  in 
nature,  and  the  nature  of  the  word  provided  by  the  Louisiana  Moral  and  Civic 
Foundation,  from  its  beginning,  was  intended  to  be  adequately  informative,  compellingly 
descriptive,  but  without  admonishing. 

THEREFORE,  we  confess  that  it  continues  to  be  difficult  to  refrain  from  speaking 
prescriptively  instead  of  descriptively,  and  to  refrain  from  the  role  of  brokering  the 
perceived  collective  influence  of  the  religious  community,  instead  of  doing  the  more 
tedious  work  of  facilitating  and  seeking  the  cooperative  efforts  of  the  various  members  of 
the  body  of  Christ. 
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We  Celebrate: 

Every  occasion  when  the  collective  efforts  of  the  various  members  of  the  body  of  Christ 
make  a  positive  moral  difference  in  the  places  and  people  of  our  beloved  Louisiana. 

We  Anticipate: 

...and  continue  to  pray  for  a  moving  of  the  perfect  and  Holy  Spirit  of  God  upon  the 
hearts  of  His  people  who  were  first  called  Christians  by  those  who  marveled,  not  at  their 
mighty  cathedrals  or  any  political  strength  or  great  worldly  achievement,  but  they 
marveled  "how  they  loved  one  another".  From  this  moving  we  still,  with  great  hope, 
anticipate  the  changed  hearts  needed  to  change  this  world.  LMCF  pledges  to  remain 
faithful  and  to  be  a  more  effective  and  readily  available  resource  and. .  ."to  serve  not  only 
its  members  and  the  religious  community,  but  the  entire  state  of  Louisiana  by  providing, 
promoting,  and  protecting  a  positive  moral  climate  for  our  state  whenever  and  however 
the  opportunity  presents  itself.

South  Central  Jurisdiction 

It  is  my  honor  and  pleasure  to  provide  this  report  to  you  as  a  way  to  very  briefly  lift-up 
major  achievements  and  celebrations  of  your  jurisdictional  office. 

1999  was  a  fantastic  year  for  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction  Volunteers  In  Mission 
(UMVIM,SCJ)  Program.  All  conferences  have  provided  a  full-time  or  part-time 
coordinator,  either  paid  or  volunteer.  We  meet  as  a  network  group  twice  per  year,  and  the 
coordinators  selected  are  dedicated  and  committed  to  operating  this  ministry  effectively 
and  efficiently.  Relative  to  the  one  project  that  the  jurisdictional  office  coordinates  that  is 
located  in  Juarez  and  Chihuahua  City,  Mexico,  five-hundred  and  eight  (508)  persons 
participated  with  mission  volunteer  teams  in  1999,  with  a  total  of  $124,736.00  as  the 
financial  expenditure  paid  by  the  volunteer  teams.  Of  the  total  number  of  persons 
mentioned  above,  The  Juarez  site  had  approximately  two-thirds  of  the  people  working 
there.  A  'fact-finding'  team  will  be  in  dialogue  in  the  coming  weeks  regarding  the 
operation  of  this  project  and  how  it  can  be  better  structured  for  maximum  benefit  to  the 
people  it  serves.  A  team  of  eight  persons  (sponsored  by  the  GBGM),  of  which  I  was  a 
part,  just  returned  from  areas  of  devastation  in  Kosovo  and  Israel/Palestine  to  determine 
where  and  how  mission  volunteer  teams  might  be  of  assistance  to  the  people  in  these 
locations. 

As  we  approach  the  2000  Jurisdictional  Conference,  much  of  my  time  (and  that  of  the 
assistant)  has  been  devoted  to  the  logistics  surrounding  the  coordination  with  all  involved 
entities  for  this  conference.  The  pre-conference  journal  will  soon  be  finalized,  sent  to 
press,  and  prepared  for  mailing  to  delegates  in  early  May. 

Routine  speaking  engagements,  attendance  at  board  meetings  of  jurisdictional 
institutions,  attendance  at  jurisdictional  networks  meetings,  other  commitments  and  the 
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usual  office  responsibilities,  have  all  continued  throughout  the  year.  Thirteen  grants  were 
provided  for  jurisdictional  ministries  this  year,  and  additional  financial  support  was 
granted  to  three  of  our  networks/organizations. 

Conference  financial  support  of  the  jurisdiction  through  the  total  giving  for  institutions, 
missionary  conferences  and  the  administration  fund,  totaled  92.1%  pay-out.  Five  of  the 
seventeen  conferences  of  the  jurisdiction  paid  100%  or  above  of  their  share;  five 
additional  conferences  paid  99%  -  90.9%. 

We  thank  all  of  you  for  your  commitment  to  the  jurisdiction,  and  look  forward  to 
continuously  working  with  you  in  whatever  ways  you  may  request  our  assistance.

Committee  on  Rules 
Proposed  Changes  in  the  Conference  Rules 

Conference  Structure 
Article  I:  Annual  Conference  Membership 

A.  Lay  Members  of  Annual  Conference 

Each  Charge  Conference  shall  elect  annually  the  lay  member(s)  of  the  Annual 
Conference  and  one  or  more  alternates.  Each  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Wesley 
Foundations  shall  elect  a  Methodist  student  member  of  the  Wesley  Foundation 
for  each  campus  minister  who  received  over  one-half  their  salary  through  the 
Wesley  Foundation.  The  District  Superintendent  shall  preside  at  this  election. 

B.  Election  of  Youth  Delegates 

The  District  Council  on  Youth  Ministries  shall  nominate  a  delegate  and  reserve 
delegate  in  the  youth  category  (18  years  of  age  or  younger  on  the  opening  date 
of  the  Annual  Conference  for  which  they  are  elected)  after  Consultation  with  the 
District  Superintendent,  local  church  youth  groups  and  pastors  in  that  district. 
The  District  Young  Adult  Coordinator  shall  nominate  a  delegate  and  reserve 
delegate  in  the  young  adult  category  (between  the  ages  of  19  and  25  on  the 
opening  date  of  the  Annual  Conference  for  which  they  are  elected)  after 
consultation  with  a  young  adult  task  force  composed  of  campus  ministers,  young 
adult  leaders  in  local  churches,  two  young  adults,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a 
student  and  one  a  non-student,  and  the  immediate  past  young  adult  delegate  and 
reserve  delegate  in  that  district  and  the  District  Superintendent.  In  those  districts 
where  there  is  no  young  adult  coordinator,  the  adult  coordinator  shall  make  the 
nominations  in  the  process  as  stated  above.  These  nominations  shall  be 
presented  to  the  District  Conference  or  the  District  Ministry  Team  for  their 
election.  Additional  nominations  may  be  made  from  the  floor  of  the  District 
Conference  or  by  the  District  Ministry  Team. 
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C.  Lay  and  Clergy  Members 

In  accordance  with  The  Book  of  Discipline  of  The  United  Methodist  Church,  the 
membership  of  the  Annual  Conference  shall  be  equally  represented  by  clergy 
and  lay.  The  clergy  membership  shall  consist  of  members  in  full  connection, 
probationary  members,  associate  members,  affiliate  members  and  local  pastors 
under  appointment  to  a  pastoral  charge.  All  clergy  members  of  the  Annual 
Conference  shall  be  attached  to  one  of  the  districts.  The  Conference  Committee 
on  Credentials,  in  cooperation  with  the  District  Superintendents,  shall  ascertain 
the  number  of  clergy  members  in  each  district  and  shall  ascertain  the  number  of 
laypersons  in  each  district  who  are  delegates  by  virtue  of  election  or  by  virtue  of 
their  office.  Two  young  persons  under  twenty-five  (25)  years  of  age  shall  be 
elected  lay  members  by  each  District  Conference  or  District  Ministry  Team,  as 
outlined  in  Article  VI,  Rule  17  of  the  Conference  Journal.  The  diaconal 
ministers,  the  Conference  President  of  United  Methodist  Women,  the 
Conference  President  of  United  Methodist  Men,  the  Conference  Lay  Leader,  the 
district  Lay  Leaders,  the  president  or  equivalent  officer  of  the  Conference  young 
adult  organization,  if  applicable,  and  the  Conference  President  of  United 
Methodist  Youth  shall  be  counted  as  members  of  the  Annual  Conference  from 
the  districts  in  which  they  reside.  The  Conference  Committee  on  Credentials 
shall  then  ascertain  the  number  of  additional  lay  members  needed  to  equalize  the 
lay  and  clergy  membership  of  the  Annual  Conference.  The  total  number  of 
additional  lay  member  slots  will  then  be  prorated  to  the  districts  based  upon  the 
church  membership  of  the  districts  as  reported  in  the  most  recent  audit  of  the 
Conference.  These  additional  at-large  lay  members  shall  then  be  elected  by  the 
respective  District  Conference  or  District  Ministry  Team  upon  nomination  by 
the  District  Committee  on  Nominations.  Additional  nominations  may  be  made 
from  the  floor  of  the  District  Conference  or  the  District  Ministry  Team. 

Article  II:  Conference  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration 

A.  Membership 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  elected  for 
the  quadrennium.  Nominations  shall  be  made  by  the  Conference  Committee 
on  Nominations.  The  membership  shall  consist  of  twelve  members.  It  is 
recommended  that  one-third  of  the  membership  be  clergy,  one-third  shall  be 
laywomen,  and  one-third  shall  be  laymen.  The  Council  shall  function  as 
specified  in  The  Book  of  Discipline. 

B.  Audit  Committee 

The  council  shall  elect  an  Audit  Committee  of  no  more  than  twenty-five 
members.      The  Committee,   in  its  work,   shall  comply  with   The  Book  of 
Discipline.  The  following  shall  be  members  ex-officio  of  the  Audit  Committee: 
the  Resident  Bishop,  the  Conference  Executive  Director  of  Financial  Affairs, 
and  the  Executive  Director,  Conference  Mission  and  Ministries.

B.  Conference  Mission  Finance  Committee 

The  Conference  Mission  Finance  Committee  will  be  composed  of  eighteen 
members,  consisting  of  two  representatives  from  each  district  who  are 
nominated  by  the  Conference  Committee  on  Nominations;  one-third  of  whom 
shall  be  laymen,  one-third  of  whom  shall  be  laywomen,  and  one-third  of  whom 
shall  be  clergy;  at  least  one-third  of  the  committee  shall  be  racially  ethnic 
persons.  Ex-officio  (without  vote)  are:  the  Executive  Director,  Conference 
Mission  and  Ministries,  a  representative  from  the  Conference  Council  on 
Finance  and  Administration  (CFA)  selected  by  the  Conference  CFA,  and  the 
Executive  Director  of  Administrative  Services/Treasurer.  The  team  shall  elect 
its  own  officers  and  the  chairperson  will  serve  on  the  Conference  Ministry 
Team. 
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C.  Other  Committees  of  the  Conference  Ministry  Team 

The  following  Committees  will  be  named  by  the  Conference  Ministry  Team 
in  consultation  with  the  Conference  Committee  on  Nominations:  Native 
American  and  Disaster  Preparedness. 

D.  Conference  Ministry  Staff 

Upon  recommendation  of  the  Bishop  and  the  Personnel  Committee  and  approval 
of  the  CMT,  the  Executive  Director,  Conference  Mission  and  Ministries,  will  be 
employed.  The  following  persons  upon  recommendation  of  the  Bishop,  the 
Personnel  Committee  and  the  Executive  Director,  Conference  Mission  and 
Ministries,  and  approval  of  the  CMT  will  be  employed:  Director  of  Ministry 
Resourcing,  Coordinator  of  Special  Ministries,  Director  of  Volunteers  in 
Mission,  Director  of  Conference  Youth  Ministries,  and  a  specialist  in 
communication.  If  the  person  employed  to  serve  in  any  of  these  positions  is  a 
Deacon  or  an  Elder,  then  the  Bishop  must  appoint  that  person.  The  Executive 
Director,  Conference  Mission  and  Ministries  will  be  supervised  by  the  Bishop. 
Supervision  of  all  other  administrative  and  supportive  staff  shall  be  provided  by 
the  Executive  Director,  Conference  Mission  and  Ministries. 

Note:  The  Executive  Director  of  Administrative  Services/Treasurer  will  report 
to  the  Bishop  and  will  supervise  other  administrative  and  supportive  staff  as 
defined  by  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration. 

Funding  for  the  administrative  assistants  and  clerical  support  staff  of  the 
Conference  Ministry  Team  shall  come  from  the  Conference  Administrative 
Fund  upon  recommendation  of  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  CFA  and  the  CMT 
Personnel  Committee. 

The  Personnel  Committee  of  the  Conference  Ministry  Team  will  approve 
the  personnel  policies  and  procedures.  Annual  evaluations  will  be  the 
responsibility  of  the  designated  supervisor.  At  least  once  a  quadrennium, 
the  Personnel  Committee  shall  counsel  with  program  staff  on  matters 
pertaining  to  their  relationship  with  the  CMT,  including  priorities  to  be 
given  in  the  use  of  their  time  and  skill  in  facilitating  the  goals  and  objectives 
set  by  the  Conference  Ministry  Team.  Either  the  Personnel  Committee  or 
the  staff  person  may  request  such  a  meeting. 

When  a  staff  member's  employment  is  under  consideration,  that  person 
shall  be  notified  prior  to  such  a  meeting  and  be  brought  into  consideration 
immediately  thereafter.  When  deemed  necessary,  termination  of 
employment  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Personnel  Committee. 

Conference  staff  positions  can  be  amended  by  action  of  the  CMT  between 
sessions  of  the  Annual  Conference  so  long  as  such  are  within  budget  funds  and 
consistent  with  the  missional  priorities  adopted  by  the  Annual  Conference.

Article  IV:  Conference  Boards  and  Agencies 

A.  General  Rules 

1.  Executive  Committee:  The  officers  of  any  Board  shall  form  the  executive 
committee  with  additional  members  as  deemed  necessary  by  the  individual 
boards. 

2.  Membership:  Conference  Boards  and  Agencies  shall  not  be  limited  to 
their  membership  in  the  appointment  of  committees  and  task  forces.  If 
deemed  necessary  by  the  Cabinet  and  by  a  board  or  agency  of  the 
Conference,  the  Bishop  will  appoint  a  Cabinet  liaison  to  that 
Conference  Board  or  Agency.  Expenses  of  the  Cabinet  Liaison  shall  be 
paid  by  the  Board  or  Agency  involved. 

B.  Boards 

1.  Conference  Board  of  Church  and  Society 

Membership  of  the  Board  shall  be  elected  for  the  quadrennium  and 
shall  consist  of: 

a.  One  layperson  from  each  district  and  nine  clergy-at-large. 

b.  A  person  18  years  of  age  or  younger,  elected  by  the  Conference  Youth 
Team. 

c.  A  young  adult  (18  to  30  years  of  age). 

d.  A  cabinet  liaison  if  assigned  by  the  Bishop. 

e.  The  Coordinator  of  Christian  Social  Involvement  of  the  UMW. 

Ex-offlcio:  Conference  staff  as  assigned  by  the  Executive  Director, 
Conference  Mission  and  Ministries. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Conference  Ministry  Team  and  the  General  Board 
of  Church  and  Society,  the  Board  shall  assist  the  District  Ministry  Team  and 
local  churches  within  the  bounds  of  the  Conference  in  the  area  of  Christian 
Social  Concerns. 

2.  Conference  Board  of  Discipleship 

Membership  of  the  Board  shall  be  elected  for  the  quadrennium  and 
shall  consist  of: 

a.  One  layperson  from  each  district  and  nine  clergy-at-large. 

b.  A  person  18  years  of  age  or  younger,  elected  by  the  Conference  Youth 
Team. 

c.  Six  members  at-large,  including  one  young  adult  layperson  (18  to  30 
years  of  age.) 

d.  A  cabinet  liaison  if  assigned  by  the  Bishop. 

Ex-officio:  Conference  staff  as  assigned  by  the  Executive  Director,  Mission 
and  Ministries. 

It  shall  cooperate  with  the  Conference  Ministry  Team. 

3.  Conference  Board  of  Global  Ministries 

Membership  of  the  Board  shall  be  elected  for  the  quadrennium  and 
shall  consist  of: 
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a.  One  layperson  from  each  district  and  nine  clergy-at-large.  One 
representative  from  each  district  will  be  from  the  District  Ministry 
Team,  preferably  the  Outreach  Coordinator. 

b.  The  Conference  Secretary  of  Global  Ministries. 

c.  Six  members-at-large,  including  one  young  adult  layperson  (18  to  30 
years  of  age.) 

d.  A  person  1 8  years  of  age  or  younger  elected  by  the  Conference  Youth 
Team. 

e.  A  college  student  chosen  by  the  state  student  organization. 

f.  Conference  lay  leader. 

g.  President  of  Conference  United  Methodist  Women. 

h.     Coordinator  of  Global  Concerns  of  Conference  UMW. 
i.      Cabinet  liaison  if  assigned  by  the  Bishop. 

Ex-officio:  Conference  staff  as  assigned  by  the  Executive  Director, 
Conference  Mission  and  Ministries. 

In  addition  to  its  general  areas  of  work,  the  following  functions  shall  be 
assigned  to  the  Board  of  Global  Ministries:  United  Methodist  Committee  on 
Relief,  Urban  Ministries,  Parish  and  Community  Development  which 
includes  Town  and  Country  Ministries;  Small  Membership  Church; 
Committee  on  Health  and  Welfare  Ministries  which  includes  the  Committee 
on  Disability  Concerns;  Economic  Development,  and  World  Hunger 
Concerns.  The  Conference  United  Methodist  Women,  although 
autonomous,  shall  maintain  a  relationship  with  the  Board  concerning  their 
mutual  work  in  mission. 

It  shall  cooperate  with  the  Conference  Ministry  Team. 

4.     Conference  Board  of  Higher  Education  and  Campus  Ministry 

Membership  of  the  Board  shall  be  elected  for  the  quadrennium  and 
shall  consist  of: 

a.  One  layperson  from  each  district  and  nine  clergy-at-large. 

b.  One  representative,  the  president  or  someone  appointed,  from  each  of 
the  colleges  related  to  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference. 

c.  Two  campus  ministers/directors  who  serve  on  the  Campus  Ministry 
Administrative  Task  Force. 

d.  Two  college  students  who  serve  on  the  Steering  Committee  of  the 
Campus  Ministry  Program  Task  Force. 

e.  A  person  18  years  of  younger  elected  by  the  Conference  Youth  Team. 

f.  A  cabinet  liaison  if  assigned  by  the  Bishop. 

Ex-officio:  Conference  staff  as  assigned  by  the  Executive  Director, 
Conference  Mission  and  Ministries. 

The  functions  of  the  Board  shall  be  the  programs  of  campus  ministries  and 
relationships  with  conference  institutions  of  higher  education.  The 
Executive  Committee  shall  be  responsible  for  interaction  with  the  District 
Ministry  Teams. 
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It  shall  cooperate  with  the  Conference  Ministry  Team. 

5.  Conference  Board  of  Laity

Two-thirds  clergy  members  of  the  board  shall  be  graduates  of  seminaries 
listed  by  the  University  Senate.  Every  district  shall  be  represented  by  at 
least  one  board  member  and  at  least  one  member  of  the  Cabinet  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  board.  An  elected  board  member  may  serve  a  maximum  of 
two  consecutive  4-year  terms.  The  presiding  Bishop  shall  nominate 
members  of  the  board  after  consultation  with  the  chairperson  of  the 
board,  the  executive  committee,  or  a  committee  elected  by  the  board  of  the 
previous  quadrennium,  and  with  the  Cabinet.  The  duties  of  enlistment 
shall  also  be  assigned  to  this  Board. 

7.  Conference  Board  of  Pensions 

In  addition  to  those  recommended  in  The  Book  of  Discipline,  The 
Executive  Secretary  of  the  Board  and  the  Treasurer  shall  be  members  of 
the  board.  The  three  directors  of  the  Woolworth  Foundation  shall  be  ex- 
officio  members,  with  vote. 

8.  Conference  Board  of  Trustees 

The  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  residents  of  the  State  of 
Louisiana,  and  at  least  thirty  years  of  age.  The  clergy  members  shall  be 
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members  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall 
be  nominated  and  elected  by  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference. 

C.  Commissions 

The  officers  of  any  Commission  shall  form  the  executive  committee,  with 
additional  members  as  deemed  necessary  by  the  individual  commission. 

1.  Conference  Commission  on  Archives  and  History 

The  membership  shall  consist  of  nine  persons  plus  Cabinet  liaison,  if 
assigned  by  the  Bishop,  and  conference  staff  as  assigned  by  the  Executive 
Director,  Conference  Mission  and  Ministries. 

2.  Conference    Commission    on    Christian    Unity    and    Interreligious 
Concerns 

The  membership  shall  be  elected  for  the  quadrennium  and  is 
recommended  that  it  consist  of: 

a.  One  lay  person  from  each  district. 

b.  Nine  clergy-at-large. 

c.  Cabinet  liaison,  if  assigned  by  the  Bishop. 

Ex-officio:  Conference  staff  as  assigned  by  the  Executive  Director, 
Conference  Mission  and  Ministries. 

The  membership  of  the  Conference  Commission  on  Christian  Unity  and 
Interreligious  Concerns  shall  be  Louisiana  Conference  representatives  to  the 
Louisiana  Interchurch  Conference. 

3.  Conference  Commission  on  Equitable  Compensation 

The  membership  shall  be  elected  for  the  quadrennium  and  shall  consist 
of  ten  persons. 

4.  Conference  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race 

The  membership  shall  be  elected  for  the  quadrennium  and  consist  of: 

a.  One  lay  person  from  each  district  and  nine  ministers-at-large. 

b.  A  youth  18  years  of  age  or  younger. 

c.  A  young  adult. 

d.  A  cabinet  liaison,  if  assigned  by  the  Bishop. 

Ex-officio:  Conference  staff  as  assigned  by  the  Executive  Director, 
Conference  Mission  and  Ministries. 

5.  Conference  Commission  of  the  Status  and  Role  of  Women 
Membership   shall    be   elected    for   the   quadrennium    and    shall    be 
composed  of  fifteen  persons.  In  addition  there  may  be  a  Cabinet  liaison,  if 
assigned  by  the  Bishop,  and  conference  staff  as  assigned  as  assigned  by  the 
Executive  Director,  Conference  Mission  and  Ministries. 

D.  Committees 

1.  Conference  Committee  on  Administrative  Review 

2.  Conference  Committee  on  Courtesies 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Committee  on  Courtesies  elected  for  the 
quadrennium.  The  membership  shall  consist  of  six  persons. 
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3.  Committee  on  Credentials 

There  shall  be  a  Committee  on  Credentials  appointed  by  the  Bishop  of  no 
more  than  three  persons,  and  said  committee  to  be  appointed  quadrennially. 
The  committee  shall  meet  once  each  year  for  the  purpose  of  verifying  the 
number  of  additional  lay  delegates. 

4.  Conference  Committee  on  Episcopacy 

There  shall  be  fifteen  members.  Membership  shall  include 
representatives  of  racial  ethnic  minorities,  youth,  and  young  adults. 

5.  Conference  Committee  on  Investigation 

There  shall  be  a  Committee  on  Investigation  consisting  of  seven  (7)  elders 
in  full  connection,  two  (2)  lay  observers,  and  six  (6)  alternate  members,  five 
(5)  of  whom  shall  be  elders  in  full  connection  and  one  (1)  of  whom  shall  be 
a  lay  person.  The  committee  shall  be  nominated  by  the  presiding  Bishop  in 
consultation  with  the  Board  of  Ordained  Ministry  and  elected  quadrennially 
by  the  Annual  Conference.  The  committee  should  reflect  racial,  ethnic,  and 
gender  diversity. 

6.  Conference  Committee  on  Investigation  for  Diaconal  Ministry 

7.  Conference  Committee  on  Journal 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Committee  on  Journal  elected  for  the 
quadrennium.  Membership  shall  consist  of  two  clerical  and  two  lay 
members. 

8.  Conference  Committee  on  Nominations 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Committee  on  Nominations  composed  of  the 
following  members: 

a.  Five  Members  by  virtue  of  their  office: 

1.  The  Bishop  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference; 

2.  The  Conference  Lay  Leader; 

3.  The  President  of  the  Conference  United  Methodist  Women; 

4.  The  President  of  the  Conference  United  Methodist  Men; 

5.  The  President  of  the  Conference  Council  on  Youth  Ministry. 

b.  Nine  District  Representatives 

Each  District  Ministry  Team  shall  name  one  representative,  lay  or 
clergy,  to  serve  as  a  member  of  the  Conference  Committee  on 
Nominations. 

c.  Six  Members-at-Large 

In  order  to  ensure  adequate  representation  of  racial  and  ethnic  persons, 
youth,  young  adults,  older  adults,  women  and  men,  clergy  and  laity, 
persons  with  a  handicapping  condition,  persons  from  small- 
membership  churches,  distribution  by  geographic  area  and  differing 
theological  perspectives,  six  members-at-large  shall  be  appointed  by  a 
committee  composed  of  the  Bishop,  the  Conference  Lay  Leader,  and 
Chairpersons  of  the  Commissions  On  the  Status  and  Role  Of  Women 
and  Religion  and  Race.

The  Bishop  shall  serve  as  the  chairperson  of  the  Committee.  The 
Committee  may  elect  other  officers,  as  the  Committee  deems  necessary. 
The  Executive  Director,  Conference  Mission  and  Ministries  and  the 
Conference  Secretary  shall  serve  as  consultants  to  the  Committee. 

District  Representatives  and  Members-at-Large  shall  serve  quadrennial 
(four-year)  terms.  The  district  representatives  must  be  "attached"  to  a  local 
congregation,  institution,  or  agency  within  the  district  they  have  been 
elected  to  represent.  Relocation  outside  the  district  during  the  quadrennium 
shall  require  that  a  new  district  representative  be  elected. 

The  Committee  shall  nominate  to  the  Annual  Conference  such  officers  and 
members  of  Boards,  Councils,  Teams,  Committees  and  Commissions  as  the 
law  of  the  Church  or  the  Rules  of  the  Conference  require,  or  as  the 
Conference  deems  necessary  to  its  work. 

9.  Conference  Committee  on  Petitions 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Committee  on  Petitions  elected  for  the 
quadrennium.  The  membership  shall  consist  of  five  persons. 

10.  Conference  Rules  Committee 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Rules  Committee  appointed  by  the  Bishop  of 
no  more  than  six  persons,  half  of  who  shall  be  lay,  and  said  committee  to  be 
appointed  quadrennially. 

E.  Teams 

1.  Ad  Hoc  Evaluation  Team 

There  shall  be  an  Ad  Hoc  Evaluation  Team  selected  by  the  Conference 
Ministry  Team.  Members  of  the  Ad  Hoc  Evaluation  Team  shall  not  be 
members  of  the  Conference  Ministry  Team.  The  Team  will  serve  for  one 
year  at  the  beginning  of  each  quadrennium.  Every  four  years 
thereafter  a  team  will  be  selected  to  serve  for  one  year.  A  person  may 
not  serve  for  more  than  two  consecutive  terms.  There  shall  be  12 
members  selected  as  follows: 

a.  One  half  laity  and  one  half  clergy. 

b.  One  half  women  and  one  half  men. 

c.  At  least  one  third  shall  be  ethnic  minority  persons. 

d.  At  least  one  third  shall  be  persons  familiar  with  the  system. 

e.  At  least  one  third  shall  be  persons  new  to  the  system. 

f.  At  least  one  person  from  the  Transition  Team  as  a  link 

g.  One  person  shall  be  a  consultant  familiar  with  the  process  of 
evaluation. 

2.  Conference  Church  Extension  Team 

There  shall  be  a  Conference   Church  Extension  Team  elected  for  the 

quadrennium.  Membership  of  the  Team  shall  consist  of: 

a.     One  representative  from  each  District  Board  of  Church  Location  and 

Buildings,  at  least  four  of  whom  shall  be  laity  and  at  least  three  of 

whom  shall  be  clergy. 
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b.     The  Conference  Chairperson  and  the  Conference  Treasurer  of  the  1000 
Club. 

Ex-officio  (without  vote):  Bishop,  District  Superintendents,  and  the 
Executive  Director,  Conference  Mission  and  Ministries. 

The  Conference  Committee  on  Nominations  will  nominate  the  elected 
membership  of  the  Team.  District  Boards  of  Church  Location  and  Building 
will  submit  the  name  of  a  lay  person  and  a  clergy  person  to  the  Conference 
Committee  on  Nominations  from  which  the  nomination  will  be  made. 

3.     Transition  Team 

An  organizational  Transition  Team  will  be  appointed  by  the 
Conference  Ministry  Team  to  serve  until  the  Annual  Conference  of 
2004.  It  is  recommended  that  the  Transition  Team  include  members  of 
the  former  CCOM-QDT  as  well  as  persons  who  have  worked  to  shape 
and  implement  the  structure,  also  to  be  included  is  the  Executive 
Director  of  Conference  Mission  and  Ministries.  They  shall  elect  their 
own  Chairperson. 

Article  V:  Districts 

A.  District  Ministry  Team  Composition 

1.  The  District  Ministry  Team  will  have  a  maximum  of  15  members  with 
inclusion  as  a  goal.  The  team  will  include  the  following: 

a.  Chairperson  * 

b.  Lay  Leader  (vice-chairperson) 

c.  District  Superintendent 

d.  District  Missioner 

e.  Education  Ministries  Coordinator 

f.  Renewal  Ministries  Coordinator 

g.  Spiritual  Discipline  Coordinator 
h.  Outreach  Ministries  Coordinator 
i.      Communication  Advisor 

j.      District  Coordinator  of  Youth  Ministries 

k.     District  Board  of  Church  Location  and  Building/Church  Extension 

representative 
1.      District  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  representative 
m.    Conference  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race  representative 
n.     District  Council  on  Youth  representative 
o.     Conference  Commission  on  Status  and  Role  of  Women  representative 

*  To  be  nominated  by  the  District  Nominating  Committee  from  persons  not 
serving  in  another  office  on  the  DMT. 

2.  The  Personnel  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  four  persons  from  the 
DMT,  one  of  who  shall  be  the  District  Lay  Leader;  will  be  nominated  by 
the  District  Superintendent  and  approved  by  the  DMT.  They  are  to  be 
elected  for  a  four-year  term  so  that  two  will  rotate  off  every  two  years. 
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To  initiate  this  two  will  be  elected  for  a  two-year  term  and  two  for  a 
four-year  term.  The  District  Superintendent  will  be  a  member  of  the 
Personnel  Committee.  The  District  Superintendent  and  the  District 
Personnel  Committee  will  recommend  the  employment  of  the  District 
Missioner  with  approval  by  the  District  Ministry  Team.  They  will 
recommend  to  the  District  Committee  on  Finance  and  Administration  the 
compensation  for  the  District  Missioner.  Base  funding  for  the  District 
Missioner  will  come  from  the  Conference  Budget. 

The  District  Missioner  is  supervised  by  the  District  Superintendent  and 
evaluated  annually  by  the  District  Personnel  Committee.  Missioner 
and  Superintendent  will  communicate  frequently  and  work  closely 
together  to  identify  the  needs  of  the  district  and  to  plan  the  most  viable 
and  effective  ways  of  facilitating  the  ministries  of  individual 
congregations. 

The  Personnel  Committee  shall  counsel  on  matters  related  to  the 
Missioner's  relationship  with  the  DMT,  including  expectations  and 
priorities  to  be  given  in  the  use  of  their  time  and  skill  to  implement  the 
goals  and  objectives  set  by  the  District  Ministry  Team.  Either  the 
Missioner  or  the  Personnel  Committee  may  request  such  a  meeting. 
When  one's  employment  is  under  consideration,  the  District  Missioner 
shall  be  notified  prior  to  such  a  meeting  and  be  brought  into 
consideration  immediately  thereafter.  When  deemed  necessary, 
termination  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Personnel  Committee. 

3.  The  District  Committee  on  Nominations  will  nominate  the  following 
annually:  Chairperson  of  the  DMT,  Education  Ministries  Coordinator, 
Renewal  Ministries  Coordinator,  Spiritual  Discipline  Coordinator, 
Outreach  Ministries  Coordinator,  Communication  Advisor,  and  the 
District  Coordinator  for  Youth  Ministries. 

The  following  representatives  on  the  DMT  are  to  be  nominated  by  the 
respective  groups  from  which  they  come:  representatives  of  the  District 
Board  of  Church  Location  and  Building/Church  Extension,  representative 
of  the  District  Committee  on  Finance  and  Administration,  representatives  of 
the  Commissions  On  the  Status  and  Role  Of  Women  and  Religion  and 
Race,  youth  representative  from  the  District  Youth  Team.  The 
representative  must  be  a  member  in  the  district.  Representatives  and  elected 
members  are  limited  to  serve  on  the  team  no  more  than  two  quadrennia  or 
portions  thereof.  They  must  remain  off  the  District  Ministry  Team  for  one 
year  before  they  can  be  nominated  to  serve  on  the  DMT  again. 

4.  The  District  Conference  shall  be  responsible  to  elect  for  the  ensuing 
Conference  year  the  membership  of  the  District  Ministry  Team  upon 
recommendation  of  the  District  Committee  on  Nominations  with  the 
exception  of  the  District  Lay  Leader.  In  the  event  that  there  is  no  District 
Conference  the  Annual  Conference  shall  be  responsible. 

The  District  Board  of  Laity  shall  elect  the  District  Lay  Leader  annually  for  a 
maximum  of  four  years.  In  the  event  that  there  is  no  District  Board  of  Laity 
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then  the  District  Committee  on  Nominations  will  nominate  the  District  Lay 
Leader. 

The  District  Ministry  Team  shall  elect  all  District  Boards,  Councils  and 
Committees,  and  other  officers,  required  and  necessary,  in  accordance  with 
The  Book  of  Discipline  and  Conference  Rules. 

B.  District  Support  Staff 

Each  district  shall  provide  at  least  a  three-quarter-time  help  of  an  Administrative 
Assistant  to  assist  the  District  Superintendent  and  the  District  Ministry  Team. 

Administrative  Assistant  and  District  Missioner  compensation  and  benefits  are 
to  be  included  in  the  district  budget. 

C.  District  Committee  on  Nominations 

There  shall  be  a  District  Committee  on  Nominations  with  the  following 
members:  District  Superintendent,  who  shall  be  chairperson;  District  Lay 
Leader;  President  of  the  United  Methodist  Women;  President  of  the  District 
United  Methodist  Men;  four  laypersons  (two  of  whom  shall  be  young  adults) 
named  by  the  District  Board  of  Laity;  two  youth  named  by  the  District  Youth 
Council;  four  ministers,  named  by  the  District  Superintendent. 

D.  District  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration 

Each  district  shall  establish  a  District  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration 
composed  of  at  least  four  laypersons  and  three  ministers.  The  District 
Superintendent,  Conference,  Jurisdictional  and  General  Conference  members  of 
the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  within  the  bounds  of  the  district 
shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the  District  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration.  Every  consideration  should  be  given  to  ethnic  minority 
representation. 

E.  District    Board    of    church    Locations    and    Building/Church 
Extension 

F.  Local  Church  Committee  on  Wills: 

Each  local  church  shall  have  a  committee  of  one  or  more  members  on  wills, 
trusts,  and  special  gifts. 

Conference  Rules 
Article  I:  General  Rules  for  the  Conference 

A.  Apportionments 

All  Conference  apportionments  shall  be  made  annually  to  each  local  church 
through  the  application  of  a  decimal  to  be  derived  from  the  following  factors 
averaged  from  the  last  two  published  Journals  of  the  Louisiana  Annual 
Conference. 

1.  Pastor's  base  compensation 

2.  Associate  pastor(s)'  base  compensation 

3.  Housing,  related  allowances  and  utilities 

4.  Reimbursements  paid  to/for  pastors 
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5.  Other  cash  allowances  paid  to/for  pastors 

6.  Diaconal  minister(s)/Deacons  total  compensation 

7.  Other  staff  compensation  and  expenses 

8.  Current  expenses  for  program  including  church  school 

9.  Other  current  operating  expenses 

(Explanatory  Note:  In  the  Statistical  Tables  the  following  numbers  will  relate  to  the 
items  listed  above:  61,  62,  63,  64,  65,  66,  67,  68,  and  69.) 

B.  Appropriations 

Any  legislation  requiring  appropriation  of  Conference  funds  or  any  requests  for 
Conference-wide  solicitation  of  funds  shall  first  be  presented  to  the  Council  on 
Finance  and  Administration  for  study  and  its  recommendations  before  being 
presented  to  the  Annual  Conference.  See  The  Book  of  Discipline. 

C.  Fiscal  and  Statistical  Year 

The  calendar  year  is  the  fiscal  and  statistical  year  of  the  Conference.  All 
remittances  for  the  current  year  shall  be  conveyed  to  the  Conference  Treasurer's 
office  not  later  than  the  date  which  will  be  set  by  the  Conference  Council  on 
Finance  and  Administration  during  their  annual  January  meeting;  and  the 
pastor's  report  No.  1  and  No.  2  shall  be  turned  in  and  checked  by  auditors  at 
District  meetings  at  a  time  and  place  determined  by  the  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration  in  consultation  with  members  of  the  Cabinet. 

D.  Administration  of  Funds  for  Conference  Boards,  Agencies  and 
Institutions 

Local  Church  treasurers  shall  send  all  funds  for  Conference  Boards,  Agencies 
and  Institutions  to  the  Conference  Treasurer  for  appropriate  distribution. 

All  financial  books  and  bookkeeping  and  funds  of  Conference  Councils,  Boards, 
Committees,  and  Commissions  shall  be  administered  and  unified  in  the  office  of 
the  Conference  Treasurer.  Disbursements  shall  be  made  through  a  voucher 
system  to  be  supervised  by  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration.  The 
Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  shall  be  authorized  to  invest  the  surplus 
funds  of  Conference  boards  and  agencies  when  the  surplus  exceeds  a  reasonable 
amount  needed  as  carry-over  to  begin  the  next  year.  Provisions  of  this 
paragraph  shall  not  apply  to  institutions,  the  Board  of  Pensions,  or  the 
Commission  on  Equitable  Compensation.  Investment  income  generated  by 
funds  of  the  Ministerial  Education  Fund  shall  be  retained  in  that  account. 

Each  board,  agency,  and  institution  of  the  Conference  shall,  by  April  1 5  each 
year,  submit  to  the  Conference  Treasurer  a  financial  audit  report  of  its  most 
recent  fiscal  year.  The  financial  audit  report  shall  include  statements  of  assets, 
liabilities,  revenues,  expenditures,  investments,  and  the  returns  therefrom.  The 
Audit  Committee  shall  review  audit  reports  within  sixty  days  of  receipt  and 
report  to  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  compliance  or  lack  of 
compliance.  A  listing  of  specific  deficiencies  in  the  Audit  Report  with 
recommendation  for  compliance  shall  be  submitted  by  the  Audit  Committee  in 
its  report  to  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration.  The  Council  on 
Finance  and  Administration  shall  notify  boards,  agencies,  and  institutions 
individually  of  the  findings  from  the  Audit  Committee.    Boards,  agencies,  and 
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institutions  shall  within  thirty  days  after  notification,  submit  a  response  and/or 
plan  to  correct  any  noted  deficiencies  in  the  Audit  Report. 

E.  District  Superintendents 

The  base  compensation  and  expenses  to  be  paid  each  District  Superintendent  by 
the  Annual  Conference  for  the  next  fiscal  year  shall  be  determined  by  the 
Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  and  reported  in  the  Pre-Conference 
Reports.  It  is  recommended  that  the  base  compensation  of  each  District 
Superintendent  be  adjusted  on  the  basis  of  the  percentage  of  increase  or  decrease 
of  the  Conference  average  salary. 

The  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration,  through  the  Conference  Treasurer, 
shall  be  the  sole  agent  of  disbursement  of  funds  to  these  expense  accounts. 
There  shall  be  no  additional  reimbursement  for  expenses  of  District 
Superintendents  from  any  other  Source  within  the  Louisiana  Conference. 

F.  Pre-Conference  Reports 

All  Councils,  Boards,  Commissions  and  Committees  of  the  Louisiana 
Conference  shall  send  their  Annual  Conference  reports,  resolutions,  and 
recommendations  to  the  Conference  Secretary  seventy-five  (75)  days  before  the 
opening  date  of  the  Annual  Conference  Session.  The  Conference  Secretary  shall 
compile  and  duplicate  these  reports  and  mail  a  copy  to  each  minister  and  each 
lay  member  of  the  Annual  Conference  thirty  (30)  days  before  the  Session 
convenes.  Any  reports,  resolutions,  or  recommendations  not  included  in  the 
Pre-Conference  Reports  must  be  duplicated  and  distributed  to  the  Annual 
Conference  before  final  action  can  be  taken.  This  rule  does  not  apply  to  the 
Conference  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Board  of  the  Ordained 
Ministry. 

G.  Committee  on  Petitions 

Any  petitions,  proposed  by  an  individual  member  or  a  duly  elected  body  of  the 
local  church  or  a  district,  shall  first  be  presented  to  the  Committee  on  Petitions, 
no  later  than  seven  (7)  days  prior  to  the  opening  session  of  the  Annual 
Conference.  The  Committee  shall  meet  to  review  the  petitions  and  assign  them 
to  the  proper  body  for  consideration  by  them  when  they  meet  on  the  opening  day 
of  the  Conference.  These  bodies  shall  make  recommendations  for  concurrence 
or  non- concurrence  when  they  make  their  report  to  the  Conference. 

H.  Data  for  Memoirs 

The  District  Superintendents  in  whose  district  a  Conference  member,  spouse  or 
surviving  spouse  of  a  minister  dies,  shall  appoint  someone  to  secure,  in  advance 
of  the  next  Annual  Conference,  data  concerning  the  deceased. 

I.  Surviving  Spouses 

A  directory  of  spouses  of  deceased  Conference  members  shall  be  published  in 
the  Journal. 

J.  District  Conferences 

Each  District  Ministry  Team,  in  consultation  with  the  Cabinet,  will  determine 
whether  an  annual  District  Conference  will  be  held.  When  the  Conference  is  to 
be  held,  each  charge  shall  elect  five  (5)  lay  members,  and  at  least  two  (2)  reserve 
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members,  provided,  however,  each  Church  shall  have  at  least  one  (1)  elected 
member. 

K.    Conference  Nominating  Process 

The  Conference  nominating  process  shall  be  as  follows: 

1 .  Prior  to  January  1  of  the  year  preceding  each  new  quadrennium,  the 
Secretary  of  the  Annual  Conference  shall  give  each  District 
Superintendent  a  list  of  all  offices  for  which  nominations  will  be  made 
for  the  ensuing  four  years. 

2.  Prior  to  January  15,  the  District  Superintendents  of  the  respective 
districts  shall  distribute  to  the  pastors  and  local  churches'  Lay  Leaders 
copies  of  the  list  of  all  offices  for  which  nominations  will  be  made  at 
the  ensuing  Annual  Conference  session.  Local  church  Nominating 
Committees  may  propose  nominees  for  the  listed  positions.  They  shall 
submit  with  each  nomination  the  following  information:  the  person's 
address,  phone  number,  name  and  membership  size  of  local  church,  a 
brief  resume  (including  interests  and  experience  in  specific  church 
work),  and  vital  information  including  the  person's  age,  sex,  ethnic 
status  and  any  handicapping  condition. 

3.  Prior  to  February  10,  the  District  Committee  on  Nominations  shall 
meet  to  nominate  persons  for  the  offices  in  question.  The  Committee 
shall  give  priority  to  names  submitted  by  local  church  Nominating 
Committees,  but  it  shall  not  be  limited  to  those  names.  It  shall  not  be 
required  to  nominate  a  person  for  every  vacancy,  but  shall  nominate 
only  those  persons  it  considers  adequate  to  the  task. 

4.  Prior  to  March  1,  the  District  Committees  on  Nominations  shall  submit 
their  lists  of  nominations  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Annual  Conference, 
accompanied  by  the  information  about  each  nominee  specified  in  "B" 
above.  The  Conference  office  shall  maintain  computer  records  of 
current  and  prior  service  in  Conference  elective  offices  and  shall  make 
this  information  available  to  assist  The  Conference  Committee  on 
Nominations.  The  Conference  Secretary  shall  compile  and  circulate 
nominations  submitted  and  its  computer  records  of  prior  service  to 
members  of  the  Conference  Committee  on  Nominations  at  least  five 
days  prior  to  its  initial  meeting. 

5.  Prior  to  April  1,  the  Conference  Committee  on  Nominations  shall  meet 
and  make  nominations  for  all  Conference  offices  that  must  be  filled  in 
the  next  quadrennium.  It  shall  give  priority  to  the  lists  of  names 
submitted  by  the  Districts,  but  it  may  consider  other  names.  The 
nominations  shall  be  mailed  to  the  lay  and  clergy  members  of  the 
Annual  Conference  as  part  of  the  Pre-Conference  Reports. 

6.  All  persons  nominated  for  an  office  in  the  Annual  Conference  shall  be 
contacted  by  the  District  or  Conference  committee  placing  their  names 
in  nomination  to  determine  whether  the  persons  so  nominated  are 
willing  to  serve. 

7.  Nominating  committees  shall  examine  all  nominations  to  ensure 
appropriate  representation  of  ethnic  minority  persons,  lay  and  clergy 
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women,  lay  and  clergy  men,  persons  with  handicapping  conditions, 
youth,  young  adults  and  older  adults. 

8.  Following  the  elections  at  the  beginning  of  a  new  quadrennium  the 
newly  elected  bodies  shall  meet  at  the  site  of  the  Annual  Conference 
session.  The  District  Superintendents  shall  convene  the  newly  elected 
bodies  and  shall  call  for  the  election  of  a  chairperson.  Each  body  shall 
elect  its  chairperson  and  other  officers  upon  nomination  from  the  floor. 

9.  When  vacancies  occur  during  a  quadrennium,  the  Conference 
Committee  on  Nominations  shall  make  nominations  to  fill  the 
vacancies  at  the  ensuing  session  of  the  Annual  Conference.  The 
Secretary  of  the  Annual  Conference  shall  retain  the  records  of  persons 
nominated  in  the  process  described  above.  The  Committee  shall  use 
these  records  to  assist  its  work.  It  shall  not  be  limited  to  persons 
previously  nominated.  These  nominations  shall  be  published  in  the 
Pre-Conference  Reports. 

L.  Terms  of  Membership 

The  terms  of  membership  on  all  Councils,  Boards,  Commissions,  and 
Committees  shall  be  limited  to  any  number  of  years,  not  to  exceed  eight  (8), 
served  in  two  consecutive  quadrennia.  When  one  has  served  the  maximum  time 
allowed,  then  reappointment  to  the  same  council,  board,  commission,  or 
committee  shall  not  be  permitted  until  a  full  quadrennium  has  lapsed.  This  shall 
not  prohibit  service  on  other  councils,  boards,  commissions,  or  committees  in 
the  following  quadrennium. 

M.         Conference  Committee  on  Courtesies 

The  function  of  the  Committee  shall  be  to  provide  courtesies  and  introductions 
for  visitors  to  the  Annual  Conference  sessions  and  to  prepare  written 
expressions  of  appreciation  for  those  who  assist  the  work  of  the  Conference. 

N.  Conference  Committee  on  Journal 

The  Committee  on  Journal  shall  inspect  the  secretary's  record  of  each  session  of 
the  Annual  Conference  and  report  its  findings  to  the  Conference. 

O.         All  Institutions  in  the  Conference 

All  institutions  in  the  Conference  shall  be  incorporated  and  shall  review  their 
corporate  charters  quadrennially  to  determine  that  they  are  in  conformity  with 
the  laws  of  the  State  of  Louisiana  and  The  Book  of  Discipline  of  The  United 
Methodist  Church.  "The  names  of  those  nominated  to  serve  as  members  of  the 
Board  of  Directors/Trustees  of  Conference  institutions  for  later  election  by  the 
Annual  Conference  shall  be  submitted  to  the  appropriate  board  of  the 
Conference  no  later  than  March  15th  each  year." 

P.  Ad  Hoc  Evaluation  Team 

The  Ad  Hoc  Evaluation  Team  shall  design  a  process  to  determine  effectiveness 
in  fulfilling  the  mission  of  the  Conference.  The  evaluation  will  include  a 
response  from  all  staff  members  and  team  members  of  the  District  and 
Conference  Ministry  Teams.  Responses  will  be  collected  for  review  by  the  Ad 
Hoc  Evaluation  Team. 
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An  annual  report  will  be  made  to  the  Conference  Ministry  Team.  The  CMT 
will  review  the  report  in  establishing  priorities  needed  to  fulfill  the  vision  of  the 
Conference  and  as  a  basis  for  decision-making  and  for  recommendations  to  the 
Conference. 

Q.  Conference  Church  Extension  Team 

The  Conference  Church  Extension  Team  shall  assist  in  the  planning  and 
organizing  of  new  congregations,  merging  existing  congregations,  and  assisting 
in  the  development  of  transitional  congregations  within  the  bounds  of  the 
Louisiana  Conference.  Such  responsibilities  will  include  the  coordination  of 
research  and  data  gathering  related  to  congregational  development,  the  oversight 
of  the  rental  or  purchase  of  land  or  buildings,  the  establishment  of  guidelines  for 
Church  Extension,  the  promotion  of  Church  Extension,  and  the  management  of 
funds  related  to  Church  Extension.  The  Team  will  cooperate  with  the  Bishop 
and  Cabinet,  the  District  Boards  of  Church  Location  and  Building,  the 
Conference  Board  of  Trustees,  and  other  Conference  agencies  related  to 
establishment  of  new  congregations. 

R.  Mission  Finance  Committee 

The  Mission  Finance  Committee  will  submit  a  budget  for  the  Conference 
program  agencies  (Benevolence  Fund)  and  Campus  Ministry  Fund  to  the 

Conference  Ministry  Team.  It  shall  be  responsible  for  the  allocation  of  funds  to 
the  appropriate  agencies  for  the  following:  the  Campus  Ministry  Funds,  the 
United  Methodist  Student  Day  scholarship  funds,  the  Christian  Education 
Sunday  Funds,  funds  for  the  salary  support  for  the  District  Missioners, 
church  building,  extension,  or  relocations  as  recommended  by  the  District 
Committee  on  Church  Location  and  Building,  funds  for  expenses  of  Boards, 
Commissions,  Teams,  or  Task  Forces  and  any  special  grants.  The  proposed 
budget  will  be  submitted  by  the  Conference  Ministry  Team  to  the  Conference 
Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  in  keeping  with  Disciplinary 
requirements. 

S.  Transition  Team 

The  Transition  Team's  work  will  be  to  recommend  to  the  Annual 
Conference  any  changes  to  the  organizational  plan  approved  by  the  1997 
Annual  Conference  and  modified  by  succeeding  Annual  Conferences.  It  will 
also  make  any  recommended  changes  in  the  "Manual  for  the  Organization" 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  CMT. 

T.  Change  in  Rules 

Any  recommendation  for  Rule  changes  shall  be  presented  to  the  Chair  of  the 
Rules  Committee  no  later  than  the  last  day  of  February.  The  Rules  Committee 
shall  consider  and  make  its  recommendations  in  time  to  be  included  in  the  Pre- 
Conference  Report. 

Amendments  to  proposals  to  change  the  Conference  Structure  and  Rules  which 
have  been  presented  to  the  members  of  the  Annual  Conference  in  the  Pre- 
Conference  Report  may  be  considered  by  the  Annual  Conference  session  and 
shall  require  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  for  adoption. 
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U.  Suspension  of  Rules 

The  operation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  these  Rules  may  be  suspended  at  any 
time  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  Conference  session  effective  for  up  to  one 
year.  The  motion  must  also  state  what  provision  will  be  in  effect  during  the 
suspension  of  the  rule.  During  this  year  a  committee  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Bishop  to  determine  if  there  is  a  need  for  a  permanent  change  in  the  rule  that  has 
been  suspended.  The  committee's  recommendation  shall  be  printed  in  the  Pre- 
Conference  Reports  for  consideration  by  the  following  Annual  Conference 
regular  session. 

V.  Calendar 

In  order  to  coordinate  the  calendar  of  the  Conference  and  to  be  better  stewards 
of  money  and  time,  no  Conference  event  may  be  held  unless  it  has  first  been 
cleared  through  the  CMT  Executive  Committee  at  least  six  months  prior  to  the 
event.  The  CMT  Executive  Committee  shall  make  necessary  changes  so  that 
there  will  be  no  duplication  of  major  events.  Items  to  be  calendared  are 
programs,  board  meetings,  Conference  events,  any  scheduled  event  that  involves 
the  Conference,  etc.  In  case  of  unusual  circumstances  a  meeting  could  be  put  on 
the  calendar  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

W.         Itineration 

The  Conference  Year  is  from  June  1  to  May  31.  When  a  minister  moves  to  a 
new  appointment  at  Annual  Conference  he/she  is  to  receive  compensation  and 
expenses  from  June  1.  When  a  minister  leaves  an  appointment  at  Annual 
Conference,  he/she  will  receive  compensation  and  expenses  only  through  May 
31.  If  the  minister  lives  in  a  parsonage,  he/she  will  receive  compensation  and 
expenses  only  through  May  31.  If  the  minister  lives  in  a  parsonage,  he/she  is 
responsible  for  paying  the  utilities  for  the  month  of  May  and  for  leaving  the 
parsonage  in  good  condition.  The  chairperson  of  the  Pastor-Parish  Relations 
Committee  is  to  certify  to  the  District  Superintendent  on  the  form  provided  by 
the  District  Superintendent  that  the  provisions  of  this  rule  have  been  met  by  the 
minister  before  leaving  the  charge.  If  a  minister  is  given  a  housing  allowance, 
the  chairperson  of  the  Pastor-Parish  Relations  Committee  is  to  give  the  District 
Superintendent  a  copy  of  the  contract  for  period  of  time  to  be  covered  by  the 
housing  allowance.  This  form,  which  is  to  be  provided  by  the  District 
Superintendent,  is  to  be  sent  to  the  District  Office  at  the  beginning  of  the 
appointment. 

X.  Function  of  the  Conference  Ministry  Team  and  Staff 

The  function  of  the  Conference  Ministry  Team  (CMT)  is  to  promote  the  vision 
of  the  Louisiana  United  Methodist  Conference  in  becoming  a  community  of 
local  churches  who  make  disciples  for  Jesus  Christ.  Each  quadrennium  the 
CMT  will  identify  one  or  more  emphases  to  lead  the  Conference  to  the  vision. 
The  CMT  will  also  serve  as  a  catalyst  in  leading  the  Conference  in  raising  up 
spiritual  leaders  who  make  disciples  for  Jesus  Christ  and  to  evaluate  the  degree 
to  which  the  mission  is  being  realized. 
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The  CMT,  in  consultation  with  the  Conference  staff,  will  determine  those 
services  to  be  provided  to  the  district  and  the  local  churches  that  can  best  be 
otherwise  provided.  These  services  include: 

1.  Communication,  information  and  services,  and  relations  with  the  general 
church  and  general  public; 

2.  Media,  audio- visual,  human  resources,  and  print  resources  from  the 
Conference  Resource  Center; 

3.  Assistance  to  the  District  Ministry  Teams  and  to  the  district  staffs  as 
needed; 

4.  Collection  of  data  and  information  for  ongoing  mission. 

Funds  will  be  provided  from  the  Conference  Benevolence  Fund,  as  needed, 
to  meet  expenses  of  the  following  boards  and  commissions  and  any  task 
force  created  to  accomplish  assigned  tasks  of  the  CMT  such  as:  Church  and 
Society,  Discipleship,  Global  Ministries,  Higher  Education  and  Campus 
Ministry,  Christian  Unity  and  Interreligous  Concerns,  Commission  on 
Religion  and  Race,  and  Commission  on  Status  and  Role  of  Women. 

Y.  District  Ministry  Team  Function 

The  District  Ministry  Team  (DMT)  will  be  the  primary  group  servicing  the  local 
churches  and  the  campus  ministry  units  within  the  district.  An  enhanced  District 
Staff  will  be  available  to  assist  the  DMT  in  fulfilling  the  following  functions: 

1 .  Develop  and  provide  training  and  consultation  services; 

2.  Assist  with  Conference-sponsored  ministries; 

3.  Aid  local  churches  in  developing  and  implementing  their  own  ministries; 

4.  Help  with  outreach  ministries; 

5.  Promote  new  church  development  and  support  existing  churches  in  upon 
transformation; 

6.  Support  individual  and/or  corporate  praise  and  celebration  activities; 

7.  Be  a  communication  link  between  the  churches  and  the  Conference,  and 

8.  Assist  in  establishing  and  maintaining  the  Conference  Resource  Bank. 

Z.  The  Functions  of  the  district  Missioner 

1 .  Works  under  the  supervision  of  the  District  Superintendent. 

2.  Works  in  cooperation  with  the  District  Ministry  Team  and  with  Ad  Hoc 
Teams  as  needed  to  plan  for,  organize  and  deliver  services  to  the  local 
churches. 

3.  Identifies  and  develops  human  and  material  resources  necessary  in 
providing  services  to  the  churches. 

4.  Plans  scheduled  visits  to  individual  church  and/or  contacts  to  aid  in 
planning  and  in  identifying  needed  resources. 

5.  Assists  the  local  churches  in  identifying  their  needs,  developing  an  action 
plan  and  evaluating  the  effectiveness  of  their  ministries. 

6.  Secures  and/or  links  resources  to  the  individual  churches  or  to  groups  of 
churches  with  common  needs. 

7.  Make  recommendations  to  the  District  Ministry  Team  for  improvement  of 
services  to  the  churches. 
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8.  Prepares  and  maintains  accurate  and  timely  records  of  contacts  with  local 
churches. 

9.  Performs  other  duties  as  assigned  by  the  DMT. 

AA.       Manual 

The  Manual,  "Design  for  a  New  Day,"  as  modified  to  comply  with  Judicial 
Council  Decisions  #835  and  #878,  is  the  guideline  for  the  operation  of  the 
structure  of  the  Annual  Conference.  These  guidelines  will  be  reviewed  by  the 
Transition  Team  through  the  Annual  Conference  of  2004  and  may  be  "fine- 
tuned"  as  needed  the  approval  of  the  Conference  Ministry  Team. 

BB.       System  of  Vouchers 

The  depository  of  funds  and  bookkeeping  functions  of  all  Conference  Councils, 
Boards,  and  Agencies  shall  be  provided  by  the  Conference.  The  Council  on 
Finance  and  Administration  shall  initiate  a  system  of  vouchers  through  which 
the  Conference  treasurer  shall  reimburse  all  expenditures  authorized  by  the 
chairpersons  of  the  boards  and  agencies  for  funds  expended  within  their  budgets. 

CC.   Annual  Conference  Budget 

It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Conference  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration 
to  present  the  Conference  benevolence  budget  recommendations  to  the  Annual 
Conference.  The  recommended  allocations  to  Conference  program  agencies 
should  reflect  agreement  between  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration 
and  the  Conference  Ministry  Team. 

RATIONALE  FOR  CHANGES  IN  STRUCTURE  AND  RULES 

The  Judicial  Council  in  its  Decision  No.  878  ruled  that  "the  revised  structure  plan 
adopted  by  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  on  June  8,  1999  does  not  comply  with  the 
1996  Discipline  and  Judicial  Council  decisions."  Further  "the  Judicial  council  remands 
the  Conference  Structure  and  Rules  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  for  revision, 
with  the  directions  that  said  structure  is  null,  void  and  of  no  effect  until  such  structure  is 
revised,  adopted  by  the  Annual  Conference  and  resubmitted  to  the  council  for  review  and 
approval." 

According  to  the  Analysis  and  Rationale  that  accompany  decision  878  the  Louisiana 
Conference  needs  to  do  more  work  on  the  following  guidelines  listed  in  Decision  No.  835 
and  878  met  five  of  the  requirements  from  Decision  835. 

The  following  guidelines  have  not  yet  been  satisfied. 

2.  An  Annual  Conference  cannot  vote  to  approve,  disapprove  or  modify  the 
Discipline  in  development  of  a  structure  plan.  The  mandated  boards, 
commissions,  and  committees  cannot  be  removed  or  reinstated  in  restructuring. 
The  mandated  boards,  commissions,  and  committees  simply  must  exist. 
5.  The  prescribed  number  of  members,  the  method  of  nomination  and  election, 
fixed  terms  and  diversity  of  membership  must  be  exactly  as  stated  in  the  1996 
Discipline.  This  disciplinary  mandate  is  applicable  to  any  equivalent  for  boards, 
commissions,  and  committees  for  which  the  "disciplinary  name"  has  been 
changed. 
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6.     Annual  Conference  rules  on  structure  which  constitute  a  vote  on  the  Discipline 

are  improper.  (Decision  476,  700  and  714) 
9.     Conferences  are  urged  to  give  careful  attention  to  the   1996  Discipline  and 

review  previous  decisions    (See  Decisions  314,  339,  441,  417,  418,  640,  680, 

815,  827,  and  831.) 

All  items  that  apply  to  guidelines  5,  6,  and  9  have  been  identified  and  suggested 
changes  are  offered  to  insure  compliance  with  the  Discipline.  Careful  study  is 
given  to  all  the  structure  and  rules  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  as  found 
in  the  1999  Journal. 

In  compliance  with  guideline  no.  2  of  the  Decision  No.  878,  all  references  that 
address  structure  are  placed  in  Section  "X.  CONFERENCE  STRUCTURE."  All 
items  that  address  the  function  of  the  structure  are  placed  in  section  "XI 
CONFERENCE  RULES."  References  to  The  Book  of  Discipline  and  to  the 
Conference  Rules  are  made  where  needed  to  assist  those  who  use  the  Journal  to 
find  related  materials.  Only  those  matters  that  are  not  included  in  The  Book  of 
Discipline  and  which  were  previously  approved  by  the  Annual  Conference  are 
included  in  the  Conference  Structure. 

Also  included  and  recommended  in  this  report  are  recommended  changes  in  the 
structure  and  rules  which  came  from  the  Transition  Team/Conference  Ministry 
Team  under  Decision  No.  878.  These  changes  are  bolded  in  the  final  copy. 

The  remainder  of  the  changes  proposed  are  the  results  of  an  ad  hoc  committee 
in  its  attempt  to  bring  our  conference  rules  and  structure  into  line  with  the 
recent  decision  by  the  Judicial  Council,  Decision  No.  878.  The  ad  hoc 
committee  was  composed  of  Bishop  Solomon,  Carl  Rhoads,  Rena  Yocom, 
and  Brady  Forman.

Article  III:  Section  A 

Current  rule: 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  elected  for  the 
quadrennium.  Nominations  shall  be  made  by  the  Conference  Committee  on 
Nominations.  The  membership  shall  consist  of  twelve  members,  one-third  of  whom  shall 
be  clergy,  one  third  of  whom  shall  be  laywomen,  and  one-third  of  whom  shall  be  laymen. 
The  Council  shall  function  as  specified  in  The  Book  of  Discipline. 

Proposed  change: 

Insert  the  following  sentence  before  the  last  sentence: 

"The  membership  shall  be  divided  into  two  classes  with  equal  numbers  in  each  class. 
There  shall  be  two  clergy  and  four  laity  in  each  class." 

Rule  would  then  read: 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  elected  for  the 
quadrennium.       Nominations    shall    be    made    by    the    Conference    Committee    on 
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Nominations.  The  membership  shall  consist  of  twelve  members,  one-third  of  whom  shall 
be  clergy,  one  third  of  whom  shall  be  laywomen,  and  one-third  of  whom  shall  be  laymen. 
"The  membership  shall  be  divided  into  two  classes  with  equal  numbers  in  each  class. 
There  shall  be  two  clergy  and  four  laity  in  each  class.  "  The  Council  shall  function  as 
specified  in  The  Book  of  Discipline. 

Rationale: 

The  rule  would  allow  for  continuity  in  the  membership  of  the  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration  from  one  quadrennium  to  another.  Since  our  Conference  Rules  have  set 
the  number  of  members  at  twelve  (one-third  clergy,  one-third  laywomen,  and  one-third 
laymen)  this  would  mean  that  there  would  be  four  laity  and  two  clergy  in  each  class. 
Without  this  rule,  the  2000  session  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  would  elect  only 
two  new  members  to  CFA  The  remainder  of  the  members  would  rotate  off  of  the 
Council  in  2004,  meaning  ten  new  members  would  be  elected  at  that  time.  Continuity 
from  one  quadrennium  to  another  is  needed  in  the  membership  of  the  Council  on  Finance 
and  Administration.

Article  VI,  Rule  1 

Current  rule: 

All  Conference  apportionments  shall  be  made  annually  to  each  local  church  through  the 
application  of  a  decimal  to  be  dervied  from  the  following  factors  averaged  from  the  last 
three  published  Journals  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference: 

Proposed  change: 

Delete  the  word  "three"  and  substitute  the  word  "two." 
Rule  would  then  read: 

All  Conference  apportionments  shall  be  made  annually  to  each  local  church  through  the 
application  of  a  decimal  to  be  derived  from  the  following  factors  averaged  from  the  last 
two  published  Journals  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference. 

Rationale: 

The  new  rule  would  address  the  issues  of  financial  strength  of  a  church  and  errors  made 
in  the  annual  church  audit.  In  the  event  of  changing  financial  strength  in  a  local  church, 
the  present  rule  delays  any  relief  for  a  church  if  that  support  weakens.  Likewise,  if 
financial  strength  in  the  church  strengthens,  the  increase  in  Conference  apportionments  is 
delayed.  The  new  rule  would  also  decrease  by  one  the  number  of  years  a  church  must 
live  with  mistakes  made  at  the  annual  church  audit.  Under  the  present  rule,  this  can  take 
four  years.  For  example,  the  apportionments  for  2000  are  an  average  of  the  audit  reports 
from  1996,  1997,  1998.

•  The  Committee  on  Legislative  Affairs  serves  as  a  connection  between  the  Louisiana 
United  Methodist  Conference  and  the  legislative  and  executive  branches  of 
government. 

•  The  Committee  has  requested  that  Mrs.  Fran  Bussie,  a  member  of  First  United 
Methodist  Church  in  Baton  Rouge,  register  as  a  lobbyist  for  the  Louisiana 
Conference.  This  allows  the  United  Methodist  Church  to  direct  its  efforts  to  specific 
legislative  matters. 

•  The  Committee  is  in  dialogue  with  certain  legislators  concerning  sentencing  issues 
for  criminal  offenses.  This  is  a  larger  matter  concerning  the  whole  penal 
overcrowding  issue  that  is  facing  Louisiana. 

•  Another  area  of  concern  and  effort  of  this  committee  has  to  do  with  reform  of  the  tax 
situation  in  Louisiana.  Continued  reliance  on  sales  tax  and  tax  from  oil  and  gas 
creates  a  condition  of  permanent  fiscal  instability  in  Louisiana. 
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Finally,  the  Committee  continues  to  work  on  legislative  matters  that  affect  the 
quality  of  life  for  children  and  families  in  Louisiana. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  Committee  on  Legislative  Affairs  to  host  a  meeting  with 
United  Methodist  legislators  and  officials  to  meet  our  new  bishop  after  episcopal 
assignments  have  been  made.
